The Annnai Examinatiim of the pupils, 
boloupug to the iVlale Gi phana^e look^ 
place, ,iu tlie New .Ruildiii”:, on Frid^ay, 
tUci X7th instant, in the presence of Rev. 
Father * Formosa, Rev. Father !Mascareii- 
has, and of the other <'!lcru:y of the Ca- 
thedral and St. Jolm^s Collcj^o. Hie 
numher of hidi(‘s and *tcn1Ieiiieu present 
oil the occasion much exceeded that of 
former ^years ; a fact, w hieli indicates 
that a f('-eliu[^ of greater interest is be- 
ginning to pervade amongst the Catho- 
lic Community of Calcutta, in regard 
tojhc liistitiition.

pupils to advance with greater speed in 
the career of improvement, M^hen wo 
arrived at the School Hall, the jjppils of 
the third class were undergoing exami- 
iiatioii ; and the ready answers which 
they gave to questions in the several 
studies, in which tlioy were exainined, 
shmvod that they had been well grouud- 
('d ill what? they had* gone oVer. 'Fhe 
pio>t interesting part in thej examination 
of this class, consisted in the lessons 
on objects/’ which they liad been taught 
a(‘eordin ^ to Testalozi's system *, and 
\vc must own that ue were highly de- 
lighted with the knowledge which some 
V('ry litll(^ hoys slicwed in regard to tlie 
properties of fncrals, gla‘»s ami otlna 
snbstanci which wi'ia* hold out to their 
virnv. Afior this ela.’i was dismissed, 
the two senior clashes came up in suc- 
cession, and were cvamintal in stmlios of 
a higher rang \ Tlio attention of the 
pupils of the 1st class was directed to 
rh(? following subjects, during tlni [last 
yi'ar : — Natural Philosophv , Geoimitry, 
use of the (ilobos, Sacred History and 
History of England, (Composition, R(‘!id- 
ing, Grammar, and Gcografdiy. I here 
was not time enough to tc'^^e the classes 
in all that they had lU’oh’sscd to have 
learnt their (‘xaminatiou was Iherclorc 
eontined to ilc()gi‘aphy, Aat.nrul I liilo- 
sopiiy, Gcunu'try, Aritlnnctii*, and 
History. Jn Geography they seemed 
to bc‘riiiito au Juit : they were per- 
fectly acquainted with the situations of 
•places, which they pointed out on the 
Maps, and gave \*ca(ly and correct an- 
swers to qu(’sli(>ns, put tc) lliem in regard 
to tlie population, and commercial re- 
sources of countries 

In (rcoinet ry, some of the lads were 
examined in the "^rd and *l1h hooks of 
Euclid. In this branch of study they ap 
pcared to liave been well grounded ; as tlir 
answered very correctly questions di 
duced from propositions they had solved. 
In Arithmetic the lads were exceedingly 
expert. Tliey worked with great facility 
questions in Practice, Simple Interest, 
I)ccinial and Vulgar Fractions, and the 
Extraction of the Square Root. It is 
evident that imleli pains were taken after 
them in this branch, by their excellent 
teachers, w ho, in the wliolc course of their 
instructions, seem to be paiticnlarly 
desirous of making their charires fit for 
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useful employment. W-e nearly omitted 
1o mention that there were several j 
speeches, and pieces of Poetry recitedj i 
^vhiei^ elicited great ^lppla^l^•e. The 
exaniinatiou closed at about 1 oTdock, 
when \vc were gratified to licar some 
Italian Songs, siin^^ by two lads in very* 
good taste, and a piece of Music played ; 
on the Piano^ bj young Jlufiy, whose, 
progress in this clepartinen*t in particular ' 
has been wonderful. The nninbcr of 4hc ■ 
children atttmding the school is now two 
hundred. Tlic examination throughout ; 
gave entire satisfaetiou, and Rev, Father 
Tracy, who ])residcd at the distribution 
of the ])rizes, took the opportunity of 
congratulating the Catholic community 
of ('aliMitta, for the benefits which the 
ehildi’vn of the poor derive from the 
labors of Rrothei* Francis, ynd his 
uortliy colleagiie.s. IJc then impressofl 
upon tlic minds of all present, the deep 
delit of giatitude, wliich the Catholies of 
Calcutta o\v(‘ to the rdigious Brothers, 
for their uuconsiiig exertions in promo- 
ting tlie interests of the children in their 
charge. 

Tin' Ijusine^s of tin* day having tenni- 
nali'd, thr a‘isemb!y broke up, highly de- 
lightcfl at what tliey had witnessed.

Immcdi vTEr.v after the examination of. 
the pupils ()( the Male Orphanage, that 
of the girls, attached to the above school ' 
commeueed. Several of the ladies and ; 
gentlemen, who were present at the boys' 
school, adjourned to tliegirls^ dcjiartmeiTt, ; 
in which were assembled nearly forty 
dren, some of whom w(‘re viwy young, i 
Catechism, (Iramniar, Ocograjihy, Road- ' 
ing, Spelling, Arithmetic, Needle and 
Fancy works, formed tlie wliolc course 
of their instnielions. The children were 
examined in some of the subjects, and the 
answers they returned to questions, were 
satisfactory. Tliey seemed to have boon 
well taught in their Catechism. The 
examination lasted for a couple of hours, 
at the end of Vhich prizes were distri- 
buted by the Rev. Father Tracy, uho 
adtlrcssJd the children a few words of 
CTicv)uragemcnt, and dismissed them by 
Wishing them a happy ^Chrhst mas. 

St. XavieiPs School, Boav-Bazaii. 

The examination of the Bow- Bazar 
Male Orphanage took place at the school 


Premises, on Friday, the 18th instant, in 
the presence of f?eA'Cral ladies and geutle- 
'riien. Wc were not iu tSmo to be on 
the spot at the conimcnccnient of (bo 
examination; but wo saw enough tt» be 
cominced oujgfovfn Tninds, tliat Die 
seliool is in a"*high state of cfiicicney. 
The pupils attending the classes at pre- 
sent, amoiiiit to one hundred and forty, 
a mniiher, far greater than that which 
Avas on the list, b<dbre the elofc of t.he 
past year. This •alone is a sure indica- 
tion that the labors of .Iho Chrislian " 
Brothers are* \\v^ /lireclcal, and that 
they are*now beginning to be duly osii- 
■tiuiUhI.* BrotluT rjeriiiird the supcriii- 
j tendeut of the scliocd, haA'iug been pre- 
cluded from taking a part in the f'xami- 
' natiqn, in couscqueHce of illness, one 
of liis coll(“agnes, a yoiing man, took 
. upon himsi‘lf to conduct tlie business of 
• the day. '^fhe studies of this school 
; Averc almost similar to tlios of the Or- 
! phanage ; and the boys acquitted tbem- 
; selves on the whole very creditably. 
They were examined iu History, (icome- 
trv, Reading and Arithmetic, and iu all 
those thciv ga\e jvady and correct au- 
swiT-s til (juu-!f ions [iropos al fotfi(?m. In 
tjeouK’try, th(‘y Avere adva^iceil to the 
Itli Book and Avere examined iu some 
of the. most, dillicult jiropositions iu the 
!2n(l and I ’h Books, wliieh tlu^y soIvcjI with 
grcjit aeciiracy. They then »:ead ami 
[lar.scd from a p:\ssage iu their R''adt.jr, 
and were very quick iil A\oi'king iju 
iu Aritiunetie. Some of tlie huts came 
forwanl, au(f recited lueixs of compo- 
sition both iu prose ami vers(% ami 
Hceuied by tlua’r enuueiation, and pro- 
per modidatiou of the voice to have 
been avcII utt^mded to, iu this im- 
portant part of their education. The 
bu'^incss of the day having closed, it dc- 
A'olved nj)ou Rev. Father 'rracy, to dis- 
trilmte the prizes. Before doing tliis, 
he made a very appropriate "speech, iu 
which he dwelt at length upon the ('xer- 
tious made l»y the* ('hristinu Brotliers, 
i to advance the progress of their pupils 
iu their cliarg'^y and ii|ipart to thciii 
in.>trnctious, as are e ilcMiIatcd to make 
i them goO’d unm, and uXd'iil members of 
1 Society. The Brothers, ^le ^.ml, labored 
I Aviihout creasing for the good of the 
j children mi<i(?r thedr care; and they 
' wanted nothing in return but their dili- 
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gence and application. Tfic number of 
the pupils was nearly doubled within a 
year ; and thAigh from this circumstance* 
their labors have increased^ they do not 
regret it, for theirs is the labor of love ; 
—on the contrary, fhej^were ^levcr better 
pleased than when they sHw their school- 
room filled, and their time fully occupied 
in the discharge of their onerous duties. 
But while the Brothers were doiug so 
much good to the children, it would not 
be asking too much of their parents ainl 
guardians, and o£Uic Catliolics iu general, 
to come forward anST^ve them their sup- ' 
port. The building, observed the Revd. 
Father, was rather too small for* o large 
a number of boys^; it required enlarge- ! 
ment, and this may be effected if cjich 
individual offered«his mite towards the 
object. The additional Building of the 
Orphanage was not contemplated about 
a year ago ; but no sooner the thought 
occurred to 4Iis Grace the Archbishop, he 
took it in hand, and it rose as if by the ; 
power of Magic ; and this we knosv was 
effected by means of public contributions. 
If the same public spirit was displayed 
here, a building • similar to that of the 
Orphanage might be erected for the ac- 
commodation of the children, who liave 
augmented in number, and arc likely to 
increase more and more, as the successful 
efforts of the Brothers in their field of 
labor are better known. The Reverend 
gentleman then spok|! in high terms of 
thtt attainments of the pupils belonging 
to the school, and distributed the prizes 
according to the order of merit, after 
which the assembly dispersed. 

Bow-Bazar Femalb Sciioor.. 

Tub examination of Jibe children of 
the above school took place on Saturday 
the 18th instant, in the presence of the 
Clergy of the Cathedral and of St. John^s 
Collej^, several ladies and gentle- 
men, who by their, attention shewed the 
deep interest they took in what was go- 
ing on before them. The third class of 
the *?ay School was first called up, and 
eSRimined in Magpall's general questions, 
Geography and English Grammar, in all 
of which the^ answers werfi very cor- 
rect, after, which the pupils of the second 
and JtesS&jtoses w^cre cxarafiried in Gco- 
Gramfiiar, Globes and 
performed their 


parts exceedingly well. The examina- 
tion of the Pay School having conclud- 
ed^ the children of the first class of 
the Free School were called up, au\ ‘exa- 
mined in Geography, Grammar and 
Arithmetic, in all of which they seemed 
^to have been properly bitten ded to. The 
examination here closed, and Rev. Father 
Tracy liad again the pleasing task of dis- 
tributing the prizes, after which he ad- 
dressed a tew words to the children, im- 
pressing upon their minds the necessity 
of being diligent and attentive ; which 
he thought w^as the least return tliey 
could make to the excellent ladies, for 
the care they took after llicdr education. 
After this the assQjnbly broke tip. We had 
n^early omitted to mention, that in the 
upper landing place, tlicrc was civhibit- 
ccl a splendid collection of Fancy and 
Needle-works, and Embroidery, done by 
the children, and whicli certainly do tlu*m 
mneb credit.

Orphanagk. 

On Monday, the 20th Ill'll ant, wo wore 
much gratified at witnessing the Annual 
Examination of the young ladies, attached 
to the Intally Convent. I'lie Very Rev. 
the Vicar General, and almost U the 
Clergy of the Vicariate were presemt on 
the occasion, as well as a very large 
number of ladies and gcntk Tiieii, amongst 
whom we. were happy to find several 
friends and benefactors of the Catliolic 
Institutions of Calcutta. The classes were 
examined in the various studies to wliieli 
W;he attention of the pupils was directed 
during the year ; and from the full and 
satisfactory answers, which the young 
ladies returned to th j nnnicrous questions 
put to them, it was evident, that much 
care w^is bestowed upon their education. 
When wc arrived at the place, we found 
the Examination had commc3nrcd. A 
young lady then came forward, and reci- 
ted a piece of Poetry, in a dear and 
audible voice, and wdth due regard to ..be 
rules of good acting. The pcrfornuiz^^^id 
! was indeed both creditable to herself, amt 
to Kfer abliB instructors. Immediately 
aft^r this the voung ladies of the Is? 

I class were examined in several of their 
studies, which comprised the History of 
Greece^ Grammar, Geography and Mag- 
nalFs Questions, and the result was very 
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satisfactoiy. The Examination here clos- 
ed, and Rev. father Tracy was asked to 
distribute the prizes. After the perform- 
anc's**pf this agreeable duty, the Rev. Fa- 
jthcr made a short address to the children 
of the School, exhorting them to be 
diligent and assiduous in the prosecu-* 
tioi| of their studies, and to be grateful 
to thc^ excellent ladies, who had been 
under God’s blessing,^ instnimeutal in 
having effected so much good amoifgst 
them. I^he Rev. Father then informed 
those present, of the charitable feeling 
Mhich influenced the young ladies of the 
Convent, who had voluntarily conio for- 
^v^lrd, and made over their Fancy Works, 
with llie view of their being sold for the 
bonelit of the poor Orphans. There were 
severjvl tables in tlie hall, literally covet- 
ed with excellent specimens of Knitting, 
Croeliet, and (’ai jict Works of all des- 
i’-riptions, several (d’ wdiieli w'erc taken 
away by the ladies present. The gener- 
ous sympathy, wlurh young girls mani- 
fested towards the poor Orphans will, wc 
trn>t, not lie forgotten; and that it may 
operate benefleially in rousing the chari- 
ty of the Catholics towards such deserv- 
ing olijeels. 

\Ve left the Convent Hall with a deep 
imiire csioii of the great benefits derived 
from that Institution, amongst which we 
may reckon the inculcation of Christian 
charily. We then proceeded to the Fe- 
mah; Orjhaiiage. Here the girls who 
were ninety in number, were arranged 
in a part of the school room, accordiiijg 
to the classes to which tliey belonged. 
The children of the dilferent classes 
were called up in their order, and ex- 
amined in Grammar, Geography, Read- 
ing, Spelling and Arithmetic, in all of 
whicli as far as tliey were advanced, they 
answcre<l cvecediugly well. At intervals 
there w’cre recitations of select pieces, in 
prose and verse; and these were per- 
formed in a manner, which wc really 
did not expect from cliildren brought up 
at ii Free SehoQl. Some of the pieces 

•d particular reference to their own 
'<tate, and when the Orphan ” was recit- 
ed, many a heart must have been deeply 
^tVected for the children, who have *110 
homes to rt?ceivc, and no parents to w^el- 
comc them, in this ^asou of universal 
joy!! 

The arrangements made in conducting 


the examination were admirable ; as each 
class retired, a song was sung by the 
children, to serve as a rmief. Some of 
the children sang by notes, and we need 
not add, that there yas not a discordant 
voice amongst the whole. The examina- 
tion closed at 2 o’clock, when Revd* 
Father Tracy was again called to distri- 
bute the piizes, wdiich he did by making 
a short address to the Orphans before 
him. 11c said thjat he felt highly grati- 
fied at the exhibition wliich they made , 
that day. Had His .Grace the" Arch- 
bishop been fliereT be would have been 
much delighted with the result of the 
examination ; but thougli absent he ivould 
be no less pleased when he heard of the 
creditable manner in which they had 
acfpiitted themselves. •After a few" words 
of exhortation to the children, the Revd. 
Father gave out^the prizes. At one end 
of the building, there was a long room, 
in which tliere w^as a most splendid dis- 
play of Fancy and Crochet Works, and 
embroidery, — these were executed by the 
Orphans, and laid out for sale. 

Jlcforc wc left the Orphanage, wc wTTe 
asked to inspect the W^ashing room, Re- 
fectory and Dormitory, which in point of 
cleanness and neatness, cannot be sur- 
passed by those of any establishment we 
have seen. 

Loretto Convent. 

The Annual Examination of the young, 
ladies of the Loretto Houst^, was JjBld 
on Tuesday the 21st Instant, in the pre- 
sence of the Clergy, the imrents and 
guardians of the children, and a few 
tellers, wJiO were able to obtain tickets of 
admission. The visitors on their arrival 
were usluaed in^o the Parlor, where they 
remained till 11 o’clock, at which time 
tliey w ere desired to step np-stairs, and 
take their seats in the Hall, prepared for 
their reception. As we entered the first 
hall, we were particularly struck with 
the appearance of every thing vve beheld. 
The whole arrangement was in a style, 
which in point of taste and elegance raa 3 r 
not be seen in any ^pstablishnieiit ia 
India. Tables w^ere covered witli splcu-" 
did specimens of Fancy W’v^rks and Pen- 
manship, which reflected much credit 
both 011 tlie teachers and the taught. 
Immediately after the Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen present Had taken their scats, 
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the third class was called up, and exa- 
mined in Geography, History and Gram- - 
mar, in all of Vbich flioy aflbrdcd much 1 
satisfaction. Then followed the exaini- ' 
nation of the two ^senior classes. The I 
young l.‘i<lies of the iVst chAs returned . 
very iull and correct answers to (piestions • 
in History (both Engli.sh and Fronf 3 h) : 
Grammar, principles of style in cornpo- ! 
sition, Frcucli, Oeograpliy, and the use 
of the Globes — all present must Iuiax* been 
^struck with the amoiTnt of information 
which the youngs kdies disjdaved, on a 
variety of subject inlftr\aJs pieces of 
Music were played on Hic Piamf, Ijy scune 
of the most advanced pupils in tht Music ; 
class, with exquisite taste. Tliore were j 
ducts played on two Pianos siinultaju*- j 
onsly, and tliey •!iad, indeed, a. very 
grand and pleasing clfect. 

After the cxaminatic^i had closed, the 
company adjourned to a spacious room, a 
part of which was enclosed, and fitted 
up for a stage, on which some of the 
young ladies appeared in characters, and 
performed several ])lays, with great ef- 
fect. The first of the.se was Hannah 
Moorc^s search after hap])iness.''^ Hiis 
was acted by three young ladies, — wliosc 
distinct enunciation, was I’cmarkcd by 
all wdio beard them. The two Mar- 
t^s/^ a play in two acts tlmii follow- 
cd. The acting througliout the })iecc 
was very good, and could not but make a 
favorable impression uu the minds of the 
auSience, in regard to the d(;hvcrv and 
beautiful intonations of tl*c young per- 
former.s. After this a French play, iu 
two acts entitled le June Martyr, " was 
brought upon the stage. The proimucit- 
tion of the language, we need not add, 
was excellent : — one yoong lady, in par- 
ticular, who personated “ the Sultau,^^ 
did her part so well, and her accimt was 
ao correct, that we were at first led to 
believe ^hc was '&f French extraction ;

abandoned the Catholic fami, it can be 

said that the Hbove-rneutioned Arthur Mage- 
Dis did so in his submission to the King. 

RAIMIOE. 

Of the bishops of this diocese* about the 
period to which we are referring* we find tlffe 
Jbllowitig : — 

Cornelius O’Cahan succeeded in 1527, and 
was sitting in the yearTtSoCT, b«it how long 
after does not appear. Henry V^IW.. in the 
27th year of his reign, granted him the privi- 
leges of an English native and the English 
law, ho being of Irish birth. 

Donat Magonail \^s sitting in 1563, In 
wliich year we find him assisting at the Cfoun- 
Cil of Trent, and he died in 1580. 

George Montgomery, a 9bo:chinan* of the 
family of the E^irl of Egliiiton, was, in 1605, 
Protestant bishop of Derry, Raphoe, and 
Clogher ; but it is not probable that ho deri- 
ved much jnorc benefit from the temporalities 
of those sees than the inhabitants did of spi- 
ritual advantage from his services, the terri- 
tory ill which (his lay being, at that time^ still 
infested by the “rebellious and Popish na- 
tives.'^ 

In Raphoe there was no apostacy, and our 
present Viceroy's ancestor, abovenaraed, w'as 
the first Protestant assuming the tide of its 
bishop. pfiRRY. 

Ill this diocese, as in the preceding one, no 
bi8b|>p bore the stigma* of apo.'ttacy We 
find that one Dennis Cambell, a Scotchman, 
WHS nominated to the see by gc^ernnient; but 
as he died in London in 1603, without having 
pe**n Derry, or received episcopal consecratioi^^ 
Ware does not rank him among the bishops, 
but gives the first place as Prorestant bishop 
of that diocese to the uthet Scotchman men- 
tioned above, George Montgomery, ancestor 
of his Excellency the Earl of Eglinton, and 
who obtained this see, for all it was worth to 
him, alonfj^with those of Raphoe and Cloglier 
in 1605. This Montgomery was at the same 
ftme Dean of Norwich, a place which was no 
dolittt much more valuable to him than all his 
Irish eees.

rery consider-ible importance to the interests . 
>f the Frontier Colonists. Of course, we do 
lot pretend to say th.»t this decUraiion can 
ntlier chiiige the essence of things, or clothe 
falsehood with the garb of truth; but it is 
ist one of these, clear convincing and ^tis- 
factory proofs which put aside all scepticism 
ns to tlie truth of what it asserts. Here, we 
have eye-witnesses, whi^e prejudices and 
whose interests would naturally enough give 
hern a leaning to the other side, giving an 
honest and straightforward opinion as to the 
reaU causes of the' llottontot rebellion and 
Kaffir war. There is no ^huffllng — no na- 
meaning generalities — no cant nor poetry in 
what they say ; they come to the point at 
once. The Hottentots had no cause, not to 
say no sufficient cause, no exciting cause, but 
literally no conceivable reason iliat would 
bear to be weiglied (or a moment, for their 
extraordinary conduct. This, wo verily be- 
lieve, to be the simple truth — a soi*t*»of in- 
stinctive *love for mischief, idleness, and mis- 
rule — a hatred of order, cleanly habits, and 
restraint — a wish to shew the wiiite man tliat 
Hottentots too could shoot and f>lay at being 
masters. These motives, covered over with a 
qu’iniity of cant, some hypocrisy, and some 
fanaticism, got up for the occasion from their 
fimiiiarity with the history of the ancient 
Testament, a sort of indefinite notion that 
the whites had wronged thorn ; which feeling 
eventuated in a strong detennination on ihf*ir 
part to be up sides with the Settlers and the 
English Government, and if the latter did 
not sing in with their grievances and come 
down with plenty of rations, a furtlier deter- 
mination to try their fortunes witli Macomo. 

The Frontier Colonists and the Frontier 
press have long since asserted the entire ab- 
sence of any grievance on the side of the 
Frontier Hottentots. In England, and even 
:ti Cape Town, they are set down as interest- 
ed' parties, and their testimony is protested 
Hgainst* Here, we have the Clergymen under 
whose cire many of th^se parlies were placed, 
declaring that the Hottentots rebelled without 
any grievance—** the rebellion was utterly 
unprovoked and these men’ who make this 
assertion are Missionares — eye-witnesses*— 
residents at this moment on this Frontier. 
They are, in our opinion, ecpially cau'did and 
truthful in what they say regarding the causes 
of the present Kaffir war It originated more 
with the Chiefs than with the commonalty 
amongst the tribes. 

The new order of things established in Bri- 
tislv Kaffraria, tied^ip the hands of the Chiefs ; 
they could no longer steal successfully, nor 
could they cover the thief. There were the 
Policoi and M’Kiunon^ and MXeau, their own 
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iibj»>cts wnh 6ro-firtDS in their hands, vrell 
ed aiid di^cipiitii'd, mid well ])Myed to be i 
pies on the conduct of their Chiefs. This 
ras gulling. Then, there was no longer any 
ncourugernent for witchfiuding ; raiu-niaking 
MS at u discount ; the Chief could ho longer 
npulc one of his fattest subjects and ‘‘ eat 
im up.” M'Kitinori would have the Chief 
(^fore him, and those unpleasant things called 
lies, would be rigorously exacted ; they 
ould neither steal from the Colonists nor do 
irhat they liked with their fwn ; and to KaiHr 
Chiefs, whose moat prized objects wore unrfis- 
r.iined tyranny, cattle, and slaves called 
rives, this state of things must have been iii- 
uierable. The deposition of Sandili, though 
rierited was an unfortunate step ; the appoint- 
ment of a white man as his suocessar was 
till more injudicious. It appealed to the 
eelings and prejudices oj the KalHr tribes, 
rhile. Uml injotii, whether his talent was ni^ 
urai oikwheiiier he was a mere tool, acted a 
nost importatit part in making the common 
Cafhrs ball- proof, and thereby removing in 
heir minds the great obstacle to the a^ipii- 
ition of our cattle In this supposition the 
^■a^ is accounted for. 

Old it ever occur to the Panogyrsit of 
Cadir honesty at exeter-hall to ask the quos* 
ion, why IS it that the tribes are so fond of 
laiigiiig, thickly as boos in a swarm, around | 
he (Hdonial border, while country equally 
(M*rile and well- watered in the interior is • 
iIjaiidoRed by them ? These Mis'sionaries ‘ 
vould in nil likelihood throw some light on 
his question. We are delighted to find that 
he Missionaries who have signed (his decia* 
'atioi4 have also disclaimed that mo.st dis- 


efFr»oted — the tv»o raceaVill have more kindly 
feoUiig<4 tow^tfds eu‘h other, and exiinples 
like those recent ones at the Kat River will 
no longer be found. On elte whole, this 
declaratiuti of these Missionaries is under the 
present circumstances higldy creditable to 
' them as men and Qtirv^tians, and it cannot 
. fail to be serviceable to the caii<e of justice 
i and truth. We cannot see, in the present 
I unfortunate war, how the Colomsu can be 
’ blamed ; they are simply the victims and 
, could not help themselves.— Colonist.

With 
hellish instinct and tiger-like ferocity it sprung 
f5r.Ht on tho religious order..s, and, after a while, 
aided by a profligatt? nobility, whom it repaid for 
their services on a scaffold, it succeeded in sweep- 
ing every vestige of those institutes from tho 
soil of Prance. Nor were its ravages confined 
to that kingdom. Its revolutionary urnue.s broke 
into other countries, and even, alihough after 
some shortlived triuniph.s their prowe.ss was 
beaten hack, yet the pe.stilential maxims which

they scattered still rejnained, chilling every ge- 
nerous impulse, corrupting and degrading eD%ry 
iiatiuoid character, until a people once renowned 
for high-iniiidc<jP and chivalrous feeling did not 
hlu<di to huxter with the Jews and stockjobbers 
of London, for the sale of that conventual pro- 
perty wliich the piety of their ancestors bad bes- 
towed to promote the glory of God, to uphold 
the dignity of public worship, to provide relief 
for tho po ir of Clll’ist, and to afford .succour to 
the distant Fagaii. In the year 1822, after tho 
Spanish and Fortuguese revolutions, what a 
dismal spectacle did the world present to tho 
view of the true Christian.* All the reii>’’inus 
orders suppressed, or on tho eve oT suppres- 
siori, conseipiently the principal source.s from 
which the missions were supplied, totally dc- 
stroyj'd. Ireland, whose singular history if-aves 
the reflecting mind little room to doubt that 
she is destined to act some lofty part in the 
future annals of Christenaom-— Ireland, who 
in happier djjys sent forth innuineruble ini.s.

the .suburbs cf yfur city — w’itnes.s tliojiamls of 
generous youths who are tb'^re preparinj( to re- 
linquish all that the hmiriu h'*art iiolds 
country ami home, ami rriomls and rehitiorih, 
ami every comfort of lift*, t\at they^riiay iMoul.ite 
the glorious needs of thair sainted coiiutr} men 
in byi'oiuj ypars, toiling, and combating and, if 
nooo.'iSHry, laying 'down their iiv€*.s for the salva- 
tion of their perishing fellnw-croatiires And, 
O! if the prayer of an huoiblp nripst can avail 
them aught before the throne of God, may lie, 
who has promised that ovcq a cup of cold water 
,giv(Mi for Uis sake .shall not pass without its re- 
ward, recompense their magnanimous devoted- 
iiftss by according to yi.f^.wii«l>oumlle.ss muni- 
ficence, May he every day grant ^eiii a still 
greater forgetfulne<*s of self, a still de^er con- 
tempt for the wretched b iuhles of this brief 
existence, a still morf inti imed zeal fop the 
honour of their cruoifii'd love, a still more tender 
devotion to the imim^ulato Virgin, to her i^ho 
will guard them in evtu-y danger, and heatMowti 
before them every formidable obstacle. May 
lie secure for them the victory to which their 
young hfroisrn aspires-— tlie victory h« n<ll<‘i.il 
alike to the conqueror and the comjuered, and 
when their last batlle'liibl is won, and the weary 
warfare of life is at. an end, may the many souU 
tliey will have saved meet them at tin* treslndd 
of eternity, ami conduct them wuh triumphant 
acclamations to the judgment scat of God, to 
ivocive the effalg<?nt reward promised to those 
who iu.struct many unto justice. But at the 
period to which I have allmied the College of 
All Hallows was not in existence, and though 
Ireland made some feeble attempts to send forth 
iiii.s.«!ionarie8, yet she could .scarcely lind priests 
enough for her own most pressing w.antp. Thus 
while the church in Kurope was fighling for her 
very existence against the vii.lence of t-pen toiw^ 
and the still more dangeroqs evils of crafty .states- 
ine«, not a hope .seemed to remain for the na- 
tions enslaved under the tyranny of ragaiii*.m. 
A few bishops and priests, miglK .still, imleed. bo 
found thinly scattered, speck.s of light amiilst 
iinmeaMirable regions of darkness, hut there was 
no prospect <»f a 8uccessi<»ii. 'fhe very want'?, 
ftud fpars, and dpsiros of these missions were un- 
kn<i\vn.' But (Jod is ever with His church ; 
lli.s iufalliblti word is plighfed that the gates of 
bell .shall udt prevail again.st her. In vain shall 
the puny tdYorls of man, aided by the powers of 
dai'kne.ss, attempt to crudi her. Her elastic 
spirit will only .spVing up with leuewed vigour 
from beif^ath the p.GS‘-ure. She may for a 
while seem overwhelmed in ono ^pot by the 
wavc.s of persecution, but soon is she seen rising 
ill another, nnbarroed and indestruciihlt* amidst 
the wreck of empire.s. Should even ihe veligi- 
valiantly fighting by her side, perish 
of tb(t conflict which the world 
wdl against the faith and morality of 

the go8pi?]^Kjtf >'iil the church trnimphantly 
pursue course to fulfil its lofty desti- 
ny, which the 15ord Jesus will 

destroy the ved one in the brightness of his 


coming. And thus at the terrible crisis of which - 
1 have •spoken, God provideil other means to 
supply the provinof left vacant by ilie destroe- 
. t ion of the religious orders. I hem was in tho 
.south of France, the vmy kingdtmi from whieh 
those evils cdiiefiy enrmated, a poor woman, 
whose truly (J.iiholic heart uncrumped by 
the petty boiimlarles of the count rv, 
nioiiriieil over th^ vvofnl fate of the iiiil- 
^ioob who were grovt-lhag under an Idtda- 
trou-« or hiM'otit’.-il crr-i'd, and .i«i vi'jnNl v ye;irn - 
€*d to rtdievo them. But she was poor, ami 
. had no mean** ’rf* alfonl relief Mierself-tshe was 
uiikpown and ctnibH eXToi"!; no inilimuce over 
the more weallby. Yet •^nch was the instru- 
ment that God, who hafll's .all hiiin.i*i c.ilciila- 
limi, .selected to found the wOndertul associa- 
tion which now eoiints its members in nearly 
every civilised nalion on the earth. Tin* mighty 
waters which flow on in tlndr majestic and 
exulting course, bearing fertility to many a 
p.irched and barren land, may he traced to

The 
undersigned, therefore, earnestly solicits all 
those in whom the sentiments of Immanity 
aie inhereuf, will be ]>leased to afford him 
any contingent pecuniary means in their 
power towards the accomplishment of his 
philanthropic views. Ho entertains tlie hope 
that his endeavors will noi prove nnsuccessful, 
and that soon the poor will find relief to 
their wants, and the sick atteudance in their 
sufferings.

like an old juggler swallowing a dozen of razors 
at a time — i feat wliich would kill twelve ordi. 
nary mon, your long habit of unpunished iiiHde- 
lity has aecusiomed you to .stantl befii'e the gates 
of heaven, and call God a liar to his face. Saint 
Paul, endeavouring to express to us unity of 
faiih, could find no other image by wiiich he 
could convey his belief, except by likening it to 
tile unity of God, in that remarkable passages 
of Holy Writ, where he writes to the Fphestans 
— “ one Lord, one faiths one baptism.” As this 
lauguage is so clear, it folio w.s that there cannot 
exist in true faith any ch.ange, oontradioi ion, or 
cmitrariety,'*any more than in the very being of 
Ood ; ami it follows, moreover, from the clear 
logic of the text, that two nr more, faiths we 
just as absurd as two or more Gods. But what 
bignities the testimony of St. Paul in ooinpari- 
sofi of Elizabeth, and what value can be attach- 
ed to any scriptural record when placed in juxta 
posUiou with ail English act of parliaoieat!

Notwithstanding these synodical eontrarieiies 
we learn the strange doctrine from “ tlie Synod 
of Oharteroii” that the eiflire varying Protestant 
comtriunilies of Europe are still the oio' .socie- 
ty’^ of true OhriwStian Uglievers— that eighteen 
different “distinct things” is the self-same “one 
thing,” is a proposition .so utterly incomprehen- 
sible as even to surpass the phenonieiioii of your 
supremacy. The only thing I ever read which 
can at all approach this article of your faitii in 
point of absurdity is the Dutch tragedy repre- 
senting Adam ahont to he created i at a certain 
part of the tragedy, when all eyes are turned 
to the deep, solemn tragedian %vho is about to 
perform the act of creation. Adam iiimself, the 
first man (though nor, yet created), comes oiiC 
on tho stage with a new dt»eskifi breetdies, 
boots, and spurs, to bk crbatko ! I I With 
tViese palpable absurdities, you call your church 
the spouse of Ciirist — a lie which make.s the 
skin creep and the blood run cold to he.ir vou 
connect with the name of the S.iviour such' an 
aggregate of obHceneness and iinpieiy. From 
the first year of your foundation, through the 
three hundred years c^f your exi.'*tence. no three 
individuals of yum* coreligionUtn could agref in 
doctrine; and at this moment you present to the 
laughing world* a congregation divided in alt 
points, except tho stereotyped doerrino of “hatred 
of Catholicity.”

THE LITTLE SISTEIKS W THE POOR. 

{From Dickens" Household Words.) 

Almsgiving takes the place of onr work- 
hoiMO system, in the •economy of a hrge part 
of Europe. Tile giving of alms to the help- 
less is moreover, in f^atholic coamriesi « ro- 
ligioiia office. The voluntary surrender of 
gifts, each according to hi j ability, as a means 
of grace, is more prominently insisted on than 
ftmoiig Pnifcstauf. ; Consequently systematic 
iMXrition for the poor is not resorted to. 
Nor IS there so great a neocssiiy for it as 
in this country; for few niiions have so 
many piupers to provide for, as we English 
arc accustomed to regard as a natural ele* 
xnent in our society ; and thus it happens, 
that when, about ten years ago there was 
in France no asylum but the hospital fs>r aged 
and ttiling poor, the want of iiHtitutions for 
the infirm but healthy was not so severe as to 
attract the public eye. 

But there was at that time a poor servant, 
woman, a native of the village of La Croix, in 
Joitine Sugon was h*»r name, who 
was moved by the genileness pf her heart, and 
the fervour of her religion, to pity a certain 
infirm and desrimte neighbour, to take her 
to her side as a compuuion, and to devote 
heresi^lf to her support. Other infirm people 
<»apiied, by their lielplessness, a claim on her 
Attention. ^ She wont aV)&ut begging, when 
fihe could hot work, that she migl.fc preserve 
life as long as nature would grant it to her 
infirm charges. Her example spread a desire 
for the ’^lerfonoance of similar good office^. 
Iwo pious women, hsr nt'ighboiirs, uniied 
with elcaime in her pious office. These women 
cherished, as they were able, aged and infirm 
paupers i nursifd them in a little house and 
begged for theini in ilie vicinity. The three 
Women, who had so devoted fhemsvlvfs at- 
tracted 1101 ice and were presently received in- 
to the order of S««rers of Charity, in wliieh 
they took to themselves the naitie of Little 
listers of tho Poor,” PeliUe S<»urs des Pau- i 

• I 

The first the Little Sisters of the 


Poor was ooened at St. Servant in Brltfanv, 
A healthy flower scatters seed around. We 
saw that forcibly ilhistrnted in the progress 
from an origin equally humble of the R luho 
Haus. near Hamburg: wo see it now again 
in the efforts of the Little Sisters, wh'ch, 
•flourished and fracn'fied, with prompd'ude 
and usefuinnas. On th«! tenth nnuivcrs.iry of 
the establishment at S^. Servan, fen similar 
houses had iJeen ^founded in ten vliffcreut 
Fr<»nch towns. 

The Petites Soeurs live with their charges 
in the most frugal way upon the scrips a«ul 
waste meat which thev can collect from die 
surrounding hoiHe«. Tho voluntary contriba* 
tions bv which they support iiisiitution 
are truly the crumbs falling fri»m the rich 
man’s table. The nurse fares no better than 
the objects of her care. She liv^a noon oq-nl 
terms with Luzanis, and acts towards him iti 
the Kpirijt of a younger sisior. 

The establishm»*nt. at Dmau, ovf»r which 
Jeanne Sugon herself presides, being under 
repair, and not quit ' fit for the option of 
visitors, we will go 0Vf*r the Sisters* house nt 
Paris, which is conducted on ex icily the sa ne 
plan. 

We were Ushered into a snaa'l pirlour, sc ui- 
tily furnished, wirli som»» Scripture prints noon 
the wiitls. A Sister enters to ns wnh sucii 
bright look of cheorfuinesa as facias weir v’hou 
hearts b;^neath them f‘»Hl that ihcv arolxMiing 
to 8 um« purpose in the world. Slic a.!(ie'les 
gbnlly t.o our desire, and at oucu loids ih into 
another room of larger sivj-*. iu iVliijth iwe ny 
or Uiirry old women ar?* at dvs nium-ut. finish- 
ing their dinner : it being Friday, riuu Kt in Is 
on the table in the p’. \ee of uieat. Tue Si^'cr 
^noves ami speaks with the geuileuess of a 
mother aui mg creatures who are in or neir 
,to fh« A' ate of second childhoud. You sea 
an old d im« fumbling eagerly over her suutF- 
box lid. The Poop creatures aro ii >t d^^iiir^d 
luxuries— for whstevor they can earn by their 
spinning is their ovii mo>iev, aud thoy buy 
with it any indulgences they please, am-ing 
which nothing is so highlv priz^^d or eugi-ply 
coveted us a pinch of snulT. 

In the dormitories on the first door some 
lie bedridden. Geiiilor still, if possible, i» 
now the Sister’s voice. Tiie rooms throu rh- 
out the house are airy, with large win lows, 
Aud those inhabited by the Sisters are dis in- 
guished from tho rest by no murk of indul* 
geQce or superiority. 

„ We descend ,iqto the old men’s department, 
and enter a warm room, with a stove in tho 
oentxe. One old fellow has his feet upon a 
little foot-warmop* and thinly pipes out that 
he 4 s very comfortable now, for her isalways'*] 
warm. The chtlU of nge, aul the chills of 
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the cold pavement, remun tofrether in his 
memory ; but he is very coinfirinble now- 
very coinfjriiible. Aiioth|*r dccrej^nt miu. 
with white hair and bow^l baok— who miy 
have been proud in his youih of a rich voice 
for love song— talks of music to the SisW ; 
and on being asked to sing, blazes out with 
jiiyous gestures, and striker up a song of 
Beraiiger's in cracked, shaggy voice Which 
Boru'^tiin^s — like a river given ,t » How under 
ground — is lost entirely, »*nd then bubbles up 
again, quiie ihick with mud. • 

We go into a little oratory, where all pray 
together nighily before they retire to re^t. 
Tnonce we descend into a garden for the men, 
and pass thence by a door into the women's 
court. The chapel hell invites us to wime-is 
the H'iseinbly of the Sisters for tlie repetition 
of th^'ir Psalms and Lyauies, From the 
chapel we reiiirn inio tiie court, and entgr 
a large ruom, where the women are all hU’»y 
with their spinning-wheels. One old soul 
immediately totters to the Sis’or (not the 
same Sisier with whom we set out) and in- 
sists on welcoming her daughter wiili a ki-js. 
We are infi>rmed tliit it is a delusion of hur 
age to rocoguisn in this Sister really her own 
child, who IS certainly fir away, and may 
possibly bo d^fad. The Sister embraces h-^i* 
affocii’inatt'ly, and does iiolhiug to disturb 
the phMJsant tiioughr. 

And now we go into the kitcln^u. Pn-pa- 
ration for coffee is in progress. Th“ dregs of 
co!f.>e that * have bt-pii collected from the 
houses of the afliuent in tho neighbourhotid, 
are slowed for a long lime with great c ire 
Tne Sisiers s i y that they produce a very 
tolM-ible result"; and. at any rate every in- 
mite is tlius enabled to have a cup of coffee 
evHry morning, to which love is able to a^- 
minisie-i* the finest Mocha flavour, A Sister 
en’ers from lier rounds out of doors wiih tw# 
cans full of broken victuils. Sue is a lieilthy, 
and I think, a handsome woman Her daily 
work is to go our. with the citis direCily after 
she his had her morning coffee, and to collect 
food for the ninety old people that are in the 
house. As fist as she (ills her cans she 
brings them to the kitchen, and goe« out 
ag.ain ; coutiuui ng in this work daily till four 
o'clock. 

You do not like this begging? What 
arc the advHrtisemc.its on behalf of our 
own hospital? what are the collectors? whai 
are the f\iniiers, the speeches, and the charity 
sermons? A few weak women, strong iii 
heart, without advert iseiivint, or^diniiera, or 
charity sermons ; with urgent appeals to a 
sympathising public ; t%ho have no occasion 
to exercitate charity, by enticing it to balls 
and to theairo benefits; patiently collect 


waste foo(i from house to house, and feed 
the poor with it, humbly mid tenderly. 

The Oitis are now lo bn ^ufitied, the con- 
tents being divided into four coinp:irtm^*nt», 
according to their nature, broken meat, 
vegetables sjices of fmddiiig, fish, &s. EicU 
is afterwards suhinittcd to ihe be*t cookery 
than can he Ci>ritrived. The oholcost things * 
are sot aside; these, said a Sister, with a 
lo'tk of satisfaciioit, will be for our poor dear 
sick. 

The number of Sisters altogether in tliis 
hou^e ou‘*avod in attend iuce oil tlie ninety 
infirm piupers is fouPteen. * Tiiey divide 
I lie duties of slie^iou^e among themselves. 
Two serv%tii the kitchen, two in the laun- 
dry ; ot.te begs, one devotee herself to con- 
Btaiit personal atieiidarjce on the wants of 
the old men, and so on with the others, each 
hiving hor special department. The whole 
sentiment of the hou«eTfold is that of a very 
large and very amiable family. To feel that 
they console tho days of the infirm and 
aged poor, is all the Little Sisters get for 
their hard work.

2. Freedom to be elected .Memberii of Goiigi’e.ss 
theiii.selv0H. 3. To be lawyers, ju>lges, phynici- 
ans. 4. To be called hy their own name ui well 
as by their husbaud.s* I ^ 

The eoiiveotioii sat in.any days, during which- 
some <mM scelK^s took place. \Ve give the fol- 
lowing as a sample of the iiluveiueiit for •* Wo- 
men’s Rights” id tho States : — 

• Miss Klizi Jones, a preacher and lecturer, aai'V 
that, for horstdf, she did not talk about women's 
right, but took them. She wanted to sit on the 
judicial hfMioh, an^l to fill the presidential chair. 

The *• Reverend Miss May” said that many 

silly young women thought themselves in love 
when they were only idle.’' 

Miss Lucy Stone agreed with the Quakers, 
tha*'. women ought to speak when* the spirit 
moved them. Tho pulpit ought to be opened to 
l.*idies, though they oould not be ordained just at 
present. 

Miss Paulina Davis mov^d a resolution that, 
as tho *( Family” is the fiCupreme iii.stirutioa tu 
the affairs of mankindi all that tho world iiccmIs 
is its reformation, so that the individuality of 
women may be rendered ** saoied.” 

Women, ^said Mrs. Ernestine Rose, wera 
slaves from the cradle to the grave. They must 
not wait for men to make tiiem free ; as well 
might the slaves the south expect their mas* 
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tern to make them free. Women muet work out 
their own freedom, 

• Mis# Lucr*Mia Mott did not believe with the 
Quakers rhat if slaves and women were quiet 
Ood would, in His own time, hrinj? about their 
freedom. The wotnen wonl(J now battle for their 
own riijhts, and no lon^f^r coiment tb bo treated 
ns a m'^re *•’ relict/' even after their husband's 
d»»»ith. They had obtained some rij^hts alreadv. 
Fifty wottifiii were emplored in the mint of the 
States, and she knew a lady studyinj^ 

the law. 

Mr-i. Rose said if wonri'^n were igrinrant, it 
wns hecati^o they bad been Jike the poor slaves 
of th** 8(>uth« whom their masters k<^pt ijfnorant, 
and then aroused thein of bein'' so. Women 
were kept down hv tbt* laws •sin<f If it were not 
for her beauty she would not be reflrnrded b.alf so 
miiisb as she is, and Qod knows thafc isn't 
much. 

Mrs. Nichols (editor of the Wvndham county 
paper) said that she found by BUckstone 
abe had nctually no f^istence/' or, if ^ny, 

** it was suspend**d diirin^f coverture." 

Miss Lucy Stone contended that women, when 
property educated, bad too n»ucb taste for the 
ine art! to be confined to the kitchen to wash 
dishes. 

Mr. Briofham (we presiimn one of the speota* 
tors) said ladies would fiiul their proper sphere 
WHS in the domestic circle. 

But what are wi* to do ?*' cxolaimod M»ss 
Martha Wciufht .md Miss Doctor Hunt. ‘*We 
are iu a soire of sioi'lo hlossedness," 

Mr, Brij^ham said the Devil often lured 
WOUi'Mi out of their proper sphere.” 

4 Dady — which side do you joiii^God or the 
Devil ? (Roars of laughter.) 

Mr. Briv'ham — I sid » with Ood and truth. 

Miss Anois l^artiiUan (a ** Shakeress”) was 
indii^nant l>ecause a Clergyman had told her 
that a woman was the •* wick'»deftt tiling Ood | 
ever made.” “ If/' she toild him, ** one rib j 
taken ^rom man was so awfully wicked, what I 
must the whole body of man (Shouts of 

laughter.) 

Miss Lydia Jenkins (a Bloomer) said that 
tyranny always endeavoured to fetter the Longue ; ^ 
but it sh«»uld not fetter hers. 

The 11 ‘ev. Mr. (latch said women were losing 
their Influence by these convenjions. (Hisses )

Avith j^reat splendour in all the churches 
of the Seraphic Order at Home. Ac- 
conlin^ to custom, the Olfiee was celc- • 
l)ratc(i at the Arn Cwfi by tlic Dominican 
Fatliers. Father Genis, Gommisi»arv of , 
Spain, san<' the High Mas.s. Urn Very ; 
Jievorend Father Jaendel, Vicar- General ■ 
of the Order, ofliciated at Vespers. 1 

The Pope went, Avith his suite, to the : 
convent at ten clock in the morning. ; 
Jlis Holiness aahis, received at the grand 
entrance by the Religious of the two 
Orders, yho, preceded by their Generals, 
knelt down at the approach of the So- 
vereign Pontiff. f ^ ♦ 

After liaviug adored the Blessed Sa- 
crament, and heard Mass in the Chapel 
of St. Francis, the Holy Father admitted 
to kiss his foot the Religious and some 
persons of distinction, who were pre^ 


sented to him. The General of the 
Order then renewed to his Holiness the 
])romisc of obedience mnde by St. l‘Vaii- 
cis to Pope llonorius TIL, in his own 
iianrn; and for tlie entire Order, and 
offered him a bouquet, which his Holi- 
ness deigned to receive Avith his usual 
kindness. 

Pius IX. then visited the sick in tho 
hospital, addressing Avords of consolation 
to cacli, and departed, after having left 
abundant alms for tlic ])oor, Avliicl»tho 
Religious at once disti ibiitod to thorn. 

On the first Sunday of October his 
Eminence Cardinal Amat, Bishop of Pa- 
}rstrina, and Vice-Chancellor of the 
Holy Church, Aveut in state to the Church 
of SS. Lorenzo and Damossius, and as- 
sisted by Mgr. Masongiu Nprra, Arch- 
bishop of Cagliari, and Vlgr. Cometti 
Rossi, Archbishop of Nicornedie, gave 
Episcopal consecration to the Bjshops of 
Gallipoli, Oppido, and Agathopolis, pro- 
claimed in the Consistory 27tli Sejrt. 

His Eminence Cardinal della Gcuga 
Sermattei, Prefect of the Congregation 
of Bishops and Regulrc, whom onr Holy 
Father the Pope has named Protector 
of the Ofder of Friars iiiors, t*»ok 
possession of his new charge on the 
Festival of^ St. Fi’ancis, 4th Oct, 

The French Ar.\iy in Rome. — The 
discipline and gbneral state of this part 
of the French army (remarks the corres- 
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poncUiiit of the Ufth^rti) does honour to 
tlio country. ' Undonhtedlv, a military 
occupation of whatever kind always 
hriuji^s Avitli it inconycnicuces, but those 
incojiv(*Tiiences wfil pass aVay, w'hilst 
the providential views which have 
hroiip^ht tlic Vrench soldiers to Home 
cm brace duration itself iji their results. I 
Ayiiocver comes to Home, as M. 1'hiers 
hiuiself admits in his history of the 
revolution, uudorejoe?* its impressions, 
and it can scarcely be credited how sin- 
cere and profouiuj lja^;’o •l)ccn those im- 
pressions on the groat innioKty of the 
French soldiers. r-ndcr t'hosoVoollcii j 
epaulettes heat hearts accessible to the i 
trutlis and practices of our holy religion, } 
and those who h^ik^'C luul fho ha])piness ' 
to enligliten on their duties those men 
full of a vain loyalty, have also often : 
had that of hearing ‘ ttieir touching re- 
marks. Tlius, a soldier wlio had just 
made his first Communion, said the 
other <lay to the Ecelcsiastie who had 
instructed him, and who asked him If 
he was Jia[)j)y, [ am all full of graces;

m>UCATION THE OflATOilIANS ^^'D 

NU’ANS. — Tl](‘ Abbe i'etetot has gi\en up 
Ins parish of St. Roch to found a new 
congregation, which is to he cstablish- 
cid in Paris, Rue du llegard. It will 
take the title of the Oratoiy ; hut it 
is not that founded by Card. Berulle, 
which (lid not survive the revolution, 
nor that founded by Saint Philip Ncri, 
which has been recently introduced 
into England by the Very Rev. l)r. 
Newnnan. Man 3 ’^ distinguished Eccle- 
siasties have associated themstdves to 
the Abbe Petetot, sucli Jis the Abbe 
Valroger, late Prineipal of the Semi- 
nary of Biiyeux, and the Abbe Gratry, 
late Chaplain to the Normal^ School ; 
the chief object of this new congrega- 
tion is to form professors for the petits- 
semiiuu’ies. 

The Dominican? also are establish- 
ing a branch of their third Order for 
educational purposes. One of our most 
celebrated academies has been traus- 
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fm-ocl to thorn — ^that ’of Oullins, near 
Lvonsj established by the Abbe Dau- 
phin, a IVicst equally* (listinscuislied for 
his talent and learning, as for his vir- 
tue, and kept by him in a flourishing 
condition in spite of the impediments 
thrown in his ^^y by the university 
authorities under the late reign. — 
L'Cvlcrrs, Nov. Itli.

SPAIN. 

The Madrid correspondent of the ('//ro- 
tfic/r, writing on f)(*t. 15t!i, sayse- * 

Another long list of convents is puh- 
iislied, whicdi are authorised to rceeivo 
novit iates under the Concordat, so as to 
complete the legal number of Nims which 
each convent is entitled to have, and 
wliich is twenty to thirty in most cases, 
descending as low as ciiglit, and ascend- 
ing up to sixty. The present list con- 
tains the names 6f 18‘3 convents, 
provinces of Paloncia, Segovia, Seville, 
Taragoiia, aifd Tortosa, and the total 
number of Nuns udn’cli they may eoutaiu 
1, 1(18. Tin; JS'ncion observes that when 
the convents were suppressed iu 1835, 
there were about 1,700 Nuns in them : 
whereas, lookin*g at those which have 
already been authoidsed to riiccivc novi- 
tiates, and those; that still remain to he 
so, the total number will probably not 
be less than 10,000."^ 


SARDINIA. 

The Chapter and CTergy of the dio- 
cese of Cagliari (Isle of Sardinia) have 
atldrdsso^i a petition to tju‘ seaiatc of 
Turin agayisl the law for the secularisa- 
tioii of marrhijge voted by (he (Chamber 
of Deputies, the discussion of which will 
take place in fhe scuale immediately 
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after the opening of parliament. The 
folloviiiig are #the principal passages in 
this petition, which we trans’iate from the 

XJnwcrse : — 

“This project is,in* distinq): opposition 
to the dogmas and the morals of the Ca- 
tholic Church. It separates the contract 
from the sacrament, and permits concu- 
binage in the face of God and of Ilis 
Church ; it authorises adultery, and lega- 
lises incest. It joinsi that ‘which God 
has separated, and separates that which 
God has united; it miens the door to 
the terrible evil of incTtffcrentism and of 
scepticism ; it dc.stroys Faith and morals. 

“ Not only does it involve contempt of 
a sacrament augu'st in the sight of God 
and of Ilis Church, but it degrades 
human society by firagging it down fiom 
the dignity of its relation with God to 
the mere machinery of a worldly con- 
tract. 

It places the Clar^y in tlic fatal alter- 
native cither ot bctrayinjij tlieir mission 
or of being obliged uiiccusiugly to pro- 
test against unions authorised by tliis 
sch(5mc, to fulminate auathonias against 
them, to refuse the sacraracnt.s at the 
hour of death, and to deprive of Chris- 
tian burial the unfortunate persons who 
shall avail themselves of that law, 

^^lu short, it tramples niuler foot 
the decrees of an eceumcnical council; 
it puts the state in direct opposition to 
the Pope and the Bishops, and fosters a 
tendency wliich leads directly to schism. 

For those reasoiLS, an^^. a great many 
others which their political nature docs 
not permit us to express, hut wliich can- 
not escape your sense of justice, wo con- 
jure you, most excellent senators, in the 
name of the Sardinian .people, and of all 
Catliolies*, to reiect as a poison this pro- 
ject with which we are threatened. It is 
the first time that you have heard the 
voice a Clergy, to whom hunger and 
even death appears less terrible than this 
iniquitous project. You, whom Charles 
Albert und the Sardinian people have 
chosen to de'fhjid the sacred deposit of 
the Faith, and '^transmit it without ble- 
mish to our most remote .descendants, 
reject this project.

PRUSSIA. 

The Prussian government continues to 
insist on prohibiting the Jesuits from en- 
tering Prussia without its authorisation, 
and of interdicting from leaving the 
kingdom the young Ecclesiastics w^ho 
wish to go to Rome to pursue their stu- 
dies in* the Germanic College. And not 
satis tied with rnaintaining these j) reten- 
sions, the cabinet of Berlin raises a new 
i pretension it arrogates to itself the dis- 
' posal of the beneiices. 

The 18th Article of the Constitution 
gives to the Church the riglit of patro- 
nage, a right constantly ignored in Prus- 
sia since tlic suppression of the Religious 
Orders. Relying on this provision of 
the fundamental law, his EmiueiUK^ the 
Cardinal do Diepcubrock, Bishop of Bies- 
Ian, as well as all tlie Catholic Kpiscopate 
of Prussia, has r(*siiincd the c\ei’(;isc of 
that right. But now it is announced that 

M. (le Raiiiner has tlireatencd to in- 
stitute legal proceedings against the umi- 
uont Cardinal if he continues to exorcise 
1 it.’^ If this fact, which the Volkshalle 
[■'of Cologne relates, be confirmed, it is 
j easy to forsee what complications will be 
the consequence of it, or rather, we may 
say, that the persecution has already 
commenced. 

As for the prohibition against young 
Ecclesiastics from entering the Germanic 
College, and against the Religious autho- 
rised by the Bishop in each diocese exer- 
cising the holy iMinistry if they have not 
previously obtained a like permission, no 
law sanctions such exactions, and even if 
a law did sanction them, it would be an- 
nulled by Article 3 of the Constitution, 
which guarautes the liberty of the 
Church; d fortiori this article abrogates 
the temporary decrees to which the miuis- 
iter appeals, Catholics, cannot acknow- 
1 ledge, even for a special case, the ncccs- 
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sity of demanding from .the minister the 
permission in question, for tliat would be 
to recognise in ministors^tlie right of re- 
fusing in each special case, au(l to make 
dependent on ministerial caprice the 
exercise of a liberty which belongs by 
Divine right to tlje Catholic Church a 
liberty which the Prussian constitution 
proclaims and guarantees. The duty of 
the Oatliolics at presentus to watch over 
tlic jncservatioii of the rights they ac- 
quired after the cjvents of 1818, and 
which have for their legal foundation the 
constitution itself, against which a simple 
ministerial decree exhumed from the 
bfireaucratic frippery of the ancient re- 

should not prevail.. . ^ 

The Catholics of Prus^iia have a double 
danger to avoid ; they cannot favour the 
eueronchincnts of an arbitrary ^power 
and thev ought 1o preserve thenisclvos | 
witli an c(jual fjaro from all contact wilh 
the annrclncal factious. For this let them 
SI and upon the constitution which in 
Prussia is but the result of the long 
labour of Providence in favour of Ills 
Church ; lot them make use of all tlic 
liberties it sanctions ; the mori' of strength 
and life they have, let tlieni not hiar to 
prove it by tluar acts. They liavc the 
right of petition ; let thc\n use it to pro- 
test agai'nsl evony attack noon the rights 
of the t/hnreh ; above all, let them not 
avoid the electoral contests, l^ho Provin- 
cial Diet of tlic Lower Rhine and of 
Wotsplialia have shown of what impor- 
tance the elections are in the destiny of 
a country. For the Catholics of Prus- 
sia to go to the elections at present is 
religious duty as much as a patriotic. If 
to-day they neglect to fiillil it, to-morrow 
it will perhaps he too late, and then what 
regret, what remorse for those whose in- 
action shall have contributed to rep lunge 
the ("atholics of that fine country into 
servitude !

DEATH OF THE OF SHUEWS- 

GURY. 

Onr reatb'rs and the whole Catholic world 
will IhMf Wifcli d«*«'p gi‘i"f the melancholy and 
iuiexp.‘t*tcd infi'lligenee which we have this week 
to cotninuMCMte. Lftters have been received 
from Naples aiinnuncing the death, in that city, 
of the Earl of Slu^wsbury, on the yth instant, 
aft * 1 ' a > hort illncas. His Lordsltip had arrived 
at I'al'Tnio on the ?0th October, ae.d appeared 
to have sr.lfercd a good deal during his stay 
from the unu-iual oppressiveness of the weather, 
lie w.is recouimeml'Hl by liis physician to ro- 
niove to Ivonie, and with that intention he left 
Palermo on the 7th instant, ujuI arrived next 
day at Naples. During the night after hilT 
arrival he was seized with malaria fever, which 
resulted ill congestion of the brain. Fop thir- 
teen hours and a half he lay without speech or 
hearing. Ho was attended by Lady Shrews- 
bury and the young heir to the title, Mr. Ber- 
tram Talhot. No further particulars have 
reached us, except that hi.s Lordship received 
the last rites of the Church, and expired, with- 
out siiiTeriiig, at half-past four in the atternoon 
We need hardly beg, which we do most earnest- 
ly. the pravers of our readers for the repose of 
the soul of this pious, ■ lovoted, and iiiuuifiaent 
son of the Church. Ilis generous bounty, wor- 
thy of the great Catholic noble of Bii^lamrs 
glorious ancl most Christian ages j his zeal tor 
the propagation and preservation (»f. the Faiih ; 
his magnanimity in confessfiig the. wondeffnl

THE superintendent OF EXETER 
ON CONFESSION. 

When the inevitable day shall have dawned 
upon Henry of E.xtver, eveu his ernMnies wiU 
rit»l be gUd, Tie furnishes timm with a .sub- 
ject for consider atioii ns no other can do. 
His niauilVsiatiniis are so .singular, so .siigges-, 
tive, so luiniiful, and so p dnfiil, his friends 
tremble when he come* into public, and liis 
enemies watch him with a grim satisfaction, 
lie i.s a modern Isniae), and is not unconsci- 
ous of his dreid preimgaiive. He preserves 
hi< own, not because his netglibimrs love 
him or are ho]iM 4 t, bur, lik« n mediaeval baron, 
because he can defend himself. He gov#rii« 
hi.s subordinate Cb*rgy by law, and is never 
disposed to pa?s over rhe slightest didinqueti- 
cy if his judicial prowess be oin-e in action. 
IJe has two classes of Ulergy with whom he 
is at perpetuid war, the Evarigeiicul gentle* 
man, who bate hitri worse than sin, anil the 
higsi Anglican, who tremble before him. 
These two factions are themselves at feud, 
and the lord paramount is from time to time 
called upon to 9 «piiratc the combatants, and 
administer .stern justice between thety. They 
are perpetually plotting against each other, 
and their life seems to bo spent in the inven- 
tion of traps and pitfalls for the destructioa 
of their adversaries. But should be also 
kept in mind that neith#r side would be in* 
consolabie in its gri»*f if the redoubted Henry 
fell into theqdtfall himself. 

The confojssor of Miss Selibn, the Mother 
Superior, hits lately found him.sclf in the 
hands of his Supcrintendf'nt. His Evangeli- 
cal neighbours, w^th that a ouderful charity 
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vhich (listiuguishes them, had Been lyinsf m 
wair. for th« unconscious gentleman. They 
'had discovered Ws >veak point, und had pro- 
cured evid»*iico to prove it. HoMiad aciusdly 
heard confessions, and one of his penitents 
had revealed the fatt. ' The l^rish tactics 
were had rce.ourse to, and the promise of em- i 
ploynient, with present relief, wrought out 
the desired issues. Mr. Prynne, tltc unhaftpy 
confessor, was thorefore delated to hid Bishop 
for indecency iu the confessional. Henry of 
Exeter scented his prey and was immediately 
on his War-horse, and woe to the wretch on 
whom his charger trod. 

£le proceeded in ^ue ti(pG^to the scene of 
„.ition ; he held his court, and summoned 
the criminal before him. The acc.uicrs and 
their witnesses were present, and the chief • 
justice of the west d^cned his commission in 
due form. The Evangelical accusers Wicro | 
treated with the nioaf'courteous impirt>ality, 
and the civilities of the judge beramo so 
many millstones around ^heir neck. Eaidi 
admission in thoir favour was made lo tell 
against, them, and every fricdity given them, 
for the proof of their charges were atlroitly 
turned into difheubies. Tiie judge was so 
bland, so open, so thoroughly impartial, that 
the wretched ‘plaint ids found their cause gra 
dually evaporating out of' their sight. The 
oldest of them, and the mo<t expe rienced iu 
the blandishments of the judge, withdrew 
from the prosecution. Tt was ifnpos'‘ihle to 
ynaintain a case whic.h the judge received 
favourably, and for th»» maiiitouanco of which 
he gave so many facilities. The foiled prose- 
cutor remembered the proverb of ro])e 
enough, and prudently withdrew, le^t he 
allop Id, as it sometimes happens in police 
courts, be found in the occupation of the seat 
of the defendeiit. So fearful^seemed the im- 
jwip'iality of the inflexible but courteous judge. 

The unhappy girl who charged Mr. Prynnji 
with indecency in the confessional was 
brought forward and examined. There w^as 
a disposition on the part ef the prosecution 
to examine her in public but Henry of 
Exeter revobed, and insisted on adjourning 
to another room with a select audience. The 
reporters, with one exception, wore excluded, 
but the admitted ono was to furnish the evi- 
dence to his le.sa fortunate brethren. The 
poor girl was there compelled to repeat her 
confession, and re^al the filthy seiTots of her 
life in the presetf^^ of strangers who were 
bound to up secrecy. And the whole British

There is in this trial, surely, matter for 
refl»*ction even for the most careless.

over it, to intf^nne Idle with it, or to antioy^ 
harass, nor insult i^i |)rof‘'38ors by act or 
word. Woere the Gfovernment of a country 
so conducts itself with regard to religion — to 
each and ‘every form of religion — not intor- 
ineddliiig with it, and not allowing otiiers co 
interinedtlle wiih it, then uo matter what that 
Gov'ornnienit nny drtsigiiate irseif .m ahso* 
Jute' or “ a liiuned inonarchy,” or *• a r*^|>ub- 
lic,” tliero is <>st.u)lished imdt^r it whit we 
concMve to he nlatie worthy of the naiuM of

It seeks for a concordat iii order that 
the Pope’s briefs may be countersigned by the 
Secretary of Slate of a Proiesiant Govern- 
iiiciii ; and finding thaf^Tlome is not to be 
cajoled into any such arrangoment, it seeks to 
molest our bishops by an Ecclesiastical Titles 
Bill, to harass our reitgiuds orders by a 
DRRnGY iwoclaraaiion, and to terrify our 
priests and poor countrymen hy the pikes of 
Orangemen iu Liverpool, the bludgeons of 
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special constables in Wigan, aad the inccndi- 
rism of its Kossuth - followers, its Mazzini* 
sympathiners, ard its AcEHUU-admirera in 
Stockport. \ 

Let. the world contrast “religious liberty,” 
as enjoyed in Aastria^ with thot which is 
called “ religious liberty*' in England ; and it 
cannot be long in arriving at a jus|: conclu- 
sion as to whether ihe substance is not to be 
found in the dominions of the Emneror. and 
nought but. a barefaced counterfeit, an inso- 
lent cheat, and an audacious shame in these 
countries.

He was just dozing off 
t’^ricn one of the acorns fell from the top 
of the tree on his face ; he hastily junipf*d up 
to see what had made Ids nose l)b*ed. “ Oli," 
said he, wha^. would have become of me if 
that acorn had be»*n a pumpkin !*' and that 
honest man went, homo praising God for the 
infinite wi-sdoiu He has shewn iu all his 
works. 

THE GODLESS UNIVERSITY. 

The first public meeting of the Senate of the 
new University, chartered by her Majesty, to 
complete the organisation of the Oodle.ss CoU 
leges, was held on Thursday we< k, fiir the pur- 
pose of conferring degrees on the few individu- 
als who, after the 'first three years of the exis.. 
cence of the Oolle^es, h.ave been found willing 
to incur the odium attached to these Govern-. 
ineiit disciiictioiis and qualified in the cbtiiua- 
tion of (be Seuacii to receive them. The place. 
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Ihf* pprsrtjm, mid all the other accen^ories of 
this uxhibilioii, were perfectly in keepiii)^ with 
the cliaiMCter of the spuriouif educational insti- 
tution, by the operation of w-hich, and the 
accustomed aid of bribery and ^rouritism, the 
British Government are seeking to establish 
themselves in a monopoly in the education of 
rhe middle and higher classes of the youth of | 
Ireland. * ‘ 

The Senate House was Dublin Oastle, from 
whose gajriaoncd portals for centuries past a j 
constant dood of inisgover(\inent and persecu- 
tion, national and religious, has been pouted 
out on this unhappy country. The iipartment 
stdcoted fill* the performances was that which 
ha-* long been the scene of the frippery of 
mimic royalty, and the corrupting dissipation 
<>f the “ Iri-^h Court. ’* The presiding genius 
was the head of the Orange Administration in 
Ireland, who, only a day or two before, at the 
iiisiancc of a gang of Soupj^rs and proselyti.sers, 
suspended for six months a Catholic magistrate 
fiir addressing his Preletc by the title wliich 
tlie law of Gv)d and the usages of society en- 
Utled liim to. The chi- f actor was a defunct 
Whig placeman ; and tlie principal meniher of 
tile Senate present was the proselytising An- 
glican SuperintendHtit — the Archbishop of 
Stephcn's-greeii — drenscMl in the lawn sleeves 
and otlier habiliments of his (lot it ions Episco- 
pacy , as if to ^how to the world that heresy 
and usurfiaiion were tiio head and front of the 
condemned ami reprobate system sought to hi* 
forced upon the people of Ireland. With ad 
the display of rod and black gowns, and aca- 
ilemic l\o'>ds of variou*! colours, we under.stand 
th.it the H'L’fMiH was a sorry imitation of collegi- 
ate display, and we rtjoice to hear, although 
governiiK'iit oflicials, Pardons, and proselylisers, | 
inii<'t*rel in considerable force, that, save the I 
pro(i>«.sorj> and stmlents, tliere were very few 1 
tJat holies pr- sent, and that these were all , 
euli'O- iioldei s of odi^'e nr notorious Gnstle- J 
hunters and eedy aspirants to place and pre- j 
ft-Muneiit. J 

If we now recur to thi'* suhjf^ct, wo do so in 
order to show that thus far institununs— 

persevered in to outrage the Church of God, 
and in the teeth of ihe hatred of the great ma.ss 
of the people of Ireland, of every class and 
creed, have proved an utter and complete f.»il- j 
uro. This they are, notwithstanding the empty j 
and false boastings by E.x-Lord Chancellor ' 
Brady and the Jiord Lieutenant, of their .suc- 
cess; boastings that will he ech^ied with inen- 
daoious pertinacity by the lioiidon press, which 
makes the abuse of the Irish people, and blas- 
phemy and calumny of the Church ol Christ, 
it.s chief occupation. The qiiestiun whether 
thesi> tottering establisSinents have succeedwl 
or failed must be settled by reference to facts, 
by ascertaiNilng what they have accomplished, 
and how they have accomplished it, and not 
by taking fur granted the d^mlarations of thpse 
who are most interested in suppr6.ssi«g the 

truth as to their failure, and magnifyinjr every 
incident in the slightest •degree indicative of 
their forward progress. 

The Queen’s Colleges were founded under the j 


Act of 8 and 9 Viet., rbnp Ofi, pns«^d in IS-tS, 
which pmpowfcT|fl the Lords of ^he Treasury to 
issue 10l),000L »r purrhasing land, and raising 
buildings for tne Colleges, and to grant. 7,000L 
par annum for the maintenance of each College. 
These amount^ have, •we believe, been fully 
expended. The CoIiege.s have been now working 
for three academic years. The presidents, how- 
ever, and certain professors, have been under 
salary for a much longer period. But, calcula- 
ting interest on the 100,000/., say at 31 per 
cent, for these three years, and the annual allow- 
ance for the like period, we shall find that the 
amount we thus arrife at, and which is much 
le.ss than th© actual expense of these inslitutiona 

to the present is* upwards of 73.000/. It 

has taken thUtrifliffg sum* to educate as •* d,.y 
scholars” tweniy-two hachelor.s of arts and one 
law studfnt, who did not graduate in arts, and 
to partially educate twenty^ono other students in 
medicine and agriculture, viz , seven doctors, 
and •four agricufl.urists, to whom degrees and 
diplont.'vs were granted oifffthe 5th of March last, 
and seven doctors and three agricuUuri.sts to 
whom degrees and diplomas were granted on 
last Thursday. Nol a single student has yet 
taken out the engineering diploma. As stu- 
dents in medicine are only required to receive 
about one year and a (ju.irter’s instructions, and 
agriculturists two years’ instruction in the Queen’s 
Colleges, while candidates for theMlegree of A.B. 
must spend three years in study in one of them, in 
alciiiating the expense to the country of the 
education of each of these young gentlemen, 
considering the relative nurrihers of students in 
each of these branches, it appears tt> us that wo 
«h.ill approximate as closely as possible to the 
fact by appropriating two-rhird.s of the aggre- 
gate expense to the twenty-two A.B.’s, and one- 
third to the twenty -two other students. Thus 
we find th It the expense to the country, withouG 
commons or residence — /. the students board- 
ing and lodging th^nnselves—of tw'enty-two 
Bachelors of Art'*, and giving them a degree 
*which w'ill carry with it in ither r spcctahility 
nor weight, amounts to 2 ISO/ each, and that 
the partial education of twenty-one doctors and 
farmers, and ono law student, cost the public 
UMike manner 1 . 090 / each ! 

In wliateviu* way the first fruits of this moun- 
tain ill labour arc viewed, the result will be found 
equally ludicrous. The whole number of gra- 
diiate-i and holders of diplomas turned out by 
the Qn^•^*r ^9 Colleges, up to the present, is forty- 
four — i c « 7 I' 3 A. B ’s, and 7 1>3 doctors and 
agriculturists per college. In producing this 
happy re.sult, there have been employed the three 
presidents and sixty. two professors, besides other 
oflioers, being nearly, on the average, two. thirds 
of a successful student per professor after three 
years* exertions. * 

The distribution of the^prizes also plainly 
exhibits the determination of the promoters of 
this job to Idso no oppoilunity of ‘‘making it 
wortii their while” for studeni^ to prefer the 
Queen’s Unwersity and Colleges to more ortho- 
dox or more respectable places of education. 
The mere “ hoiiourg” or certified first places 
(to wranglursbips,'^ and “junior and senior 
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optitnes”) of the English Universities, and the 
gold and silvej, medals of Trinity College, 
Dublin, unaccompanied by pecltniary rewards, 
have always been eagerly solght after, and 
heavy expenses incurred by students in procuring 
tuition to qualify tbeip <v) become candidates for 
them ; while at ibis first pubim exhibition of 
the “ benefits " of godless eilucatioii, twenty- 
nine prizes. Value 480/., in money and gold 
medals, wore awarded on the result of the 
coinpetiiion of a nuinber of gentlemen selected 
from the thirty-three successtul c:indidateH for 
degrees and diplomas, and obtained by seven- 
teen uf them. One gent^leinan obtained three 
prizes, value 55/. ; another two, value 50/. ; 
another three, value 45/. ; and each of four 
others, two, value ^/. of these gentle- 

men have probably, under the nattft of ‘scholars' 
been paid at the rate of 30/. or 24/.v»-year for 
the past three years for condescending to r«- 
oeive iheir education in their respective Godless 
Oollege.H. * ^ 

Discreditable as the 4 |/oregoing facts are, wo 
have ascerCaiiied others which further ebtahlish 
the gross corruption and humbug inherent in 
this governmental system •of “ eilueation" and 
bribery. Several of those who faibnl in passing 
the-ir degree examin!iti<in were parties who had 
held scholarships throughout the whole of the 
three acadtMuio years daring which the system 
has been in operation. Amongst those who ob- 
tained the degree of M. D. on the ocoasion when 
the iSeiiate first granted degr‘*es early in tlio 
present year, there was not only a young goutU* 
man who had failed at the examination fur the 
diploma of the Uoyal College of Surgeons, but 
also a young gentleman who had been rejected 
less than a itn’tnight before by the I'xaminers of 
the Apothecaries* Hall ns not qualified by his 
answering to obtain their licence to practice a? 
ftu apothecary ! With these facts staring them. 
3f) the face, we wish his Excellency and his asso- 
ciatos in this great work joy at the success of 
the*'*’ lahoiirs, and trust their hearts will rejoice 
in reading the exultations of tbp Times and the* 
rest of their organs upon this tfiurnph of infide- 
lity over religion, and of a corrupt and perse- 
cuting Government over the Church of God.—

We see in the Anglican 
Establishment the results of the absence of 
authority. Doctrines of the itio.st awful im- 
portance (if trnc) are taught at one Ohiijcfi, 
which are not merely denied at adjoining ones, 
but denounced fn “ soulMh*stroying heresies.'* 
If your Lordship asks for instances I would 
mention St. Mary's, Soho, and Mr. Dibdin's 
Chapel, ill the no.vt street; St. Andrew's, Wells 
Sdi-eet, and Percy ChapeU Titch-field Street 
Chapel (which is said to have sent above a hun- 
dred converts to the^ Catholic Church, including 
ten or a doxen clergymen who have officiated 
there) and All SouU Church ; St. Peter’s 
Ohapel, I’imlico, and another dedicated to the 
same Saint (not five minutes walk from it) ia 
Queen Siptare, Westminster. Why i.s ihis, iny 
Lord ? How is it that your Lordship's ‘‘ autho- 
rity" (of which you have had occasion to speak 
several times lately) is not .sufficient to preserve 
Unity? It is the result, my Lord, of a fatal 
principle ; and the cause is fyfie absence of au- 
thority-real Spiritual authdfity— in the Estab- 
Itshment.. Your Lonlship styled yourself lately 
** Uy Divine Permission llishop of London.’* 
I am aware that this style is vtilctly legal (so 
far at least a'> human laws am concerned, but 
1 would respectfully ask in what manner this 
Divine Permission" was made known to your 
Lordship, which I would heg you to obst^rve 
is a qnestloii of jurwlicdon-^not of orders 
merely ? A Catholic would reply to such a 
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.queMion by at pointing to til Spiritual nu- 
tlionty ; but your Lordship can nAtne no nnfho- 
nty whatever except that of QueVn Victoria ; 
and I mum n^am Mk wh^n and how she obtained 
such nurely Spiritual pqwet a ? .

Pursuing his hue of aigurncnt, he j 
ably ^ho^\3 (iiat the Uoyal. Su])rcnfiacy I 
lias nuidored unity in "the Anglican j 
CluircU au impossibility. The following 
testimony to the safety which is found 
only in llie Catholic Church, ought to 
awaken the spirit of religious enquiry 
in every serious Protestaut : 

“ As to f.iith, go where you will, and vviihin 
the bosom of that commuuiou which is built ,911 
tho Hock of St. Peter’s Ch u'r, you will find 
110 vaiiauco of belief on that threefold cord 
dociiine mentioned at the commencement.

During the latter years of this period, how- 
^ ever, a new scene was witm^ssed in the islands 
oi^ the South Pacific. The Supreme Poutitf 
had despatched Catholic Mis.sioners — a Bishop 
and some Priests-,^to the same quarter of the 
globe, and the conversion of tlie savage canni- 
bals of the Gaiiibier Islands had been the 
first fruits of their pious labours.

his confreres did their utmost to keep them 
out of the isl-md. The *Aniericau Consul 
took them under his ppotenti^ii. MaiiVt if 
not most, of tlie native chiefs de'‘ir<Ml them 
to stay; but Mr. Pritchard w is inexorable. 
Jle would not iiUonh the Queen to receive 
little presents of the poor Missionaries, and 
«u tile ILth of December ho had live or 
s!X men with ropes in t^eir hands sent to 
lilt? l»<»aso whore MM. Caret and Laval vo- 
sided with orders to break open thy door, 
bind them, and turn ihoni out of the island 
by force. This was actually done. .V pro- 
test was lodged at the Ainoricin Consurs 
but without avail. By the orders of the 
fiondon .Missionary Societies ag^ips and 
Lord PalmerstoMs’s Consul the Catholic 
Priests were seized by fho head and feet, 
carried by main torcij to a canoe, put on 
b lard an Eiijjlish vfssfd, and shippod b tok 
to tne Qainbior Islands.

Aft^r repcit<‘d endeavours by the Catho- 
lic Missionaries to land in poicG, and re- 
peated ivi'usils by the Profestaut dissent- 
ing advH'iT.(*s of frve trade in ndignin to 
allow them to lind, tlio Premdi Admiral 
in I hose seas took the matter in liund, and 
by I senes of stei)^, whien I shill in^t dis- 
cuss, eomp'dlod Qm n Pomare, or rather 
the vigli"!! Proiesiaiit r)isvsentors, ver)^ 
much against their will, to sign a conven- 
tion. “ Krenchmeu of every profession” 
were allowed “ to go and come freely,” 
and to live in Tahiii in perfect freedom. 

This F'^sult, you may be sure, was not 
attained without some notable aiiompts at 
rosislauce-'— all which the Uevoroud Consul 
duly confides to his dear Whig Secretary 
in a letter dated, “ British Consulate, Tahiti, 
Nov. 0th, 183s,” comprising four enclo- 
sures. These docummiis arc perfect goiiis 
iu their way, coming, as they do, through 
the hiiuds of the political and spiritual friends 
of civil rtiifl religi'ius frcc'doiii all over fhi* 
world. With that part of ^hem whicri con- 
cerns the negociatioiis between PArn irc and 
the French Admiral, I shall not troab.e 
you ; but the eonoluding paragrajdi in the 
•lo :»er of the Uev. Consul to Lord Palmer- 
St on ia luo rich to be ami tied, 


“I have Milso” (he savs) “ enclose 1 a 
copy of a bnu, passed by tne Tahitian h‘gis- 
lative body, />y which your lordship wdl 
perceive that the Prolostant Faith has now 
become the religion (Vf the Sr ate.’' 

Idle “ Tahitian legislative body” is a can 
term for Mr. Pritchard, his friends and instru- 
ments. The law which this legislative body 
enacted was the law. And if the liw wore 
not thoirs at the beginning, it becaam theirs 
by the adoption which Mr. Consul Prii chard 
gave it whfiu ho set^ it to Lord Paliuerstoii 
as part of his case. 

But before ivnuiriiig ^what this law wis,

Not all that i^ printed in thi^s pamphlet will 
appear in this mag^dno but as 

much as is necessary fur the completeness of 
the subject. * 

The present article, *we regret, is too lengthy 
to transfer to uur columns, if indeed it was 
quite fair to the Ramble/* to do so. Dub Hvo 
oannot resist quoting, for the edificatiba and 
delight of our readers, a highly picturesque 
and beautiful account of tljo pilgrimage, and 
of the scene which the wrier witn<*ssed on 
the holy inouritnin. This portion of the arti- 
cle we give without abrldgmofit, as follows . 

We will imagine <iuri<'lv('s to havi» been 
.suddenly transported to the auiith of Prance, 
to the city of Oreiiohle; or still further, we 
will iiiiagitie ourselves to have left Orenohle 
by the Porte d(? la Graille, to have traversed 
the plain of the Drac, and of one (kf its tribu- 
tary streams, the Roman che as far as the 
little busy town of Vazill't; wo will have sur- 
mounted the very long and steep, bat iieaiiti- 
ful ascent whioh l^ads from that town to 
Lafrey ; passed the small lahf's on the top of 
the hill, ns also the of La Mure; then 

treaded tho curious corkscrew descent which 
leads us again inZo the valley of the Drac ; 
asceryjed once nii»re on tke other side, passed 
through Souchuiis, and finally reached the 
little town of Corps, on the borders of the 
department of the Mantes Alpcs. This is the 
distance of about forty miles from Grenoble 
and we had already f»vertaken at differ<*ii| 
stages of the road a few straggling pilgrims, 
evidently hound for the same destination as 
ourselves, but travelling in^ a nnjre pilgrim 
like fashion. Merc it was an <dd woman of 
sixty or seventy years of age sinwly creeping 
up the hill and leaning for tuikport on another, 
less infirm, but scarcely less aged than herself ; 
AhBT-® it*N^as an old man kept firm and steady 
on his donkey by the stout arm of his faithful 
son ; or again, it was a younger and stronger 
group, five or six members of tho same family 
or of the same vjlUge, trudging briskly along 
the road, or relting ^jr a wdiiie under ilm aliade 
of some friendly tre^, and partaking together 
of the frugal fare with which they had pro- 
vided thenii^es before leaving hcftiie. As we 
drew iiparg|jSfccf Corps, these scenes bi-came 
more freqow^l^'Utid’ Jwhen we arrived in the 
town of the approaching 

fete Iwanifcst, Kmpty diligen- 
ces and d bafic, and other vehicles 


of tho country showed us ib.it wo were not 
the only pilgrims, who had bec*n indebted to 
other legs than theif own for having brought 
them thus far on their way. Here, however, 
all carriage.s mvst he disuiissed, and there re- 
mained, an ascent of six or seven miles which 
could only ho made on horseback or on foot. We 
preferred the latter, and^ set forth at oncfi, 
hoping to reach the summit of the mountain 
before sunset. The way was long, and steep, 
and rugged, and grey worse and worse as we 
advanced farther on our route ; but ih« numer- 
ous bands of pilgrims seemed used to it, or 
were animated by a degree of faith and hope 
which caused them to think littl'i of the diili- 
cuUies of the road. They moved on shuvly 
but perseveringly, with their baskets of provi, 
sitiUA on their hacks, ami sometiiiips an olVi*r- 
ing of candles' for the church in their hands ; 
some wore telling their heads in silence, <ithers 
reciting the Lirany, alternately with thou* 
friends; others, again, beguilog their time hy 
liviAy conversation, the subject of which s;‘o?n- 
ed usually to he citlier some circiimst uice of 
the original apparition at La Salette, or some 
iniraculou^ cure they had seen or hc.ird of, 
or pome fervour which they h*)ped th'-m-Jidvos 
to receive .as tlm reward of their prubcnt pil- 
grimage. 

At last we rear!h'»d tho little plarforrn <»m 
the t(»p of (he hill; hut tho ‘•hades ol eviMiing 
had .alreadv almost deepened into the darkness 
of night, and it was no longer easy to dliim- 
guish one ol>ject from another. I’lv* cross

THEORY AND PRACTICE. 

Tjik let ter of A Catholic is suggestive 
of serious reticciioiis on the subject of 
consistency with tlic principles w^hicli 
men voluntarily profess to uphold. All 
the great evils of our social system liavc 
arisfju from the continuous disregard of a 
proper adherence to avowed principles. 
It is not so much the ignorance of popu- 
lar masses, but the supineuess of indivi- 
duals, that constitutes the unhappiness 
of states; and no state can ever be 
morally powerful, » unless every citizen, 
from the highest to the lowest grade con- 
tributes •his individual portion of moral 
influence to the gover:iment which pre- 
sides over it. 

The evil which oiir correspondent de- 
precates is the result cither of the fatal in- 


* differcuec to moral truth which most men 
display, or of that blind subserviency to 
worldly interests wliich in the end de- 
feats its own object. Every (Mholic 
parent, possessing even an ordinary por- 
tion of common sense, is desirous that his 
children should be members of the Ca- 
tholic Church because he believes that 
such membership is essential to their eter- 
nal happiness. What then induces liim to 
place his oftspriiig in a position of spiri- 
tual danger where those Avho arc hostile 

to (Catholicism, make it a point to assail 
tlie children of the faith with the weapons 
of ridicule and misrepresentation, know- 
ing them to bc*instruments of irresistible 
iiifliieuce where the means of opposing 
tliem are not at hand ? Our opinion is, 
that one of the two reasons we have 
already given, is the unmistakealJrc 
of this deplorable inconsistency. If piety 
in the parent be not well grounded ; if it 
be not that deep feeling which makes 
him tremblingly aliwe* to every religious 
sentiment in the young minds of his 
offspring ; -if it fail to make liitn jealous 
of every worldly calling wliicli has the 
slightest tendency to corrupt their purity 
or weaken their faith — then we may rest 
assured that his profession of fidelity to 
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the (Jluircli is Iml. inure lip-serv^iro, where 
the hcai't Ii;is//n() conconi. i Such a man 
W'oiild prohahly do nol.Mncr to endanger 
the Oatliolic belief of his J'lijhlrca, but 
lie u on 1(1 allow tjiOKi to fo\o\v iiiiresi^t- 
ini^ly the course of worldly events ; and it 
MM)uld be only a sj^ccdal iutorfiosition of 
Providence that would avert from them 
the rocks and shoals which beset tlieir 
headlong career. The other cause is a 
practical adherence to the convcaitioual 
usagos of Society moVo pcrni<*ioiis than 
lukewarmness, in as m;i(*h a-j it is an ac- 
tively miscliiovoiK ageiiL^^icIi always 
urges its \iclim to proeccid (^vai‘d in ti»e 
w:i\s of worlilly wisdom ; stn.uving the 
path of lih^ with flowers of delicate luui 
and velvet softnos, and cov(‘riiig ^tiu^ 
pittalls ot dangi'r with the niagic^earpei 
of amhitiou.

.It is not till the evil has approached 
and the misery become irniparabhj, that 
the unhappy ])arciit is fully awakened 
to all the, horrors of the pernicious sys- 
tem which in his pride or inditlercuice 
Ik; pursued tis a measure of necessity. 
Then is encountered the pang of seeing 
domestic broils and civil diseoitb wilh- 
out^thc power to check' them ; then conies 
the full weight of lilial disobediom'c to 
crush the heart of the parent Jilready 
overloaded with remorse ; then is felt the 
unspeakable anguish of knowing that u 
beloved daughter has ceased to reverence, 
if she has uot hecu taught to scorn, the 
hallowed rites of hei’ fathers. What daz- 
ssling pVospcicts of worldly advancement 
can outweigh the gloomy forebodings of 
suc h dj^astrous results ! 

Wo hope to resume this subjeet in a 
future number, as we. consider it one of 
vital importance to the well-being of 
every Catholic Com^tttinity. We hope to 
be able to point out the defects of the 
present system by which the whole moral 
ros])onsibility*of the niissiou is thrown on 
a laboring few, though the Advantages 
are to he reaped by the great mass of 
. the Coinmunit^'. •

AND 1852. 

(prom thft Ooifnt’da Mrtrttal<*mbert*^ roon>nt pam- 
phlet, ** D69 Interns CathoUqaes au XIX Siecle.^* 

Chap, I., slightly abridged.) 

On the Ist of Jnnuai-^^, 1800, there was no 
Pim VI. was dead at Valence, exil- 
; ed and a prisoner of an Ath^dstic republic. Home 
had scarcely emerged from the hands of a horde 
; of* Pagans who had inaugurated a semblance of 
a republic by proclaiming the eternal downfall 
: of the Papacy. Bight months of the most peri- 
lous interregnum were destined to separate the 
death of Pius VI. from the election of Pius VII, 

; The sacred colleges, driv#*n away from Rome, 
could not reassemble but under the shelter of a 
schismatical army, come from the depths of Mus- 

• covy to stay for an instant the parricidal arms 
: of a people but latelj the first of Catholic nations. 

: A few old men assembled behind tho lljHsian 
j lines on an i.slands of the lagoons of Venice, of 
I tl at prWl and able Venice which had just peri- 
i died, after having signalised itself by its crafty 
' hostility against the Homan Church, of which it 
I had been in the mithlle ages tho hulw.irlc .and tho 

honour. The Cardinals remained shut up ono 
; hundred and four days without^ being able to 
come to an agreoinent, preoccupied by what a 
; contemporary ciill.s the state of 
: of Catholic Europe; their suffrages finally unit- 
' ed on a monk who^e obscurity was his principal 
, title. The Austrians occupied tho legations ; 

• the Neapolitans were masters of the city of 
I Romo. It was not without difficulty that the 

one and tho other restored to Pius VII. the 
1 states which Napoleon was soon going to .snatch 
I from him again. 

In the kiiigdoni of Clovis and of St. Louis, 
behold what was the state of the Catholic re- 
ligion. 

The entire Episcopate was in exile ; the (ylergy 
decimated by the guillotine and transportation; 
tffe Faithful, ensnared and harassed, long con- 
demned to choo.se between apparent apo.stacy or 
d^ath, scarcely beginning to breathe, to enjoy iu 
silence the toleration of contempt. 

No material or moral resources; the vast 
patrimony of the Church, formed by the love 
and free guilt of forty generations, reduced to 
dust; the Religious Orders, after a thous ii»cl 
years of glory and of benefits, quivering, up- 
rooted, and annihilated ; three thousand monas- 
teries of the two sexes abolished, and with them 
ail the colleges, all the Chapters, all the sauctu- 
ries, all the asylums of penance, of retreat, of 
study, of prayer I 

France, stained by ten years of revolution, 
had just given herself a master in tho person of 
j a young emperor, who had delivered her at the 
same time from license and from lifferty, who 
knew everything, was equal to everything, 
and Willed every thflig”— who in Italy had im- 
posed on the Holy See the cruel treaty of Tolen- 
tino— who -ip Bgypt h|d caressed Islamism, and 
who was not. as yet known to the Church, which 
he was destined so gloriously to upraise, except 
for having deoeived and pillaged her. 


London, ThoHilayv 
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Persecution scarcely extinguished had given 
place to the uncontested victory of evil. Legis- 
lation, education, manners, wtre a prey to tlie 
practice of all the theories of the eighteenth 
century. The family wan being d«^oTtip»sed un- 
der the action of divorce. God had fwery where 
been chased away. For having uttered His name, 
Bernardin de Saint- Piorre was insuU»*d at a full 
sitting of the Academy. Voltaire wouUl have | 
seemed too reserved, and Rousseau too mystic, 1 
in the hoson\ of that society which withdrew it- 
self from the preoccup.ations of war and frojji 
the infallibility of mathematics only to delight 
itself with Purny and Pigault- Lebrun. 

England, turned aside from the revolutionary j 
torrent by the eloquence of Burke, and the ! 
genius of Pitt, contemplated with an astonished j 
eye the virtues and the courage of those Oatho- j 
lie Bi-jhops and Priests whurn the Proscription j 
had cast by thousands on her shores ; hut i 
nothing as yet announced an^arly change in the [ 
barbarous legislation which had served to extir-« ' 
pate Catholicism from Great Britain and to | 
crush in Irelatnl. The benefit of her ;^orious I 
and solid institutions was assured to all except ! 
to tile nacive-bora Papists. Her code was still | 
disgraced h) savage poimlties against the public 
exercise of the religion of Alfred and of St. | 
Edward. Her judges declared from tlie height ; 
of their tribunals tliat the law did not I’eeognise 
the legal exislonoe of any Catholic. The most 
illustrious races of her aristocracy were still ex- 
cluded from their hereditary seats iu the House { 
of Lords. The most courageous of her sohliers j 
could not pa.ss the grade of colonel if he were j 
Gdtholic. No merit, no talents, no service, how- ! 
ever bnliiaiil, would liave sutFu*ed to open the 
doors of the House of Ooniinons to him who 
should have refused to swear that Transuhstan- j 
tatioii was an idolatry and the Mass a sacrilege^ 1 
King George III. would have preferred to de- | 
prive his Government of the help of Pitt, than | 
to consent to change an iota of those criminal 
follies All those who, twenty years ago, travel- 
led in that prodigious country might have .seenP 
the miserable lanes, the coach-houses and .stables 
where tho few Faitliful of London glided 
assist at the Holy Myst(?rie8, and those Masses 
said in the open air wlierc the starving Iri.sh, in 
rags, grouped themselves round their Priests, in 
sight of the deserted and profaned cathedrals of 
which they had been robbed by Elizabeth aud 
Cromwell. 

In Germany the Church was plunging deeper 
and deeper into that abasement in which she 
seemed gradually to disappear, after the end of 
the thirty years' war. Formerly mistress of 
half that empire wbic^b her Monks had brought 
into cultivation, and which her Bishops had con- 
quered from barbarism, she was going irrecove- 
rably to lojo all that remained to her of her 
patrimony. One half of it was already reunited 
to France, and the other ha^ was.about to be 
cut op and given as pasture to all those princes, 
to all those lords, Catholic and Protestant, who 
at Luneville and at Uatisboune, begged, from 
the hands of the victorious revolution, a share of 
the spoils of the Church. She was sinking 
without resistance; she was yielding without 


honour. For a long time had the Catholics, 
Priests and laity,* opposed nothirrg more than an 
inert torpor to the contempt of Protestantism 
and to the onci^nchments of philosophy. Ca- 
tholict<»m rcckoivd fur ^oihing, absolutely no« 
thing, in the politics nor in file literature of that 
nation, which pro.strated itself before the Great 
Frederick, j»nd which tho Paganism of Goethe 
made to treinh;.? with joy and adiniraiion. Theo- 
logy gave a few signs of life only to .struggle 
against Rome under the inspiration of Pebro- 
nius and his rivals. The last historic act of the 
three Ecclesi.astioal Electors of Mavence, Colog- 
ne, and Treives, had been to unite themselveji 
with the Archbishop of Saltzburg, Primate of 
Germany, to inaka up in tj^e Pimctuations of 
Ems (in 178G}t'?be code of revolt and of ingra- 
titude against the Holy See. They were employ- 
ed in applying it when the repiihlicau armies 
came to dethrone them, ami to iiiilict upon them 
the chastisement which they had alreaily justly 
deserved. Moreover, not a voice was raised to 
defend Ghristian truth, nor tho rights of the 
Papacy, nor even those Ecclesiastical sovereign- 
ties, where had reigned a proverbial happiness 
for A thousand years.’ 

In It.'ily chc same desolation and the same 
htiiniliation ; laws enacted against the Church 
by the absolute monarchy at Naple.s, at Parma, 
at Turin, at Florence, maintained and executed 
by the demagogues ; foreign armies and epheme- 
ral republics; temples profaned, conveius sup- 
pressed, the people in consternation ; not a mar- 
tyr, jor even a soldier. 

In Austria the Church was sleeping on the 
Procrustean bed which Joseph Tl. had made for 
her. On the ruins of the 2.000 monasteries, 
confiscated by his Apostolic Majesty two years 
before the Constituent Assembly had applied the 
s.ame theories to the same victims, the imperial 
bureaucracy was forging at its ease the velvet- 
coveretl chains with which it knew how, up to 
that day, to entwine ihe limbs of its captive. 
Joseph II had written—** I have made philoso- 
phy legislate, fn’^ny empire.” And his succes- 
sor, Leopold It., faiflitul in every point to his 
lessons, denounced before the states of Lower 
Aiistria a.s the source of evil, the power of the 
nooles and Monachiam, Belgium, that cherished 
and faithful daughter of the Catholic house of 
Hapsburgh, was torn from ii for ever. 

Poland, that orthodox kingdom, so lung the 
invincible bulwark of Europe and the Church 
against Islatnism and the Greek .schism, condem- 
ned by Voltaire befo^o being immolated by Ca- 
therine, was struggling, torn and bleed! 
the talons of the potentates who, for the first 
time since the era of Redemption, had wrought 
the murder of a Christian nation. 

Spain, stripped of all her ;\iicient liberties, 
I transformed by the moat strange oblivion of her 
I immortal past into a private Tloinaici of her kings ; 

I enervated by two centuries of despotism without 
glory ; a silent spectator of the unheard of out- 
rage committed by Carlos HI. ajfajnt the Com- 
pany of Jesift, languished uodj^the rule of a

many, and^to which nethins eccuried to 
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guardsman, the eallant of th« Queen, and the 
favourite of the King. 

Portugal, where Pntnbal had renewAd against 
the Jesuits the cruellies of thellloman Emperor 
agaio'^t the first Martvrs, onl^liudd by a thread 
to the K(>inan Ch^*ch, [M. iTe Mniitalembert 
goes on to refer to Cardinal Pacca's “ Notes on 
Portugal/* ill order to give an idea of the de- 
gradation into which that ancient kingdom had 
falltMi. He proceeds] : 

Ivii short nowhere was there the least sign of 
health or of hope. Religion, everywhere for- 
gottca or annihilated, seemed exiled from th^ 
earth. Catholicity must have seiMiiod to the 
wise of this world a corpse, which only remained 
to he consigned to tjie tomb.* 

Half a century passe.s, an dT*t®^»y thing ia trans- 
formed. Jii very where religion has Resumed its 
place, in the first rank ; everywhere the Church 
is recogniavd as a pr^fiver of the first order. In- 
voked by some with the confidence <^f a love al- 
ways faithful ; by others with the pa<<sfon of a 
recent conversion; by some perhaps wirti regret, 
and against their will ; if it is still attacked by 
some blind men, no one at^east fails to recognise 
its force, its life, its fertile imtnortalily. In tra- 
versing the soil of Europe, every where worked by 
rovolution and by war, we sim* her everywhere 
flourishing anew, growing, uplifting her head in 
renewed youtli, aiul floating over th« destinies of 
the world. Like the lofty summits after the de- 
luge, as tlie waters ebb away, we behoM reap- 
peaiing the truths which jshe h»ia been preaching 
for eighteen centuries, and the instil uuons which 
she has rai«i»'d on the immoveable foundation of 
the Divine promise, 

M. de Montaleuibert proceeds to show in de- 
tail th© features of this wonderful change 
Alluding first to Poland, h«* finds, of course, 
that that country still affords but a mournful 
sight; yet, conJdering the effects of ivii^fortune 
on races which do not despair of themselves, the 
evident amelioration of manners in Poland, and 
tnafked return to religion, he despairs not, nor 
believes that Poland is for# ever dead, in an 
age which has seen the second birth of Greece 
and Ireland.*' In Svvitzerland, too, the prospect 
reinHiuH gloomy : there is the spoliation of St. 
Guthard and the Great St. Bernard —re vofu- 
tionary despotism everywhere — still the hardy 
race of peasants remains f\^’inly attached to the 
Faith, and the martyrdom of Leu, the peasants 
victim of Radical assassination at Lucerne, and | 
the exile of the Bishop of Fribourg, sacred | 
ploAlges of that love of God which is strong as j 
i^nt remain a sterile seed, A.s a set- 
off against the state of things in Lucerne, there

it has acted by such organs. And thus has it 
been understood by statesmen, hince they have 
just concluded with Rolne a concordat, ihe most 
advantageous which for a long lime baa been 
obtained by the Holy See from a Caiholic power, 
and the sincere exdhution of which would quick- 
IjT bring back happy days /or the Oliuich of 
Spain/* 

M. de Montaleinbert then glances at the state 
of Germany, and the enormous change to be 
witnessed theie. Protestantism utterly lifeless 
and, with the exception of a small body of 
Pietists chiefly at Berlin, “ a mere name whitdi 
serves only for a mask to all the to gative and 
destru Clive elements which modern philosophy 
has developed. To call oneself a Protestant is 
: «iinp ly to declaie that one is not a Catholic, 

I and HOinetiines that one* is no h*nger a Chris- 
tian 'I'he contrast to this afford‘*d by the 
present state of C.aiholicity in Germany, M. do 
Montaleinbert thus ehiquenty de«crihes : —

and her austere discipline, such it \va*< when 
it 3Ht at the Council of Trent, and such ns 
when ten generations of reformer** without 
stiC(*essioii have vainly assailed it. L* has tra- 
versed III) toil idled intestine wars and foreign 
conquest ; it has braved diploma! i-^t s and jur- 
ists; it has survived despots and demagogues, 
Joseph 11. and R-ihert Blum. Every thing 

that seemed the most adapted to overthrow 
it has only served to propigato and fortify 
it. The old edifice of the Holy Rom.tn Kin- 
jiire, is cruinbling away, ha.s b»*ohcu tnost 
of the bonds which shackled it, and opened 
out fur it neiv wars. . . Prussia, in 

conquering vast Catholic provinces, has been 
obliged to treat with the ('huvoli, and to open 
'Vo her the aceess to provinces, from which tho 
true Faith Iiad been banished for three eeii- 
»turies. IJessc, Saxony, Meckli nhuig, all thoso 
Countries, hut awhilo ago exclusively Lutheran 
or Calvinist, have been obliged to submit to 
the same law. And on all sides one sees groups 
of faithful Catholics plant themselves under 
the shadow of th is© va'^t and ancient churches 
which Protestantism had usurped, but never 
knew how lo fill. Braving human respect 
vulgar unpopularity, and tha fury of tho ration- 
j alist press, the nobility and tho literary class, 
both of which have so many faults to expiate, 
furnish numerou.s and striking conversions. 
The illustrious Count von Stolberg coromcri- 
ced the series of them, which M. de Floren- 
court did not close. These two names suffi- 
oiently remind us that tho ChuHIh is indebt- 
ed to these returns for some of her most ablo 
apologists, of h^r most intrepid champions, 
of doctors of the first merit, whilst heresy lias 
not been jsble in Germany any more than else- 
w'here to mb Catludicity of « sinfflc natne 
worthy to be regretted or mentioned, 

M. do Montaleinbert proceeds to describe 
the change iu the public as well as iu the prU 
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vnte life of Geraany, artd the wonderful , 
ntvakeiiin^ of the O^rmanio Oliurchi caaeed * 
hy thu noble stAinl made the ArchbtaUops j 
of Cologne and Posen against the Prussian j 
government; the strength of •the Cat hollo' < 
press in Germany, managed bj* men lilc« Qorres, 
and by the editors of the Devtefie VolkshaUe! 
the regained liberty of«the Church in the midst of 
the turmoils of 1848, at Vienna, at Berlin, at 
Frankfort, and at Erfurt; the Synod of Wurlz- 
burg following all this. He thus reviews the 
general alteration in the state of Germany ^ | 

There, where Honge, that pitiable rnimic of j 
Luther, had prophesied, amiilst the great ap« j 
plaiise of the democrats and the philosophers, , 
the definitive ruin of the Papal Balylon ; even ' 
there, Monks, Jesuits, Pranciscuis, reappear ‘ 
under their abhorred cowl, after ages of pros- ‘ 
oription attract around their pulpits a crowd, I 
eager numerous, unwearied, and make their | 
missions one of the most minarkable facts of { 
contemporary history. There, where Lola Moti^ i 
tos, seduced by the example of the oracles of the 1 
tribune and of the feniUeton, in France, en- 
couraged by the friaiih of I gkt and o f progvesn^ I 
sustained by the open or implied sympathies of | 
l*rv)tcstaatism and liberalism; there, where this { 
i&haiiieltiss woman had succeeded in putting her* | 
self <»fF as a victitii of th'* Jesuits, ami prohfud | 
by her ignominious ascendancy to cause to be 
dismissed frv>in the councils of the King and the 
chairs of the University the most hone^it mints« | 
ters and the most emitume scholars ; even there | 
a Gatholic association for the defence of religious 
liberty and the constitutional monarchy nobly 
avenges the outrages inliicted on the Oatholice 
by maintaining the ancient fidelity of the Bava- 
rian people, an<l by saving ungrateful royalty by 
the C>encfd influence. There, where bad vaunt- 
eii it-clf that association called after Gustavas 
Adolphus, which had attempted, under the invo- 
cation of the devastator of Germany, to cause 
Protestantism to penetralc even into the last 
refuges of the Papal superstition ; even there, 
are founded, taking root and ramifying ever^ 
day more and more, the great associations of 
Pius IX, of St. Charles Oorromeo, of St» 
Boniface, marching forward with rapid strides to 
the conquest of Gerinaiiy by faith and charity. 
Their solemn and annual reunions at Mayence, 
at Munster, at liatisbunne,1iave at once secured 
and consecrated the right of association. Their 
intelligent initiation combines the authority of 
the Priest with the activity of the laic. Their 
courageous perseverance tends to reconstruct 
the Germ-inic unity, so vainly -held out on the 
standard of democracy, by founding it on the 
cordial and fertile union of the Faithful of Prus- 
sia, of Suabia, of W^^tphalia^ of Bavaria, and 
of the Tyroli Lastly, when Cleniant Augustus 
saw Priests led astray by Hermesianism, and 
functionaries whom the revolution was soon 
about to punish for their blindness, brave his 
authority and undermine, it sn the lieart of (he 
people, a single Curate of the metropolis (M. 
Kolping), himself formerly an artisan, without 
any other resource but hts*eii tracing eloquence, 
founds and propagates with prodigious success 
the institution of the Christian Companies 
(Q^knverain) under the form of a vast asso- 


ciation for the moral and physical well-being of 
the class of artisans. ^ 

Bverywhere the altered fl.ime Is being re* 
kindled. Inflated by the example of Belgium, 
vigilant and dfvoted l^ishops, having at their 
head an old cavalry offic«>r,^who has become the 
successor of St. . Boniface on the Episcopal 
throne of Mayence (the Baron Von Kettier), 
are employed in the creation of an exclusiveljr 
Catholic university at Fulda, where the young 
Levites will be enabled to escape from the dangers 
of the too-fainous universities of their diiferent 
countries. In Prus|ia, a Protestant King, 
but an intelligent and generous one, has pro- 
mised that under his sceptre the Church should 
no more see the ^vil days^which she had to de- 
plore before hi.n ; and in spite of the contrary 
appearanq^-i, in spite of the new vexations of 
which we shall treat further on, we have con- 
fidence that he will keep hi^ word. In Austria, 
a young and chivalrous Emperor, scarcely 
emerged from boyhood, the worthy heir of 
Ferdinand 11. and of Maria-Theresa, destined, 
like her, to recover the empire on the edge of 
the abyss, and resolved, like him, to fulfll be- 
fore everything his duty as a Catholic Prince, 
inaugurates, his reign by the abrogation of the 
legislation of Joseph ll., and preludes the vic- 
tory of his arms over the revolution by the coui- 
nleto eojancipattoQ of the Church iu his immeusa 
atates,

A CHAPTER IN THE HISTORY OF THB IHISH 
CHURCH ESTABLISHMENTS, 

CHAP. II. 

PROVINCE OF DUBLIN. 

DUBLIN. ^ 

We have now entered the English pale, 
and must be prepared to find a greater degree 
of pliability in the religious opinions of its 
Anglo-Saxon eoclesiasiics. 

^George Brown, au AugustinUn friar of 
London, and who was guilty of heresy while 
provincial of his ^rder in England, was in 
lo35 raised to the dignity of Archbishop of 
Dublin by Henry VI II., in succession to 
Archbishop Alan, who had been brutally mur- 
dered by Sdken Thomas at Artaue. "Wfecu* 
summoned by Lord Cromwell to renounce 
the Papal supremacy, Brown was only de- 
lighted to obey ; but in writing to the Lord 
Privy Seal, in 1 538, he confesses ** that seve- 
ral of the clergy within his own junsilicnon 
had forsaken iheir living,^ r.itocr Ukui conply 
with the chail^e^, and that he va- 
cant until the King's pleasure wa-. ^ .*• 

He was the* first of toe clerical order in this 
country to embrace the Reformation; but, 
as has been a ready,obiervei, he had, in fac% 
I adopted its doctrines before he came here. 
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Ilo Wt\s dppriv^l by Queoii \rv in 1555, 
and Hiiijli Curwett, a nauve of Westniore- 
Jand, substituted* Tliis otlnu' Eup:lisbnv.ui 
nppftars to have found the paillof religion as 
sbppefy as ids p(ed«lti'.e«fsor, aiufon the ue.ees- 
sion of Ehzibeth hia conscience oisily fidopled 
I'self to the new state of things, lie bid 
iiifliicuce onougb to procure his tr-inshitioti 
to the see of Oxford in 1507, and was suc>- 
ceded by ih^» Protestant. Adam Loftns, that 
fine looking Yorkshiremiin, by whose personal 
appearance, ns we have leen above under the 
head of Armagh, the susceptible “ Virgin 
Qiioen'' seems to h;^ve been attracted. 

So much for the KngHsUiucirof Dublin. 

KILUIRK. 

Thom IS L»=*verousr appointed bishop of this 
dioceso in 1551, was one of tlte two bishoos 
(Dr. Walsh, of Meath, Ixjing the secDiiti) wlio 
refused to take the oith of snpro.nacy hi the 
parliament of 15b0, and was tlierofore de- 
prived of h.s bidioprio. fie was suh-Jetpiont- 
Jy obliged to gain a livelHod by leiohing 
school at LimeHtdc, and died at Naa^ in 1577* 
It is a remark. b'e fact connec ed with this 
prelate that the family of the Duke of Lein- 
ster are incbdited to him for tiio c mtitiiianco 
of that aiH'ient hou.se, which but for his pro- 
tection of one of its tQerrjber.s, would have 
become utterly extinct on the suppression of 
the robollioii of Silken Thomas. 

Alexamler (Iraik, probably a Scotchman, 
wa.s appointed by letters patent to the bishon- 
ric of which Levf^nms was still the lawful 
pastor, and it is said by Harris that in th(> 
three yeirs and few months which he occupied 
it he did more miscluof to his see rhau his 
successors have ever been able to ropnir.” 

OSSOUY. ♦ 

John Bale, a native of Suffolk, ivhn was 
conseiTatftd with Goodacro of Armagh, by 
BroiVii of Duhl'ii. caiUM into this diocejieS^s 
a married friar and a Protes'aut at the close 
of Edward Vl/s reign, iic I55’2. He was a 
Protestant at the period of his consecration ; 
ami of hU cunv(ersion the ibotc'«»JUifc Bishop 
NichoLou quaintly says ** tliat in trudi his 
irodiy had as great a hind in that 
happy work as the Lord,'* 

The predecessor of Bale wis Milo Bmm, 
or Fiizger.dd, a pious and learned Carholio 
prelate, who died full of days in 1550 or 
1651. ' •

John, PilwM* who was c.insidiR rated Bishop 
of *** 1539,

Alexander D^vereux, or Do Eborioo. tho 
last abbot of Di^ihrothy, and a Wexf'vd njiti 
Rucce^^dod.

Thomas Field wms appointed bishop of tlil.s 
diocese in 1555 by a rapal bull, and dic^d In 
i5B7, no mention being made of his having 
confornipd. He was substituted in the reign 
of. (inoen Mary for liohert Trevors, who ^n- 
ieival tlie dieo^se as ono of Edward Vl'.s 
bishops in 1550, hut h 'd been ejected as a 
married man. Field wa.s succeeded bv D-i- 
tu-*l OavariJHih, who was appoiittod by Eliza- 
beth, and iduwdored the sec to such an extent 
that, as Hams says, it wus w'orth no oue/s 
acceptance after.

RiilAnd n.'iron, of tin* family of the Geral- 
dirms, who became Archbishop of tliis <e(* ii» 
155 1, in the reign of Mary die«l in 15b I, and 
was succeeded by Maurice R^^agii, who was 
Arclihivhop by the authority of the Holy See, 
while ()r»e d.auies ^lacC.igliwcll was t>rom5tod 
to the title by letters patmit of KlizdHUli, 
^'lio (\atliolic Archbishop was cornpcdled to 
fly into Suaiu. and die<l at Oporto in 157^, 
wliilo Elizabeth's bisliofi lived onlv until 1.570, 
when ho was succeeded by Mile.r Magr.atb, 
whoso nam'3 the. reader has aln^ady met two 
or three liim-s in tho course of fids li^t 

We have already stated tiuit tins prelate 
returmul to the bosom of the (catholic Cbiurch 
at the clo«o of his life. W.ire. indeed, seems 
to disbelieve the .statement to that effect, 
“although," ns ho adds, •* he (Miler) was no 
,^good man, and had impoverished his mm by 
stripping it of much of its ancient estate 
ubut. a IcUer preserved iu tiie ri incisoiin Ilouso 
at Wexford, and published by tlm Ilev. Mr. 
Brennan, sets tho matter at rest. Tho fol-

CorneTiiis 0‘Uca, chaplain to Maurice, Eirl 
of Thomotid, was app.i#utcd a successor tu 
Corrin by llonry Vlil in 1516, and sal nine 
years. ^ 

Tcronco O’Brien HI. ob ained the see in 
the reign of Qtiomi Miry, and was sitting in 
1566, and Ware .‘fiys ho does not know how 
long after; but the Four Masters state that 
he died in 1569, atid by their entry show that 
he died Catholic Bishop of Killaloe. 

Maur.ee O'Brmn-Arra was appuinted by 
letters p Heat of (^uyeu E 'Ztbetiii dated 1570, 
but was not cousyerated for six yeirsaft«r. 
He resigucl in J()i2, atiddi'd jOLd. We 
have been favoured by a friend with the fnU 
lowing old muuuscripi note to Ware on ihis 
point : — 

“ Quee.ii E izibeth’s letter h> the Lord De- 
puty, 18tu M iV, 1570, rutis thin:—* We are 
pleased, aconrdmg to your requo'^t, iliat Mor- 
gan, son of MacBrion- Arra, shall be ailowed 
for his inainicn.'tncc at> I siistenta'iou in learn- 
ing to bave ibe jiroliis of the bishopricffe of 
Kyllalogh,- wh^di ru o*lier, as we perceive, 
can enj-iy w'ltlinut gOv»d will of the Lord 
MacBrieii Arra, so as if he sh.dl, when he 
c#meth tu funner years, be found mete to 
have the said hishoprick, ho may be, by your 
autli-u'iiy, ailowed and admitted to the .^aid 
bishoprick.’ — Rolls, 12 Elix, Ho married 
Frediswido Crosbie, and had issue John, Tiio- 
imis, Jane, niid Eleanor.'* 

Tins Faiher of “ J.Jin, Thomas, Jane, and 
Eleanor,” was therefore, no doubt, 
with tlie, title of Bishop of Killaloe, wUio en- 
joyed ihe privileges of the new faith. He 
was succeeded by an Erig^lishman named 
Ruler, who w'as chiefly remarkable for having 
pirated the Latin and English dictionary of 
Thames Tiiqmatms, whoso execut<irs com- 
menced an aciiun agaitisl him for the same,—

to the reformat iou we find that ** Christopher 
Bodekine was consecrated Bishop of Kd- 1 
macduach, at Marseilles, in France. Novem- 
ber 4th, 1533 or 1534, and was by fivour of 
Henry VII 1. translated to the Archhiahopric 
of Tuam, 16ih Februfiry, 1536; and at the 
same time held the s^ of Ktlmicdough by 
dispensation.*' Notwithstanding the suspioi* 
ous circtirn stance of the “favour of King 
Henry VIU.,” we*niay hot^ever, assume ihat 
Archbishop Bodkin lived and died a Catholic. 
The entry of his death tti the f’our Mas- 
ters, A, D. 1572, ieaves no doubt on that 
head, 

William ^-aly, or Mullaly, a native of Gal- 
way, but a student ot Oxford, where he had 
imnibed the new doctrines, was appointed to 
the temporalities of tlid diocesn by letters 
patent of Queen Elizabeth, in 1573; and he 
was the first. Protestant who assumed the title 
of successor to S». Jarlath. Harris describes 
him as a most ravenous pluralist ; for not 
content with holding the see of En^ghdnne 
along with that of Tuam, he obtained a war- < 
rant, from Elizabeth to gr«sp the bishopries 
of Kilmacduich and Clonfert hNo, but the 
Lord O'puiy Periot got the order superseded. 

KtrAFHlNORX. 

“One John,’* savs Ware, “ was Bi'ihop of 
Kdfeiiora, A. D. 1570; I do not know whe- 
ther it was John O’HinHlao,’* Tins is evi. 
dently the prelate wh-mi the F‘»nr Misters 
ineotion thus- under thd di^e J572; — “ Tno 
Bishop of Kilfenora (John Ogo, the eon nf 
John, son of Aiiliffn O’Ni dl^in (or Neylan), 
teacher of the Word of God, died, and was 
iiu erred in Kilfenora ifSHjf,” This biehop 
was therefore a Catho'ic ; but wheihf^r OaniKl, 
whoso name comes next in Ware’s list, and 
who was sitting in 15^5.*w«aa such, we have 
not means at hand to ascertain. Bernard 
Adam«, a s'lident. of Oxford, wlio was ap- 
pointed to this see. and that of Limerick m 
^CQcyiUwituHi with it, in 1606, was, at alt 
events, a Protestant.

De B urge’s preilecessor in Elphin was Ber- 
mrd O'lliggin, who was appointed by the 
Pope, and d^es'iior appear to have made any 
submission to the Engli'ih Sovereign.

, Stephen Kerovaii, or Kirwan, who was ad- 
vanced from this see to that of OloiitVrf by 
Elizabeth, in 1582. and succeeded to Chris- 
topher Bodkin (of whom above, under he id 
of Tuain), was to all appearance the firbt 
Pruiostant who claimed the title, nud he en- 
tered tlie dioctse as such. 

KILL A LA. 

Owen O’Connor, who was advanced to this 
see by letters patent of EliznVieth in 1591, 
would seem to have been the first Protestant 
bishop,* bat his apo.siMcy from the Catholic 
Tr'ligion took place before he obtained tlie 
episcopal title, lie was succeeded by Miler 
Magrath. 

ACHONRY. 

The first Protestant bearing the title of 
bishop of this see was the ubiquitous Mder 
IMagrath mentioned above, and who enjoy»*d 
the sees of Cas.hel, Kiilahi, and Achonry, by 
grants from the crown. 

Tlie predecessor of Miler was Euj^one 
O’llnirt, who assisted at the Council of Tr^ut 
ill 1563. and died in the lOOrh year of his 
age, A D. 1603. — F teamans Journal^ Oct* 
23, 1852.

Men, as well as 
women, have often very violent passions to 
overcome; and men, like women, have no 
other means of conquering these passions than 
by the fear and lave of God, which Religion 
aloee can obtain Air them. 

Men. as well as women, have many painful 
and difficult duties iq fulfil in this life; duties 
towards God, towards society, towards their 
familyr towards theiuseivti. 
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Men, as well as wnmen, have a God to 
adore and serve, an immortal soul to save^ 
vices to avoid, virtues to flrsctlce, heaven to 
gniii, hell to av^id, death to prepai'e for, and 
the last jud'^ment to fear, 

Jesus Christ died on a Cross for the shI- 
vatioti of both me^ and women, and tils 
coinm'indmeiits were written equally for both. 
Itehgioii is then as good for men as for wo- 
men ; if there is any difference, it is that 
religion is more necessary for mpn than for 
women, especially young men. And why ? 
Because they are exposed to more dangerous 
teinptaiions, it is easier hir them to do wrong, 
they are more surrounded with bid example, 
princip'illy as fur as regards intemperance and 
the neglect of religions duties.

Not one of them 
will hesitate to answer you in the affirmative, 
these little tricks, byi. which they impose upon 
thair neighbour, have nothing to do with the 
matter. 

Ask the* spendthrift, the deceiver, the 
drunkard, if these vices prevent^ them from 
being honest men, they wfll answer, m> I 
and each one will he ready to plead an ex- 
cuse in favour of his darling passion. So 
^ from the avowal of these honest men in ques- 
tion, a libortiue^ a ctieati a drunkard, a miser, 


an usurer, a spendthrift, can pass for honest 
men, and no one has a r^ht to deny them • 
this privilege, unless iboy have stolen a sum 
of money or /committed murder ! I This is a 
very conveiiirnt code morals-— he who has 

nothing to fear from the Judge and the next 
a8siz*-s, has nothing to fear from God. In 
future. it*« not the he»rt which will be exa-® 
mined, but the coat ; and when we don’t see 
the convict’s dress on a man, wo may rest as- 
sured that Heaven is his own ! ! What a 
pretty religion younhonest mans is! and you 
say that’s enough in itself? ii religion which 
tolerates all wickedness, excepting to ihievo 
and to murder ! ! You •surely are not aware 
that yo(j wish to spread a very bad doctrine 
and not religion.

The schoolmistress said, “ We always 1 
took care to increase our little income by 
hqijig^ lunaris only.

was for grass and tree.-^. And thus he f»ro- 
diiced, as you see, the liigh<*«t green and 
the most productive trees* Winle the f<ir- 
m*r sclioolmasier* could hardly keep one 
wiwtched cow, wo are able to keep two 
beautiful ones, which supplied oiir family 
abundantly with milk and butter. 

“ 'Plie swamp before the lioiise, which 
before only protlnced nnwhoiesonie vapours, 
now horo wholesome fruit. Thar p:n‘t of 
the g irdeii wiiioli was plaiiteil with v<>go- 
tai'les. W as very , useful for the IioiISiImM. 
And it produced for more vegctanles tnaii 
we needed. VV« ceunuiuly tjoiild liml Vfry 
little sale for thetn in the villaj^e ; hut iny 
husband found on* tins vray of growing 
most exiraonliiiary fi>ie vegeiables; bo grew 
for iu'-taucp, such magnificent cauliil. overs, 
that the people from the town came and 
bought them at a high price. But the fruit 
trees which mv husband had planted and 
improved, in fifteen years were the inoit 
vain ible part of the garden For a bfiise 
where there are many children, a frint gar- 
den is a groat fulvantage. But not oily 
the use, but aKo the sale of the friiir proved 
very advantageous, q\uo fine ;i|)f»le tre*-*, 
under which we are hittnig, alone, which 
bears beautiful apples, brought us in, many 
years, as much as a pound. And our nur- 
sery too, of young plants, produecti many 
a flui’iit. The bees too, who hmud ploniy 
^f food in the garden and the ueighb.mn«.g 
hill, afforded us every year a richharv«st 
< 4 f honey and wax, for whicdi we got not a 
little money. My husband coiisiueivd too 
that a hedge of hops grew of itself, and was 
very prufiiable. Then ue bethought linu 
loo of making the li-U behind our garden, 
which was moutly covered v/itU briars, in o 
a hop garden. Tue plm succeeded woiider- 
fally. And so our. garden was for us, if 
not a gold, at least a In tie silver mine. My 
husband too, took all possible pains to earn 
something. He Went twice a week, an 

hour's walk across the fi«dda, to t< ach the 
children of the gemleman who lives at 
8teinbprg, singing and the puiiy^, and was 
very well paid for it. He also copied <mt 
mt^sic, and /his ibotes were ns neat as it they 
were . printed ; tii» leader <d‘ tiie choir sent 
him whole packiig^»9 to copy our* and this 
aflbrde^ a most profit. ible cmiploym^'iit.

“ A** soon as the ohildren were grown a 
little, tli“y were obliged to be cans'antly 
employed. Tliey si>uu, sewed, weeded the 
gar icMi, cleaned garden seeds, tilielli^d li^'aiis, 
in siiort did everything t.iiafc their sireu'rtli 
was capable of, to aid in our support. For 
i:.s*ance, ou the hi)! b*dnnd the house, 
tlimo are amongst other plants, a great cpiau- 
tily of the wild rose, called In'ro the <log- 
ro.e, whwrh pr.>*Ui<!es t'ue red hips. A whole 
tract of til.' hill is red wiih it. The peo- j 
pie of the village made no use of then ; 
but my children collected them for me, 
and liroiiglit whole basket^d's of tliciii home. 

I .split tliHtn, and the children cKanci them 
from l!u» kernels, and wo sold them for a 
guoil deal in iln?^ town. Thus, by urudouce 
a«)d industry, we have nearly doubled our 
lit'ie income. * 

'riie lady of Grinthal, said, “ Your m<»- 
nagemeut wa.s cxccUeuf. But now let mo 
liear how you put in oractice tlio j-ec.oiid 
point of good housewifery. Ho-v iliJ you 

diminish your expencea by fruija’ity ?'* 

Tiici mistress answered, “ We never w.aat- 
ed a Single furihing. We were always satis- 
li(ul with plain food. Delicate vian ls. whjcb 
cost much and afFord little nourisiirncnt, 
were never to be S'^en on our table. Duf 
children nevpr knew sweeirnotts and such 
dainties. Foreign ''spicos never entered our 
kitchen ; our spict-s were cumin from the 
meadows, parsley, and chives, and onions 
from our garden ; but the b«'St spice of all 
is hiiuger, of which, owing to. our laborious 
life, We were never in wa^t. My bu^>aud 
drank no wino, I took no toa ; even bo»"r we 
very seldom drank. Instead of it, especial- 
ly during the In^ats of summer, we drank good 
buitcrtoilk, which is more wholesome and agree- 


able than such beer as wo l^ve in this country. 
Neither did my husband take any »nufr, * If* 

I were Slid ho, * to take a l.irdiing’g 

worth a dayl it Would cmne it> nearly four 
crowns a yinir, atuV ten years to forty 
crowns'.’^ Ill place of snuff, ho would pl.uck 
a leaf off'il’.o flowers in the garden,, or on 
the window- seat, and say, * This is the plea« 
sante.st and tho cheapest smiff. As for 
siuokiiig, he never touch»^d a pipe. W© 
always kept ourselves plainly and neatly 
clad; but we detested unnecessary dress. 

I ruystdl, made all the clothes for myself 
and iny girls, and even a good part of those 
for my hiisbautl ami iffc boys. We preserv- 
ed out^ clothes too as long as we could. 
When the children returned home from 
church, or, a visit, or a* walk, they had imme- 
diately to lay aside tlieir Sunday clothes, 
and jiut them carefully hy. By this means 
our clothes continued long neat and good, 
i The Icti'it wear that I perceived, I immediate- 
■ ly repaired, to prevent a greater damage, 

' The old clothes which I and iny husband 
could wear no longer, I fitted for the chihireii, 
a'? I did vvitb ( 'athnrine’s straw hat. Many 
a piece of dress that was grown too In tie 
for the elder children, pissed from one lo 
another to the youtigpst. Thus I ma«lo 

every dress last to the last thread. We 
saved a great deal too ill our household 
furniture. What was not ncce'jsary we never 
b ti'ght, though it were ever so cheap. Wimt 
wo had we s»rove to pres'-rve, especially hy 
good order. In a dUonlorly house many a 
useful thing is destroyed through candessno.ss. 
Kitchen uteusds are broken, garden tools 
aro rus’ed or stolen, when left e^>osod, 
Wneii things are thrown aside, eijiblreii will 
fnk'^ whatever they Citi liy tlit-ir hands ou 
for i)la\ things, ati i rum them,’ And much 
time loo is losr in S'ekirig for what is wanted. 
I^Vifh iisi everything must have its appoint- 
ul place, where it is safer from injury and 
can bh found yi au instant. My husband 
lays aside every scrap of paper, and 1 every 
bit *'f linen, and end of thread. And truly 
I think that nestneas, whicdi cost no inoney, 
but only constant, care, saves much money. 
And not only wa.s manv a thitig prcserveif 
by it that might easily have been ruined by 
dirt, bur. 1 also attribute it to our ('leaiili- 
iiess that our children-— with the excepiioti 
of the usual diseases qf children — have heoii 
always strong and well. 1 could tell a 
; hundred things of the same sort, but 1 have 
already said too much.*' » 

“ Not vt all," said the lady of Grunthal ; 

■ \ Crown Is equivalent to s great thaler or florin, 
vU, ITs, 
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• I could Hs»en you for evpr. Good house- 
wifery and economy cannot be sulUciently 
commended, either in the highest ^or ihe 
lowest st-iie of life. But altii^gh you made 
tliH best of your cotidittbn, youi poverry must 
often have pressed sorely upon you.” 

*• Yos, truly/* itri<9wered the schoo I rni stress, 
“our straitened condition was often very 
heart-wearing and melancholy ; hat it. brought 
many advantages with it loo. We were con- 
tented to be ever laborious and industrious, 
niid our strength was preserved by cofitiniinl 
exerc se ; and that, was ceriaitily very whole- 
stiine, and the source of m.my blessings. Our 
poverty preserved us too from many foolish 
actions to which abundance mig/it e.asily 
liave betrayed us. The cares that, cante upon 
US from time to tirnff, caused us to think of- 
teiier on God, to pray to him moro devoutly, 
to trust yet more in him, and then ,his aid 
ofien CMine right in our need. Thus we be- 
came more piona and better, lam, therefore, 
BO uriwilling to complain, that 1 ratlier ever 
remember with gratitude that God has con- 
ferred III. ny blessings on me ; and 1 praise 
and bless liiiii that he hath placed us in this 
lowly station. 

“ But y«r,” cofitiniifid the Rchoolmistress, 
** for some time hack it has appeared to me that 
we cannot hold up our heads in our present 
condition here much longer. I am no longer 
as healthy and as strong as in my youni^er 
yeais; and besides the number ot oar chil- 
dren is too great for our ht»ie income. 
The time is now coining when the boys should 
learn some trade or busines.s, and even the 
girls should get situations. But where can 
we^iid money for this? I oiten speak to 
iny husband about it, and am right sad, not- 
withsianding all his efforts foVaise my spirits 
and cheer my courages. We have c**riaiiily 
been very happy and contented, esteemed and 
loved ht're ; but yet it were much to be will- 
ed, especially for the sake of the children, 
that my husband might gv^ a more profitable 
place.” 

“ No doubt, dearest Theresa,” said her 
friends, that will come too, ' Be of good 
couj;g£p, and believed me, our good God has 
much ill store for you. When i he spot of 
earth which he has appointed for us, is no 
longer sufficient, he prepares another. We 
uiust trust to hie goodness. 1 have often re- 
marked wo, that when a man fullils the duties 
of his post with exaciitudo, and coiiteuts him- 
self with his little situation* «God, removes 
him to a place whero he can yet do mure 
good, and have a larger incomes This wid 
he do with your good man too. Be satisfied, 
and wait, patiently a llttlcv** She stood up and 
with Th^esa to the hou«e.

devout Christians ; and therefore, that 
yon must imitate tlidin, unless you con- 
sider yourselves more sanctified than 
thc}'^ and excmjjt from the obligation 
of observing, wdiat tlie Apostles and 
ybur Divine Lord liimself thought pro- 
per to ]mictisc.

ous inedtianon on the most inner suffeniifj.s 
endured for our salvatmu by Chris* Our Lord, 
become ftir us obedient unto deaiii, even i)ie 
dearh of tli« cros^. To exc te auiongsi the 
Faithful 'his saluiary reniembranoe of the 
Lord's passion was tiie const mt endeavour of 
tlie veuerihlc servatit oi God, Paul of the 
Cross, of the new Con^renatioii of 

tho Most Holy Cross and Passion of Our Lord 
Jtisus Christ, who proposed to hiuisolf and 
his followers to kiioW noihioj? but Jr*sus 
Chris! and Him crucified, and wiio illustrated 
the Cftthohc Church by bright ornaments of 
virtues and Anostolio labours. Born in tj;ie 
year 1094, a* Ovada, in the ilioeese of Aequi, 
he exhibited from very infancy certain lyid 
excellent indications of future sanctity; for, 
keeping aloof from the games and amusements 
to which children usually arc so much attached 
it was his delight to atteid to pra}cr, obey his , 
parents, give alms to the p<»or, fast meditate 
on the sufferings of Christ, and passing his 
youth between exercises of pi«»y and •the 
study of letters, he slmne a patt«^rn of all vir- 
tues to his equals, pariiculnrly of chastity, 
from the observance of which neither the pro- 
pnsal of II very honorable marriage nor an 
iimple inheritance could deter him. Win-re* 
fore, rnakwig admirable progress in the way of 
perfection, and buriitiig with a desire of pro- 
pigating’the Divine glory , *110 thought of.insti- 
luting a new religious society, which might be 
of assistance to the Church, and wdiich should 
procure the salvation of souls with all its 
8>rength. Uencci with the consent of the 


catholic' RERAljD. 

Bishop of Ahessandria, according to whose 
advice all his actions we^s regulated, he 
dressed in a poor habit of a black colour, to 
wliich he added the insignia of the Lord's 
Passion, and losing neiiher shoes nor covering 
for the head, he cMisa* tue retirement of a 
small room, where severi^ly tormenting the 
rnemhers of Ins body by the ♦'Xcrcise of every 
virtue and assiduous prayers, he }>reparcd 
himself to wri*C the rule's of his new society. 

I These hning finished, ho proceede<l to Uome 
to ob*niii the approval of them from the Apos- 
tolic 8ee. hut liad tR df-'part frqsir.ated of his 
hopMS. Tie went thence to Monte ArgeD.taro, 
in comp tny with Jus hrmh^p, where, reinnining 
with the •enmo for two successive years lie sedu- 
loiislv a).ii»lied to sucred smdies andiheexer- 
cise of great .aiisieriti# 8. From Monte Arnen- 
taro he p.as<e.'l to Gae»Ti, ninl there, both by 
W'ord and exiirnples, exliorted the Faithful to 
OMtor »pon thn pith of vinuo. ILiving re- 
turned t‘) Uom!> to oV)Tain tlie anppuha’ion of 
the rules, lie exhil^ited in that city such clnar 
evidHiiui's of sAMctity. that he, t'>gc*her wiili 
his hrotheV, the imita'or of his virdies, was 
promoted to the sRcre.il Order of Priesthood by 
TTeiiediot XlII. himself, who at that time held 
the Ai>ostolic See, and merited to receive from 
Clement XII, wbo Siicceerled Benedict XIIL 
in the Pontificate, tlie office of Missionary 
Ariostolin. tlirough a letter in form of a Brief. 
Thcnco he retired again to Monte Argcnt-tn, 
and although the rule was not yet approved 
of, he erected there the first house <»f the new 
Congregation in the year 1737. and at length, 
under Benedict XIV., was happy enough to 
have the Apnstohe sanetion added to the rules 
writfeii by him, which, moreover, afier twice 
undergoing some Ittile changes limt^Were 
deemed expedient, were twice af-o agaifl rati- 
fied and confitnicJ, first by Clement XIV, 
then by PiU'* V"l. 

There were not, wanting illustrious men to 
^nihrace the new institute, which by the 
Divine favour began to be increased and 
propagated, till tke venerable servant of God, 
although unwillingly, was by comiiiuii consent 
chosen to be its first General. In this offiee 
he walk*^d before his companions in an ardour 
for suHeriiig and praver, in humility of jnind, 
i love of poverty, charny towards God and his 
! neighbour in fine, in all virtues, and the ob- 
; servance of religious discipline, and thus by 
! his examples continually stimulated them to 
j run with alacrity in ike way of pcrfc'ctiou. 
Although occupied in the assiduous cares of 
ruling the religious society, and founding new 
houses for it everywhere, still ■he never desist- 
ed from pleaching the word of God, since he 
burned wiih a wonderful ardour for the ealva* 
tioti of souls. 
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Therefore lie traversed various dioceses 
giviiijT RjissioMs. and inveiiTh»>d wirli such 
vehemence iijraliist the reigning vices that a 
great riuiltitnde of sinners, being brought to a 
sense of tlie shamefuhess of\ their pa**! life, 
began Hienec*fortl^ fe follou^ a manner of 
living befiiting their Cliristiaii profession. 
Though weakened by Apostolic l.ihours, he 
did riof on that account diminish in aiiyt'nng 
his austere mode of life until extreme old 
age ; wherefore, broken no by austerities 
I trail by years, he fell into a dangerous sick- 
ness, and happily closed his life at Rome on 
the 18th of October, 1773. Ttie fatne of , 
his sanctity, winch during his lifetime had 
spread far and wiQe, after cloatii became a* ill 
more extended, and an inquiry^ as is cu*ito- ' 
inary, having been instituted concerning hi«» 
virtues, Pius VII, •'tf glorious memory. Our 
predecessor, by a solemn decree Feb. Isth. 
1821, pronouiicod they had reached the heroic ' 
degree. 

Afterwarda an examination was entered 
upon regarding the miracles which were re- 
ported to have b'^en wrought by God at llis 
iiiteroeasioii, to show forth the excellent, vir- 
tue of ilie holy man ; and having h^^ard the 
advice of th^ Cousalt<«r'<, and ilie opinions of 
the CardinaU set over the Sacred Ritos, We 
declared two of the aaid iiiiraclea to Iim true, 
the first of which VV’^e approved on the 2 Jtli 
of Feb, ItSol, the second oii the 2nil of 
August, of ibe present ye-ir 1862. Fm illy, 
on the 24ih of August ot thn p^e^«t^ year, 
the Cardinals appointed to take cognisance of 
legitimaie rite.s wore summoned before us, 
and the suffrages of the Oonsultors having 
been r**ceived, all agreeii in the same ooinion.

“ Convocation'^ in due form on Friday, 
the 5lh of Nov<unbt*r, and we suppose tlie hol- 
low mockery of the instir utioii has seldom, if 
ever, been innd<i more visible, as wcdl by the 
wretchedness of tho procecdirig.s t fn^rn.stdves aft 
by the ^liritl^ss agitalion the Anglicans, fuc 
the la.^t few inonrhs, liave made to obtain per- 
mission to make it ** u reality.'*' A reality ! Ib 
is already a reality, in a certain sense ‘of tho 
word. It is a reality just as the rex sacriJiculHS 
among 4he Romans might be called one, or tin# 
comitia curlata in the latter republic, or the 
searcli in the Cfdlar:^ of tbe ifoii-^e of Commons 
bt*fore the opening of Parliament, or the grave 
dialogue between the Lord Chancellor and the 
Speaker, when the latter prays her Maje.sty 
always to ascribe .any errors tho House 'may 
commit to himself, and not to them. It a 
reality, like any other grave farce, kept u/» from 
age to ago by a nation who enjiiy amn.sing 
tht*mselves with mainraining old legal foims. 
But it is “rear' in a yet more ** real" sense. 
Convocation being now summoned merely to be 
sent away again, exhibits, perhaps more "power- 
fully than anything could do, the thorough 
control in which ilie Slate keeps iu creature, 
tho Establishment To call them solemnly to- 
gether ; to make them read their full services, 
listen to a sermon in Latin, repair to the Chapter 
House, hear the recitation of the Queen's writ, 
pronouncing those to be “ contumacious” who, 
being cited, do not appear in this majestic a?$etii- 
bly, then to g*k through all the cer<*mi>Mies of 
coiistitiiti i)g their Lower House, choose their

this is no farce at all. It is the real genuiiio 
badge of the dependence of tho Established 
Church on the Crown of England. We cannot 
be surprised that thc^y feel it sometimes galling; 
but if only with a good heart, once for al-1, they 
would resign those rich endowments wliich 
practically reconcile them to it, then wo should 
be the first to exclaim, let the Anglicans bo set 
at liberty I 

Those who acquiesce cordially in tbeir sqb- 
jectiou to the State feel no humiliation, but the 
contrary, in those grave ceremonies in Sr Paul's 
Cathedral. They are enabled to cunipliinent 
their old frieiuks” by naming th^m prociors, and 
the whole .IfFair furnishes amusement. On the 
other baud, to the sad, sobrr Anglicans it was* 
ludeed a dismal affair, and yet in the midst 
of the lacbrycnose Tepurt given by the Guar^ 
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dian there peeps out a strong sense of its 
, comic aspect, mi Ail up algo with that pecu- 
liar manner the Pusevites have of drawinj^ 
symbolic lessons, or rather omens, from cvery- 
that occurs. It was a r^iny morninfr. 
but afterwanls the S/r«/lther cl^^ared, “ meet 
emhlems*' of course. Tlie mum hers of Con- 
vocation made their way to St. TaulN as well 
as they could, furni.shini^ additional amuse-, 
inon to ihe mob, who were eiii^ajfcd to their 
ht^art's content in the Guy FawJce^ prucps- 

sioMs. ^ Arrived at the Cathedral, they had 
to Wait and he staved at for soma lime ; hut

Tlioy were habited in their 
Convocation robes, the bright scarlet of which 
contrasted strikingly with the whiteness of 
their lawn sleeves.'' Here there was a ques- 
tion as to what would be the service ; some 
thought the entire 5th November service would 
be adopted ; however, it was to be the Latin 
Litany, with a collect having special refer- 
ence to ** Papal tyranny and superstition.” 
After a time came the Avohbi-<<h()p, with thir- 
ty or forty civilians. 'I'he laitwr were in 
wig and gown.

Tho stroots so full you could h-inlly 
get along, and as tho procession of Bishops 
passed out of the Ohiiroh, every (miu fillin.* on 
their knees. There, you ^aw living and hreith- 
iiig the genuine form of Ciitholicify, to winch 
no mecdiaoism, though tho whole farce of the 
British empire works the machinery, can by any 
posaibiliiy produce ih-; fisnlost resemblance. 
Convocation is an affair p.irtly of the State, 
partly of a wtdl-educaicd set of genthnnon, like 
J>. C. L. Th»* ahsurdiry of inviting alieiition to 
it as a Catholic Synod is so iran^cemlent, that 
even with every wish to respect the cwuicientious 
feeling.s of mistakeu indlvitluah, it can only he 
treated with ridicule. If graver argmnent.s are 
required, let them come to our churches on any 
great ceremony, or ind eed any ocoabion what- 
ever, a B*"nedictioii or .a L«*w Masi, and w'atch 
ifie ilemeanour of the multiunle.

THE POPES ALLO'.^UTIO.V AND THE 
‘ REPUBLIC OF NEW GRAN.ADA. 

The noble Allocution lately delivered by 
the Holy Father, a translation of which will 
be found elsewhere, has taken the enemies of 
the Churoh a little by surprise. They thought 
ho would have spoken of Piedmont ; they 
wanted him to speak of England aVid Ireland ; 
they even put into circulation “and anticipa- 
tioif* of tho Pope’s Allocution, as the daily 
papers do of the Queen’s Speech. ** Our 
Own Correspondent*’ showed a great deal of 
ingenuity, but he missed every point of tho 
documenL which alludes nob over so remote- 
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ly, to any of tlie subjoct** on whii*h ho gaosacd 
it would turn, but addroa^os iiself entirely <o 
the sutFerings of one of ihotmoHi distant por- 
tions of the inheritance of Sf. Peter, the 
Clmrch in the Re()ubl>c of JSh-w Gruiiadlt. 
There is nothing rfrTn:n‘k.ihle in thi^. Every 
country takes its turn to be noticed by the 
cotiiinon Father of *he Faiilifnl. as none es- 
cape his vigilant t^ye and Ins iiiCfas.-nit care. 

mid St the crash ol revoUtions the Holy See 
f(»«nd time to attend to the adjustnieiit of the 
sell ism of Goa ; matters locally more near to 
the Centre of unity have since been adverted 
to, and, no douhi, will bo again ; meanwhile, 
an Archbisliop and other illu«trioiH Predates 
driven into exile, Religious Ordto’s expelled 
and proscnbiMl, a whole Church diNorgutiis'^'d, 
and a country running as headlong to schism 
a^i ever Austria was doi*ig in the reign of 
Joseph II., those are things which surely de- 
manded that the awful voice of Petor should 
be raised both for censure and consohuiou. 

Now Grana-l t, iliongli a state of cotisider- 
able and growing commercial importariC'^ from 
its .sitnation near tlie Isfhtnus of Panama, in 
nn Ecelcsiasttcal point of view has attracted 
as liithi attention from the general observer 
ot events as iiiiy other of that strange, chaotic 
congeries, the South Ainerican republics. 
Yet It must not lie supposed because tho«e 
states, since iIumt separation from Spain, have 
been rocking to and fro in sucdi Confusion, 
under arbitrary <diiefsi or assemblies incapahlo 
of governiiiL:, tlitt in them there is n*) con- 
llici between real and ascertained principles. 
In them, tin re is precisely the some struggle 
tliat wc wjtin^ss in Europe, a faction bent on 
enslaving the Cliti“(*!i. and, on the other hand, 
bravo and holy Prelates, full of sacerdotal 
fortitude and constancy, never allowing# a 
lyruiinical government io override a single 
principle or a single right of the Church, with' 
out at least energeticnliy asserting it. and 
meeting iii the end imprisonment and exile as 
cheerfully as they would tt^turo and death, in 
defence of tlie trust committed to them by 
Almighty God. In (^ramida, the battle, 

no doubt, to the eyes of man, has gone against 
the Church, as in many parts of Kurop»* it lias 
also done. iM-ir, do Mosqueras, Archbishofi 
of Santa Fe de Rogoia, and Meiroptdiian of 
New Granada, is an*- xde for the Fait'i, us at 
this moment are Mgr. Manlley, Bish<»p of 
Lausanne and Geneva ; Mgr. Fransoni, Arch- 
bisiiop of *Toriii, and, if we mUrake not, Mgr, 
Marougin, Archbishop of Cagliari. But what 
of that? They have fougftt a good fighi, and 
the Faithful ia futuro generations will bless 
their names, as the Uoly Poniitf hits now 
blo«sed them, for having kept the Faith. 

The Aiiocuilon furnishes the leading facts 


of a cotilliet which has been going on for 
moro than seven years, thi^jgh it has of lata 
increesnd in intensity, and which, hut for the 
constancy and rcsoliiiion of the Granadian 
Prelates, wounl, in all probability, have ended 
ere this in an open scRiHui, Keinoie ns wo 
are froiii' the politics of Somli America, it i.*» 
didic.ult fo m ike out the full hearings of tins 
seriiw of •'VimiU, imt the proximity of Protes- 
tant America, and the cons<'quent immigra- 
tion of busy and restless settlers, lias proba- 
bly bad a good de^l to do with it. This, to 
be sure, does not appear on the surfa^'e, which 
presents merely ihe agency of a coiiceiio.l sol 
of Voltairian rf^volut ionises, a minority who 
have got power into ihcnr hands, and are de- 
tennineA, if they can, to make the Chtirdi 
their bond slave, andjnimic, in every point, 
what their teachers and examples did in Eu- 
rope up to the year Tney began, of 

coursej by raising a cry agaiugi the Jesuits, 
and the MisMOuaries of thai scoiiety in New 
Granada were in»the year IboO summarily 
expelled, amidst the grief and lameruaiions 
of the whole population. In the course of 
the next two years various laws in succession 
were voted by the legislature, nil of them 
hostile to the first principles of Catholic 
('hiuch discipline ; for example, on May 1 1th, 
was passed a law abolishing ICcoleshiH- 
tical immunity, and providing that the civil 
court tihould judge •• bo»h in the first ami 
socond instance of criuiinal causes brought 
against ArchbiOiops and IVishups accuscii of 
having failed in the exercise of tiieir fune- 
thuis, or of common offences provided against 
and punished by any civil law.” It will be 
observed that aithough they use the term 
** criminar they me in to extend tl» term 
even to casfs^where the Pivlaies sinnild offoncl 
the edvil power in ttic exeixi^*- of their juris- 
diction, and iho law goes on to say tint the 
.same' tribunal should judge of awpoaN both 
in temporal affairs and “in actions brought' 
again>t the members of the Secular or Regu- 
lar Clergy, of ^'^hlch heretofore iIih Eccle^ins- 
lirul iiinhority has had cogiiisanee." The 
applicaiiou of tins law’ would imnofestly ren- 
di-r the (hiurcli A mere part of the Siato 
police, and set at absolute dcfiancH the whole 
sjsrem of her laws. Suppose a Priest, in the 
interest of lhi« wretched faction, celebrated a 
marriage within the forbidden degre^^s ami 
was consequently su.spended by ids Bishop, 
by this law the Bish(f[) would he Inhle to ho 
called to account, before the civil friuuual for 
such an exercise of hU undoubted dii»y, which 
he could not avoid putting mni force without 
violating^ his oath as u Bishop. The same 
law nude also Vicars Gem^ral and Oapiruiar, 
aud Urn Clergy# in geuera), amenable in such 
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nnd in nil otl.or mnlfm to the civil tribininls. 

, Tne ArcJibisliup Bogota made an admira- 
ble protest against this scinsmatical law, and 
the whole province of Tscny Granada seoni'* to 
have nobly supportc]^ Ipm. The Bishops of 
Baiita-Murra, Cartagena, Caradero, and Pam- 
plona, nil expressed their adhesion to the pro- 
test ; the Uegular Prelates made a separate 
protest for themselves and the majority of the 
Secular and Regular <'lergy of Bogota sup- 
ported their Archhi^hop in his faithful re- 
sist aiice. In H very few pionths Briefs came 
from the Holy 8co, applainiing the conduct 
of the Bisln»ps, and encourngiug them with 
tiiO eise counsils airdiovtiig Isyinpathy which 
•he Vicar of Clirist ever accords to the suf- 
oring memhers of his tlock. We need hard- 
ly say that persecution, onoe set in, only 
liGcaino fiercer and ficicen By another law, 
tilso passed in May last year, the LogisUture 
aet on foot a precious si heme for ‘filling 
church bt'iieficfS with creatures of their own 
appoiiitnieiit. They eiiaci<*d that the Parish 
Priests should be elected by what they styled 
the parish chapters,’* or vestry meetings — • 
llnit is to say. that the patrongo should be 
vesio 1, us the case might be. in a set of demo- 
cra»8 rn*'eiing together, and apoiming, as of 
course they would, any Priest they thought 
likeliest lo promote their own riefarioiK and 
schisinntical doisigns.

bliciii. In short, an Ecclesiasiioal revolu- 
tion had comnioiicod, and many mher l)iil| 
‘ Wire agiuited, and though, as ihe Holy 
Father ivuiarks in ins Alioeudoti, by the spe- 
cial favour of God the Legi^laiure wcie rcs' 
trained from passing these into law, yet en- 
ough uas done to show on wlmt a course the 
rovoluttoiiary faction have enierod. Such 
were tbti pruposidons to abolish the connec- 
tion of Churci) and Sia»e; to abrogate all 
laws protect itig monast c insti tut ions ; to st^cii- 
larize marrii.ge ; assign to the State the power 
of erecting and ciicuinscribing dioceses, and 
consequently of grafting jurl^diclion, af'er 
• he approved fashion of the English State- 
heresy. Iq New Granada it vias:is it has 
so often been oil similar oceisioms^ the f.iiifi- 
ful peoule have been taken by surprise, and 
a majority are fqr tyrannised over by

W'aii offered to the. bills we have named shows 
that the Catholic cause is not lost, thanks to 
the energy of tho Prelates, but. cliiefly of 
the Archuishop of Bogota, now driven into 
e^ile for the ff^arfess stand be made on belialf 
of the Church. 

This great Prelate, a noble Spaniard of 
the old Christian stocic. and descended of 
the illustrious house of Medina- Celi, boro 
up wiih unabated courage, though enfeebled 
by ^ long-continued sickness. It is impossi- 
ble to read without admiration the letter in 
wliich he strove to bring the infidel Govern- 
ment to reason. After a long-continued con- 
flict, which turned at last on his refusal to 
insiituie a coticur«iis at the bidding of the 
Goveniinent, for filling up benefit's, the Se- 
nate in May of the present years, after a 
few day’s debate, Tesolved to bring him to 
trial “ as guilty of viola lion of the laws, and 
of having “ provoked and incited his Clergy to 
disobedience and contempt of the constitu- 
tion.” The Senate then declared him suspen- 
ded from his functions, and ordered him to 
name a Vicar-General to admiiister his diocese. 
The Archbishop refused to surrender his sa- 
cred auihority at the bidding of the temporal 
power, and the end of the matter was that 
they voted his exile, and seized on hitj tem- 
poralities, till he should be obedient. Among 
these, temporalit os was a seminary which the 
Archbishop had Imilt at his own expense, and 
on which h« hud laid oui the sum of 400,OU0f‘r, 
They expelled the Eccle8ill^t^cal students 
from this place, and cunli^icaied the property, 
we eufiposo ill £he name of liberty and justice. 
The venerable afid noble Prelate was too ill 
to Kot out on his journey immediately, and 
his enemies forbore to insist on liis imme- 
dcUe depariure. 11m \yas allowed lo remain 
for some momhs in a remote country-house, 
an< at length in September of tiiis year sailed, 
for New York, where his brother, General 
Mn.«queras, foiinerly Presid.uit of New Gra- 
nada, is also in €;^ile for adherence to the 
cause of jusiice. Our readers already know 
tliTii the liiusirious confessor was received with 
the utmost hospitality and respect by Arch- 
bishop Hughes and by all the faithful Catho- 
bes of that Archdiocvse. His Bufierings had 
been great during such a lengthened period of' 
illness and anxiety, and tt>e 8orro\Y of heart 
caused by parting with his Hock, who had 
shown Inin unbounded demonsiratiotis of re- 
gret and uffectioii. But no doubt such an 
expression of syinpaihy Iroiu the Holy Faiher 
as wW as the general admiration of all good 
men thfougbout Europe, will greatly, console 
tliiM i'enerable Prelate. The enemies of God’s 
Holy Church doutiess congiatuiate thern- 
pcives that (hay have got rid of hini| but such 
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in example will not be lo»t on those who 
reiniiin behind.—

ST. GBORap/s— ALl- H.\Ll40Ws’ KEN. 

Last night was ver^ very beaut ifiil at St. 
George’s ; very beautiful, very sad, very mov- 
ing, The whole finujtion of the moriifug, 
with our saintly little Bishop in the midst of 
us, ill no one’s way, and always in the way 
nevertheless when any kind thing is required 
of him — the Lortl add to his days— the whole 
function of tho great Festival, ** All Saints/’ 
was brilliant and reverential, full of fatth and 
love. 

The Vespers on “All Saints” are well 
worth a long walk even in bad weather. In- 
dependent of the ordinary ceremonial, always 
well done at St. George’s there i« the pro- 
cessioti at the Magiiificut to the Chupel of 
the Blessed Sacraiuent, to me very affecting, 
very telling, as to the faith in Our Lord’s 
presence. The high altar, with all its fliAVers 
and lights, receives no incense, but the chan- 
cel is left, and incen«o first offered at the 
sacred altar, on which reposes the Divine 
Sacrainoiital Presence of our Prince and 
Lord ; and then when that is done the pro- 
cession rnturris, and incense is ofF'red at. the 
chancel altar. All this to me is particularly 
pleasing :vnd soothing. Then comes tho ter- 
mination ot the Vespers of the Feast. All 
remain in the chancel, but the change that 
comes over the whole sanotuay tells the 
Faithful what is about to be <loi)e, and for 
whom they are now to pray. The brilliancy 
of the chancel grows <l»m, and more dim, as 
light after light is exiinguislutd ; the glowing 
coronas cq.ise to blaze with iiiiiiy lights, ihe 
lamps are quenched, the golden frontal is 
veiled in sable, and the gorgeous rerodos is 
concealed by funeral hangings ; the Celebrant 
changes his white cope for one of black ; tho 
organ moans out a subdued prelude, sound 
succeeds sound, and they are all sounds 
plaintive and sad, and the Vespers for the 
Dead now commence. All Souls — All Sunt^} 
has passed — All Souls is now the commemo- 
ration, Placebo Doduno.” The soul of 
man seeks those obscure places where rnmatn 
the detained until thetr purgation is accom- 
plished; the living soul descends in spirit, 
and hovers over that chaos, deep, deeply 
down in which the souls of the imperfects 
lie until the hour of their deliverance. Oh! 
give them rest, give them light, O Lordr—

cernain liiceat eis.” * Beautiful, sweetly 
plaintive is the inspired Olfiec of All Hal-

Church know our feelings on ^liis niglit-«-how 
little the tender charities of our holy Church.

Tho celebrations of All Hallows’ Eeti 
at St. Georg’s would take much space to 
describe; but endeavour, you that can^ to 
be present no.x^ y«>»r, if God should spare 
your life, and you will nor regret it.

Tne ran'»ic — the Requiem by H^*r^ Lutz — 
is very beautiful ; ct»nie and hear it, for we 
h.ivo it the first Monday in the month for 
the Confrateriii‘y of the Dead, at ten 
o’clock.

Requiem aotemam done 
eis Domiue ; lux fletermi luceac eis.” We

The World andlke Cloister ; to which is added 
Prefatory Ueinarks on a Lecture on Niin- 
nerieSt lately delivered at Bath by the Uev. 
Hobart Soymour, JVI^A; By Aj^nes M. Stew- 
art, Authoress of « The Seven Lijjhts of the 
Sanctuary,” ** The Heiress,” &c., Sco. Lon- 
don : llichardaons. 1852. 

This beautiful story, whilst, like all the rest 
which have proceeded from the pen of Miss Stew- 
art, it is calculated both to interest and edify the 
youthful reader, will also serve tho higher pur- 
pose of clearing away infich prejudice from the 
mind of the ortlinary Protettaiit against convetiis 
and their inmates. Mis^ Stewart haq a right to 
be listened to on tbic subject a% she herself former- 
ly resided with a religious community, among 
whom, hut for consiani ill health, t/ouhl have 
been admitted to tho religious profession. She has 
lived to repay the khulness she received from 
those escellont la<lies (a convent of Regular 
Oanonesses of St. Austin, on the (Continent), 
by writing this book, in which .siie re])els with 
the indignation of gratitude and nfFeotion the 
malignant calumnies of p wple like Mr. Hobart 
Seymour, and bears testimony to the holy and 
admirable character of tho conventual life, and 
also to the cheerfulness and gaiety of heart 
which is its great and untailing reward. There 
is something very beautiful and touching in this 
testimony of Miss Stewart’s. She would hav^j 
adpoted the rcligi )U.s life .if it had been the will 
of Amighty God should do bo. Instead of 
this, it proved to be Ills xvili that she should go < 
forth into the world and earn a little pittance | 
for herself and her mother by writing hooks, in | 
spite of continued ill health, racking headache, 
and most ddVioult and trying circumstances. If

religious life> Sister Glare's luirrtive is well ; 
conceived, in many passnges powerfully told, and

draeribeijf^'Wa Very picturesque and striking 


manner ; later on# the novice returns, too confi- 
dent in her own strength, on .*1 visit to her fami- 
ly ; associations of the world gradually but 
too siirt-ly entwine themselves round her bean ; 
|« tliere is a profpect of a wealthy inheritance ; an 
! indiscreet and unhappy engagement. Then sud- 
denly the scene changes “ lliu creature for whom 

* slio had forsaken God” forsakes her, when it 

• turns out that she is a/t.er all to be penniless, 
j The world reveals itself in its true colours, and 
: she who might havsv been a happy inmate in the 

peaceful abode to which God had called her, has 
ii\)w to sulfer far sterner penances than she 
would ha%*e suffered there. She and her sister 
go to London, where they earn a ^scanty sub.sis- 
tence by the sale of drawings and by teaching. 
The many reverses and the cont.mnal change* in- 
cident to such disires-* affords the laar^rial for 
in.my v<^ry touching sci-n- s, in the courso of 
which the sisttM* is taken to freiuini, u here* she 
becomes a Preseptaiion Nun. Sister Clare, 
after much sulfering, at length regains the true 
coul^^e of lift* to wiiich she hid been called, is 
receive^l again by the good Nun.s she had desert- 
ed, and eventually adlllitt^‘d to professnin. She 
leads an austere and penitential life, only less 
happy tlian the rest, becauso *<he had “ looked 
back,” and ragaiiieii with difiiculty the grace 
which had once been be-tnwed upon her ir* such 
sweetness and peace. Thus, the grace <»t' voca- 
tion might be compared to the books offered to 
the king by the fabled .sybil of oM. He re- 
fused the bargain at first, and afiepward-i be h:nl 
to buy fewer, and at greater cost than original- 
ly ho iiiiglU have brought all of them. From 
the above outline of Miss Stevvart's story, it. will 
be perceived how many opportunities it afiords 
the authorcs", and of which sin* has fully availed 
herself, of co nveying many useful lt*s'*ons to 
the young people, and older people loo, fop 
whom her book in intended. We should add 
that in tho course of the narrative a good deal 
of inf<»rmation is interwoven relalive to fntfererit 
Uoligious Onlors, .such as the Aiigustiijiaii Nuns, 
,the Fre.sentation Nun.s, and their celelirated 
foundress, Miss Nagle ; the Knglish .Sepul- 
chrinos ; the Oonveiut of St. Mary's, at York, 
&c. The facts are told in* a pleasing and interes- 
ting manner* A few e.xtracts will give an idea 
of the style of the volume, which wc cordially 
recommend. In the preface, the auttioreas, from 
her own experieiiie of convent life, in one of the 
first t'^^ligious communities on tho Continent, 
refutes, some, of the most glaring of Mr. Sey- 
mour's slanderous and ignorant assertions.

The young lady was about to address the Nun 
ns they entered the great dormitory, when tho 
latter placed her finger on her lip to enjoy in 
silence, adding, in a whispeis. 

“ You forget, dearest, wo may not speak when 
we enter the dormitories; our rule commands 
that we should observe tho strictest hilence here 
for sotne of our Sisterhood, who, like ourselves, 
may have permission to be absent from choir 
frtnn indisposition or other lawful causes, may be 
einployod in their cells in prayer or recollection.” 

Florence Villiars smiled as Sister Teresa thus 
reminded her of tho oft-forgotien injunction, 
and together they entered tyi a long corridor,

dormitory Mestined for my use. It was very 
small, there was room to move, hut that was all 
that could bo said. The tieil was of floc’k, and 
was laid on an oaken bedstead covered with cur- 
littus of green baizo, tho coverlid of tho bed 
being of the same material, and the sheets of 
linen ; the walls, which were adorned with a 
few devout prints, v^ere whitewashed : on tho 
floor stood a white basin and a brown pitcher, 
wliilst a shelf of books, a prie-dieu, a Kinall 
chest of drawers, a table, and a chair completed 
the furniture of the humble chamber. Here, ic 
was true, was all that is necessary, though to the 
modern f.ishionable everything would havo 
seemed truly miserable.

AV E canijot, such is tlie fulness of our 
joy, open onv present Address, without 
first cxpvcssinj' the dclijj^ht and consola- 
tion Wc experience, sit the continued as- 
surances sent to us, of the peace and 
lisinnony which liappily subsist simoug 
you. Tills intelligence is, at once, both 
edifying and gratifying, not only to us, 
but also to every Catholic, who has at 
heart your best interest and those of 
Religion in India. For it is only by 
the Tiiaiutenaiice of this blessed pcacue, 
and by the cordial co-operation of all 
classes of our Flock in the cause of Re- 
ligion and of its invaluable Institutions, 
that the triumph of truth and charity 
can be ultimately accomplished, ^ 

The announcement made by us df 
tliese good tidings of your peace and 
concord to your Catholic Brethren in 
different parts of "Europe has, you wdll 
Rejoice to learn, excited among them a 
deep sympathy for. you, and a cordial 
interest in your regard, which, We con- 
fidently anticipate, will prove -from time 
to time, eminently useful to our Mission 
and its Institutions. 

It was the contemplation of the bless* 
ings, which were to flow upon the Chris- 


tian Church from the unity of its chil- 
dren, which caused the inspired Psalmist 
to exclaim in a transport of delight, 
" Oh how good and pleasing is it, for 
Brethren to dwell together in unity; 
It is as the dew of Hermon which des- 
cendeth upon Mount Sion.’’ 

What were the grounds, upon which 
the Psalmist rented this glorious eulogy 
of the unity and .concord, which Ijp so 
pathetically recommends ? Oh, my 
Brethren, we® pray you, to mark them 
well, and to treasure up in your minds 
and hearts the admirable reasoning dic- 
tnled on this subject by the Holy Ghost. 
^^For there, says the Sacred Writer,

ing to your happiness and comfort. Not 
only you, but all who witness so consol- 
ing a spectacle, are filled by it with de- 
light, and recognise in it tlic certain evi- 
dent mauilestation of the power of Di- 
vine Grace. On the contrjiry, when the 
members of a family are to be found at vari- 
ance with each oilier, and to be not only 
nTiconceroed about each other’s welfare, 
but even ready to S[)cak and act injuri- 
ously in regard to their Parents and re- 
lations, all their Neighbours are scan- 
dalised at conduct so irreligious, and all 
begin to autieipaie the speedy ruin and 
desolation of a house thus divided against 
itseh'. 

And, my Brethren, if the common 
senre and experience of mankind give 
testimony to the truth of, these observa- 
tions in all that regards the relations of 
civil or domestic society, must not the 
same principles have still greater fo|ce, 
when there is question of the children of 
the household of the 1(^aith, of the sheep 
of the one fold and of the one shepherd, 

■ of the members of the one mystical body 
the Church, of which our Divine Lord 
and ^Saviour is at once the Parent and 
|fead. This was undoubtedly the judg- 
toeut of St, i^aul, when he thus admo- 
nisheid the Botnans, whose faith he tells

The Ecclesiastical JCJollege. — In a 
recent number wc mentioned that the 
new callage for Anglican converts at 
Romo had been opened on the 21st of 
last month. By the ^favour of a cor- 
respondent we are this week enabled to 
give thd following interesting details of 
the circumstauce, extracted from a let- 
ter dated from tRc Vatican at Rome, 
Nov. 22nd, 1852: — 

Yesterday (Sunday), the 2Lst No- 
vember, being the Feast of the Presen- 
tation of Our Blessed Lady, the new 
college erected by his Holiiie-s tlie Pope 
for such Englisli and otiier students as 
find a vocation to the JCcciCssiastical state 
later in life than is usual, was formally 
opened and inaugurated. 

“ At an early liour a Mass was said in 
the chapel of the establishment by the 
i Reverend the Director, the Abate Ar- 
! righi, at which the new inmates all 
received Holy Corjimunion. At eleven 
o’clock the Director and students 1\ad 
the privilege nf being admitted to audi- 
ence of the Holy Father at the .Apostolic 
Vatican Palace. The Pope was pleased 
toi address a few words to them, assuring 
them of his countenance and favor, of 
which they hav« already received the 
most solid proofs, and dwelling on the 
necessity and advantage of attaining the 
true Ecclesiasticah spirit during their 
years of preparation for the sacred 
Ministry. 

“ At half-past one his Excellence Rfon- 
.signor Medici, Major Domp of his Holi- 
ness, the Hon. and Vejy Revercnrl Mon- 
signor Talbot, Camoriere Segroto Par- 
ticipante, together with several other 
members of the court, wIk) had been 
instrumental in carrying out the Pope's 
munifleeut designs for the establishment 
of tlie new college, and the Rector of 
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the Enf^lish College, honoured the Dircc- j 
tor by dining i6 the Refectory, and at 
four o’clock a numerous assembly of 
English Catholics were present at an 
inaugural address^ ai^d Benediction with 
the Most Holy Sacrament in the chapel. 
The Very Rev. Dr. Comthwaite, Rector 
of the English College, addressed the 
new student in a short but most appro- 
priate and feeling discourse. He touched 
briefly on the feelings with which he was 
sure those present, dhiefly converts to 
our most Holy Faith, were animated, 
and said that ' wljethcr tl^y looked back 
on the stormy and darkling passage out 
of error through which they had* passed, 
or on their present peace and joy of heart, 
or to the bright future of service to God 
and their brethren which lay before 
them, but one sentiment of unbounded 
thankfulness must be theirs, for the in- 
finite mercy which thi^’^ had been the 
subjects. They had now found in the 
august Presence of an Incarnate God 
upon the altar the secret of all their joy, 
and hope, and confidence. They had 
sought their Divine Redeemer, and 
counted all loss as nothing so they 
might find Him. They had found Him, 
and at His side they had found His 
Blessed Mother and theix’s. For Him 
they had suff’ered much, and therefore 
in Him they would find more and more 
of joy and strength for every good work, 
but especially for that of the sacred 
Ministry. For once again, in the per- 
son fif his successor, Gregory had passed, 
as of old, throufirh the places and streets 
of the Eternal City, and had discerned 
fair children, but not of his own country. 
He had not needed to ask their natioi# 
or their race ; but, as before, his heart 
.had yearned for their conversion , his 

had seen and his hand had minister- 
ed to their souls’ needs; and as then, 
/so now, assuredly his work will not be 
in vain.^

kindly came to assist on the occasion, j

Browne, of the English college, as Dea- 
con and Sub-Deacon. The ceremony 
was attended aviong others by Monsig- 
nor Vitelleschi, Monsignor Talbot, the 
Marquis Sachetti, the Marquis Zerluppi, 
Equerry to his Holiness, &c. ; and by 
the Revds. Dr. Graqt, Rector of the 
Scottish College ; the Honourable Gilbert 
Talbot the Rev. Messrs. H. E. Manning, 
J. H. Wynne, Herbert Vaughan, G. 
Case, W. * J. Todd, &c. Among the Ca- 
tholic laity Viscount and Viscountess 
Campden, Mr. and Mrs. J. Simeon, Mr. 
and Mrs. Selby, Mr. and Mrs. C. Man- 
ning, Messrs. W. Dodsworth, Laprimaii- 
daye, and many others, were also present. 

'‘The students at this moment are 
seven, viz., the Rev. Messrs. II. J. Cole- 
ridge W. Bodley, F. Belancy, W, Short- 
land, H. Scratton, Giles, and Giew. 
Some others arc also expected shortly in 
Rome to join the college, and others are 
about to follow in due course of time. 
At present fourteen rooms for students, 
the Director’s apartments, the refectory, 
and the recreation room, as well as the 
library and the two chapels, are fit for 
use ; but the building is so large as to 
admit of more than twice the present 
number of students being received when- 
ever occasion may requii’c. The rooms 
and accommodations are of a superior 
order, and have been fitted up at the sole 
expense of the. august Head of the 
Church. 

"Few, we believe, could yesterday 
have left the chapel of the 'Collcgio 
Edfclcsiastico’ (for that is the name which 
th^college is to bear) without an aspira- 
tion that the Great Shepherd of Souls 
may long bless His fold .vith a ruler so 
magnanimous, so charitable, and so 
munificent as his present Holiness.’

Pbaybrs for the EMPpoR. — ^The Minis- 
ter of Public Instruction and Worship 
has addressed the following circular to the 
Bishops 

"Monseigneur — ^The French,, people 
have jiist placed the crown of the Empe- 
ror N^polean on •the head of a prince 
whom Divine Providenoe has chosen to 
put an end to th^ misfortunes of the 
country. Tbo empire is re-established. 
In the auprieme power Napolean Hi. will 
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find new force for assuring to religion 
the first principle of the grandeur of na- 
tions, the respect which the inheritance 
of his family, and the gloy of his go- 
vernment. The Church or Prance, al- 
ways ready to associate itself with the 
wishes of the natign, will gladly return, 

I do not doubt, to the formula which, on 
the 8th of January, 1Q04, the Cardinal 
Caprara, in the name of the Holy See, 
transmitted to the Bishops. I am certain 
Monseigneur, to respond to your senti- 
ments, not Jess than to the intentions of 
his Imperial Majesty, in demanding from 
you that the words Domine salvum fac 
Imperatorem nostrum Napoleonem shall be 
substituted for those which were until 
lately chanted at the <!onclusion of Di- 
vine Service. I also beg of you, Moii- 
scigneur, to be kind enough to order 
that, after the singing of that verse, the 
prayer equally consecrated shall he re- 
cited : — Qumsumus, Omnipotens Deus, ut 
famulus tuus Imperator nosier, qui tua 
miseratione suscepit regni gubernacula, 
eic.

"To an ordinary observer it might 
ajipear that these bodies were depending 
on the will of the Sovereign Ruler.

So that observation will 
prove that the entire is the mechanical 
result of a set of mechanical laws adapt- 
ed to a set of first principles. What 
a'enders the government of creation so 
remarkable is, that it is not arbitrary. 
The laws are founded upon the essence 
of principles ; so that the Supreme Ruler 
has rather selected than made the laws 
that govern creation. 

" Mighty worlds, of thousands of miles' 
diameter, ate moved as grains of sand ; 
and Jupiter rolls his stupendous mass 
through aether, ^as a midge floats in the 
sunbeam — oceans of fire pour their golden 
empires of waves through space ; rivers 
of sunbeams issue* at every second from 
the burning centres which bespangle the 
great unfethomable vault ; and when the 
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traveller in science crosses the Milky 
Way, stands on the gulden arch that 
spans the sky, and scans the motion, the 
revolutions, the mechanic^ of the hcavensj 
and reads the entire balance in the light 
itself, he is ravished with this panorama 
of billions of worltls, and reads in the 
entire work the power and the majesty 
of God, and the dependence and destiny 
of raan/^ • * 

[At the conclusion of this sentence 
the whole audience, by an universal burst 
of applause, evinced their feelings of 
admiration.]

Dheturkn. — It is one of the most 
striking tilings that we see the Churcdi 
amid every difficulty remain in the same 
jiositioTi, unshaken by all the petty artU 
liecs of man. While Europe has under- 
gone many and great changes, while 
kingdoms have risen and fallen, and em- 
pires have sunk in the lapse of time, 
while dynasties have filled the thrones 
of the earth, and been gathered to theh* 
forefathers, the Church has stood immu- 
table as adamant, firm on the rock of St, 
Veter. 

The Arabs have a fable that the great 
Pyramid was built by antidcluviail Kings 
atid alone of all the works of man bore 
the weight of the flood; such as this 
was the fate of the Papacy ! ! It Infd 
been buried under great inundations, but 
its deep foundatians had remained un- 
shaken, and when the waters abated, it 
appeared alone amidst the ruins of a world 
wdiieh had passed away. 

Now whether this immutability be 
the proof of divinity or UQt, I shall not at 
present decide, but I require only fhat 
you observe the strange phenomenon. 
Our enemies have observed it and cannot 
account (or rather will not) fqr it. There 
arc some who hold that the acting up 


I to the dictates of consi^mce is the best 
' and most comolatory religion. . Others 
again deprecate all religion, as the witch- 
ery of priestcraft.^ OMu'.r professing 
Christians exercise their private judg- 
ment, in religion, and form cloctic sects 
for the purpose of proselytizing. But 
the greatest objection to Catholicism is 
on the subject of Authority — which gave 
such fierce cause of dispute to theologi- 
ans in the middle'* ages, and ever since. 
I would waive all quotations of texts 
since they arc, so often misinterpreted, 
and deal only with common sense. I 
will noUargiie on the divine coraission of 
the Church at present. I shall consider 
it a thing to be proved ; but, there are 
•many things to be weighed w^hich might 
justify •the ^submission to one Authority. 

We are all travellers, journeying to a 
far country. Wi? have a chart and our 
path is laid down before us, but the 
ehnracters in w^hicli the directions sire 
written arc hyroglj^phic or mysterious 
and veiled. Who then is to act the in- 
terpreter and w'aru us of the danger 
Avhich besets our sjeps. Who is there that 
will turn us from the slough of desponden- 
cy and o]>cn the wicket of salvation ? Our 
chart is useless and w ere as well in the 
depths of the sea. 

It must be far better to place our- 
selves under the direction of an experi- 
enced traveller, one who can use the 
chart and point out the mysterious figures 
and make them plain to the lowest 
Icct. And ivilicrc could wo find a better 
guide or more expericmcotl leader than 
the Church, which lias been the repository 
o| keeper of these charts. But w’o arc 
bound to believe not only for our own 
sakes that a divine commission has been 
granted to the Church. Is there any- 
thing which can inspire more confidence ? 
or administer more happiness ? 

Ill conclusion while we contemplate the 
immense fabric of the Catholic Church, 
the power of its Clergy, the enthiisiasm 
and devotion of its myriads of mombors, 
the unity which pcrvaijes its constitution, 
the truth of its doctrines, and the extent 
of its progrpss, we arc bound to confess 
that the Catholic religion# is fitted to 
unite together the high and tlic low, the 
learned and the ignorant, tho industrious 
aud the affluent, ^n an age of the highest 
intellectual activity, aud to call out, iu 
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tlieir utmost ilr^rec, tho physical and men- 
tnl eiKM'gics of all classes of the Com- 
nmuitv.

Tnov are also, 
it musr. be confessed, singularly modest and 
iuo'ostrusive ; unwilling to be known, and 
more amiiitious of obscurity than of public 
notice. In this partimil ir tlicy are deserving 

of iinihiuou; they <lo iiot invite the public 
to look at thoin, a;id ilitry concentrate all 
thojr energies on their profession and on 
secrecy. 

But let^us suppose that they abandoned 
the traduiuiis of their school, and came for- 
ward with loud professiosis of their puriiy 
and honesty, and charged others with the 
vices which they praciise themselves; that 
they held tnceiings at *Ex>*ter Ilalk and de- 
nounced tlie craft of tradesmen and the sub- 
tlety of lawyers ; that they iiisisied on abo- 


lishing the books of law^ and burning the 
records of legiiiraite business. . It is not 
likely that they will do so, certainly, but the

for the use of George and Ellen ; part of it, 
they said, would bo useful to buy them new 
clothes, as all theV’*s wore lost witli the vessel 
and the rest John should keep till they gr(^w 
lip and might •want it .still more. Then, .shak- 
ing hands with eacli of tho children, tho Priest 
desire I that, as soon as they were quite well 
and had got their new , clothes, they .should 
come to his house ; * and then/ he said * if they 
Hk«’, they shall go to my school, and [ will do 
all 1 can to make thefh good and happy.

But the birds had sung their matin song, 
even before our holy Sisterliood has assem- 
bled, and still were they warbling when wo 
ef.'tered the choir. And now they took their 
respective places in iho stalls, the novices and 
poi tulaiits being seateil on hencims in tho 
choir, and the Matins commenced, followed 
by the Fjauds. Oh! it w .- 1 a pleasing sight 
to look upon that pious Sisterhood as they 
stood or sat within their sttill.s, to note tho 
various expressions of their countenances ; some 
were there whoso forms were bent beneath 
the weight of years ; others, over whose heads 
scarce twenty summers had passed, the bloom 
«>f beauty and of health upon their cheeks, tho 
light of happiness in their eyes, and their 
sweet faces shaded by the folds of their black 
veils ; and others, too, there were, who^e lives 
had been marked by misfortune and by trial, 
and on the features of these were imprinted 
tho traces of that care which eveA long years 
of peaceful retireinenc in that quiet <diii.st»*r 
failed to banish •from the memory. But ro 
return to iny task, one at once .lad, yet plea^- 
ing, for the d.iy may perchance come whmi 
that wddeh I write*’ may be useful to another. 
Matins and Lauds were over, und the morning 
duty of ineditaiioii now commenced ; and on 
bended kuees^ and with folded and uplifted hands, 
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€ach for the space of half an hour, 

held commune with her God in mental pra^’cr. 
At the ead of the allotted tiinA, on a signal from 
the Prioress, all left the choir, and retired to 
their cells for a <]U{irter of an hoiii^, and the oiioe* 
fashionable lady, now transformed into a humble 
daughter of the St. Augustin, made her bed, 
(lusted her lowly chamber, &a., or fuldlledany 
other little portion, of her daily duties. Speedily 
tho hell summoned the Sisterhood again to the 
choir, Prime followed by Yierce was said, or 
sung, if a festival of the Church, and then, cl^d 
in his sacred ve.stments, the Priest ascended the 
step.s of the altar, whilst the sweet voices of the 
{Sisterhood intoned tho Litany of the blessed 
Virgin, 

The l\Ia.«s of the community concluded, the 
Religious then repaired to the refectory to break- 
fast ; their fiuigal morning meal completed again 
wero they summoned to the choir for a second 
Mass with the exception of those whose duties 
obliged them to be with the pensioners. 1 pro» 
needed to the noviceship, or .apartment d(>.stined 
for the use of the Novice Mi-stress, and all who 
M'crc under her guidance, and in the order of 
wliich 1 write, of those young Religious also who 
had not yet attained tho fifth year of their pro- 
fession ; thus they wore in all, this convent, 
subjected to the surveillance of the Novice- Mis- 
trt'iis for six years and a half.— (Pp. 33 — 43.)

The novici.'ite i.s not quite so easy a school as 
tho.se unacquainted with conventual discipline 
xiiav at first i^ight imagiut? ; still lest., those who , 
are without the pale of the Church, and who, ' 
through mi-representation, iinaginc the noviciate ' 
to ho the very opposite to that which it really is, 
and that all is, in fact, rendered sweet and ea^^y, 
so that the unwary cuthusiaslic and pious female 
may he, in a manner, seduced into the utterance 
of vows, tho profession of which she will here- 
after, whcii too late, abhor. None but those who 
have been tho inmates of tho cloister can truly 
tell }n)vv false such an impression is, even that 
which some who are (Jatholics entertain ; for,# 
hurriovl on by enthusiasm, carried away by a 
temporary fei v<*ur, it mot luifrequontly hapfuuw 
that tho devout Catholic who shuns company is 
fond of solitude, and who loves the performance 
of iho duties of religion, may bo led to imagine 
that she ha.s a vocation for the religious state; 
the conseqiumce is, that she enters tho convent 
sometimes without duly considering the extent 
of the obligations she will have to ful.fil, and 
from a mere human desire or wi.sh to lead th(< 
life in question ; how wise, then, is that practice 
which ordains that none shall be admitted to 
their profession till they Jiave undergone a trial, 
varying in duration, aocording to the rule of the 
Order, from one to two years, till it bo seen 
whether God really calls them from the world, 
or whether fljey have entered the convent, 
merely from an impulse of their own, which, 
were this the case, would infallibly end in a speedy 
aversion to the life thus heedlessly embraced; 
and, in addition to the unhappiness and misery 
which it would bring on the party in question, 
Would also make her a burthen And a trial to all 
,,-who were unfortunately compelled to live iu her 
society. 


Thi.s, then, is the ri'ason ^hy the TK^vicinte 
is so hard a school ; this is the reason why the 
fashionable lady, in pulling un the mean habit 
of a lleligioiis, must put oflP her former haugh- 
tiness of manners, and ,cotv>t'^it to be employed 
in the most servile offices, and look upon her- 
self, and bear to be looked on, as the last and 
lowest in the community which sho has en- 
tered ; for this the must bear in silence the 
alTront, the severe rebuke, submit to humilia- 
tions, and to ail that the world would loathe 
and fly from, as revolting to human nature and 
painful to flesh and fblood and this she does 
speedily fly form, unless God Himself has called 
her to perfection ; for, to use the words of 
our dear Sister 'lleresa — “ more than two 

in twelve of those who wear the habit stay to 
p;‘onouiiC(^ the vows, but quickly return to 
the world, in which they may indeed be good 
and worthy Christians; but were they to stay 
in the convent, they well know that a virtue 
of a higher order is expected of them ; there 
they miAt endeavour to he perfect, for this 
‘favoured few are called to perfection itself, 
and to them, in an ^e.Hppciai manner, are the 
words addressed, ‘ Renounce thyself; take up 
thy cross and follow me.’’ 

15y this wise ordinance, as far as human 
care and prudence can provide, none ever 
pronounce those awful vows which dentil alone 
can break, save such as are likely to pi-ove 
good and pious imnnbcrs of the oomumnity they 
have joined, happy in th»'mse|ves, and a blessing 
to those with whom they are a.ssociatt*d. — (Rp. 
45.-47.)

The noviciate is the school of cloister, and 
thi*re the woman of genius, of Ulent, and of 
wit, the proud beauty, the rich heiress, who, 
when ill the world Imve drawn many as slaves 
to their feet, must become, as little children, 
niu.st bear the control exercised over such, and 
must expect, to engage in the rtiost servile offices, 
to have their desires thwarted, if given to con- 
templation to have their hands filled with work, 
&c., if fond of exterior employment, to be com- 
pelled to give themselves \o prayer. — (Tp.

niOGllESS OF THE FAITH, 

Wk beg to direct tlic attention of our 
readers to an article from the Lamp 
kvhich will be found among our Seine- ^ 
Lions. It conveys the gratifying iiitiaL 
ligencc of the happy reception into the 
Due Fold of the One Shepherd, of a j 
great number ot lost Sheep 'who by the 
blessing of Providence have been enabled 
to retrace step by step their long aud<* 
dreary track of error, till they have 
found a resting place jn the only Ark of 
safety. 

The Oxfjjrd movement is but another 
striking illustration of the ascendancy 
which the Catholic Church has ‘on the 
minds of all classes of human beings. 
The highest order of Intellect cannot bo 
said to be abovCy fiior the lowest grade 
pf dullness to be below the influence of that 
ascendancy. It is in her auiversnl influ* 


eacc that the Divine origin of the Church 
is clearly manifested. ^Iie adapts her in- 
struction to the capacity of every under- 
standing; she defines her doctrines with a 
precision that baffles the utmost efforts of 
sophistry to obscure them ; she invites the 
poor and the outcast — those whom the 
world shuns and abhors — to take refuge in 
the holy quiet of her sanctuaries ; she con- 
demns with unsparing severity tlie ini- 
quities of Princes however great and 
powerful ; her zeal in the cause of mis- 
sions is equally great, w’lioLlier am«ug 
the poor and biybarous tribes of Africa, 
or among the refined and prosperous 
nations of Europe; her love for the 
sinycr is as strong as her detestation 
of sin ; the varied powers of art and the 
loftiest efforts o{ science, minister to 
her glory as the acknowledged spouse of 
Christ; the most splendid offerings of 
philosophy and rhetoric are meekly laid 
at her feet; there is no soil which 
a human foot has trod, that has not 
been fertilized by the blood of her mar- 
tyrs ; there is no spot where the Gospel 
is received, that has not been blessed by 
the purity of her saints*! 

The recent events in Prance afford 
another of the many instances of the 
merciful inl^irpositioa of Providence on 
behalf of^o Church. The following 
extract is ^ from letter inserted in the 
Et^Ushman^ evidently as a priyi^eom- 
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manicatioii, and dated from Paris the 9th 
January. The writer has not eared to 
disj?uisc his hostility to the new Emperor 
of hVance and has* all but declared his 
incredulity on the subject of French 
piety. His statement therefore is enti- 
tled to weight as the compelled testimony 
of an unwilling witness. His free and 
easy comments qn the fact ho describes, 
3tnay be safely placed to the account of 
his anti-popish or more probably, his 
anti-Christian prejudices :

Tiesst^d ill Prance. It is pretty universally 
known that the French are the most, liccu- 
tiouo, the most corrupt, and C'^rtainly the most 
irreligious people in the worhl. For them 
there is no God to reward in a funi^-’e world — 
no d**vil to puni.sh : for them tlitM’e is no super- 
tnlending Providence if tlio affiirs of this 
world — everything is chanoa. Th«'y are the 
ptMfple too who only Hixty years ago, fiolemnly 
deolared by act of Parlianiii^nt that there is no 
Gi*d, who di'secrated the churches, and honored 
a Goddess of llen>ton, a vile opera-d.incer in 
hfl p'r’.oo. W*in this very p^'Ople only so late 
as Mood ly last, hasted in crowds to see the 
Panih(>t>;i restored to Christian worship, ns 
the Church of St Genevieve ; they uncovered 
with respect at ‘•edng a train of robed prtciHs 
proceed in solemn procession through th« heart 
of thn town ; they evt-n htoit tl»e kooe before a 
shrine containing, as was said, the rc-lies of St, 
GLMievieve, though the relics were apocryphal ! 
They in short displayed as much pious super- 
stition ns could bf exhibited in Italy or Spain. 
To ordinary in^oi this sudden change from white 
to ^lack, this leap froi;f scandalous impiety to 
an u/feciatioTi of ultra>godlines8, is so wonder- 
ful that it i.s impossible to accdunt for it on any 
Other grounds than the people are bereft of rea- 
son, or that they are a mere collection of shal- 
low, palirv, contemptible enmodians, who think 
* the world a stage’ on which each one of them 
is destined ‘to play many part".* 

The pious superstitiorr ’ which excites 
the spleen of the Nvritev, is to every Ca- 
tholic a gratiO/ing proof tiiat a moral 
reaction, so long and so ardently desired, 
has at length taken plane in France. 
From the very elements of anarchy, has 
arisen a* Power which lias already ably 
maintauted the. cause of order against 
the unprincipled demagogues of Home ; 
a Power which, we have reasoti to hope, 
will restore peace and piety to one 
of miglitiest, most inteliigent hut 
most, nations of the earth. 

Once i|i,dre^ii 9 y the .^ncient Faith do- 
^hero for more than 


a century^ the baneful weeds of scepti- 
cism had flourished in rank, luxuriance. 
Forty years ago, it was a Buonaparte 
who assailed the temporal power of the 
Roman Pontiff, annexed the ecclesiasti- 
cal territories to France, and named liis 
own infant heir King of the eternal city 
— aud England* which refuNcd on religi- 
ous grounds to receive a Nuncio at her 
Court, was compelled by stern political 
necessity, to contribute her power and 
wealth towards the restoration of the 
sovereign Pontiff. In our own time, 
it is a Buonapaite who, as President of a 
republic which had just annihilated at a 
blow the throne of a mighty monarch, ^ 
has come forward to extinguish every 
spark of repJiblican spirit in Italy, and 
like an obedient chihl of tlie church, is 
ready to champion her rights aud to de- 
fend her interests. Again we see on thfj 
one hand, Protestant England, while 
foolishly rejoicing in her Irccdom from 
spiritual restraint, and falsely glorying in 
her principles of religions toleration, 
vainly endeavouring to stay the giant 
progress of Catholics ni by penal enact- 
ments aud wide-spread caluiniiies, and in 
spite of her hostile eftbrts, doomed to 
witness the rapid crumbling of licr Law 
established church, and the continual 
secession from her creed of nurn])crs of 
enlightened and virtiruis adherents. On 
the otlier hand we behold infidel France, 
after having struggled for years in the 
bondage ofoi vaiu ph losopliy, aud having 
shed the blood of millions to establish a 
and pernicious theory of freedom, 
bonding her stiff neck to the yoke of 
iintliority, and submit ting her proud in- 
tellect to the discipline of faith ! 

Thus ill every age, anti under the 
most discouraging circumstances, the 
protecting power of God lias been sig- 
nally displayed ou belialf of the an- 
cient Faith aud thus, the pious Catholic 
has always the consoling assurance that 
whatever may be tlic ever-shifting des- 
tinies of political Governraents, tlue glo- 
rious Church of which he Mia the happi- ' 
ness to he a inember, is divinely privi- 
leged in her rock-girt foundation, to re- 
sist the fiercest assault of heresy, thqugh 
backed by the combined efforts of all 
the powers and principalities of the 
earth !

at home” on the earth for the time we 
are to remain there ; we enjoy the right 
point of view wiiencc to survey all tern- 
poral phenomena; wc are calm and glad 
where others writhe and blaspheme, we 
arc sane in the midst .of insanity, wise 
in the face of ffdly ; lords ou the earth, 
a»id around us Txion embraces his cloud, 
Htedalua flaps his wings and falls, and 
the air is resonant of tlie cries of slavery, 
mnttcriiigs at tliwarted aims, weeping and 
wailing and the gnashing of teeth. It 
is not given to the world however to ap- 
prehend this fact except ab extra 
a Catholic alone can measure the depths 
of his own happiness. 

The world, for instance, scCsS the altar 
with its dowsers and lighted candles, tin? 
incense and the rich vestments: what 
knows it of the Holy Mass, when ?!ffr 
microcosm becomes, as it were, the thea- 
tre of Redemption, and our idiosyncracy 
transformed into tlie life of Christ .> Or 
it secs the beads : what knows it of the 
Holy Rosary, when we become the co- 
temporaries and intimates of Jesus and* 
Mary, and go in and out of the House of 
Loretto, cross the hills to visit St. Eliza- 
beth, flock with the ^ shepherds to the 
manger, linger in the Temple, in Getli- 
semane, in the hall of Pilate, on Calvary, 
and see CHrist rising and ascending, are 
witnesses of our dear Lad^-s assumption, 
and O fmailiaritas stupenda nimis /” *of 
Her celestial coronation? The world, 
indeed, looks on tlie outward manifesta- 
t'ons of Catholicism as aa Esquimaux 


might on a royal pag^nt in England, 
marvelling thereat, win^out knowdedge, 
and assuredly without sympathy, has 
reasons satisfactory to itself for disliking 
and anathematising, thqse manifestations ; 
but it cannot fail of acknowledging tlieni 
as indications of the way Catholics are 
busy about th ‘ir religion, how they aro 
interested in it, how it occupies their 
thoughts, and hence, how it is a pleasure 
to them. As a set-off, perhaps the world 
can hardly conceive what pleasure there 
is in fasting, or in monastic secluMon, 
and the like : hut stilly for all this, it U 
undeniable that some pleasure must be 
experieneed, though, in the wt>rld\s eyes, 
to have .such may he an evil, or a mad- 
ness, or the condition of one enchanted 
under a spell. And is there not plea- 
sure ill* the Catholic life ? is not the reli- 
"gious chord existent in every human 
breast so contiiitlally played upon by 
sweet occasions and fair tliouglits, as to 
grow a livelong psaltery, tlelicious and 
enrapturing, all its notes fully brought 
out, all the music it will yield won from 
it, — and surely it will give music for 
overy minute of man’s short life; — 
music and so pleasure, with us, in the 
Church, in the streets, in the fields, over 
our desks, by our pillows, charming us 
all our days ; not a mere death-song like 
the swan’s, when men take to religion in 
their old ago, and thus make it, as has 
been well observed, ^‘instead of being 
the glory of the brjive man, the refuge of 
the coward ?” Seems it not to a CStho- 
lic, wherever Jic be, as if 

Thn air of puradi-^e «lid fan tho house, 

And angels oflicM all ?”

He wears ever a wedding-garment ; thft 
miracle of Cana^ocs on, water is turned 
into wine, the stern duties and asperities 
of life come soft to his touch, he fasts, 
he subdues his body, but his soul drinks 
the chalice of salvation ; you cannot dis- 
tinguish between, tears of contrition ^ind 
tears of joy ; and Mary the mother of 
Jesus is nigh, and she asks. Him to work ’ 
with His power : and fiwt of evil comes 
good, out of a rule of life (at first irk- 
some) heave oly consolation, out of long 
meditations the saintly spirit ; and con- 
tempt from the scoffer, neglect from the 
world, alight like snows that fall but to 
molt and -discloje the snowdrop— the 
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Catholip life, moLk, and humble, and in- 
nocent, and j/irer for the infliction. 
With a practical Catholic, religion is his 
alUin-all, he runs to her lap for his plea- 
eures, her requirements become his dc- 
lights. So that Ife has his altar and can 
hear Mass, visit the Blessed Sacrament, 
use his beads, celebrate his festivals, go 
to confession and communion; and he 
has his Crucifi.v, his holy water, liis Ma- 
donna, and his manual ; what cares he 
for the banquets of^Dives or gai’dcns 
though they be of the llcsperides, for 
the dance or the drama ^or the songs of 
the sirens, for a \^orlflly literature or any 
other phase of w’orldly enjoyment ? All 
these he can resign, some he Avould not 
desiderate, and if he needs must mix up 
his hands with any, he has the way pre- 
pared as if by a Precursor ; and ho comes 
upon them, after the pool has been stir- 
red by an Angel and it bears the reflex 
of the Cross, or the fig-tree cursed and 
it has given place to the Arbor decora 
ei fulgida^ o? nata Regis imrpura,^^ Thus 
is it, that in a Catholic country all the 
circumstances of life are so imbued with 
religion, that not only in the Church, 
hut in the game or the excliarige, a man 
goes about as clearly a Catholic, as 
though lie wore Pope Pius^ creed for a 
phylactery on his brow. }{c is singing 
Tasso to a crowd or selling sheep, and 
lo ! the Angelus rings^ and a pause, and 
he is in the third heaven of prayer : it 
thunders and he signs himself : lie moves 
alongp the streets in a hurry, a Priest 
passes with the host and bp kneels, and 
every individual of a vast populace has 
side by side wntli tlie knowledge of his 
worldly station, his opulence or liis pa- 
verty, whether he is dressed well or ill, 
and of what is his immc^liato business — 
an ever-present vivid consciousness of 
the fact that he is a Catholic. The re- 
sult is,, that humanity is in such a coun- 
try nigra sed formosa:^^ there are po- 
vertji^ and wealth, care and peace, work 
and play, trhat is prosaic and poetry and 
romance, but you cannot analyse, and 
separate any of these from the CathoU* 
cisrn whelretO it is wedded. Now, who 
would, willingly carry a ghost about with 
him? .he c^^^only so carry a guardian 
augcl. alone, that 

proves teip^m^^by facts low religion 
IS a iov to^lM ^ p9lvidual. Protestan* 


tism turns evidence against itself, it is 
emphatically a * mere negation, the reli^ 
gious pleasure of the individual Protes- 
tant is only tffe pleasure of controversy 
,or contradi^jtion or like that one has 
sometimes in being by oneself, and tho 
pleasure of a Protestant populace is no 
religious plcasui'e at all. The serious 
Protestant has liis religious pleasure, so 
to speak, locked up in a cupboard, he 
tqkes it when no one is looking ; let him 
range the whole of the Protestant land 
he lives in, and look for religion abroad 
or what may correspond to that life in 
Catholic countries through which reli- 
gion is fluent, — where shall he find it ? 
Let him knock at the door, and walk 
upstairs to his friend^ s chamber. Surely 
qll tills care in making it comfortable 
and ornate, all this splendid furniture, 
these rich pictures, this voluptuous per- 
fume from flowers, would indicate that 
his friend intended to live, and loll on 
his couch, for ever — as if the world-to- 
come need not expect him. Where is 
the sign of Christ ? what show's that liis 
friend^s ground-rent is paid iu Christen- 
dom? Let him descend and pace the 
thoroughfares. Wisdom is not in tins 
streets : though waggons are, and horse- 
men and ladies, shops and luggage from 
the raihvays, beggars, placarduicn, blas- 
phemies, and poVicemcn-staves^ If this 
be Athens, where is Paul? or Epliesus, 
where is St. John? w' here are the mes- 
sengers of Christ? Let him return to 
the cupboard, where he locks up liis reli- 
gion. If a sign of Christianity be there, 
it is traced in a sympathetic ink, which 
iiotfiiiig but tlie fire of his own imagina- 
tion will enable him to rend. There is 
no cross, nor image of Christ’s Blessed 
Mother, — would not the rudest picture 
of Her have been dear to Her Son ? — 
nor fair sculptured angel to seem as if 
(♦leaving the *air with heavenly tidings, 
nor aught to indicate a historic Chris- 
tianity of eighteen hundred years’ stand- 
ing, though the three Graces may, likely 
enough, be in alabaster under a glass- 
case on his drawing-room table, or Apollo 
with his lyre surmount his or-hiolu time- 
piece. Let him turn even into his place 
of assembly on Sundays. Here, indeed, 
may be a word or two savouring of 
Christianity or a \ext from Scripture, on 
an epitaph^ for example, but it looks 
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wonderfully like an after thought. The 
deceased is commemorated fop having 
been something other than a mere Chris- 
tian* He is either dcefily regretted by 
his friends, who have subscribed anl\ 
erected tiiis tablet/^ or illustrious by 
talent he was cut ofl* in the bud of his 
fortunes/’ or he died at the liands of a 
cruel foe as becomes British Soldiers/* 
llcligious words, truly, are uttered there, 
but they come and go like a dream, th^ 
die away and leave no sign. In i?s 
hours of silence it is a mausoleum, it is 
no neat for the Almighty Dove, no sweet 
Christian symbols shine like crystal from 
the walls. On the other hand, although 
the joy a Catholic reaps from his reli- 
gion is evidenced in all its fulness in a 
Catholic country, where*he dwells under 
the shadow of Churches lavish iu gems 
and marbles and precious metals ; where 
human skill is like a handwriting on the 
walls hung as tliey are with pictures 
which princes envy, and poetry flashes 
from ; wlierc, day. after day, flowers ap- 
pear on the Altar, as if, as indeed the 
relics of the Saints arc there, it were the 
grave of a friend, from whose ashes 
sprung violotsS, and lilies, and myrtle, 
and roses ; — a Catholic's religion is still 
a joy to him, though he lives iu the 
midst of heresy, and his chapel is bare, 
and he himself is isolated, without friends, 
an object of dislike to the society around 
him: for there is that in the Catholic 
Church, which reduces all localities to 
the same level; makes Cathay as Europe, 
Geneva as Rome, the wilderness as th« 
fairest land ; by the which every valley 
shall be exalted, and every raountain'^d 
hill shall be made low, and the crooked 
shall become straight, and the rough 
ways plain /’ — the Sacramental Presence 
of Jesus, of all the chiefest, and one 
absorbing charm.

THE EMPEROR NAPOLEON III. 

A writer in the Economist who says that 
he has had opportunities of ascertaining tile 
sentiments of most pardesin France respect* 
iiig the new Emperor,” but candidly admits 
that he has ** conversed with five of his ene- 
mies for one of his friends,” gives the follow- 
ing extracts of the character of Napoleon 
III.:— , 

“ In the first place, it is quire certain, and 
is now beginning to be adnfitted even by his 
bitterest etiomics, that Louis Napoleon is not 
the foolidi imbecile it wa^ so long the fashion 
to consider him. Those who aided in recall- 
ing him to Fivince and elevating him ' to the 
'* presidency undvr the impressicu that one so 


silly and bornd would be ^•endered a pliant 
tool in their hnnd.9, #;oon found that they 
reckoned without tiieir host. His mtW, it is 
true is neiihor capacious, powerful, nor well 
stored ; but his moral qtfaUtieH are of a most 
rare and serviceable kuid. His talents arc 
ordinary, but his perseverance, tenacity, 
power of dissimulaiion, and inflexibility of 
will, are extraordinary, lie is a memorable and 
most instrucuve example that great achieve- 
ments are within the ^reach of very moderate 
intellvcf, when that intellect is concentrated 
upon a single object, and linked with unbend- 
ing and undauijted resolution. Moreover, 
his mental endow'ments, though neither varri- 
ed nor crynprehensive, are very vigorous. He 
i< naturally shrewd, secret, and impenetrable. 
He has the invaluable faeulty of silence. lie 
has, too, been a patient and a wide observer. 
He haf studied politics in Switzerland, in 
America, and in England. He has devoted 
his mind to that or^e subject. He is too, a 
deep thinker. He pondexs much, which few 
Frenchmen do. His six years’ captivity in 
ILiin matured and strengthened, by silent 
meditation, whatever natural capacities he 
may have possessed. Ho writes well and 
speaks well ; and alt his writings and speech- 
es, oven where they beir-iy the narrow 
limits of his knowledge, indicate ah eminently 
thoughful mind, lie has brooded Over tlie 
history, politics, and social condition of France 
till ou these subjects he is probably one of 
the best informed men in the country, though, 
like most of his countrymen, wedded to many 
absurd and impracticable crotcheis which a 
belter knowledge of political economy would 
explode. • ^

"Auotlier peculiarity orhU cluracter is, the po»tion of a parish pastor iu France, 
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rt(>rtinfr liiraself in plans for tho iniprove- 
lucnt of the humbler olnsHe^.^ exactly like those 
which have become fashionable among our- 
selves only during the last ?0 years, llij^ 
€*xertinns succeeded, and generous persons of 
rank enabled him to extend them. In a short 
time, he saw no fewer than twenty-five estah- 
lishnients founded in his own country, in Pied- 
mont, Poland, and other states fijr charita- 
ble purposes. Among Vincent's happiest ef- 
forts, was that which established the Sis ers 
of Charity^ n sodality of self- devoted woman, 
which exists in vigour at the present d^y. 

During a lengthened residence in Prague, 
we have had iiiuoli satisfaction in visiting the ^ 
csiablishnient f the Sisters, and enquiring into j 
their d litige. In this pleasant retreat may often 
he found such of the Sisters a.s are not engaged 
in the more preasitjg kjnd of dutie.s — never quite 
idle, however ; for even \vhi|p seeking recreation 
they will be found busied in preparing cdothing 
for like poor, or pcrli.ipi in making iiiedecin^s 
from herbs, if not imparting instructiou to chil- 
dren let loose fmm Sciooils, which form a part 
cstablihmeiit. Tlie place is remarkable for its 
perfuuu's, their being n‘'Seniblcd hero not only 
the nsnal amount of roses, liiiaes, jasmines, 
tuheroses, and lilies, hut a profusion of arometio 
plants, cultivated either for medicinal purposes, 
or to servo in tho faljrication of essences and 
powders, whijh the Sisters distribute over tho 
world in liny bottles and small pillow-cases and 
bags, in order to raise funds for the poor, 

U is frtost filfecting to enter the great sick 
room, and sen thy gentle Si-.ters in their modcHt 
attire ministering to tlte patients, bending over 
tfiem with then* sweet and cheerful couute- 
aiujes, as if they felt that relief from pain and 
restoration to life and its enjoyments depended 
on their smiles. It is scarcely necessary to say, 
that the hospital is mostly always full. Some- 
times, indeed, the lloor is' occupied with extra 
beds ; for ilie Sisters will never close their doors 
to any w'ho apply, even though they should ha^e 
to abandon tlieir own simple places of repose 
to the new-comer, and stretch thetnselve^oii 
the bare floor. 

We observed, in one of our visits, an old' 
woman who was lying in one of the beds of 
the hospital in a kind of trance, neither sleep- 
ing nor waking, apparently suff -ring no pain, 
bur. quite insensible to ovio*ytbiiig which passed 
urouud luT. Her complaint was that of ex- 
tteme old age, mere physical exhaustion. She 
had been for many years a pensioner, fed and 
clothed by the Sisters. Having outlived all her 
relations, and having no friends in the world hut 
them, she had coriiw in, as she said herself, “to 
die ill peace among them.” Not far from her, 
lay a girl about sixteen or seventeen years o^age, 
wiiose extr*vnh paleness, or rather marble white- 1 
De.ss, view with the snowy sheets which covered 
all but ihat lily face; and b#it for the quivering 
of the little frill of her cap, and tl)e slow ihove- 
roent of her largo blue eyes, it would have been 
tiilflcult to believe that it» was not the alabaster 
figure of some saint that rep 0 .^ed there. The 
superior looked kindly an A sadly upon her, 
bent down kis.seil her pale for*-head, and went 
on ; and though the eutferer did uut meve or 


speak, nor the feeble head turn, her large blue 
eyes ever followed the reverend mother witli an 
expression which wa'i all its own — an expres- 
sion to he 'Mr, deeply, intens*"lj and which oan- 
not be described. And wlTo was she, that p-ale, 
silent girl ? She was an orphan, neglected by 
the world, betrayed and abandoned by one who 
appeared tlie only fHcnd she had Crushed in 
spirit, enfeebled by want and misery, without 
a roof to cover her young droopinir head, she 
had been found bv the Sisters of Olmriry sitting 
alone, her ejm ficM the river. They took 
her in, clothed, fed, and wanned her. They 
poured into her heart the blesH^d woicU of 
.eaoB and comfort, till thaC poor breaking heart 
gushed forth in a wild tide of feeling too strong 
for the feeble frame, and we now saw her .slowly 
recovering from a frightful fever, the result of 
past sufferings, .and of that agitation winch even 
a reaction tow-irds hope hiM occasioned. 

It would be too much for the present slc^tcVi 
to describe the many in valid' before whom we 
p.assed in oiir visits to the sick-chamhers ot tho 
Sisters of Charity, though every single case 
would be a lesson humanity. 'I ho homeless 
the forsaken, the orphan, each had hi^ or lier 
own bitter history, previous to repodng within 
the sanctuary of that hle.>sed retreat; each was 
attended by some of those benevolent beings 
whose gentle steps and sweet sunny smileM, 
brought peace to their hearts. None who are 
d**stitute are re|ect**d at the gate of mercy. 
Whatever their Vaults they hare been, whatever 
their frailties, if overtaken by want or s.ck- 
ncss— if, deserted and trampled upon, they 
.Hink|without any visible hand being stretched on& 
to save them from despair and death— —tluuv 
do the Sisters of charity interpose to succour 
and to save. To them it is sufficient that 
the sufferer requires tlneir aid. Thtne every 
medical assiHance U promptly given ; every 
comfort, and even luxury. 

y Most surprising ft is to the coinmon^world- 
ling to see those gentle beings tluis living en- 
tirely for otheft;, seeking no reward bul that 
inspired bv Christiui prmni'^cs and hope^. 
Nor is it mere drud: 4 epy and self-denial which 
cpuiitifute their great ineiit. Who » humani- 
calls from tho midst of danger, whether 
in the shape of pestilence or war, they ar** 
equally unfailing.* It baa been our lot to sir-o 
a city taken by storm, the streets on fire and 
half choked with ruins, thickly strevi-ed with 
the dead and dying. Tbtrc, before the wild 
scene had been in the least calmed— amid smoke 
and rain, and the frequent ratiling fire o; 
Retry— we have seen tlie black dresses and the 
long white kerchiefs of the fcsisiers of Charity 
fitting about, emblems of mercy in the wurld 
which might otln^rwise scem.o'nly fit for d.nnou3, 
i The good works of She Sisters do n<»t stop 
1 with their exertions for the sick and nii'‘erabW. 

' They have.nlso their schools for or pli.ins and 
foundlings. Here the tender# human fdant, 
perhaps deserted by n heartless inoiheP. oftou 
gains more than it has lost. It isotily to infants 
ill these ex'raoTdinary circnm-s^snce.s that they 
are called upon Jo give shelter, lor the 
dren of the poor in general are Provided for 
in public establishuiciiis. When I last visited 
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iha convent in wo fouAtl ahout tlurty 

girU ontortaiaed as inmates. As soon as they 
capable of learning, they are instructed 
in every branch of domestic economy ; and 
as they grew up and theiv severcil talents develope 
themselves, they are educated accordingly : 
tome for instructresses, either in music or any 
general branch of education ; others, as seam* 
tresses, ladios-malds. In short, every branch 
of useful domestic science is tauirht. 

When the girls attain sulHaient age and 
exparic-nce to occupy th(^ several situations for 
which they have been iiistruoted-^that is, from 
seventeen to eighteen, the superior of the con- 
vent procures them ‘a place in the family of 
some of her frienda or acquaintance, and al- 
ways, so far as lies in her power, with a mistress 
as much as possible suited to the iiltelligenoe 
and instruction of her protegee. The day of 
separation however, • is always painful. It 
is, in fact, the parting of a mother and a child. 
We have seen the orphan cling to h^r adopt- 
ed mother, and as she knelt to receive her 
blessing, bathe her hands in tears of gratitude 
and of affection ; while (^le reverend mother

Siiffioe it now to say, that the Sisters of 
Merny,” th*> “ Ursnlines,” the •* Congregation 
of Notre Dame,’* the “ English Ladies,” ai^i 
many others, are all in practice Sisters of 
Dharity. 

It is, is not uncommon toi hear their condi- 
tion deplored, as one from wljinh all earthly 
enjoyments are excladf>d, or as a kind of death 
Jn'^lifo. But personal obsm-vation has given 
us different hleas on thi* aul>j(*ct. Within

’ after a brief but able disquisition qn tne futile 
I and shortlived policy of tmmaii institauons, 

! her dwelt with glowing eloquence on tho 
twnscendant wisdom and enduring perman- 
i cnee of the C.itholio Church, an institution 
not projected by men, but founded by God 
himself. The Rev. gentlem.in alluded to the 
rem ark of a recent German philosopher, who. 
speaking of hfta whose career had just closed 
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(Wellington)— whose glory wa« in the pnst 
in tlio overthrowing of likened 

hitn to an instrament in the hands of God 
for the freedom of hi« people; as in the caee 
of the wars of Moses and of Joshua, and sus« 
tained a beautiful analogy between the Jews 
and the people of Europe in later times. 
The Rev. preacher said.^ — “ The infidel spirit 
of the present time hatds to recognise the 
spirit of God. It hates to view God injthe 
light of an all-presiding and ail seeing Dery. 
and iu philosophy seeks to banish Him from 
its thoughts, or to regard Him rather as the 
Grand Lama of Thibet, not the omnipresent, 
omnipotent great God who rules the destinies 
of the world.’* Speaking of British domina- 
tions the preacher said— “ The British Em- 
pire, the God-abandoned ^hing whose wheels, 
like the chariot of the Eastern Juggernau^h 
passes on triumphant, and we despond, ns if ^ 
w« had not that Jesus with ns, and the gentle 
Mary, like the dew refreshing us by the 
purity of her life and the glory of her ex- 
ample.” The Rev. preacher then adverted 
to what is called the spirit of pitriotism and 
love of country. He said — “ Patriotism is 
not. the narrow love of mere locality, but a 
thing loving its country iu glory and gran- 
deur of its destiny in the cause of God and 
in the majesty of iis conquests to Christ cru- 
cified.” Tno Rev. preacher gave a most sub- 
lime picture of the pre^iidiug providence of 
God and the wisdom of all Ids dispensations to 
man, and drew a most beautiful parallel 
between the pilgrimage of the Jews and 
the persecutions and tri als of the people of 
Ireland in particular, nud of God’s church in 
general, and sought to impress his vast audi- 
ence with the glorious work they had to «c- 
compllsh for the Faith, and said, who ever 
saw the gentle boy entrusted with the of 
a little sister that did not become impressed 
with a sense of responsibility, and did not 
feel awakenol in him a dignity of character 
and demeanour to which before Ite was a 
stranger!

sessiois of England, thereby fulfilling the 
destiny of Christ, and in Him crucified, and 
though destined to remain in suflering, to be 
scourged by famine and pestilence, bearing 
oil for the dear sake of Christ. The destiny 
of Ireland is common with that of England 
— she whose mighty power extends over the 
globe, and upon whoso realms tlie sun never 
sets. Still she constitutes but the Stxoii 
brute instrument to convey afar th« Celuc 
Missionaries — the thing on Which he rides 
to the goal, to glory, and to conquest. Ire- 
land to the cause of the Church is ten thou- 
sand to one in all her poverty and suflering 
•da opposed to En*glaud. Poor, fniilrful Ire- 
land ! Who recognised iu the biiie-eyed 
•Saxon slave the Christian brother, and eman- 
cipated him, but the C«dt, Columbas, the 
Irishman and Saint ? WIihii Strongbow de- 
f asiuted the land, and burned the homesteads 
and harve.siH of the people, on tho hills of 
Annagfi there was a gathering of the Bishops 
and rulers of the Irish nation, who ascribed 
the misfortunes of their country to Ihe se- 
verity with which the English taken in battle 
had been treated, and immediatbly released 
them, while the English were devastating 
with fire and sword the bloody tracks of tlieir 
ruthless progress. Blessed be God, it was 
i these persecutions which gave tho Irish that 
pertinacity and teuaoii'y to the Faiih, and the 
laws of the Saxou confirmed ilut blessed, 
pertinacity/ and made them the spreaders of 
the Gospel in every dim?-, * the preachers of 
Christ, crucified, the soldiers to follow in the 
steps of Britiau’s conquests, and to conquer 
' all things for Christs a.ike. How is it, if 
this be not true, that m mighty London, 
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there are nt present ihirty thousand more 
Catholics can be numbered in the city 
of Dublin ? Ihe^same may be said of every j 
other lar^c' town yi England, and What does ; 
this but the tnimigrauoii of the poor Irish- ; 
man, who carries the Faith of his fathers , 
into the land of the stranger. The Rev. 
preacher proceeded to plead the cause of 
tiie charity which they were assembled that 
day to support ; and, after, dwelling in 
the most glowing lai^uage on the many 
ulaiiDs which the Brothers of the Christian 
Schools had upon the public, remarked that 
he had heard from an eiTttnent Ecelcnias- 
tic that it WHS never known in any instance 
where a child educated in these SbhooU, or 
In those of the Nuns of Presentation Convent 
ever became apostate.* The gold of England 
was now flowing into this country to do the 
work of perversion and proselytism ^on the 
poor and famine-stricken people; but with 
what resuli ? The fount^ains of education, 
(said the preacher) were soiigikt to be poison- 
ed at their source, but hU ihe efforts made 
have failed ; and though we see it with our 
eyes, we know not how it is accomplished. 
Kngiand, proud au<l haughty, leaves no effort 
untried to seduce the poor, starving Irishman 
from allegiance to his Faith, and watched the 
progress of famine on his 'wasted and vvorn 
fovm. Yes, proud as is the Saxon ol his 
wondrous advance in science — great as are 
bis Hchieveineins in moulding to his use the 
mighty powers of steam — grand as are his 
discoveries in electricity — ii has been reserv- 
ed for him *o discover, and, to practise a new 
science. Tne arenas of Pagan Rome have 
been ^tur.ited with tho ^lood of Christian 
martyrs — the streets of the mighty Empress 
of the World have been illifminated witl# 
lamps, funned in tiie flesh of the dying ;

of averting the dreadful stroke, and allaying 
the agonies of the d^ing creature, on condition 
that he will accept the giver*8 doc«riii0 of 
Cirristianity. Yes, the scieiuific Saxoc has 
learned to join the agonies of the mind and 
the tortures of the natural feelings to the 
sufferings of the body, Ilo Ins leJirned to 
wa'ch the Irish iiioi.hcp. who looks upon the 
wasting form of her child, of the cliild of her 
deepest wfiVerions.

God, ill his fatlierly love, has only created you 
that yon might be happy. 

Try then to be happy , but do not 
deceive yourself in tiie choice of the means 
which are to accomplish this end. Many 
paths are open before you; there is but otte 

true one fearful is the /ate of* him who 

chooses the false road! It is easier to fall Into 
this error now than ever, for the world is 
imindutod with false maxims on this bead. 
•Guilty or erring men, spread on all aides, and 
i)y every means which the prosx opens io them, 


doctrines which by flatferin^i the passions are 
eagerly adopted by the majority of men. 

Thi-se doctrines wish to persuade us that 
we are placed on this earth solely to enjoy its 
goods; that the hope* ofia future life is ail 
idle fancy ; that happiness consists in tangible 
prosperity, in having plenty of money, and 
the luxuries which gold and silver procure. 
Some of the propagators of this code, who 
are more daring and more logical than the 
others, say, that in order to attain wealth and 
its accompanying bli/s, every means is justi- 
fiable ; even supposing social duties are to 
be set aside, famdy ties rent asunder, religion 
overthrown, — no matter by what process- 
men rnus^ arrive at this perfect terrestrial 
' happines'*. They consider the present state of 
, society faulty, everyihiiig ought to be des- 
, iroyed, altered: a change must come over the 
earth ; then every one will be happy. Tliis 
•^loctrine,* which you already know too much 
of, is called communism J* 
j I will not iiisulf you by trying to prove 
that tlie onjoyrneiit of matter is degrading. 
This strikes one at once. It reduces to 
nought that which is our superiority over the 
animal world, viz, : virtue, self denial, mora- 
lity ; it makes a man only differ from his dog 
, by his skin; happiness^ in this sense, is the 
j same for one as fur the other, since it consists 
ill satisfying every natural iucliaatiun ! 

A point on which people are not thoroughly 
convinced, and to which I wish to draw your 
attention, is the practical impossihiUty of the 
Communist docirine, the absurdity of this 
theory of universal happiness. 1 should wish 
to show you how absolutely contrary it is to 
the nature of huma/i things in iho existing 
state of events, which cannot bo alieftd ; I 
should wish to son vi nee you it is hut. a dream, 
j a dangerous ami ridiculous Uio])ia, and that 
after a great deal of talk, in ilic end it turns 
I out to he nothing. 

I if I hero exists an acknowledged fact, as 
j clear as the light of day, it is mo^t certainly 
that here below *we are all under the sad 
! iieco()sity of suffering and dying; this is essen^ 

! tiat to all mankiiid ; it is the state in which 
; I am, ill which you are, in which our fathers 
have been, in which Oiir children will be, and 
from which no efforts of ours can ever free us. 

Is there not on earth, I ask you, and will 
there not ever be, sickness, * sorrow- trouble ? 
Are there not, and will tjiere not always be,

THE COMMUNION OP SAINTS. 

()\K of the marks of the Catholic 
Church is that of sanctity. It might be 
naturally expected, as has indeed been 
the case, that the discovery of how 
completely sanctity is an attribute of^ 
Catholicism, has led many an alien into 
tlie true fold. For there is no idea so 
expressively winning to the human xnind^ 
as this is. The homage which men, some- 
times perhaps involuntarily, pay to it, 
may be even urged upon the unbeliever 
as a proof of Christianity. lie is drawn- 
upwards, he sees what he confesses it to 
be— human life at its best ; yet a phase 
of life, as it were, insolate, which will 
not dovetail with other phasds, as for 
instance, where is the harmony, as of 
like to like, between it and high mechani- 
cal skill ? — why then, if he has reason, 
should he refuse to mount the only re- 
maining step, and acknowledge that thei;e 
must be, and it can only be in a world- 
to-come, (how else?) a state, of life, 
where sanctity will be, so to speak, ^ in 
order, ^ in intimate harmony with all its 


I other circumstances and conditions what- 
soever ? — and, if from this acknowledg- 
ment he turns to the consideration of the 
terms of sanctity, the natural and logi- 
cal result will be his becoming a Catho- 
lic, or if the quasi sanctity of heretical 
communions be alone open to his review, 
a believer in some or other of the Chris- 
tian doctrines. All the world allows 
that sanctity is human life at its best, 
although many do not include in their 
idea of it, all that the Catholic Church 
includes. ^ God make me good^ isjthe 
prayer of the child, ami goodness, if not 
the aim, is thd object of the admiration 
of all. When a devotional book is writ- 
ten, it is addressed, in a sense that no. 
treatise on any other subject-matter is, 
to all ; like a Papal Benediction, it goes 
forth ‘ urbi et to the particular 

congregation, and to any one, whereso- 
ever, into whose hands it may fall. Its 
only limit is the limit of language. So 
again, w*hen others than Catholics write 
on morality, human duties, and the like, 
and thus recommend what is their 
i sanctity,^ that is, the degree of their 
approach to all that is included in Catho- 
lic sanctity, they write for their fek . 
iSws, cotempoi^ries, co-religionists, fed- 
low countrymen : whereas, to* auticipaio . 
such .a universal adaptation of a treatiso 
oh astronomy, or on the manners of the 
Lapiaaders, were to suppose all the world

Crichtons. Bhickstonc endeavours, in his 
commentaries, to claim such a universa* ■ 
lity as proper to the study of the law, but, 
in addition to its bein^ only an endea- 
vour to create for tliie Ifirst time this uni- 
versality, it stands to reason that the 
study of the law and the like can never 
have such. Every man is interested 
about human duties ; he knows there is 
a difference in the manner of performing 
fliem, thus recogniziftg the distinction 
bet\^een good and evil ; and, by a law of 
his nature, his admiration and secret 
sympathy, be hi^ practice as it may, go 
with what is good. "Who has^ not ex- 
perienced, in spite of himself, very dif- 
ferent sensations, when following to the 
tomb the bier of one, who has lived a 
good life, tliougli the deceased mruy have 
been but slightly known to him : and ' 
when accompanying th»fnnernl, perhaps, 
of Ills friend, whom, though a man of 
great talent, or of courage, or of skill, 
he remembers also, as associated with 
passages of his life, which he would fain 
obliterate. 

Even as the wisdom, which from 
the Lord God, and liath been always 
with Him, and is before all time,’^ is tlie 
Incarnate w^ord of God, so Infinite 
Sanctity dwelt on the earth, and dwells, 
and Tlis faithful servants eat His Flesh, 
and drink His Blood, and they dwell in 
Him, and he in them, and they become 
Saints. Sanctity is thus, for us Catho- 
lics, mo mere, ‘ fair phflosophy,^ or ^ sub- 
lime conception,^ but is a^iongst us in 
tangible forms, through the human be- 
ings possessed of it, somewliat as elec- 
tricity is with ns, through its batteries 
and telegraphs. We have all, pcrhajfii, 
among our acquaintance, some one who 
is ^ almost a Saint/ or ‘half a Saint/ or 
‘ like a Saint,' lliat is, possessed, in a 
greater or less degree, of sanctity. The 
idea of sanctity is one congenial to us, 
and we are aware, that we all ought to 
try to become Saints. But since wc can 
never have a plear imcloucled certainty 
of the holiness of thh^e, who arc in the 
flesh along' with ourselves; and as 
Christ, whe^^JQ^: earth, always went^ 
about as co-temporaries 

must hav6g|ttM5i^^Mbe Highest of a 
society of Him with 

power “ to heaj the dead, 

oieanse the lepers, "rast out devils/’ 


whom the man besought to cure his lu- 
natic child ; so, for Christ is with us to 
the consummation of tlie world, we look 
for those friends about Him, endued 
with the same power, to whom, from 
motives of reverence, or fear, — so greatf 
arc our sins, — without intervention to 
approach Him, or of attachment de- 
duced from a conimon country and the 
like, we may turn in our necessities, and 
receive, if their favour, yet His Grace, 
for He is one with them, and they with 
Him. We look for them and we find 
them, for we believe in the communion 
of Saints. As Christ is with us, so arc 
His Blessed Mother, Peter, John, James, 
and Magdalen, Paul, and all who liavc 
consorted with them up to this lime : 
ali they were successively called to com- 
panionship with Him, in the morning, 
or at the tliird hour, or the sixth, or the 
ninth, or the eleventh: — with us, as 
renlly and truly, as the sharers of our 
hearth, nay infinitely move so, for

whereas, CJirist not merely calls tin? at- 
tention of his chosen ones to the widow 
giving her “two mites which make a 
farthing/’ as to a picture, hut reveals 
to them the intrinsic nature of her of- 
fering ; he not only points tliem out the 
Pharisee, and the Publican entering the 
Temple, hut unfolds to them the in- 
most heart of each. 

^ It is very common with youth to live 
in what is called, ‘ an ideal world/ that 
solitary hours their fancy sports, 
and brings before them a troop of ima- 
ginary beings, as if they were their fel- 
low-creatures, but more beautiful in per- 
son, or of happier natures, than men are 
in fact. With these unsubstantial asso- 
iciates, they delight to while away hour 
after hour. The man of the world 
smiles at this, as unreal, romantic, and 
partly with good sense : but, at any rate, 
it proves this, — that in many minds, at 
certain seasons, there is a craving for a 
.companionship not to be obtained in the 
actual world. Now, all the phenomena 
of -the Catholid Church fit in, so to speak, 
with some want of humanity : for exam- 
ple, how this is tiic case with the Catho- 
lic ^ provision of relief for the souls inj, 
Purgatory, and the desire of the moucr 
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Tier, is obvious ; equally so, how Sacra- 
mental Absolution meets the natural, 
irresistible wish of the vepenting siwafcr; 
no less is the human longing for some 
dearer friends, some truer comrades, 
some sweeter society, satisfied, fitly, to a 
nicety, by the Catholic dogma of the 
Communion of Saints. 

Our faith in the Communion of Saints 
induces us, not only to assent with the 
intellect to the fact tljat those, whom 
the Church has canonized, arc Saints, 
and reign with God ; that it is good to 
honour them, and a sin to treat them 
with disrespect ; hut induces us also, if 
we would really, and in very truth, live 
as Catholics, to love them, make friends 
with them, and enjoy,* almost jealously, 
to the full extent, to stand, as it were, bn 
our rights for, our ])rivilege of commu- 
nion with them. Why, if we would go 
to Heaven, should wc not spend all the 
timo^, w(i can, with those we shall meet, 
and live with there? Their^s is the soci- 
ety, after all, most worth courting, the 
friendsliip that best repays cultivation. 
How iinmomeutous, and relatively of 
how lit tle coascquonce to us, the affairs 
of our former circle, say, at Paris, in 
wliich we were merged, heart and soul, 
when WC5 wore there, appear to us, now 
wc. have removed thence to Naples : now, 
wc fire deep in Neapolitan matters, slight 
cirenrnstaiiees in Neapolitan life 'move us, 
and great ones in Parisian hardly at all; 
wc must please, and walk as under the eyes 
of, our Neapolitan friends. But if we in- 
tend ill a year’s time to fix our abode at 
Home, wc shall, being aware of how itrfe- 
rior a place Neapolitan doings will then 
have in our minds, only partially, and 
merely as far as is absolutely necessary, 
mix ourselves up with them, and wo shall 
always have our eye set upon Rome ; we 
shall w’rite to have a house hired ther», 
wc shall procure letters of introduction 
to Homans, we shall get up a little of 
Roman history, acquaint ourselves with 
the city’s topography, and so on. Now 
the Saints in Heaven, just as we at Na- j 
pies with •respect to Paris, except as the 
field for the exercise of their - beloved 
charity, care nothing mr that wbrld 
about which wc fret, and fame, and vex 
ourselves ; all that they regard on it, are 
the agenoies of Heaven established there ; 
•they love the Catholic Church and her 


Sacraments, holy rites and temples, so- 
cieties of monks and nuns, priests and* 
good men. We wish to go to Heaven, 
but how can we go, except as having tlie 
ability to accomnlodfito ourselves to tlm 
celestial society? Lot us act as wo* 
should at Naples with tlic prospect of 
going to live at Rome : let us try to be 
Saints too, let us get into the SaintV 
ways, let us endeavour to look on tho 
world in the saihe light as the Saints 
do ; and how can this be better effected, 
than by entering into relations with 
them ? for, as a Ncjf^olitan can iiiter- 
I change^ letters with a Roman, p:iy 
him, or receive from him, occasion, 
al visits, hear about* him from* others, 
thus being open more or less to tho 
reception of Roman influences: so, wo 
can have a familiarity with the 
Saints, though as yet hut, “ in oenig- 
mate,” at times, with them as un-^een; 
hereafter — always, without interruption, 
face to face, eternally; — if we acqtiire 
this familiarity, tlio Courts of the 
fleavonlj/' Jerusalem will he otiorous, 
through tlie ^‘golden viais full of odours 
which arc tho prayers of saints tlicn 
will come the ' mutatio de.vteros Bo?- 
celn wo shall cry with strong desire, 

How lovely are thy tabernaclos, O Lord 
of Hosts ! my soul lougeth ami faiutcch 
for tho Courts of the Lord; we shall 
crave our dissolution and to he with 
Christ, and, as the Church sings at 
Lauds and Vesders on a feast of#m:iny 
mart 3 Ts, thjiigli the sight of the 
unwise wc scciu to die, we shall be at 
peace.'’ 

A practical man of the world may 
?ay, how can I occupy a lengthened 
portion of my^ time in addressing the 
Saints ? ?vly petitions for their assistance 
would take but a few minutes.” Let us 
remind him of a suggestion, which has 
often been made. How good were it, 
even as wo make meditations on all the 
circumstances of our Lord’s life, and 
live with Jesus and Mayy through the 
Rosary, to invoke, whatever we do, some 
Saint to our side, who may be with us, 
and show ps his way of doing it Wo 
should make ourselves nvistcrs of the 
lives of the Saints for wliom we have a 
devotion, and muse on their circumstan- 
ces, according to their special applica- 
bility in our own concerns* Wo should 
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study with St. Thomas Aquinas or St. 
Ignatius Loyola, set about our business 
with St. Charles Borroraeo, be mirthful 
with St. Philip Ncri, suffer with sweet 
St. Rose of Lima, he contemplative with 
St. Theresa, subdue our bodies with 
blessed Paul of the Cross. Are we 
young ? so are St. Aloysius and St. 
Stanislaus; or in manhood? 'viriliter 
ayamus^ with St. Francis Xavier; or 
in age ? we see StA Alphonsus, an old 
man of ninety years. Nothing is so 
real, as this communion with the Saints : 
the tests of friendship sire, gifts, and an 
interchange of offices, and how the 
Saints have performed their Jiarts to- 
wards« us of the. Church militant, let 
wonderfully-wrought conversions, count- 
less miracles, and the virtue issuing from 
their Relics bear the completeat witness.. 
Nor, let any one scoff ^at this living with 
the Saints at which we have hiuted, as 
if it were visionary, or to live with sha- 
dows, for if we would reign with the 
Saints in Heaven, we must first put our- 
selves into relations with them, whilst 
we are on the cartli. 


In order that we may realize the com- 
munion of Saints, and to counteract the 
powerful influence of the monuraoiits of 
worldly pomp and vice all around us, the 
Church seta up her monuments — the 
images of the Saints. What great stress, 
to say it reverently, God lays on the 
use of images, the Crucifixes, Whose 
Wounds have bled; ^nd such gracious 
xnantlestatious, as in the case, the other 
day, of the Madonna at Bimini attest. 
To have an image, and to preserve it 
with anything of love and veneration, is 
to ensure the patronage and special re- 
gard of a Saint. How swxct to know 
the Saints— by the means of images we 
may do so — as we know our brothers and 
sisters ; and when we would show whom 
we know best, and love best, and think 
most beautiful, to point to our image of 
Bles^d Mary 'the Queen of Saints’, 
^ theHoifse orGold,’ the Tower of Ivory’, 
'the Morning 'Star/ our loving Mother, 
who is like ' a cedar in liibanus/ "a cy- 


press-tree on monnt Sion/ ' a palm-tree 
in Cades', /a rosd-plant intJericho/ ‘ a 
fair oUyertrde in the plains,' 'a plane- 
Ssvatcr,' 'the Queen in a ves- 


and. comely/ 'like 
e morning -^^iS^ng, fair as the moon, 


bright as the .Sun!’ Let us multiply 
images aud pictures of the Saints, or go 
about to look at them and dwell upon 
them: specialfy, let the most familiar 
• object of dar sight be, the immaculate 
Virgin and Her Child Jesus. Let Her 
image be in our room, pictures of Her 
in our prayer books, on the Scapular at 
our breast, on tlje medal of our Rosary : 
for She is more than all Saints, above 
fA\ Saints, but where She is, there are 
they, supremely happy to be in Her 
train; She bears Her Child among the 
lilies, and the choir of Virgins gathers 
round, and Apostles follow, and Pro- 
phets, Confessors, Martyrs, women m 
the Lord, and all the Saints— so that if 
we love and honour Her, we honour and 
iove them all. 

If, as we set out by saying, the world 
admires, and, what is called, ' looks up 
to, sanctity, or what seems to be it : 
then, O ye men aud women, strangers 
to our Faith ! pray that God may lead 
von into communion with his Saints. 
You say you enjoy it now, you recite the 
sentence embodying its ^ belief iu the 
creed ; but you have it not, you never 
can have it, until you fall down before 
Marv, weeping for your past neglect of 
Her* and then rise up to come wuth us, 
and' light candles, and dispose fiowers, 
and offer inceuse, and chant psalms, and 
sing hymns before Her, and Her Son, 
in the Catholic Church.

THR CIVIL M.vBlUVaR BILL. 

The (irst article of tha Civil Marriage Bill, 
declaring ‘ that the civil law considers matrimony 
s»>lely in its relations with civil sojiety, leaving 
the duties itnpos^^d by religi‘»ri out of tiie ques- 
tion,' was so ninviiat unexpecte Ily rejected by 
the Piedmontesrt Senntu on the UOtlj ult. t^ougil 
only by a majority of ono. Tiie vote, which 
virtually rfj'ccst.ho whoie hill, caused consider- 
.able astoniabmonr, and was received with pro- 
found sileno.', and tlif’ sitting was adjourned till 
the 22d, IV lien the Minister of Justice read to 
j tlif {Senate a royal decree, declaring that the 
! Oovt‘riiin-*iit vvitlidrew the Civil Marriage Bill. 

Oil the day prevyous to the debate a p-istoral 
letter to Monsignor Franz »ni, Archbishop of 
Turin, and countersigned by all the bisliops of 
Fiedmont, agiainsb the Civil Marriage Contract 
Bill, was read from tlie pulpit in all the churches 
of that city. Causiderabla interest w.as given 
to the debate by tlie previous publicatioii of a 
letter from the Pope to the King of Sardinia, 
dated so long b.aok a® September 19. llis Holi- 
ness after acknowledging the receipt of a letter 
from the King of Sardinki, dated the 2oth of 
July, and expressing the pleasure that he had 
derived from il\c nssunances given by his Majes-- 
ty on his devotedness to the churol), prooetnls to 
explain what is, on the point in question, the 
Boinan Catholic dootrine. 

It is a dogma of the faith th.'it marriage was 
elevated by our Lord,Je.sus Christ to the dignity 
a sacrament, and it is a point of doctrine of 
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the notiifin OnthoIiQ Church tliai. n sacrnmerift 
w not ail acoitit^iUHl quality, supHraihh*.! to tho 
contract, but that it is the very eiisence of nfiar- 
riage, fiu that the ofiojuj^at union between Chris- 
tian is not legitit^ate, unless in the mnrriaire 
sncrainentf out of whMi there is nothing; hut 
mere concubinage, A civil law which, in sup- 
poMiiff the inarriasro sacrament divisible for 
iCoiin||i Cathuiica iiy the civil coiuracr, pretends 
to regulate its valitlity, contradicts the doctrine 
ot the church, usurps its inaiienahle ri^ht, and. 
in practice, places on the s.nno rank concubit^age 
ami the sacruinent of Viarria^e, by sanoiioninif 
both of them as equally legitimate.

1 have travelled 
over those wild ami r<*mole, but iuterestiii«g dis- 
trict.H, wiiich Bishop Flunket and the Church 
iiii.ssioiiai'ies have made the scone of their evao- 
galical talxiurs. Upon close inquiry ari l mini t 
111 vest jgatiori, I aiii now eiiablcil to lay before tne | 
public the rise, progress, and working of the 
entire syst^Mii of pfoseiytisui in West Galway. 

1 will h.tzird no assertion — advance no state- 
ment, whiuh I am not in a position to substan- 
tiate. I write from no vague suriuisc, but from 
wliat I h ive .seen and heard. 

The present organised mode of prtuelytisiri 
dates from the famine of ISdG, and tho suhso. 
qiient fears of di.stre.ss and destitution eiiahk»*l : 
Its propagators to mature their plans and cum- ' 
plete their modtis opf^randi. In the most 
wretch^-d localitie.s and luacoessihie districts, 
where the cheek of youth, pa-ed and shrivelled, 
and tho steps of age, shrunk and tottereil from 
the elT-cts of f.i mine— .where labour was un- 
employed, and relief impossible — in the tl^ep 
recesses of the mountain, and along tho wild i 
and desolate sea-board of*tho Ailantic, where

j quality of rations than they would get to tho 
I poorhouse, and tho iiMre destitute receive, in ad- 
lition to what is distributed in the school, ;i half 
pound of meal to firing to their places of abode, 
^riie few ailujts are induced to attend Churoli 
on Siihday.H, by small donations of money, dis- 
tributed immefliately after tho conclusion of ser- 
vice. The begging ho* is sent round, which is 
rather an unusual thing in the Protestant church, 
and a collection made from the respectabie por- 
tion of the cotigrej^-jition ; and tho money thus 
realised dokd out to tlie ini'terahle perverts iit 
•^ams of two-pence, tliree-peiice, and sometimes 
six-pence. The distribution of food and clothes 
in the schools, and money in tlit? churches, con- 
stitutes the principal iteais of bribery whicli It 
was able to dUcifver beyond doubt or question. 
To each of the schools both a ma-ter and mistress 
are generally attaclied. Tlieir salaries amounb 
o 53^. and .33L respectively. Tiiere are one oi* 
two Scripture teacjwrs, or Bible readers, in con- 
nexion with every school, and their business is 
fo expound the word, explain liifficult pa.SHages, 
clear up controverted text of Scripture, and, 
above all things, to point out tin? errors’* and 
“idolatry** of liiitus. On tho ^0 Bible readers, 
also, devolves the task of training the *• reiiilers," 
who are paitl acconlirig to tho nuiiiber of persona 
they can procure to listen to theiK instrection. 
The lowest salary of those readers averages 
eight shillings per month, Tiiey are genei\il!y 
objected from the eliler pupils of boih sexes, and 
! they spread themselves over th ; district in Koaroi 
I of persons who will permit thein to read in their 
presence a verse or two of Scripture. Tlie 
names of .such parties are duly ontereii by the 
young “ reader^** who make a return of thorn to 
their Scripture teacher'., and toey are .jet d-iwn 
either as converts,* or appruximaiing to con- 
version ; and the •• readers" are rewa'ded in 
pr<»portion to tlie number of hearers they can 
ahtiiin The church mission has a district trea- 
surer, who pays ilirf Ntail once a month ; and if 
tiiero bo any fligi^in^ in z^al, falling oif in 
” /ailh,** or any remissriess wliaiever in th'* dis- 
charge of the op.i.iiiiLed dulics, the amount of 
auneration is inc<.i.surcd accordingly. Tho 
schools are frequently visited by laymen, who 
have a stake in proseiy tism, and they are aUn re- 
guiarty inspected by the Protestant iiiinijt-*!* iu 
whose living the scliool is siLuated. Tlie educa- 
tion in all the schools which [ have visited is of 
the most wreteln^d kind. The Bihlo is the solo 
class-book, and out of it they are taught to H.peU 
#an«l read. The givaier number of the pnpiii 
cannot read a wonl, and the more advanced 
classed read very badly, 'they ur.» quite igno- 
rant of English gram mar and geography. £ 
did not find one pupil in all the schools 1 inspect- 
od who could tell me where Belfast wt^j .situited. 
Some said it was in Englaud— others, that ic 
was the capital of Dublin, and,«ev»ral said it 
was either in Louth, Galway, or Cork. They 
are principally instructed in the controversial 
portions of the Scripture, and imhued with the 
most horrible ideas of Roman Galholii ism. Tne 
euliooU are not futviished with the ordinary re- 
quisites, such as maps, bocks, etc., and Bible 
iiistruocioii, the iiiciiloation of hatred to the 
Roman Catholic, appears to be the solo object oV 
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foutulers. I ohfveVvf^d that thp cbi!«lren f'»i* 
Uio most part \vf»re very cWithed, an«l I 

found, ofi inquiry, that clot ll^>^ u>ie now par- 
liftlly withheld, ill coi»s(*qiieitc» ol' juirop nntnhert^M 
who iiad formerly receive «! fooil and cdothiitg* 
haviiij; returned to the Catholic cliurch during; 
the rcceni visitjttion of tho Aixhliislinp of Tuutn. 
I was peculiarly stiuck with the appearance of A 
larpe porridge hoiler, erected at one end «»f ft 
school house, which has been recently licensed as 
a church by Dr. Tin nicer, whilst the pulpit stood 
over ni'i'ainet it. at f he opposiu^ end of the mom 
After ft calm, careful, and iniprrjudice<l review 
of the whole system, 1 have coim; to the conelti- 
sion that. So far from m iking ^ood Protestants, 
it is mei'i'ly calculated to produce habits of idle- 
nosp, dfpemlence, and hypocrisy —to generate in- 
fidehiy, ant| cause its dupes to rej;ard rtdigion as 
a ihintr of necessity. 

Ill mv next cnmmiinipatioK, I will begin with 
lh» district <»f Oughteraid, which is the key t^o 
<h»iineioaiM and tlic first stionglmld of Jitinpe^ 
rism. 1 will give some details of the working 
of the system, and adduce facts wdiich will en- 
able the public to fc»rni a just f*stimate of it.s pro- 
grt'ss .'iiid character Picfore 1 bring the account 
of my lour to an end, I am satisfied that the tlis. 
closures which 1 am enabled to make, and the 
ageneirs h td recourse to, for iho perversion of 
(he sijvrving pe;vs!*nti\y of (hmneia.ir.i, which I 
»hall be in a position to unmask, will create siieh 
feelings in the inimN of the public at large, and 
luak*^ even the lioglish contributors to the pro- 
selytising fuoils sill ink from future contact with 
a thing, wnn h is associated with such an amount 
of misery and desolation.

DEATH OF THE UKV. DR. COOPER. 

VVitii deep sorrow we have to rominunioate 
to our readers ihe de.itli of ihis most .'irniahlo, 
h-vjiriicd, and holy Ecclesiastic. The 
Pe’or Cooper, D.D., Prebendary of the Me- 
tropoliiaii Chiireh of Dublin, and ouk of the 
Secretaries of che Catholic University, expi- 
red this morning at twenty minutes past four. 
For many days if. had heon known tt>at the 
excellent and won by Priest was in danger. 
It IS now about iliree weeks since «hat afier 
ailing for some time, his illness began to mag^ 
iiifcst the aympioins of malignant fever. His 
slighi, attenuated frame alfotdod but faint 
prospect ho Would be '..ble to resist such an 
atiack ; still he held on from day lo day, and 
the Faithful who continually prayed for him 
began to hoye Almighiy God might he pleaded 
to spare him yet. liowever, ftuir or^vedays 
ago, lie seemed to be getting worse, and his 
Grace the Archbishop thought it proper lie 
should b« warned of Ids sta»o, and appointed 
the Rev. Father Pope to^acquaiut him of his 
danger. Dr. Cooper Iieard it with the utmost 
k*esignati<iti and tninquilltty, and in receiving 
cho Last Sactameiits, which u ere admiutstmd 


to him by Father Pope, he made an act of 
Faith in tlis own words The scene was very 
touching; his e.\pi*es**ion wa'4 (referring to the 
doctrine of 'rraosubs’aatia^iou)— “ Q my God, 

I ftever doubted,*' We have nut heard other 
particuliirs, except that. lie was as genfle as 
a lamb.’* During the l.ist few days he was a 
good deal delifiou.s. Ye>terdfty (Fiid.iv) they 
thought he was rather better, and op to ono 
o'clock this luoruing i^iat be was iMilicr gain- 
ing ihiin losing sirengtb fJovi ever, at that 
hour a change came on ; he grew gradually 
weaker and vveak^r, thougli sensinlc tdl nearly 
the last moment. Shortly^before he expir»^d, 
the Rev. Father Pope gave him die la-^t 
absolution. The dying man show'ed consci- 
ousness by Attempting to make the sign of the 
cross, as 4loly Church, of mIioiii lie hsid been 
so faithful a child, thus .sweetly gave him her 
♦benediction in the last, struggle. After this 
he became insensible, and about twenty mi- 
nutes after four o’(?lock ^n this morning (Sa- 
turday. Dec. I8ih), this good Priest departed, 
(juiio gently, lo receive the reward of his 
labours. 

At this moment we are not able to give 
our readers any very detailed sketch of his 
life. He was a native of Dublin, and had 
b**eu about tliirty years on the mission, at 8t. 
Audeon's for a short time, and afier wards at 
tin* Metropolitan Church. He was an inde- 
I fciiigsiblo Parish Priest, charitable in tlie most 
« unoslentalious, but the most generous way, 

I coniinually, quietly ami silently, to tho 

i poor of Christ. He has left no money be- 
hind him, notljng but the books on which tiio 
; little surplus he Uad via.s expended, and 
I which were the materials from which ht drew 
the learning uliicii euabied him, as a cuntro- 
. versialist, won Inly to dcfeiid il»o Catholic 
: Church, arnl lo reflect, honour upon his comi- 
i trv. H is learning uus varied, his mind active 
j a'Rd inquisitive, and these qualities were 
; adorned by great hiimiliiy, and great readi- 
( ness to Communicate to other.s the siores of 
; which he WHS possessed. With (he affairs of 
' the Catholic Chuich few men were better ac- 
quainted. and we may mention as an insrance 
«»f his character, that we believe he learned 
German, not as others would do, for any mere 
literary purpose, but that, he might be the 
better acquainted with the' interests of the 
Church, with the iriuivphs or the sufferings 
through which she is passing in the present 
momentous crUis of European history. 

His charily, his zeal, and dns faith, gave 
t le direction to all his studies. He wrote 
one or two works which showed his groat con* 
tfoversial learning, and both the strength and 
the acuteness of his mind. One of these, an 
article in the Dublin fteview on Galileo, and 
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the other a treatise entitled, ** The Anglican 
Cluire.h the Creature and Slave of the State," 
created {;reat senaation at the tune they 
peared, and will ulV/aya bo of much value on 
the sul'j'-cfs of which they treat. We have 
understood they met with gr«at approbation 
at Rome. In inaiiiiers Dr. Cooper tsliowed 
singular urV)anity and gentleness, nlid in ap- 
pe trance, his digniHed, courteons, nnd Eccle* 
stastical bearing gave one ilie impression of 
oid times. We seemea to beiioM in that fine 
face and iiohle forehead features of the class 
one associ ites vii!li the Fenelons and Rossucts. 
Altogether the CimrcJi of Ireland might well 
be pr ltd of him, and it will be a lung 
time before the place of Dr. Cooper cun bo 
supplied. 

We need scarcely add that it«%vas not 
merely as a faithful and laborious l^nest on 
the mission, nor again merely as a sch d tr, 
that Dr. Cooper’s loss will be gready telt. 
As a high otticial ui the Ciinrch, and very 
much in the confidence and coiuisels of most 
illustrious members of the Episcopal e, his 
services wore most important. The Holy 
See itself recognised the value of them whem 
it oonferr<-d ujtoii him the degree of Doctor 
of Divinity in token of the high e.srimattoii 
in winch it held his services as one of the 
Secretaries of the Synod of Thurlos, with 
which great and national event, full of con* 
seqiiericesS to tiie Church of Ireland and to 
Catholicity in general, Doctor Coopers name 
will be handed down in (he EecleHias'icai his-* 
tury of his country. AvS Secretary to the 
CatnoJic University of Ireland Ins prudence 
and learning made him eoualiy valuable. The 
loss to* that iiiRtitiition will indeed be heavy. 
The time ooiripels us to close sibruptly these 
remarks, which we do by inviting our readers 
to pray, as we are sure they ail will, for the 
repose of tho soul of Dr. Cooper, one of the 
worthiest Priests over whose grave Ireland 
has had to shed a tear for these many years. 
Mny he rest in peace! Amen. — Tablet. 
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THE TllIALS OF THE PIUBST- 
HOOD. 


How refreshing it is to pass from 
scenes of douic.stic strife, where every 
hlow that is struck is self-dcstroyingi, 
and every opprobrimn that is cast is self 
debasing, to the pure and hallowing at- 
mosphere of the Church’s glory as exem- 
plified in the heroic struggles and spiri- 
tual conquests of many of her devoted 
children. It is as if a traveller were 
journeying for many tedious weeks among 
dreary barreu plains, now scorched by* 
the fierce rays of noon-tide, now chilled 
by the cold dews of evening ; sometimes 
apprehensive of ornef indignities from 
pitiless robbers; at other' times fore* 
boding the more terrific horrors of the 
gathering simoom — when lo ! the Oasis is 
before him to cheer his aching sight and 
gladden his desponding heart. In a nlo- 
ment he forgetS' the perilous past, hast- 
ens to slake his thirst at the sparkling 
fountain, and prepares to repose his ex*! 
hausted limbs on the green swftrd. Ilis 


voice is uplifted in thanksgiving to that 
watchful Providence which has thus far 
conducted him in safety, and he feels his 
strength renovated for the coming jour- 
ney. 

The last number of the Dublin Re- 
view is replete with interesting Catholic 
matter. Among other articles, all of 
considerable merit, there is an able no- 
tice of Hive’s Travels in 2'arlary, Tibet, 
and China. The Reviewer tells us that 
“the occasion of -this journey m^ be 
briefly explained to have been the for- 
mation of the* new vicariate apostolic of 
Mongolia. The journey occupied nearly a 
year and a half, part of which time, how- 
ever, was spent in one of the Lamaseries, 
or Tartar mouasterics, which form so 
curious a fcaturenn the religious system 
of this strange people.” The following 
is a vivid picture of the perils and hurd- 
ships of this long journey, which, says 
the Reviewer " remind us although upon 
a limited scale, of the most fearful scenes 
in Xenophon’s Rcti’eat of the Ten Thou- 
sand, or the still more tei'rible retreat of 
the 7|rcnch from the disastrous Russian 

Campdgn.” 

' * 

•* We were iinpercepttbly attaining the high- 
est point of Upper Asia, when a terrible north 
wind, which lasted fifteen days, cuuibined with 
the fearful severity of the temperature, fiseoaced 
us with destruction. , The weather waa still clear 
but th^ cold was ao intense, that ^ven at mid* 
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^ay we scarcf-ly Mt the itifliionce of the son’s 
rays, and then we had the utmost difiiculty in 
8t^^^-din^: the wind. During the rest 

of the day, and more e.«pectally during tlie 
night, we were nnde|» cOTisiant apprehension of 
dying with cold. Everybody's face and hands 
were regularly piougl|«d up. To give some- 
tiling like an idea of this cold, the reality of 1 
which, however, can never he appreciated, j 
except by those who have felt it, it may suf. 
fice to lueiuioii a circumstance which seemed j 
to us rather striking. * 45 very morning, before | 
j>roceeding on our journey, we ale a meal and i 
then we did not eat again until everting, after I 
we had encamped. As tsainba is not a very 
toothsome affair, uie could not get down, at a 
time, as much as was required for our nourish- 
ment during the day ; so we used to tnake three 
or four balls of it, with our tea, and keep these 
in reserve, to be eaten, from time to time, on 
our road, 'Ihe hot paste was wrapped in a 
piece of hot linen, and then depodted in our 
breast. Over it were all our clothes; to wit 
a thick robe of sheep-skiii, then a laiuh-skifi 
jticket, then a short fo\-skin cloak, and then 
a great wool over ail ; now upon every one of 
the fifteen days in question, our tsainha cakes 
weie always frozen. When we took them 
out, they vvere merely so many balls of ice, 
wh ch, notwilhstaiuling, we were fain to devour, 
lit the risk of breaking our teeth, in order to 
avoid the greater risk of starvation. 

- « The animals overcome with fatigue and, 
privation, had infinite difficulty in at all resisting 
the intensity of the cold. The mules and horses 
being less vigorous than the camels and long 
aired oxen, required especial attention. We were 
obliged to pack them in great pieces of carpet 
carefully fastened round the body, the bend be- 
ing enveloped in rolls of caiiiars* hair. Under 
any other circumstances this singular costume 
would have excited our hilarity, but just then, 
we w^re in no laughing imiod. ’De.spite all these 
precautions, the animals of the caravan #ero 
decimated hy death. e 

“ The numerons river.s that we had to pass 
upv)ii the ice were another source of inoonceiva* 
ble misery and fatigue. Camels are .so awkward 
and their walk is su uncouth and heavy, that in 
Older to facilitate their passage, we W'ero com- 
pelled to make a path fnr th^m acrosss each river, 
cither l»y strewing sand and dusf, or by breaking 
the first coat of ice with our hatchets. After 
this, we had to take the brut«*fl, one by one, and i 
guide them carefully over the path thus traced 
out; if they had the ill-luck to aimnble or slip, ! 
It was all over with them ; down they threw { 
-themselves on the ice, and it was only with the * 
utmost Idbour tjiey could be got up again. We > 
bad first to take off their baggage, then to drag 
them with ropes to tWe hank, and then to stretch i 
a carpet on which they might he induced to 
ri<ie ; sometimes all this laboui; was lost : you 
might beat (be Obstinate* animals, pull them, kick ! 
them ; -not an effort would they make to get on ^ 
their legs; in such <»ases, the only course was to I 
- ieav© th^ where they lay, for it was clearly irn- 
{^ssihit^l&wait, in those hideous localities, until 
CIm brute xrhose to rise. 

these combined miseries ended in ca$t- 

/ 


ing the poor travellers into a depression border- 
ing on despair. To the mortality of the aiti^ 
nialH was now adderl that of the men, who hope- 
leshly seized upon by the cold, were ahundoiuMl, 
yet living, on* the road. One «lay, when th« 
exhaii.stioii of our animals had compelled uh m 
relax oiir march, so that we were somewlrit 
behind the main boily, we perceived a travel- 
ler sitting on a great stone, his head bent for- 
ward on his chest, kis arms pr»'sstd against his 
sides, and hi.s whole frame motionless as a sta- 
tus, We called to him .several time.s, hut he 
made no reply, and did not even indicate, hy 
I the slightest movement that he heard u.s. ' IJow 

I absurd,* said we to each other, “ for a man to 
I loiter in this way in such dreadful weather. 
The wretched fellow will assuredly die of 
cold.* We called to him once more, but ho 
I remained silent and motionless xis hefiire. We 
I dismounted, went up to him, and reeogni'sed 
in him a young Rlongol Lama who had paid 
a visit in our tent. His facR was exactly 
like wax, and his eyes, half opened, hail a glassy 
appearance ; icicles Imiig from his lontrils and 
from the corners of his mouth. We spoke to 
him, but obtained no answer; and from a mo- 
ment we thought him «le;ul. Presently, how- 
ever. he opened his eyes, and fixLMi tlunn upon 
us with a horrihlo expros'^ion of stnpef.u'tion . 
the poor creature was frozen and vve compn*- 
hended at once that he had been jibandoncd 
' hy his companions. It .seemed to us so fright- 
ful to leave a man to die, without making an 
effort to save him, that, we did not hesitate to 
lake him with us. We look him from tho 
stone on which he had been placeil. envidoped 
him In a wr.apper, seated him upon S midad- 
chietnba’s little mule, and thus hrouglit him 
to the encampment. When we had h'n up 
I our tent, we went the cuinpanioiH of 

this j»oor \oting man. Upon onr informing 
them what we had done, tliey pro«ttrati*d thcmi- 
. selves in token of thanks, and .said that we were 
I people of excellent he.'irts, but that we had given 
' ourselve.s much labour in v.'iin, for that the 
case was beyond cure. • He is frozen/ said 
they, ‘and nothing can prevent tho cold from 
gotting to his heart.* Wo ourselve.s did not 
participate in this despairing view of the case, 
and wo returned to our tent, accompanied by 
one of the patient’s cotnpanionsi to see what 
further could bo done. When wo reached our 
temponiry homo the young Lnma was dead. 

0, “ More than forty men of the caravan were 
abandoned, still living, in the desert, without 
tho slightest pnssthility of our aiding them. 
They were carried on horseback and on camel . 
back so long as any hope remained, hut when 
they could no longer ear, or speak, or hold 
themselves up, they were left on the way -side. 
The general body of the caravjui could not 
stay to nurse them, in a barren desert, where 
hourly danger of wild beasts, of robbers, and, 
wofse than all, a deficiency of food. Yet, it 
was a fearful spectacle to see these dying men 
abandoned on the ^ oad ! As a last token of 
sympathy, we placed beside each a wooden cup 
and a BiD'all bag of barley- meal, and then tb6 
caravan mournfully proceeded on its way. ’A^s 
soon as the last straggler had passed oD| the

crnwft and vulfurfs that inc<»«san!ly liovcred 
nhv)ve the curavnit, would pounce upon 

the unhappy creatures who retained just enough 
of life to feel themselves ^torn and mangled 
by these birds of prey.” — Vol. ii pp. 122—124. 

Haviug providentially escaped wfth 
llicir lives, the dauntless Fathers arrive 
at the wished for haven — the capital of 
Tibet. Hero they prepare for a long 
abode and expect to jiass several months 
of peaceful missionary existence. But 
the hope alas ! was fallacious, for scarcely 
had they been placed by the kindness of 
the Regent in a position of comfort and 
respi'ctability, when the prcliriiinaries 
for llicir expulsion were being prepared 
by the (Miinese ambassador. The impe- 
rial liat was at length pronounced, and 
J^^ithers Hue and Gabct, after having 
lieroieally accomplished a perilous and 
tedious journey, and in the very inomcut*| 
of assured success to their missionary I 
enterprise, found theinsclvcs coin])clled 
by an arbitrary mandate, to make a 
}>n*clpitatc retreat from the city of the 
great Lama. 

How varied and uncortain are the lives 
of Catholic fiiis.sionaries who in accord- 
ance with their holy calling, never hesi- 
tate to encounter danger or even death. 
AVc shudder at the bare recital of their 
hair breadth c.scapcs and the intensity 
of their mllerings and privations. TJicse 
sufltu’iug.s come before us in solid reality 
— too solid to be shut out from our view. 
There is the pret'ipitous rock, the sweep- 
ing hnrricuue, the devastating flood 5 the 
lovturing rack, the gloomy <lungcon, atid 
the ponderous chain ; there are they all 
prominently before us. Wo see the thou- 
sand matural perils of that mountancous 
region ; we know the flery spirit of the 
savage hordes who people it. Nature 
and human i tv seem alike opposed to the 
safety of the poor missionary, and wc 
shudder instinctively at the fate that 
awaits him. 

But there are cither and perhaps 
severer trials by which the zeal of the 
Priesthood is fiercely tested — ^trials not 
of snow-storms on the mountain tops, 
or scorching blasts on the sandy ^plains ; 
not of insults heaped by the uiireasoiiiug 
ignorance of unlettered tribes, or of 
physical tortures inflicted by the head- j 
long fury of idolatrous pagans. No, 
they arc trials conucqtcd more with the 


spirit than the flesh, more with tlic body 
than the mind ; they come not from , 
afar, hut are engendered among the 
household of the Faith, 

When a young, ^udy, high-minded 
Priest, anxious to exercise the newly 
developed faculties of his ardent mind, 
heroically exiles himself from the laud 
of his birth and the home of his fathers, 
to sojourn among strangers to whom he 
fervently hopes tff impart the truths of 
religion and in the midst of whom he 
has come prepared to live and die — his 
enthusiasm jit first ^cilds everything 
around him ; the innate parity of his 
heart alid the guileless simplicity of his 
character sustain him for awhile ; he 
labors with a blessed singleness of pur- 
pose and ill his happy unworldliricss 
deems* tlic regeneration of his fellow 
creatures an olijcct of easy aceomplish- 
ineiit. But tlio day of his trials is at 
hand. The subtle invisible spirit of mis- 
chief is lot loose ; folly and mnllee are 
secretly weaving ilicir web of detraction ; 
mysterious whispers are abroad ; and the 
dark work of ciiliimriy is already begun. 
Lutliiuking oinciousncss has made the 
poor missionary aware his perilous 
position. For the first time he learns 
that neither solitude nor companionship, 
neither reserve nor frcc-heavtcduess, nei- 
ther boldncs.s nor timidity, neither stern- 
ness nor indulgence can save him from 
obloquy. To his dismay he finds him- 
self the target .for every envenomed 
shaft. * 

The generality of men reivd with 
avidity, iiud praise with enthusiasm, the 
lives and deeds of zealous men abroad 
\!|ho resolutely encounter dangers and 
hardships among tribes of lawless sava- 
ges. But they* do not see and cannot 
feel for the harrowing effects of the 
spiritual martyrdom daily and hourly 
suflerod by the missionaries at home in 
the very midst of civilized congregations. 
They know not how the loftiest aspira- 
tions of au apostolic heart are crushed, 
and its holiest efforts neutralised, by the 
pride the malice or the apathy of a stub- 
born generation. In the most caUirai- 
tous moment of his painful and dreary 
journey from Tartary to 'Hbct, Father 
Hue could not have experienoed a pang 
which in intensity of sulfering is com- 
parable to the »mcatiil auguish so fre- 
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quently cudturcd by the Tnissitmaries in 
civilized life who, at every turn, have to 
encounter a formidable pluilanx. — igno- 
rance inflated by pride, depravity hardened 
by callousness, slKnder emboldened by 
secresy, and criticism prompted by ma- 
lice. The priestly office itself is no pro- 
tection ; on the contrary every sacerdotal 
act is the favourite subject of discussiou, 
whether it be connected with the labors 
of the school room, M:he ceremonies at 
the altar, the cllbils from the pulpit or 
the vigils by the death-bed. Ood help 
the poor laborers of HisMneyard, who 
have to drink ot this bitter cup !

THE DUM-DUM CATHOLIC CIIA- 
PEL/ 


To the Editor of the JB. C, Herald. 

Dear Sir,*— I am sure that you, and 
many of your readers, will feci a pleasure, 
in learning that the Boman Catholic 
Chapel at Dnm-Dum, has once more 
been put into thorough repair, by the 
Government, which repairs, on some ac- 
count or another, have been slowly drag- 
ging along for some time; and I am 
also sure that it will be a source of plea- 
sure to our zealous and worthy Chap- 
lain the Kevereud Father Preudergast, 
as it^must have cost him many an anxi- 
ous hour, for some years buck, although 
he must now, as his congregation does, 
rejoice in contemplating that he has 
faithfully done his duty, and that all l^s 
cares are nearly over regarding it. Per- 
sons resident in and acquainted with this 
station, know well how indefatigable were 
his exertions for some years past, in en- 
deavoring to bring this Chapel, to its 
original position and condition. 

The Chapel was in a Ward of the Sol- 
diers^ Barracks, when Father Preudergast 
wasa^intedto officiate as Chaplain at 
Dum-Diun he made . several appeals 
to through the Military 

Chapel repaired; 
not attended to, the 
GolliiJ^eht conceiving it unnecessary 
to repair the Chapei, whilst they had 
plenty Barrack-room, tp spare at the 


time. The arrival of H. M. 70th Re- 
giment, however caused the Barrack 
to be cleared out for them, when the 
Rev. Mr. PrendSrgast nothing daunted 
at former refusals made another demand 
for the repairs of the old Chapel, assisted 
by the Colonel of the 70th, with whom 
he communicated, and who willingly re- 
presented the majbter in behalf of his 
Regiment, at the chaplain’s suggestion, 
when it was agreed to repair the Chapel 
after two years cavilling with the Mili- 
tary Board and their Subordinates. 

There was then the furnishing of the 
Chapel, for the shifting from Barrack to 
Barrack, no less than tliree times, com- 
pletely destroyed all that was not stolen 
of what belonged to this Chapel, which 
ate one time was well furnished with all 
things necessary for a place of worship, 
this with a portion of the Chapel already 
repaired having failed, and the rory being 
in a leaky condition for two heavy wet 
seasons, and off altogether a part of 
that time, destroyed the floor ; in fact, 
the whole interior of the Chapel, incliul- 
iug the Sanctuary, Altar, and stairs lead- 
ing to the Organ Gallery, required re- 
newing on this account, and to this he 
also directed his heart and hand and 
succeeded, although he has not a Regi- 
ment at Dum-Dum now as iii the case of^ 
the 70th to influence the Government 
to put all these things into repair, but 
his representations must be strongly urg- 
ed, indeed, when he induced the autho- 
rities to favor and forward his view's, 
b^f which means he now has got the dila- 
pidated Chapel into a condition that 
does him much credit, and for which not 
us, but those that will folio y when, we, 
and he, are no more, will have cause to 
bless him, for were it not for his stead- 
fast endeavors. Government would ne- 
ver consent to repair the old Chapel, al- 
tliough they will be gamers by the out- 
lay in the long run. 

Previously to the second repairs of 
this Chapel he (Father Preudergast) 
supplied it ^ with four Chandeliers, and 
subsequently with an addition^ one, and 
with the stations of the Cross, by sub- 
scription, towards which he liberally and 
largely contributed himself considering 
his small means. ^ 

The Iron railing now enclosing the 
sauctaary, as well as that leading to the / 
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Pulpit, and its decotations, were recently 
purchased at his own expense, to replace 
the old wooden ones, and arc so arranged 
with regard to their colistruction and 
connection with the pulpit * as to reflect? 
infinite credit on his taste. In short, 
not only in this tedious busiiie^ but in 
all his other charitable works and in his 
strict attention to the^ performance of 
liis numerous duticis as Chaplain, the 
ileverend Father’s conduct has been very 
exemplary. 

The eveiiiug service was necessarily 
discontinued for a long time, in conse- 
quence of the repairs, but last night 
(Sunday) the Chapel was splendidly 
lighted up with five Chandeliers, and wc 
were again blessed with its renewal, 
when the Organ,- at which Sergt. G. I). 
King presided gave forth its notes, and 
the Vespers Sung by Corporals Stephens 
and Keys, assisted by sonic of the la- 
dies, in praise of Him who rules us all. 
After which wc had an instructive Ser- 
mon from our worthy pastor, which was 
well calculated to impress obedience on 
his large congregation, Avho are princi- 
pally Soldiers, and which, if adhered to, 
will be beneficial to them and their 
siq)eriors.

Diocksan BiSiior op Macao. 

(From (he Bombay Catholic Examiner^) 

Id our columns will be found a letrer of the 
Rt|ht Reverend Dr. A. Hartmann to the Dio- 
cesan Bishop of di^acio, who on his way to 
Goa landed at Bombay on the first instant 
and literally reacted what the late Archbi- 
shop of Goa did in 1844, administering the 
sacraments of confirmation, holy orders etc., 
although the spiritual jurisdiction over the 
Roman Catholics of Bombay and their cburcli- 
e** is exclusively coairoitted I;>y the orders of 
the Holy See to the Bishop Vicar Apostolic. 

The Indo- Portuguese iliahops and clergy 
have now for upwards of two centuries been 
constantly throw ing tnatenal obstacles in the 
way, to impede the propagation of die faith 
m India and China. Proofs of this copied 
from otficiHl documents, will be found in^be 
Exuihintr of 185{l, Jroui October to Decern* 
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ber. The or<Iorg of tbo Holy See, bov^ao- 
* ever jaat oeeesaary, have never been 

obeyed. Go;i and its MetropoliiHU appear to 
have considered tbemselvca to be Bome and 
the Pope in the Easf, ov^r whom the [lo)y See 
bad no control, nor any coniiosioli, except 
that of jiaticriontng their Hotfl« and granting 
th€Mii privileges. Tlnnigli they could or 
would not send a sufficient number of qtnli- 
fi^d laborers for the* great harvest in India 
and China, they were% unwilling, that any 
body else, not excepting the Vicars of the 
Pope should enter the Missionary field. Every 
where they opposed and nniv>yed the Aposto* 
lie Missionaries, to the great scandal of the 
world and disadvantage of religio^i. They 
neglected their own flock, most shuinefuliy 
and preferred to see them perish wiihour a 
pastor ratiter than that any Missionary or Vi> 
car Apostolic by the authority -of the Pope — 
should take care of them. To give an msrance,^ 
some 60 years ago. when^ the Archbishop of 
Goa was ejected by an order of the Court of 
Directors (tliough he had hut two years before 
through ifiirigues obtained from the same Court 
the ejection of the Vicar Apostolic of Bom- 
bay), he wrote ati nngry letter to Pope Pius 
VI, with tnvoctives against, the Hriti'li, and 
insisted strongly that. Iiis Holiness should eject 
ttUo the Vicar Apostolic, who in those times 
exercised jurisdiotion in the name of the Pope, 
only when and whore the Anhbidiop himself 
could not exorcise it. Pius VI rehuk^'d the 
Archbishop severely for such an impious re- 
quest saying: Your pdition that svu:e yov.

pears to us quite inconsistent with Christiau 
Charity and justice, For in that case the 
Catholics of Bombay woulds* again re* 
ntaih like shrcp vaisenihly erring, without a 
Pastor and guide. But if you cannot be 
yourself the Pastor, why do you desire, 
that in the Island of Bombay there should 
ther be no Catholic Pastor at all 9 Js per- 
chance through you Chid, divided or had 
any Archbisfiop of Goa been crucified for 
those at Bombay, or were they baptised in his

The deplorably wretched state into which 
the Catholic religion, under the Indo-Porm- 
gueso admiiiistViiMori in tHe.<e regions hud f.d- 
leii, has no parallff'l iu Church history ; it he* 
emne therefore tlio imperative duty of iho 
1 Holy Seo, to provide for its better a(lrnini<tra» 
j tion ; this Gregory XVI. effected by erecting 
; Apostolic Vicariates in places wliicli were in- 
j dependent of the Crown of I’ortiigaJ, and 
[ where the right of patronage had hecenne 
downriglit nonsense. For how could Queen 
Mauia db Glokia afford that powerful pro- 
tection to the Critiiuiic riiigion in British 
India ? had nor the Archbishop of Goa been 
twice ejected from Bombay, togelher with 
his clergy ? the Crown of Portugal remained 
ill both cases passive, and wdiyiiig we a^k ? 

No sooner were the Apostolic Vic iriaies 
erected, than the* Catholic religion began lo 
tlluirish again despite the scliisnuilicMl reac- 
tion of Goa. Is it not surprising to see how 
. much has been effected by the unwearied 
1 of the Vicars Apostolic during the last. 15 
I years? The Holy See having then so far 
I provided for the good of religion in British 
I linlia, began to direct its Apostolic solicirude 
towards Go.a. Capaceini the Nuntio Apo'^to- 
lie at the Court of Portugal, who bore in tlio 
iniportanr iriafter a principal parr, heliovmi he 
had found in .Joseph Torres de Sylv.i .i man, 
who would ill due obedience to tiie Holy See 
respect the Apostolic desires relaiiug to the 
Apostolic vicariates, and zealously promote 
religion within the poliiical limits of Portu- 
guese India; and above all crush the schism 
of the Goa clergy iu British dominioiH. The 
Cardinals having adhered to tlie nominal ion 
of the said Joseph Torres d« Sylva, wore very 
much divided as to the wording of the Bull 
of his elect ion. Several insisted that expres.s 
inorition should he made of the limits of the 
jurisdiciiou of the new Archbishop ; othors on 
the contrary were of opinion, that in iho Bull 
Itself no alieration should be made in order 
not to offend the National pride of the Por- 
tuguese, which it was to be feared, might 
throw new obstacles in the way, Gregory 
^XVL adopted the latter opinion, more espe- 
cially on account, of the flatieniig news, ho 
had received regarding the readiness of Joseph 
Torres d« Sylva, to comply with the orders 
and arrangements of the Holy See. Our 
readers will hoar in mind, tliat in ti<o Catholic 
Church there, is a Primate of honor, and a 
PnmatH *of jurisdiciion, for instance the 
Patriarchs of Alexandria. Aniioch, and ,leru- 
aalem have their Bulls drawn up in the tui.- 
cieiit style, though now without jurisdiction, 
in consequence however of their Bulls they * 
enj«»y. in the eccledrisiical Hierarchy the Ho*, 
nor and XlAiik of Pairiurchs, Tho samu may 
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bo said titular Arciibi'^hops and even Car- 
dioals ecL In the chanoery, of the Holy See, 
it is cusiorciary to give BulU vviHiout ultera- 
tiori even though riie jurisdiofi'yi maylinvej 
been limited ; unless when it la likeiy that 
their tiKjnnng will be wisconsJnieil. Gregory 
XVi. did not iruagiiio that Joseph Torres 
de Sylva would ever furii the Bull of hiaelee- 
tioii against the Holy See» considering tho 
solemn oath he took at. his consecration to 
rmsiRVK WITH all his might th^k apos* 
ToMc manuatks, which mandates, viz. the 
Bull, Malta prmclare, and other particulars 
regMi'ding fccle-aiastical arrangetoents in the 
East had been ollicially communicated to him. 
(d.) But 111 ) sooner liad ho put his foot on the 
Island of Bombay in 1844, than he raised the 
standard of tschisin ; interfered with the juris- 
di< tion of the V^icar Apostolic of Bombay, ad- 
ministered ihe saciamenia of confirmation aiiif 
Holy orders, raado a visitation ike. and even 
|jetitioned Government to be put into posses- 
sion of all the churches of Bombay. Govern- 
ment however rc[ilied, that it woiild not in- 
terfere, but that he might apply to the Poi>8 
liis superior at lloaie. Ilis five years stay in 
India liUed all the churches vvirti scandals and 
di'jUirbaiices. ICe rernairt'ul de.if to the re- 
monstrances of the Holy See. Th^Nunfio 
Apostolic of Portugal on ho*riiig the news of 
all this,. was so alUio ed, that his ))reiiMture 
do nil w’as the cotiserjuence. The Archbishop 
\v IS fill illy recalled, in punishment of his 
(iiiobedii nee. 

During all this time the Bishop of Macao, 
suflVag ni of the Archbishop if G >a bonaved 
him'^elf to the greai siiisfac‘iou of the V*^icars 
Apostolic and the Holy Bee. When ihero- 
Ibre it was reported that tlie Bishop of Macao 
was to come to Bombiy, it could not reasona- 
bly be behoved. However ho iias come, but 
not HI tlie spirit of the Bishop of Macao, but 
in that of the laro Archbishop of Goa. Is 
he perchance in hopes of being appointed 
Archbishop of Goa? If he be, will he, «ro 
he sets out on his route for Europe give a 
proof to the Goa Clergy as well as to the 
Court of Portugal, that in spile of the solenii»% 
oath he took at his consecration, and iu defi- 
ance of Ihe order of the Holy See he isjie- 
tennined to plcaso them.' 

However things may bo, Mtp ask, every one, 
convorsant with Catholic principl(;s and church 
discipline, does not the conduct of ihe Bi- 
shop of Mricao at Colombo aud Bombay imply 
a sacrilegious violation of his oath ? A heiyous 
contempt of the orders of the Holy Seo, and 
the evident crime of schism? Is not the

scandal, h© gives, far greater than thur given 
by the late Archbishop? For tho repo.it ed 
remonstrances of the Holy See to the Arch- 
bishop, his humiliating rep-iil, tho allocution 
of 1851, were or ought to bf* to ilie Bishop 
of Macao so many additional arguments for 
the positive and strict nature of tlie orders, 
that tho jurisdiction of tho Vicars Apostolic 
should uot be encroached upon umUir any 
pretext. What the Court of Poriugal or the 
ViCiir capitular of Gol had ordered that tlio 
Bishop of Macao should do here and iii 
Ceylon, we do not know, but this w© know, 
and so does ever^ C.'itholic. that neither tho 
Court of Portugal, nor the Vicar capitular of 
Goa have jjny right to is.sue orders in 11 igrant 
violation of the arfangemen’s of ii»e Holy 
See, made for the Homan Cithol cs in British 
India; and that the Bishop of Maoio as a 
Catholic » Bishop could never comply with 
*uch orders, fie, and the Court of Portugal 
believe, that tlie IJopo has received from 
Christ in tho p'*rson of Peter charge of tue 
whole Chupc.h, that consequently he iiui’sfc 
have the supreme power tor making. (Voni 
time to time such arratigemenfs, as the good 
of religion may render necessary. Xo Ca- 
tholic Bishop therefore ever he'»iti?oJ taking 
at his consecration the solemn oath of obey- 
ing the Holy See and of observing tt»e aims- 
olic mandates. Is it not, a coutradicuon* 
lay a ridiculous inconsistency to believe the 
Pope to be by divine right tue supreme head 
and nntliority in the church, and stili to re- 
fuse him oix'dience? Let tuem dedare ur. 
once that (ineeii M viua is t'lO Mifirenie head 
111 millers spiritual, and That in case of col- 
livsion with tlie Pope it is not he, but. she. 
That is to be lisiened to. and ihis not flierely 
ill her temportl dominion.s. bur even beyond 
them. For this is the principle upon which 
the act. and wliy should they be ashamed to 
profess it openly ? and then all disputes will 
bl at an end, because it wouM be a clear de- 
claration, til It ih«y are not Homan Catholics 
at all. Queen Victoria never dreamed to 
claim any spiritual powM’ over subjects of 
anodior nation, even over the established 
churches of America, though they were fi>r- 
merly .subject to ihe British Crown, jn which 
the fulness of temporal and spiritual power 
are united. 

The Episcopal acts pprfbrmed by the Bi- 
shop of Macao here at> Bombay, can only be 
justified on producing an apo^tdia mttnda* 
turn. This viandatwn, if be had ‘•nob an one, 
he was in duty bound to siiow 4t> Dr. A. H.»rt- 
mann as a reply to Dr. A. Ilai' niton's letter 
and the accompanying docnments A, .B, C. 
By his omitting to do so. Dr. A. Uartruannis 
uot ouly bound to protest as the ilepre'scnta*

CATHOLIC SOLDIERS. 

We think there are few who will deny that 
the Irish Catholic eoldiers have ever borne a 
high cliaracier for br.avery and discipline in , 
the British army. Many a silly imputation, 
has no doubt been cast on th^j utdoleuoe and 
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ijjnorance of the lower orders of the Irish 
|»0(»[>le hy tho^e who liuve hud no opportuni- 
ties of knowing them, and wlio:^u judgmotit 
was foiiinled on the false Veports of those 
whose interest it was to ealuinuiatG therr^; 
but we are not uvvare tliat any one. even 
ainori" the greatest enemies of Ireland* has 
ever questioned the excellent qualities of her 
sohiitTs. Tlie hi;zh encoiniums invariably 
})L*stoWf*d on tlie Irish 'Ve;»!«nHnTs by their 
ooaiinanders, in every engHireineiit in which 
llioy have hhared, would be quite sufficient? to 
check the voice of slander were it raised 
against them. Who can read the history of 
the hundred fights of the great, hero, who is 
now no more and not feel his bosom thrill 
with admiration as his eye meets with some 
vivid description of an Irish charge— the 
deafening elieer, the wid hurrah — the irre- 
sisiibie irnpertnosity with whicli they d^sh 
upon the ho!>tilrt hue. — Jo they not tell of 
lion Iv'rirts, re-^olved to conquer— .delermined' 
on victory ? And in times of peace have 
tiu’.y ever lieen reroarkuble for ex<*.e«3 or vio- 
lence ? We know not ot any town in which 
they have been quartered, whose inhabitants 
have expressed their disapprobation of their 
c'niduct, and preferred to have amongst them 
English or Scotch regiments. Ou the con- 
trary. thnir strict, discipline, and quite orderly 
lubits have, in more cases than uuo. obCHined 
for thorn a distiiigulshetl mark of piihhc appro- 
val. Witness, for instance, the testimony 
jately horiie by the inhabitants of Ballast, to 
the gallant 27th. 

We have been led to these remarkn by 
the unjust and mean-spirited treatment of 
the soldiers by the Government. Surely it 
would not be too much to expect tliat men 
who bear so high a character in the ar^ny, 
and who are at least, as evei'y one must ad- 
mit, quite equal to their Engli^sh or Scotch 
comrades, — should be allowed to enjoy the 
same rights and privileges. Yet such, wc 
affirm, is very far from being the case -the 
religious wants of the latter are amply pro- 
vided for while the religion of the poor 
Irish soldiers is siiamefully neglected, — nay, 
we will add, completely overlooked by fhe 
English Goveriirnetit. While the soldiers 
who belong to the J^riglish Church and the 
rresbyteriaus have ministers well paid to at- 
tend them, and while evCT^ encouragement is 
given to these ministers in the performance 
of their tiutiej«, — a beggarly stipend is parsi- 
moniously doled out to the Cat hblic priest, 
who unasked und u neared for, labors for tlie 
soldiers of his congregation. The Goverii- 
loent are actually ii<;it ashamed to otfer to 
educated gentlemen, who sacrifice their time 
and comfort to make its servants good, honest, 


and loyal men, a sum which even the poorc^^t 
sciivengcr would indignan|ly reject. Hear it, 
ye admirers of the liberal and noble-minded 
Govcriiineiit of England! — Behold the runff 
which, after years of <Vcluy, the War Office, 
in a spirit of uiarvellous generosity, have at • 
last datermined on for the support of a Ca- 
tholic priest : — 

Where there ore 50 soldiers 5 s per week. 

From 50 to 200, 10s „ 

Any numlyer above 200. 15s „ 

Those who know^nythiiig of the duties of 
Catholic Priests are aware that they mu3t be 
ready at all times, night and day, to minister 
to their flock, ‘^nd that tjjoy arn bound, even 
at the danger of losing their lives, to assist 
the sich and dying who may send for tlieiii. 
In return for this, the Horse Guards off^^r tho 
Priest from 5s. to 15s. a week. Truly, we 
think every honest man — every liberal-inind- 
ed Protestant, must blusii for them. The 
souls of 50 brave fellows who are ready »t 
any moment to shed iho last drop of their 
blood in defence of thoir country are worth 
only 5s. This i.s. forsootli, placing Catholics 
on an equality with their fellow-Chrisfians— 
this is justice! But worse than all this 
Wretched pittance can be obtained only by 
special reference to the War Office in each 
pfirticuiar case. Tho Catholic Priest must 
submit not only to tlie shame of receiving his 
paltry 5s., bui ho must be miido to feel ii. deep- 
ly, and be subjected l<» a hundred times more 
trouble and annoyance than it is worth. Gen- 
tlemen at the War Office must enjoy the 
saiisfuction of tyrannizing over the poor man, 
and have it in th#>ir pov^or to play such dis- 
graceful pranks, as lately occurred in tho 
case of the 9 1st •Regiment at Enniskiileii ■— 
And then jifter all his trouble, and annoyance, 
tho Prie.st ii).*ly have to endure tile disappoint- 
ment of not receiving a single penny. During 
tho long delay which must necessarily occur 
, before his application has been received and 
an.swered, the Kegimont may have left, and 
with it, of coqrhe, he lo^e3 all hopes of ob- 
taining the litilo sum which is to reward him 
for his labours. Start not reader, — let not 
your natural feelings be so shocked at this 
mea l contemptible treatment as to disbelieve , 
what we assert, for we have not yet siated 
the whole truth — and' wo are ready to prove 
everything we say. What we have been de- 
scribing takes place here in this colony. Up- 
wards of 2000 soldiets, who are hero fighting 
for us, are iluis cruelly deprived of the con- 
solations of their Religion. 801110 time ego, 
when our Bishop visited EuVope. l»o called 10 
the ££or8»» Guards, and appealed to ihe Secre- 
tary of War, the lion. Fox Maule, on be- 
half of the Catholic soldiers in this colony. 
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At that fcim« t’-erft vvcis no support whatever 
given to the Carliolic priostis who atreuded 
tiieui, and the Bishop was promised that 
thenceforth from 5». to I os. would be retju- 
larly {riven to the CathoUc priest^ according 
to the number of soidiers under Ins care. 
Thc Bishop. iit>twithstat)du)g the small sum 
promised* was glad to obtain auylhiug which 
would help him in supporting priests at the 

militarv stations; and homtig no doubt, that 
the Governmeni wonl^ m^ke a m^re liberal 
allowance when they saw priests actually es- 
tabiisiied, he, at a very great expense — to- 
wards defraying which not one farthing was 
contributed by"'=*lte Government — brunght 
out priests to the colony, apecially for the 
Catholic soliiier. One of tliese, fhe Rev. 
Mr. Dubois, he placed at King Wiiliam’s 
Town, and it will be seen from the following 
return made by him, what duty he performed 
there since his arrival—

1 5s, being the maximum which the War 
Olhce could afford, it was of course impossi- 
ble for Mr, Dubois to exist upon it-— it scarce- 
ly paid rho rent of bis house ; and the Bi- 
shop was obliged to contribute from the 
mission fund what was necessary f^w his sup- 
port.

by which it, exceeded the lunv rcgul irion. Of 
course we do not attach the least blame to 
Colonel Seymour and^ the govern meat l»^re 
for acting .according to orders and slopping 
ptyment. He could not do otherwise than 
ho was directed, disagreeable a duty as it 
mu^tt jmve been to hitu as a genrlem^ti to act 
.ihuj^^ we do accuse the Home Goveru- 
lil^WVcoujfe^ptibl^ parsimony and nie»n 
pSui ess-y h ftrf ‘ we (hfuk that every liberal* 


minded gentleman will join with us in de- 
nouncing their unjust treafmeiit of the Roman 
Oathoiic Priests ^aud Sodiers in this colony. 

Weconfideiitly'appeal to the Catholic rnoin- 
bers of Parliament on behalf of these poor 
soldiers, and we eariiestly hope that they will 
lose no time in bringing before the llonse, 
Bagrant case of injustice. We claim 
nothing for them bjit what they are fairly en- 
titled to-— that they may be enabled, like 
their £ngli.<di and Scotch comrades, to enjoy 
the constdations of their re igloti. Let a 
reasonable sum be given to the Priest wlio 
]abour>4 e.vclusively for them ; and in those 
places like King William’s Town, where ‘ho 
chipol is too small to contain oven half tho 
number of soldiers, and where consequently 
the Priest is, as at present, obliged to hold 
two services especially for tlieir accominnd i- 
itoti, let this additional labour be remunerated.

ARRIVAL OF THE RIGHT REV. DR. 
GRIFFITH AT ST. HELENA. 

To the Editor of the Colonist, 

Sia,— The Right Rev. Dr. Griffidi arrived 
lierc from Cape Town in the Mar^ Catherine 
on the 23d of last mouth, with a Priest, 
to found the long and anxiously desired 
mission ill this island. The steep repul- 
sive-looking rocks that surround Si. Holenn, 
form a marked contrast with the kind, 
cordial reception that greeted his Lord- 
ship's arrival. The i'oeky hills only served 
for the more speedy manifestation of thi.s 
cordial welcome, and transmitted by tele- 
graph to “ Planiation*' the news of his 
arp.vul, — when His Excellency the Gover- 
nor and his amiable lady sent the good 
Bishop and mis.sioriary Ib'iest an invita- 
tion to dinner. The kind feeling, and 
total absence of bigotry — often the bane 
of many professors of Christianity — evinced 
by the most reapeciable portion of the 
communiry, was in perfect keeping with 
this unexpected aniicipation of His Ex- 
cellency. Major Fimnee, tlm exeelh-nt 
otiicer who now commauds the St Ilehma 
Regiment, and his brutlier oflioers, mani- 
fested their sense of tho great good the 
ministry of a phest is o.alculated to pro- 
duce among Catholic soldiers, bj/ inviting 
his Lordship and his clergyman to their 
mess. On Sunday the 2Lh ulr., the 
Missibn was opened by ihe Bi.shoj) in a 
room of the barracks, when having recited

women and children ; and in ihe^ 
Royal Arfill^'i’y tl»ero are about 20. These 
togeiltcr with the Cailiolio civilians of the 
isl.ind, were hitherto destitute of the 
ministry of a priest, excent when a olergy- 
iinn touohod here upon his voyage to or 
Iroiii Kurope. This arrival (wliicli WrV» 
VMry rare) was quickly notified by Lieut. 
JVendervillc, wlio did evc’^ytliing that zoul, 
ener«ry, and piety could effect, to secure at 
UU ciiaiice visit tl>e celebration of the di- 
vine rnyst(*ri<-*s (having every convenience 
for thii purpose) an<l the administrniion of 
the sacrauieurs. This trul^ good ChriHtian 
officer labournd strenuously these la^t ten 
years in the cau'^e of Holy Otiiirch — issem^ 
bled his men on each succea^iive Sabbith, 
reading hir iliein the Ciiurch service, in- 
strudmg tae ignorant, reforming tlie disso- 
lute, and even consoling the dying by excit- 
ing them to repeu lance for their misdeeds, 
and to liopes in the divine mercy, and bury- 
ing the dead. It is coiHoliiig to observe the 
religious order and spirit of prayer that 
prevail among tiio Catholics of the regi- 
ment, througli ids instruiri'^iTtiility. He 
has osrahlished among them several circles 
of the Living Rosary — m omen, an as- 
surance of t'ivorable resulis to the recently 
ost.iblislie 1 mission. Deservedly did our 
most Holy Father Pope Pius IX. recognise 
(lie worth of this good man, wiien he con-

There cinj^e little doubt 
from this, as well as from their liberality in 
contributing^ towards the maimenancM of 
the clergyman, that they will be ns uedve 
and anxious in ouilding our contemplated 
Church and enclosing our grave-yard, as the 
27th were in your own town. We intend 
00 urnencing without iiiu(?ii delay a church 
pri*ahy«ory, and sc lool room, depending on 
thd Proviience of God, the great Society of 


the Propagation of the Faith, and the chari- 
ty of Catholics, for funds, to enable us to - 
complete them. In the meantime, our pray- 
ers shall be fervently and ymitedly sent up to 
God, and through the Intercession of Mary” 
we may not bo long left without a few 
good rcliff tense *o instruct the female por- 
tion of our community. Perhaps some of 
your readers nmy regard my aspirations in 
that respect quite utopi.an. But Utopian 
though they may be Aigurded and impossible 
to be accomplished, 1 see no more eilicacious 
— on other moans of rescuing this island 
from the afflict iagly a wfii^jg morality that 
prevails .among the poor ignorant natives. 
This imtqoral.ty is occasioned or increased 
by the great influx of sailors and marines 
from the merchant-men and men of war 
that are constantly oalling here. The na- 
tives allyded lo, who are for ihc most part 
^liberated slaves of their children, commit 
crime (perhaps) w,ithout remorse, because 
they know no better, or at loist they have 
seen no berrer. Now if the holy nun, 
wliose heart is in heaven with her heavenly 
spouse, whose presence preaches devotion, 
chastiry, and sanctity, and whoso words 
infuse into her hearers a love of the virtues 
for whicn herself is §n conspicuous, had 
a number of those little ones committed 
to her mothcriy direction, what a re- 
formation could we not expect from her 
instruction. The tender little ones would 
be instructed in the knovvledge of God« 
their h'>arts would be formed to virtue, 
ihe haunts of vice would be forsaken, their 
very parents would be silently rebuked in 
their long-established hibits of vice, and— 
who knows?— but rcform(»d to viniTe, and 
gained to Gi*d. On ! if S'-nne Christians 
would enable us. or ratlier would themselves 
accomplish for t-ie Island this great good| 
they would be the real apoailes of St. He- 
lefii, and might expect lo shine like star 
for all eternity.” ^ CATHOLlCUS.

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Dished (but I can assure you) true statement, 
as far as the information of an uninitictted

S ose ; and more particularly to warn those in. 

ividuals, who, perhaps, jjerfectly siucera in 
their relit^ious opinions; are made the dupes 
of desi^nin^ parties, who have no other object 
in view than their own enrichment, and I arn 
sorry to say, only to be ohiaiued by assis'tinjf 
this movement, at the expense of evevy cha- 
raoteristio that should be dear to man, and per- 
fectly indispensable to constitute oft honest 
one/ ^ , 

I have commenced this letter with the de- ' 
termination not to descend to anything like 
abuse or hdrsii terms, however the opinions I 
have formed oVTlfl^ system might urge me to ' 
the contrary ; nor do I purpose, for one moment j 
to be led into attacking any sect, ot* any fortii j 
ef religious worship. On the contrary, t hold , 
that perfect freedom of religious opinion should ' 
be permitted to all men professing Christianity ; 
yet, though holding those opinions, I cannot 
avoid viewing with loathing and disgust the low,^ 
mean, dishonest efforts made by interested 
parties to seduce objects of the greatest charity 
from the old f.iith of their aiicvstors. Nor can 
any honest individual who tak»>s tl)9 trouble to 
enquire into the jumping*' movement in Con- 
nemara, fail to award it his entire disapprobation 
and distrust; he welt see, under the surface of a 
sanctified exterior, hypocrisy of the deepest dye, 
and that cloak assumed under the sacred name 
of religion.

I have often asked my. self, how a system 
founded on corruption , and bribery, and oarried 
out by the most fraudulent means, could have 
made such head in any Christian country.

bound to return that cirenf. man their thanks, for 
having piiniied the system from many dangerous 
irregularities likely if not checked in their 
infancy, to endanger the faith and morals of 
those Onthohes availing ifieniselves of it as 
a Kource of education. Dr. M'Hala now sees 
his way clearly, and has taken steps by sending 
talented and zealous clergymen to the invaded 
territories, for the purpose of establishing— 
first, purely Catholic schools with every pre- 
caution likely to preserve the faith of his flock 
from being tampered vjpith ; and when on that 
footing to place those .schools at once in con- 
nection with the National Board of Education.

Bombay. — On tlie 27th of last month, the 
Revd. Gaetano de Jesn, native P^-iest, who ■ 
unhappily, a year ago, joined the schisiriatic 
pafty, — departed this life. When he saw 
his last hour fast approatshing, he desired to * 
be reconciled to the Church ; and .publicly 
asked pardon for the great scaiidnl he had« 
given, in leaving the jurisdiction of the Vicar. 
Apostolic. IIo finally received the sacra- j 
lueiit of tba dying from the V ery Revd. i 
Michael Antony, Vicar of the Cathedral, j 
His funeral w,is attended by all the Roman 
Catholic clergymen on the Island. 

When man is on the brink of eternity, 
and rofiects on tiie .strict account he must 
shortly render ro an oniniscient and omnifto* 
tent Judge, he reasons quite otherwise from j 
what he was wont to do b»‘,foro. It would bo^ 
difiicult. to quote Instances wborein Caiholios: 
tho* ever so depraved, and however surround- > 
ed by the Church’s bitterest enemies, have ; 
embraced nnoiber religion or even schism. Hut ‘ 
many and striking are the instances of scbisina- ; 
tics and persons of dift4*rent creeds b iiug 
reconcTted, or at least having endeavoured to 
be reconciled to the Church an their death 
bed.' Tho Goa schismatic clergy have re- : 
ceivsd a great les^soii, from the conduct, of, 
the Revd. Mr. Caotano do Jesu, on his death j 
bed ; and that they, and the deluded lai^, i 
who follow them as leader|, may open their 
eyes to the precipice to which they are hurry- 
ing, is our ardent'prcuer. 

We mention here the death of another 
native Priest, who two years ago joined the ' 
schismatic party, for no other reason, than j 
because his relatives, with whom he lived, ' 
were greatly involved in the scUismatical re- j 
volt oi the Church of N. B. de Salva^ao, inj

ROME. 

The pontifical army. — A letter from 
Rome of the 30th ult., in the Univtrs^ 
sa}"s : — 

‘^The first foreign regiment in the 
service of the Holy See has received a 
flag from the Holy Father ; it was pre- 
sented to it ‘after a solemn benediction 
by the Bishop of Mucerata, in which 
place the depot of the regiment now is. 
This corps is destined to be the com- 
mencement of thfe Pontifical army. It 
is still far .from complete, and the jour- 
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»nal8 have frequently exapjgerated the 
importance of the enlistments made a- 
broad, principally^, in Switzerland, for 
the composition of it. Enlistments con- 
tinue to be made, and the dispositions 
of the recruits appear to be excellent. 
Many of them have already served for 
several years, and oflFer ali desirable 
guarantees as regards instruction and 
military discipline, tt is, then, permit- 
ted to hope that this corps, for the or- 
ganisation of which the ^Pontifical go- 
vernment mairor ver}'^ great sacrifices, 
will respond to its legitimate e^xpecta- 
tion, and will become one of the strong- 
est supporters of the tciYiporal power 
of the Papacy. This brave regiment 
wished that its flag should be blessed 
on the day of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion of tlie Most Holy 'Virgin, in order 
to place itself under tlio protection of 
the celestial army. The Neapolitan 
journals inform ns on Iboir part that the 
array of King Fcrtllnand renewed on the 
same day, after a review, its consecration 
to the spotless Holy Virgin. This is a 
usage introduced by the pious King, and 
it gives joy to his truly Catholic soldiers.

thers de Ravignan and Lacordaire, a 
fresh confirmation of what I have pre- 
viously rema»‘ked, that the utmost cor- 
diality and affection prevail between the 
Regular and Secular Clergy of Paris. 
Advent is, however, piously anticipated, 
and these holy and distinguished men 
preach for the rnok part from the Feast 
of All Saints, and continue their pious 
instroctioiis until the season of Epiphany 
terminates the of Christmas. 

To describe the state of the Church- 
es on All Saints* Day is beyond the 
power of tlie pen. To say they were 
crowded is to use a moderate expres- 
sion. While on . the following day, the 
Festival of the Departed, the number 
of communions tostlfied to the reality of 
*the faith of those who had the privilege 
of receiving om* Bhisscd Lord, 'flus aus- 
picious commenceiiiciit of the Feast of 
the Holy Souls in Purgatory was well 
followed up by the stream of pilgrims, 
Avliich flowed in continuous .suceessiou to 
the various ce me tries, purchasing on their 
way wreath.s and mernori.ils ; liovv con- 
trasted with the miserable and nnmean- 
ing pomp, which one fortnight later 
accompanied the remains of the Diif;e 
of Wellington to the tomb, wliercas 
no single prayer fir the departed re- 
lieved the unchristian pageant. I have 
already refiirred to the sermons which 
accompanied the holy season of Advent. 
The Feast of tlie Immaculate Concep- 
tiixi, wliich is here always kept on the 
second Sunday in Advent, was obser- 
ved w’itli all the honour and reverence 
due to that glorious and consolatory 
fe.stival. The Oratory dedicated to our 
Lady under that title, and founded by 
the Ahhc Petetot, inaugurated its com- 
mencement witli the devotion of a 
mivena to its illustri«)us patroness, lie- 
ginning on the actual day of the feast, 
and during the nine days Fathers of 
every Order in Paris preached sueces- 
sivefy to the faithful. I can, as an 
eye witness, testify that the aHeiidance 
on the opening day, and I am inform- 
ed, by tlie authority of others present, 
that the attendance was not confined to 
the day itself. On Christmas night the 
Midnight Mass was celebrated in all 
the churches and chapels, which were, 
as I learn, crowded by worshippers, 
while the Coraraunious received on that

night exhibited the fruits of the 
preaching which had paved the way 
to this happy fulfilment. The kindness 
of the llev. Mother tlic Convent 
of the Assumption had Allowed Tne*to 
be present and to have the privileges 
of hearing the Mases in the calm and 
quiet of tlie Community chapel ; the 
renewal of their vows by these holy ladies 
(several of whom arc English women) 
was most touching, made, as they fire, 
at the moment of their receiving their 
God, and our dear and loved llouiaii 
ritual, which is always used in that 
chapel, adilcd, if aught were needed, 
to the intense gratification which one 
felt. On Christmas Day itself the 
churches were crow^ded at all the offices 
by worshippers of all classes and aj'es. 
The Feast of the Circumcision, is, - as* 
you know, not a least of ohlii^atiou un- 
der the concordat, but the piety of the 
Fail-hful made up for the concession, 
aiul a most edyfving spcctaido was 
everywhere cxhil)itc(l ; High Mass was 
cclcl)ratcd, and I do not tliiuk that a 
person unacquainted with the circuni- 
stances w'.>ul(l have lioou aware that 
the festival was only one of devotion. 
But I C'iiiUi now to the crowning event 
of the Blessed season I mean the re- ! 
opening of St. Genevieve. Early on | 
the morning of the 3rd I went to the ' 
church of St, Etienne du Mont, wdicrc ' 
tlie tomb of the Holy Virgin is pre- 
served, and had the happiness of hear- 
ing Mass at her altar, which was cro\^- 
ed. At the tomb, already were the 
Faithful assembled in numl)ers, swell- 
ing each day mitil the conclusion, a 
Novena being kept in her honour. I 
may mention, that during the week the 
parishes make, iu their turn, pilgrim- 
ages to the much-loved shrine. On leav- 
ing St. Etienne, I went to the soeuq 
of the glorious solemnity, St. Gene- 
vieve, being only a few steps from St. 
Etienne. Already about the gates a 
considerable crowd' wivimguthered ; but 
a more orderly or quiet assemblage 
it would Jiave been difficult to imagine 
On the gates being opened t found 
that places had been reserved • fur 
the Brotherhoods of St. Vincent de 
Paul and St. Francis ^Xavier, and thus 
were the workmen and individual of 
.higher worldly position thrown toge- 


ther under circumstances peculiarly cil- 
cuh’.tcd to promote and encourage 
feelings of kindness and good will, while 
within the walls, si[)on to be blessed 
by the presence of Almighty God, were 
thus collected a vast and multiplying 
crowd; with^^ut the scene A'as, I hear* 
most touching and solemn. From No- 
tre Dame, tliose remains — I mean, of 
course, the portion which has escap- 
ed the fury of the earlier revolutions, 
and which, since the godless revolu- 
tion of 1830, , and the desecration ot tho 
church of St. GcnevlS^ had reposed 
there— were carried in solemn proces- 
sion to the fane where they w’cre to 
be replaced with reverence and devo- 
tion. Eye witnesses, on whoso accu- 
racy Z can rely, assjire me that tho 

cdyfying conduct of the myriads, through 
whose streets and by whose abodes 
the precious remains were carried, was 
most striking and conspicuous, alYt)rd- 
ing a happy omen and presage of the 
early period, when, as 1 firmly holievo, 
the Incarnate Oorl himself will again 
deign to be carried iti solemn proces- 
sion through the streets of the city* 

Those who honour God or his saints 
will surely be foutid fit to welcome 

his Atlorable Presene^^, and ready to 
implore His blessing and assistance 
when He appears in the midst of them. 
When tho proco-s.slon advanced into 
the church, the feelings of tiie vast 

congregation lua'uifested thcmscJves in 
joy and gladness. The corenuny pro- 
ceeded. Tile remains of the Saint 
Genevieve w'ore placed on the spot 
where they were to remain for the nine 
days. The Sisters of Cliarity, the Chris- 
tiau Brothers, the Seminarists of Sul- 
pice, the varimis coufrateruities adding' 
to the solemnity ot the function — 
the Solemn High Mass celebrated by 
the Archbishop of Paris — the Chaplains 
admitted to the exercise of their bles- 
sed fanctions — the * Papal • benediction 
given to tho Faithful present, each and 
everything combining to Cv)mplote tho 
glorious whole. I may add tliat heart 
felt was the^ prayer put up for the ruler 
to whom, under God, this triumphant 
day was maiuly attributable. In the 
evening, within and without the church 
were rejoicings and illuminations, and 
both at St. Genevieve and St. Etienne 
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the Novena answered to, and corres- 
..ponded with, the glorious commence 
inent. St. Genevieve will be emphati- 
cally the church of the poor, for the 
services are so arranged, and of such 
a nature, as to be especially blessed to 
the little ones of God. 

And now 1 will not longer trespass 
on your time and attention. That much 
still remains to do here I am the last 
to deny ; but when i reflect how much 
lias been done, and how much is still i 
doing, my hopes and anticipations arc, ’ 
I am free to og/irfcss, of a Verj^ sanguine 
and cheerring character. Again would 
1 urge on the Catholics of the^ United 
Kingdom to remember in their prayers 
this great country and its ruler, for 
assuredly tlicy both deserve wcll^of all 
who love their faith, and who liold the 
advancement and increase of the Ca- 
tholic Church as the nearest and dear- 
est object of tlicir wishes, desires, and 
aspirations.

celebrated with great splendour and reli- 
gious zeal in the beautiful church dedi- 
cated to the Saint in Fulham Fields, 
near London. On the altar were expos- 
ed for veneration two precious relics of 
the Saint — a portion of one of his bones, 
and a mitre w^orn by him, and now iu 
the possession of his successor, the present 
Archbishop of Wastminstcr. High Mass 
was sung by the Rev. Dr. Fergusson, 
Rector of the Church, nt which his Emi- 
nence assisted at a throne on the Gospel 
side of the altar. A most eloquent ser- 
mon was preached on the occasion by 
the Rev. Dr. Cahill, who took for his 
text the words of Christ : — 1 am the 
good Shepherd —the good Sheplierd 
laycth down His life for His sheep. 
Tkc church was crowded by a large and 
, attentive congregation. 

Literary Institute. — While every 
class and sect in London have their 
clubs, halls, institutes, and other places 
of resort for social, political, and intel- 
lectual iutercoursc, the Catholics have 
been too long without any of these ad- 
vantages. Lately, indeed, the formation 
of the Stafford. street club has supplied 
this wani; for the Catholic nobility and 
gentry. There remains, however, a large 
body — the middle and commercial classes 
— who, perhaps, stand more in need of a 
centre of attraction, wliere, in addition 
to the usual adv^nitages of a literary 
society, they may enjoy the pleasures of 
friendly intercourse. Such an institute 
I also, it is hoped, would be a great boon 
to the young convert and Catholic stu- 
dent staying in town for a time, who 
would otherwise have no opportunity of 
mixing in Catholic society. For these 
objects a number of gentlemen have 
established the Catholic Literary Insti- 
tute," under the presidency of George 
Bowycr, Esq., D.C.L., and M.P. for Dun- 
clalk. They have for the present taken 
rooms in Great Russcll-strcct (at Mr. 
White's Library and Repository), situat- 
ed in the ve^ .centre of London, and 
easily accessible from all pirts of town 
and its environs. They coiisij|jb of draw- 
ing and reading-rooms, &c. The former 
will be available for reunions, lectures, 
conversazione, chess parties, and occa- 
sional musical ao^ces. The latter will 
be supplied with daily and weekly papers, 
the leading magazines and reviews, and, . 
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of course, the irhole of the pcModical 
Catholic literature of the day. Gentle- 
men desirous of joining the institute can 
apply to the honorary Sfecretary at the 
rooms. • • 

MANCHESTER. 

Tea Parties. — A raojc than usual dis- 
play was made this year at the new 
year’s tea parties in the different school- 
rooms in the town, the new soliool in 
Ardv. ick, which has boon opened within 
the last twelve months, making as great 
an appearance as any of its older con- 
freres, and the speeches, the music, the 
cakes, and the tea were alike unexcep- 
tionable. At St. Patrick’s, in addition 
to the ordinary routine, a beautiful ly 
framed copy in satin of the half-length 
portrait of his Holiness Pius IX., after 
Danesi, was presented to tlic Very Ilcv. 
Canon CatitwelL This extraordinary 
work of the loom was woven in Lyons 
by M. Curviac, and was exhibited at the 
Great Hxhibitlou of IBol. The cost of 
getting up tlic intricate machine for the 
production of this beautiful specimen of 
weaving was above 25,00()f., and the 
number of''card>i/’ exceeding 80,000, 
were worked by one trcddlc. Framed 
as this beautiful fabric was, it had the 
appearance at first sight of a higUly-ti- 
insliod proof etching, on India paper, and 
in point of finish and expression exceeds 
the lithograph by Danesi’s own liand. 
The donor, Mons- Zepherin Devogc, the 
eminent Jacquard loommakcr of tlii^ 
town, in an appropriate speech, offered 
this Ijandsomc present as a souvenir of 
his gratitude for the great energy and 
nj untiring zeal that the Very ilev. Canon 
Cantwell had shown during the eight 
years he had been amongst them. TfiC 
Very (^inon, in liis usual kind man- 
ner, acknowledged the gift, remarking 
upon the consolation and encouragement 
that their kindness ayd attention gave 
him in his arduous and difficult labours. 

SWITZERLAND. 

State op Catholicity. — We read ju 
the Univers :

At Friburg the Municipal Coun- 
cil had decided to demolish the collegiate 
, church of Notre Dame ; hut the people, 
in their communal assembly, have quash- 
ed this revolting decision, and the Ca- 
nons of Notre Dame will cause their 
church to be restored at their own cost. 
Lastly, at Solcure, the government liad 
proposed to suppress the convent of tlic 
Dames Capueines; but the Grand Coun- 
cil, obeying tlie wishes of the canton, 
has rejected this proposition, and de- 
clared by a strong majority for the pre- 
servation of the convent. The Bisliop 
of Bale addressed on this occasion a 
very energetic letter to the Council of 
State of the canton of Solcure, and the 
women belonging to all classes of society 
have signed a warm petition in favour of 
these Jtcligions ; finally, public opinion 
has declared itself in so clear a manner 
that tJic Grand Council lias been obliged 
to rejeet the project of the government. 
I'licse three facts prove that the Catliolic. 
people, oven in the radicalised cantons, 
has remained ppufoiindly attached to the 
cause of the church. If the Catholic 
cantons could be delivered from the yoke 
of the Radicals, wo should very soon see 
the spirit of order and the love, of re- 
ligion predomiumit. But whilst the sect 
ot the humanitSy philosophers, the co- 
terie of the Freemasons, the bureaucrats 
without Faith, the ji’arveims of 1830, 
and the allies of the London propaganda 
shall be enabled to cxercisq a terroristn. 
without bounds, the good tendeucies will 
be vain, and will scarcely betray them- 
selves by a few isolated acts. These acts 
will even do nothing but irritate the op- 
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pressors. Thus it is announced that the 
, measures against the Chapters of the 
canton of Soleure will be resumed next 
spring, and that already the adherents 
of the ^ Young Switzerland^ are taking 
great pains with the view of causing the 
new concordat demanded by the Catho- 
lics of the Valais to come to nothing. 

''The committee of Posieux being sup- 
pressed by order of the government of 
Friburg, his PresidAit, M. Charles, late 
Councillor of State, has just published 
an appeal to the Swiss people in favour 
of the cantau.*,of Friborg, There is 
nothing unfortunately to expect from 
this manifestation. Berne will not listen 
to the complaint of the Catholics. Will 
it be listened to, by way of amends, at 
Paris and at Vicuna ?'* 

PBIISSIA. 

Conversions in Breslau.- -On tlic j 
10th of Docember, l8o.2, the Count Pfcil j 
von Diersdorf and M. Rochus von Ro- | 
chow made tlieir abjuriitiou of Protestan- 
tism ill the Cathedral of Breslau. Be- 
fore entering the haven of the Church, 
these two distiiignislied men had explo- j 
red all the phases of Protestantism, from 
Ilegeliaii rjitioualism to the pietism of , 
Spener. The awakening given by Sile- 
sian Protestantism, the compromise into 
which tlieir Church entered during the 
last, revolutionary temjiests — a compro- 
mise by which it favoured demagogy — 
the ckimonrs raised against the missions 
and the Jesuits, and the jioblc conduct 
of the Catholic Episcopate, all these 
things contributed to inspire in them tlie 
desire of studying the doctrine of the 
Roman CUurcli. Tliey had become &- 
quainted with the book, of the " Imita- 
tion of Jesus Christ,’ in the school of 
Dr. Stahl ; but as pietism had maimed 
the most beautiful Imok that ever came 
, from the hand of man, by retrenching 
from^R the fourth book, they wished to 
possess the whole of >•»? to return to 
the Catholic Faith, in order to draw at 
their true source the waters springing up 
into life everlasting, of which they had 
had a foretaste in reading the fir.st three 
books. What, in fact, becomes of piety 
without tlie generative dogma, so excel- 
Icntly. treated hi the fourth book of the 
lriiitatioa%^'^e flow«r deprived of its 


root withers very soon, and the most 
limpid water, when it becomes stagnant, 
corrupts Thus piety has become among 
the Proteataut/'a vll>ratloii of the nerves, 
which has no more force except in hatred, 
and which knows not the chaste and 
sweet expansions of a confiding soul. 
" Yon have restored the crucifix to our 
churches” exchiuns tlie Pastor Lutke- 
muller, addressing himself to the evange- 
lic.'il unionists; “be then logically con- 
sistent by restoring to them riLso the true 
Corpus Cliristi !” — U/iiversi'. 

NEW YORK. 

Church of the IIolv Redeemer. — 
*^The noblest works of man, in every 
age, have been done unto Ooil.” This 
familiar sentence was brought forcibly to 
minii as we stood before this edifice, a 
new German Catholic church in Third - 
street, near Avenue A. The neighbour- 
hood is not au agreeable one to any of 
tlie live senses. It is a wilderness of in- 
ferior-looking brick liouses, .swarming 
with Gormans, men, women, nml chil- 
dren, particularly children. It is a region 
of small shops and bcer-housos, of carts, 
stablc.s, and never-swept streets, Every 
man looks about a dollar a day, and 
every woman seems to be washing. 

But see, what a noble work these 
people have done qnto God ! From this 
region of s(puilor rises the largest, one 
of the coslliCsSt, the most striking and 
impressive Ecclesiastical edifices in New 
York. From the street to the cross at 
the top of the tower it is two hundred 
I and fifty feet, higher than Trinity. The 
architecture is of that in tr' cate and ela- 
borate design which is styled the Byzan- 
tine. Within its walls there is space for 
three thousand pcr.suiis to 'sit, and for 
^ another thousand to stand. There are 
[•stained windows, broad aisles, marble 
columns, a magnificent altar, a superb 
ceiling, and numerous confessionals. 

A hu ndre d th o uaand dollars will have 
been e.xpendfflT'upon the church by the 
time it is finished ; and at it^side a con- 
vent and convent schools are soon to be 
erected. It was really affecting to ob- 
serve how scrupulously and reverently 
every labourer as he entered the church 
(consecrated but unfinished), removed 
his hat, even if to do so obliged him 
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put down his load, before he crossed the 
sacred thresh hold. 

Who shall say there is no vitality in 
the .Catholic Church ? It has vitality, 
because it enjoys the proutl distinction 
of being a Church in which the poor 
man feels at home, and to which no rich 
man dares dictate, let him hire ever so 
large a pew. Protestfwjts as wc ere, we 
could not but feel, as we stood before 
this stately Catholic church, in that sorry 
neighbourhood, that our Church might 
learn some valuable lessons from its 
elder sister . — Home JournaL

CATHOLIC AFPAiaS IN MEXICO.* 
\From the New York Freeman's Journal ) 

On the 15th of October President Arista 
opened the sesaion of the Mexican Congress, 
and in his inaugurftl message we observed the 
following paasAge, indicating a disposition I'a- 
vournble to the interests of religion ; — 

The respect to which the llol^ Father, both 
as a temporal prince and ns the head of the^ 
Church, is entitled, has induced the goveriu 
meut to include in the matters designated for 
the session the reqeptton and recognition of 
Monsigiior Oleiiieiitr as Apostolic Delegate, for 
courtesy cannot allow thnt^i^epresentatioa of 
timt envoy to our republic be any longer mi- 
deuidmi, taking into cunsideration the relations 
which Mexico maintains with the Apostolic 
See, and the spiritual depcndence*of the niUiou 
upon the universal Father of the FaitlifulV' 

We published last year a notice of the de- 
part ura for America of Mgr. Olementi, accom- 
panted by two Auditors of the Bota, the former 
.bejiijg directed ^by the Holy See to inveeugate 


the state of religion in Mexico, and olorlied at 
I he time with the fuuotions of otB-Mal 

Hepreseiitative of the Court of lioUic. For 
fifteen inootlm the Apostolic Dolrgnte re* 

sided at Mexico, where has been received 
with high honours as an Italian Archbishop, 
though the higher Clergy have conceived it 'to 
be their duty to defer recognising him as Nuncio 
until he shnold be received ns such by the gov- * 
ernment. Since Mexico dtclared hi^rself 
pendent, the relations between that country 
and the Court of Home have not been satis- 
factorily adjusted. Deting the years immtdt- 
ately following the revolution of 1821, the chiefs 
of the new confederation claimed to have in- 
herited all the Ecclesiastical privileges of the 
kings of Spain, ifnd wheneviec Episcopal sea 
became vacant, they sought to exercise the right 
of notninwtiun at the Holy See. But in con- 
sequence of the protest of the Court of Madrid, 
the Pope refrained, for soma lime, from inslU 
tutiiig new Prelates. Thus, one by one, the 
Mexican dioceses hecaine vacant ; and at length, 
in ordei^ to put an end to thi'< unhappy siaU of 
p the Church, Gregory XVL called a special con- 
vention about 1835, in reference Co an exposition 
presented to him by the Canon Vuid>z, of the 
religious necessities of the people. According 
to an arrangement then entered into, the Chap- 
ter of the various cathedrals are to present three 
candidates to the government, of whom the 
civil authorities shall designate one ax» preferred 
by them. The list , thus inarkt'd is suhmic'ted 
to the Pope, who instttuces the Bishop in .lecord* 
atice with the<e recommendations, Mgr Valdex, 
appointed to the bishopric of Puehla, was the 
first who was thus promoted, and soon the ranks 
of the Episcopacy were again filled. Thanks 
to this coiiveniioii Mexico has since been provided 
with virtuoUvSand learned Prelates. But there 
have been other claims on the part of the govern- 
ment to the privileges of the crown or Spain, 
which the Holy See would not admic; such as 
the use of Episcopal -revenues during the vacan- 
cy of a see; the collation of Curates, Sfii. ; and 
this has caused delay in the official reception of 
Mgr. Cleiiieiiti, The message of President Arista 
indicates .a dispoaition to come to an understand- 
ing with the Court of liome and we hope that 
the Congress will readily enter into the views of 
the executive in relation to this point. 

The Clergy ar^ awaiting with anxiety the 
presentation of the law of which the Presidenc 
speaks, and are joyfully preparing to receive, in 
the person of Mgr. Clementi, a direct repres<*n- 
tativerif the Holy See* The Catholic llierarc I'y 
in Mexico occupies n very ^delicate position. 
While on the one hand in its relations wjtli the 
civil power, it may be subjected tasoine wrongs, 
on the other it diidves therefrpiii some coinidHr- 
able advantages. In spite of the atrack<( of 
blasphemers and demagogues, the principal of 
Ecclesiastical proprietorship is siiil respected; 
the Catholic (eligton is the only one practised in 
Mexico, and the external formi.of the worship 
are not abandoned by the goverfiineiit ; and it is 
to be feared that a more complete rupture with 
the civil power might be followed, at no distant 
period, by ipuliaiioo and heresy. Under aa 
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fipp4»nrAnce Hopenfl^nee upon th^ civil Authority 
thr hi)jh»»r OI«*rsfY ri*tain**(i a irua and intimate 
Attaciiineiit to the Holy See, There was an 
Indication of this during the last year, when the 
Bi««hop IClect of ^alUiihdid refused to take 
the oath required by the jMexican constitution, 
and ronspquently did not receive the BiilN 
which were to have heen fiirwarded to him by 
the jfovernor of the province, The forinutn of 
the oath aeoused his scruples, hecanse it pro- 
niifles ohediencc tio*^ only to actual laws, hut also 
to all those which sh'tf.l he motde by the reptthlic. 
The institution «»f the Bishtip of Vadadtdid has 
thus been '«U'apoiided for a year. lie has at 
leuifth, however, consent*^! to take the oath, 
nccor<liiit? to tl»e n'lvice, ns \v«< believe, of My^r. 
Oleifienti liimftelfwwfho lias sa^sfic<l the ^alarmed 
conscience of the Bishop. 

U is thus titatthe Apostolic Delesratit, by con- 
summate pru(i< nee and an enlij^htened study of 
the ditUculties of the cmintry, coinhiiiHl with an 
unshaken d'^termination not to ahatnlon the post 
to which Pius IX. had S'^nt him — it is thus 
that this learned Archbishop appears to have 
prepared the way for an acooinnnniation with 
the civil power, and, by conciliatory measures, 
to have served in the highest dej^ree the funda- [ 
mental and permanent interests of the Church.

Tarramie^ 
after his conversion, to ilie Catholic faith, 
led a most exemplary life; he , li.id been 
to conmiunion on the rooming of that 
fatal engagement which cost him Ids Ide. 
The Grear oml^ was a good Chrisrian. 
And, to crown alf, dries not Louis IX. be- 
long to the Church Trinniphani ? Is he 
not one of those Bles.ied Saints in Heaven, 
and while on earth w;is he not eniiiiently 
t'llented and brave, as well a^ holy ? 

Every one knows the respect which the 
Rmoorur Napoleon had for Chrisii.in prin- 
ciples. ii is true that, in the mtoxic.iiion 
of power Hiid ambition, he neglected the 
prnc ical dudes of religion, but he al- 
w^]^^3 respected piety in others. lie used 
to say 1 am a Christian — a Roman C.iihi>- 
lic ; so is rny son ; and I should be very sorry 
if my grandson could not profess the Same 
creed” At last, when on that lonely rock 
if) the Atlantic, he thought over the faith 
of his yoa»h— who will contest the genius 
of Napoleon ?— well, he, wht*fi he had time 
to n-fi' Ct on the state of his soul, fulfiihid 
his religious dtlMes 

lie sought for consolation where it is to 
be found, naimdy. in onr Holy Religion. 

He sent for a Catholic priest lo come to 
St. Helena, and be regularly assisted at tlio 
sacrifice ot the Mass, which was offered up 
in his prlvaie chapel.

Then the Emperor went to confession, 
received ihe Holy Viaticum, and Extrema 
Uodion, I am so iranquil and happy m 
having done, my duty,” said he to Gen. M«n- 
tholoi). and I wish that you, at your death 
may enjoy the same blessing. 1 was not 
a fervent ChrUtix.roh the throne, for power 
often mikes a roan forget themselves. But 
I tievetr lost the faith; the sounU of the 
church, bells was ev«r a pleasure ti> me, and 
the sight of a priest always made a deep 
impreasinn on me. I wished to make a 

myijitery of all this ; bu^ it is weakness

Tiie altar is aUo to be vested lot 
black, and tne roredos hung with black do4- 
sell, and upon the abar wdl be placed six 
magiiificeiit candleiitioks. 

It IS intoiided that threo-founhs of the, 
chipel shall be arranged chancel choir-wise#

In 
the uortli and south gables are flnury crosses, 
wiih the inscription, “ In hoc signo spes riiea,'' 
the whole worked in thoir proper cofours. 
The roof is to he covered with black cloth, 
powdered widi S and coronet. A valence 
U to hang romtd the whole, and on wldch ap- 
pears the following inscription :—** ExHudtat 
to Doudiius in die trtbulaiionis : proiegat te 
noiiieii Dei Jacob: mitiat tibi auxdium de 
sancto, et de Stoti tueatur te. Memor sit 
omuis sacriticii iui.'* The ridge of the roof U 
finished with a carved cre'»tiiig, gilt, from 
which spring staiidariN of lights. At the in- 
tersection of the /idgf» .'•priiigs a cro«s, sur- 
rounded by a corona uf lights. A» flic point 
of each g’lblv is als«» a corona of lights, 

I here being altogether about two hundred and 
fif'y liglits in the ch ipel, winch, owing to its 
coinparaiively small dimensions, cannot fail 
?o produce a rat).sT imposing effect. On each 
side of the catafalque there will be four great 
stand irds with branches of hgbis, and or/i^ 
each side of these eight small ones wnh 
braiiciies wtU be ranged. 

The state coffin will rest upon a raised bier 
under the oenrre of the eatafalq,ue. ft is * 
made of the best Spanish niahigany by Mr. 
Bishop, of thts town, and is* covered with 
critufon velvet. The edges* are engraved with 
gilt meial work, and t4ie corners clamped and 
richly ornamented with the letter S in th« « 
centre. Ttwee handles of gilt metal are fixed 
on eich !»ido, and attached lo ihein are*pUto4 
with the crest of the earl-— a lion passant <»n . 
a cap of dignity. On the IM is a fleurv-gitt ' 
cro«8, ext«ndin|^ nearly the entire lengiU, 
supported at the foot by two Taloots# aud in

Hy this sm|o 
O^ Ills fiinilv his Lord>h'p was related to 
til-* lt»e Right Rov Dr. .M'.Xichola.i, Btsii(»p 
of Achdir.'y, an acoumplished .scholar ami 
profound fciieologiaii ii:«i rnother’a luttiie 
Was Kii/.ai»etl» 'rvrrel, a near relative of 
the ancient and illustrious family of O'Con- 
tnll of CruTi'iry, county Long'ord. The 
ilieory which maiirains that most dt.stin- 
gir.shcd men hftvo inhf^rited gemius from their 
inotiicr.s, wag, f»er|iaps, verified in his L<»rd- 
shij>*s (!

When William O’lJiggins was 
between fourteen lyid fificpii years of agn he 
was removed »o a school kept by a Proteviant 
MiiiiAter in the neiglihmirhood, where lie fin- 
ished hi.s classical studies with great credit 
and success. I;i afrer life ho reiaitied a graie- 
ful recoJlootion of tois old Minister, and ever 
spoke of him in ierm.s of regard and ©s>ecm. 

H.iviiig^ completotl hi.s preparatory (ondies, 
Mr. O lliL'gins de.<>ii’e<I lo enter an Ecclesi* 
asfic.il CoIiPi/c, and wiih this ioreimon pro- 
ceeded to Paris nbotit the year I HI 2. and 
eiiteivd a French seminary, conducted by 
some of the ablnst men of the linia. IJero 
he cofiiinned till the peace of l8l,5, when, iri 
conjiicMun With some o-lior yonog Liahnieo, 
he siiccc.s^fnlfv petitioned the Duke of Wei- 
lingion for ihe rcopeiii, liog of the Irish Col- 
lege. and the resforaiioij of many of the 
bmrsos of which ihit foiindaiiim had been 
for a long lime defrauded.

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remd«*d for a sKort time ai Vienna, biu hia 
heaUli still continuing precarious, he quitted 
fhar. university and proceeded on ward to 
B<imef truly the city of liis «ouI. Here hia 
lie.ilth being con^ipletely renewed, he con- 
tinued his studies for five years more at the 
univt^rslty, under the superintendence of some | 
of the most illustrious theologians and | 
ooriisis of the day, and amidst the inspiring 
associations of the Doctors and Martyrs of 
Holy Church, . 

In lB2d, after a rnost brilliant academical 
displiy. which Insted for eight days, he was 
admitted D,U. in the flittering manner. | 
Although ijoihiiig could exaggerate the C‘»m- ' 
pliiiieiitary <'h^r.-ict»*r of hiM diploma of DoC“ 
lor at Rome, he seemed to rel'or ni after life 
with grt-ater pleasure to hia testiinonials trom 
the Sorbonne. Indeed, it is a theme on whudi, 
even in the sociery of hia mosit intimate 
friends, he liniched very rarely ; scarcely 
would he allude lo those days of early dis j 
tinction, even among his old pupils. wi«h 
whom he was surrounded in after life. lie 
taught philosophy, theology, Scripture, and 
canon law at various times and in various 
colleges* und oti this account he was sure to 
meet one or other of hi-i pupils wlicreyer he 
turned. He used to reckon fifteen Bishops 
who had studied under him at some time or 
other, besides in numerable Professors and 
Buperiors of Colleges, Ftie Most Itev. Or. 
Kenrick and the Most Rev. Dr. Dixon are 
amongst those of hi** teadiing whom the 
Church has raised to its high places. 

Ill 1826 he returned to Ireland, and suc- 
cessfully competed for the chair of Dogman- 
tic Theology at Mayiuioth, in the tirat public 
coiicftrsus winch was ever held in that College, 
li. WHS vacant by the el«^niiun of tho hue 
Most Rev. Dr. Kelly, Arclibishop of Armagh. 
Dr. O’lltggiit* had only been about, one month 
at Miiy tociih when he was examined before 
comniissiiuiers appointed by his Majesic’ to 
inquire into the doctrine taught at Maynooih, 
end indeed in ti»e whoie Catholic Oluirrh. 
The depth and variety of his inhirmaiion ; 
his lucid, masterly statements of the Cut hu- 
lic doctrines; hU co«rectaiid satisfaciory ex- 
pusitnili. of the Galilean and U. tramontane 
Iheonesi; his admirable dt-finiiion of the 
Papal authority, and. the Icg cal precision and 
acourat'-y of hi& replies to all the various ques- 
tions ptti bbo au that occasion, have been 
frsquenUy the theme of admiranoii, even by 
those most bostilie to his creed. The ability 
l-wlifiM <0*^ which he filled the inipor- 
Docmatie Theology, are loo well 
the Irish Church to be dwell 
on brightest lights, among

primate, learned* the rudiments of theology 
at his lips. On the d»*atn of hU deir friend, 
the Right Rev, Dr. M’Gaur.in. in Ih 29, he 
WAS called on Alo preside nv»*r his OAMve dio- 
cese. and was consecrated Bishop on the 30th' 
of November in that year.

'riuirsday is ealled by us TToly, or Maunday 
Tlutriiday — the second name beinir derived from 
the latin wc»rd mond'r/tum, or “precept; the 
first word of 5 he nijtlmm — A new eonnnand- 
merit 1 i?^ve you/* which is sim^ while the feet 
of eertain poor men are washed, '.is will be by 
nml by dccdared. Tlu> ofliee in tho morning con- 
sists of the mass, almost in every respect like 
tlwu of any other day. It is in the Sixtine 
ohaptd, and is performed in white, contrary to 
the u^aJ;e of tins penitenfial tioie. But at its 
cIo.«e, ;i very beautiful function t*„kcs place. As, 
the following day, it has been of most ancient 
custom not to conseera‘« tile sacred elements, 
A pretious eonseeration is made on this day of 
bread into the divine SatrMnrnt of our Lord’a 
.body. 'J’he coll^ev•rattd sn ci**'? is home in so- 
lemn procession to the Fan line chapel, where an 
altar, .splendidly lighted up, pri sm ves it till next 
day. This forms wliat (hu Indies know by the 
name of tli« “Sepulchre;'* and it is customary 
to visit with devoimn in .ihi^'evenimi the churches 
where such altars me most rcvorenily prepared.

Ives went to pass some time incog- 
nim with his former spiriniil fadier, became 
more than ever the guide of his actioi^t. 
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Mor« ffian on« conference took pface with 
the Archbishop of New York, alwaye in 
secret, in ordf*r not to auiakcn anew the 
cabal of the Episcopal inns. • Already, aix 
months ago, prayers were asked, at High 
Mass, in ail iho churches of New York, far 
a conversion which would Im a great coiiso- 
latioii tt» he (Church.

Ives. Finally, in October last, tiie here«ic 
BUhop was reconciled to the Chuivh. Smea 
the time of Lutlier, this is the (irst Protef> 
taut Bishop who, in the full exercise of his 
functions, has given this ineffable joy to r«* 
ligion. 

‘‘ Dr. Ives having arrived at Rome, put 
hirnvidf in communicaiiou with his Lordship 
the Bi-hop of Virginia (Right Rov. Dr. 
Gill), and he addressed to Mgr Talbot 
carnet iero sec^eto of his Holiness, in ordci* 
to lYifike his solemn al juration, and publicly 
lo profess the Faith. The Holy Fa ‘her, be- 
ing informed by Mgr. Talbot of these happy 
di-positious, hastened to give that Prela*e 
the necessary faculties for receiving the ab- 
jura ion, and tl*c Angiicati Bishop, with sen- 
tiineiirs of ilio most, lively joy and the most 
tender piety made the profession of the Cat ho* 
lie F.ii h lU the liainls of this former Angli* 
«’;in Minister, like hiniseif a Convert to the true 
FumIi. The Holy Father was pleased himself 
to adunnister the Sacrament, of Confirmation 
to tl»o new Catholic, and ihis ceremony took 
place on Doc. 26th, in the private chapel of 
his lloiinei-9. They say that the former 
Protesiani Bishop, in placing his cross and 
ring ru the hands of the Holy Fa' her, said 
to him : — * I rt*titrii to you, most Holy Fa* 
ther, ti»e insiguiu of a dignity which I had 
Usurped.' ^

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fio head': fur its adherents believe with the whole 
OiUliolic world, iiccordiu*^ to the tiounoil of 
Florence, " th:it the Holy see and the Roman 
pontiff hold the (w imaoy over all the world, and 
that the Roman Pontiff is hitnsetf the successor 
of the IJlessed A^mstle Peter, the Prince of the 
Af OHtles; and that he is the true Vicar of Christ 
and hea<l of the whole Chtiruh, and the father 
and teacher of all Ohri'^tians^ and that to hiin« in 
Jilessed Peler, was <lelivered by our Lord Jesus 
Christ the full power of feedin^^, rtiliii}^ and go- 
vertiing the utiiversal Church in sucdi manner as 
is contained in the acts of the cecumenical Coun- 
cils and in the sacred canons.*' Is the Goa 
schism grounded upon this^principle ?— It is the 
particular duty of the Bishop to act upon this 
principle and to enforce it with his flock. For 
this end every Bisiiop at his consecAtinn takes a

Hid the lato Archbishop 
Or ilift BisliMp of Macao observe tluMU with all 
their mitjht, and cause tliem to be observed by 
all ? Oid tliey not r.uhei* break th**m and cause 
th^ni to bo broken by ocliorb, to the great scandal 
cf fndi.-i ? ■ 

But if Bi.shops happen to go astray, break 
their Episcopal oath, and oppose the Apostolic 
mandates, do not the clergy and laity who follow 
thc*m, become guilty of the .same crime, just as 
much us the officers and soldiers who should join 
'a General in opposing the Ocmmander.in. Chief, 
would be guilty of ih« same crime as the Gene- 
ral ? The Goa SchiMiiatics believe that the 
Pope rules and governs the Universal Church by 
Divine right and cotnmand ; and that ho has for 
this end received the ample and unconditional 
powefof binding and loosing: they nevertheless 
endeavour to make the exercise of that power, 
as far ns regarJ.s tluMiiseives at least, dependant 
on the crown of Portugal. No matter, how 
essentially the circumstances under which coiw j 
cessioAs were made, have changed, or howfir- ! 
gent reasons the Holy See may have for riiskiiig ; 
some alteration or new ar^t^angement, the Pope ; 
is precluded to net; his power of binding or ' 
looiting IS checked by the crown of Portugal I ! !

Ought not such 
folly to be laughed at ? 

They betievu that advocating the patronage 
of another crown under whatever color or pre- 
text, is a mark of" distrust in their own sove- 
reign ; and a violation of a vital principle of loyal- 
ly. They nevertheless uphold with all their 
might, the right of patronage in the crown of 
Portugal and maintain, or cause the political in- 
fluence of that crown over a numcrou** portion 
of Roman Oatholios in Bi'iii<«h India : for ob- 
serve, the Portuguese Archbishop of Goa is 
nominated by the crown of Portu.»iil. The 
whole body of the clergy, by bring educated 
and ordained at Goa, are completely influenced 
by the Portuguese spirit p**rva»ling that fpiarter; 
instead of by the British. And through them 
the laity imbibes a similar spirit. Slmiild by 
i any chance the Britisli bec«nne engaged in a 
; war, under disadvaiitageous ciicmnsranresi, with 
i the Portugut>8c or some powerful neigh boiiring 
■ Raja ; the J’ortugnese .spirit prevailing among 
' the Christians, might oppose the cause of tlio 
I Honorable E ist India Company, no less than it 
I now opposes the Holy Sec ; f«ir (irm and Portu- 
I gal, with the Archbishop are just as j-^alous to 
I sec the British rule India, as they arc m seo 
Vicars Apostolic govern the Olmrcli in India. 
The Governor of (>oa still uses the liile Gover- 
nor General of Indio, as the Archhi-Kop uses 
that of Primate of India. The Governor G<#n»- 
rill of India remains indeed very quiet at Goa, 

• because under present circum^ilaiioes he ran do 
i nothing. However, good care is taken, i.» keep 
' the Portuguese .spirit alive over India through 

• clerical intiuehce ; for the hope »if recoverint** 
their former power in India has not yet, it would 
appear, been entirely abandoned. The Honora- 
ble East India Company'.s Government have 

I deemed it prudent to recognise no clergy iiumi as 
Military Obapluios except aut;h as acknowle<lge 
the jurisdiction of the Vic.ir Apostolic, and we 
infer from the following fact.s that the British 
Oaverrtmont look upon those who cling so pas- 
sionately to the Archbishop of* Goa, to be of 
questionable loyalty. The Archbishop of Goa, 
was for the treacherous condiict of hi.s cl»-rgy 
ejected Bombay in the year 1717, and the Vicar 
Apostolic of the great M(»gul invited to Boinh.ay 
ill his stead. But in year 1789 a certain M. 
De Dima, who was a person of wealth and influl 
ence with the British Government, created in 
Bombay and Goa such an animosity against the 
FrUr Carai«li^<:t, revenge for the Vioar Apos- 
tolic not allowing a Protestant gentleman to 
stand as Godfather for his child, t*iat the Court 
of Directors ordered that all the Churches should 
be restored to the Archbishop. 

A petition was then made to Government by 
a lar^e and rei<pectahle body of the Portuguese 
inhabitants of Bombay, wherein they expressly 
stated that they preferred to remain under tha 
Vicar Apostolic, owing to the distrustful im- 
preasipn which Gorerunient appearedto be tinder. 
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Rft to their loyalty. -*'fht*ir petition iras imme- 
liately granted an<i all the Ohurohee again 
restored to the Vioar Apoatolic : and though 
ihortly afterwards the Court of Directors or- 
dered the churches to be divi^dd between the 
Archbishop and the Vicar AOostolic ; inonnae-^ 
jucnce of a petition made by a*party of the* 
Archbishop : the sympathy of Government was 
still drcidedly in favor of the Vicar ApoatCliot 
for when he most earnestly* entreated Govern- 
ment to let him retire to Sty'at and give all the 
churches to the Archbishop, tno Governor wouhl 
not lisjten to bis request, but ordered him to 
shoose two churches, viz. the first and third# 
the Archbishop the second and fourth. 

The passion Ate piv*ren<ion of the right of 
Patronage by Krilisli India is .a mark of distrust 
&c., on the part of the Soiitsinatios, In the British 
Government. For (h« principal object and pri- 
of th'i right of patronage is to protect the 
ciiurch, and patronize the clergy, by tfie Politi- 
cal power of the crown of Portugal. The Court 
of Portugal at prtMrnt, of course, do not remon- 
strate wuh the British Government, if adopting 
any dis-igr^'eablc ni?fisnres against churches or 
Priests. B it w-no it sr.rong enough, it would 
verv s.'ion exercise the right to reinotistrate ; 
and ti»e »ialy to interfi^ro, which necessarily be- 
long to pat«*«»n ige. The Holy See granted the 
right of P nronigc to the crowti of Portugal, in 
pl.K'Cs indepeti lent of its dominion, at a time 
wlien all th« ruho's were infi I--*!-. ; in order to 
protect and hen,«iit the Catholic religion. But 
the Pope li;»s t)evor given the riglit of Patronage 
to any Sovereign, in the dominions of another 
Christian Morurch, though not Catholic.

Letter of the Right Ret*, Dr, Hartmann^ to 
the Ciergy of the Bonihag Vicariate, 
Vknkiiablk BnicTfiiticiv.— You will feel witti 
us deeply aiilicted at wlnt has before our 
own eyes just taken place. The Holy See 
to provide for the good of religion in these 
countries, was ueceasirily obliged by duty to 
erect Apostolic Vimriale.s in aiicli places as 
vyere not subject to the temporal dominion of 
Portugal. We need not tell you with what 
obstinate resistanee this very wise and urgent 
measure was met by the Goa clergy. San- 
guine hopes 'Were however entertained, that 
the late Archbishop, would on liis arrival in 
Indi.*!, bring bAok to tltgjy du^ those very 
disobedient And unworthy niiiiistera of the 
sanctuary, ^ut alas! no sooner had ho 
alighted on the shores of Bombay than he 
espoused their very unjust eause, acCeclas 
their chief in opposing the Vicars Apostolic, 
and thus caused immense evils throughout 
India; so that his recalf beoaroa ahiolutely 
‘necessary; of which a short aoooant may be 


found in the allocution of Ilia floHness, deli- 
vered on the I7ili February 1851, in the Se- 
cret Consistory. That Hflocutiori, did not 
produce for the missiotis, as good a result as 
it was presumed by 11 ia Holiness, it would. 
The schism however since then was visibly on 
the decline until, by the arrival of Dr. J- 
Oa Marta Bishon of Macro, it received a ne'w 
impulse and life, from tho momf»nt he coin- 
rnehced exercising Episcopal jurisdiction, in 
the Islands of Bombay and Sdlci^ttc, as ha 
had previously done at Colombo, in the Island 
of Ceylon. 

We addressed him an official letter, with 
annexrhents marked a. b. c., published in th 
Catholic Examiner of ilio I6th instanr. I 
that ieiteri^ wo requested his Lordship to 
show us his Apostolic Mandate, and inti mat 
Oil that until he did so, we were bouitd to 
protest agAiii-^t all and singular of his Epis- 
copal acti exercised wirhin the limits of this 
V*icariat.e ; and Ih.it we siionld have immedi- 
ate recourse to tho Holy See. Tlie Bishop 
of Micao acknowledge 1 the receipt of our 
Letter, without a rop'y ; which alone is a 
clear proof that h» lias no auihori'V, either 
directly or indirectly fnim the Holy See: 
viz, neither from the Pope, nor from tho 
Apostolic iVuncio residing at the Court of 
Lisbon. Itidaed the latter d'gnirjiry could 
give no such ausiioriry, even sni>po-*ifig ho 
were willing. Tne Bishop of Mucao conti- 
nued nevenhelcss to exercise EVKOMnl juris- 
diction, adminicle ing the s\Cfamen»s of Oon- 
firmatiori and Holy Orders; this latter sacra- 
ment, a notigsi others, to five so ninariins 
who had lately, for gross insiibordiintioa. been 
ejected from our Boiutnary. He besides thii 
inveighed sgiinst the Vicars Apostolic and 
the missionaries, from the piilpir ; aTld so 
delude 1 the (n*'»dul<>iH people iliai thri3Hs»liont 
Bombay, great dixiiir baneps have resuhod: 
the Vioirs .Aposioliti md Jlio missiouarif'S are 
lo(>ke<l upf)n as impostors, oven by many of 
th(f faidilul, who were provioudy wont to re- 
cognise tiieni ns tlieir lawful pistors. The 
spirit of schism is again rearing its head on 
all sides with irs characi eristic symptoms, 
,havo acquainted all the Vic irs Apostolic of 
the Sehismiilical proceedings of the Bishop 
of MiOio, and requested their wi^ council 
and combined efforts. Seeing however the 
evil on the increase, to the irqiniiient d inger 
of the prosperiiy of religion, we have resolv- 
ed to depute our Secr^ry, »he Uov. F. Ig- 
natius, without delay to Rome; in order to 
make a furtnah complaint to Ills Holiness, 
and obtain the adopiion of su()!i immediate . 
and efBt^di'oiis measures as will iitoptiie scan- 
dal, and open the eyes of tiie dfduded. It is 
impossible to govern, if Friests and Btsbopa* 
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despitin^; t1)« Apostolic deoreet« laugh at the 
threats of the Supr^^ine Pontiff, abuse the 
. long forbearance of the (Inly Father, aeduce 
under the miiik of caiholicily« the peoplOt 
«n>ioe thf*m to revolt against ihe EcclestastH 
cal llienirciiy appointed by the (Inly see ; in 
a word ciU'te schism and scandal. Abiding 
by the ord^Ts of the Holy See, we solemnly 
and puhliciy proteAt against the Episcopal 
acts which tiie Bishop of Macao has practis- 
ed in these Islands; and hiinent. and deplore 
the scandnlous part, which several of onr 
dock hive taken In the schismatic tl proceed* 
ifigs on this occasion and earnestly exhort 
aitd intreat them to do paiiance. We more- 
ov«^r entreat all through fhe hitter passion 
and dC'ith of our Lord Jcsut Christ to obey 
the Vicar Aposiolic, as their sole, l>^^iiiraate^

Eoclosiiisdcil and Spintu.il matters, refuse 
obeJiHtice to the Holy Faihers. to whom 
Christ has given the keys of the Kingdom of 
Heaven. Fin illy Venerable Brethren! we 
exhort yon all to join in prayer for the ex- 
tinction of the schism ; and order all the 
cli-rgy of this Vioirmre to recite daily the 
collect CfWtra schisnit, except on ferns of 
Ihe first, and second class.

MEMOIR OF THE LATE RIGHT REV. 
DR. O HIGGINS. LORD BISHOP OF ‘ 
ARDAGH. 

( Concluded from our lasU) 

Now, indeed, ho was placed in a position 
in wiiitih his genius, hi.s patriotism, his piety, 
and the nobler quiliiie^ of Ins nature had 
atifple ti'^ld for display, and nobly did he dis- 
charge his trust. His generous eiiconrago* 
nient give an impulse to the zeal of his ad- 
mirable Clergy and people, and religion 
quickly began to assume a proud and flourish* 
iiig appeuraii ie. The ihaiched cabins on the 
muuntai^ii^'' side, in the sefttided^glen which 
aiieltered his fathers during the celebration of 
the Tremeiiddhs Mysteries, fast dtsappetirnd, 
and were replaced by conamodious ahd, stately 
houses of worship worthy of the timel* Tife 
Ardagh Cathedral, but yet, alas! tn process 
I of erection, is an acknowledged memorial of 
his zeal and muuiflceoce. Indeed, nothing 


mean or sinail had place in his conception. 
When he would build a house to Gud, ho 
wished to make it, as f«ir as human means 
could effect it, worthy of the Divinity. He 
bnilt It to God and not to man ; hence, in 
the most secret recesses of that splendid 
edifloe, where the eye of the Divinity alone 
can penetrate, as much pains lAve been taken 
—us much bitrmacy of deuil exhtbtied, as „ 
ill those most. visible to the eye of man. 
Indeed, this church, an edifleo of the purest 
Grt^cidii architeomre, is in its chaste tind 
severe simplicity niiii greatness a faiilifut 
expression of toe character of the good Pre« 
late who founded it. To obtain funds for this 
o.athedral« Dr. O' Higgins went to every par* 
ish III his diocese administring the total 
abstinence pledge. That liis labours were 
nut without elTect, it is euongh lo state that 
nearly thirty thousand pounds have been 
already expended on that noble structure 
though the^Wiiils alone are yet erected. By 
hfs brother Bishops no one was more respec* 
ted or esteemed, and they omittiul no oppor- 
tunity of testifying ihntr appreciation of his 
worth and ability. Wnonever ihn Irish Church 
was, to be repr^saiUed at any foreign court, 
Dr. O'lliggiua wis sure to be solociecl for 
the honourable oflice, fur whicii his familiarity 
with various European langu iges, the cour- 
tesy and dignity of Ins manners, and his ac- 
quaintance with many of the priiicipd men 
of Europe emineniiy qualified him. Amoiist 
his papers have b^»en found aumgrapU letters 
from Ein.ierors and Popes. He was deput- 
ed to visit tho Irish College at Paris ; he 
was unanimously choHon to go an<l trovit with 
tho Courr of Belgium about the Iri.sh educa- 
tional foundations lost during the revolution, 
a great poriioii of vfliich he recovered, and 
twice he went to Rome, sent by a majority 
of the Prelacy on the quewtion of education. 

But it is not lu his spirit ml cap.acii.y alone 
that Ireland has to bewail the death of Doc- 
tor ^O'Higgiiis. He wa.s ardent patriot as 
well as a zealous Ecclesiastic. He was ever 
foremost in the batsle for Ireland and her- 
Faith. He gave his active and zealous co- 
operation to the Lib^r.itor in every struggle 
9f his country for die Use iWHiity-three years 
And how highly O'Connell valued ihe service 
I of bis Episcopal friend he lost no of^fi^irtunitys 
I of testifying both publicly, arpi* privately. 

I His Lordship possessed, as a *rare treasure, 
iminy private letrers fggfn O'Comieir and 
his son breathing the warmest attachment and 
admiration. In I $4 3, when Ireland held a 
position before tlio nations to which posterity 
will look bick as the brightest and grandest 
page in her chequered history, after the name . 
of O'GonneU stood the name of Uie BUbop^ 
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of Arduvli in that imposing and formidabfe 
c infeleration. Hia memorable speech at the 
Reppal meetina: in Mullingar croated a sen * » 
sation wbio^> pervaded every claas in the Unit- 
ed Ktogdiim, and kindled hopes niuong the ^ 
** war party” abroadt ^hich the mighty agira- j 
tion had not before excited. Uis wrathful ' 
denuuciittion of*landlord corruption and ty- ' 
raiiny made the oppressors of the poor tremble 
in their hearts. Ttie enemies of justice and 
of freedom assailed him from every aido» but . 
he went not on minding them. In his own ! 
expressive words he entertained no feeling but ! 
tint of ** an unbounded contempt for the eii- ; 
tire order/* From ins tersa» Ct>ndeiised, and ; 
logical style, hi^ speeches and letters were 
poUiicnP apothegms, many of wl^ch. when 
they were uttered, were regarded a« too bold ! 
and starding. After*events, however, jusu- 
Bed his foresight and sagacity. At Mullin- 
gar he f>rewarii«d the oppressors of the 
poor in very bold terms of the consequen- 
ces they wore bringing upon thmnselves. Not 
two years had passed away after this pre- 
diction, when it was but too sadly verified. 
Assuredly ii« one regretted its fatal fulfil- 
ment more than the propiiet himself, but 
the spirit of Ph.iroah seemed to rest on the 
oppressors; their hearts were lianleiied, and 
not even Moses nor the Prophets could af- 
fect them. 

After the Mullingar he was fiercely and 
bitterly assailed both in and out of Puriia- 
numt as a dangerous demagogue. Tne press 
teemed with the most virulent abuse, and 
ihe Government was called on most per- 
emp tordy to crush so dangerous an a<icea- 
diary, and extinguish at once the formidable 
agitati^pD. O Connell warmly defended the 
eharacfer of his ftb'nds, and repaid the ia- 
V ctives of his enemies in Kis own scathing 
siircasin. Eve»*y one will remember the wi- 
thering satire with which he lashed Lord Beau- 
mont for his attack on the Bishop of Ardiy;li, 
and the ftitteriug panegyric wi’h which ha 
consoled the Prelate— \ p^tnegyric for which 
' h’S Lordsinp deoL^red he would cheerfully 
submit to all tho taunts which all the recreant 
iordtings in the etijpire could heap upon himn 
and thfink them kindly into the bargain. 

Nor the threats of power much af- 
fect tne gifod, Bishop: instead of shrinking 
iUto pbscurity/ aa his enemies no doubt ex- 
pected, he dti'fiod tfee whole power of Eng- 
land to put down the Repeal agitation in the 
diucose of Ardagh. ** They may,” said, he

fie was the first who openly denounced 
Young Irehindisiu in a public letter to O’Con- 
nell* He foresAv the destrucriun of a coti- 
Aderatton wffich it took a mighty intidlect 
and a long life of libour to achieve, and lie 
shuddered f »r the .declining repose of the 
niigu$t tribune whom he loved and revered, 
lie certainly enteurairied, and iften expres- 
Sf*d seiirimeufs of the highest esreei^for many 
of the tridividaals of the seceding party, to 
whose principles it whs atrorigly suspected 
his own feelings inclined him. 

He iindoubUdiy was not a patron of the 
theory that no ci'rcuin^tances would jusdfy 
a revolution, and be may have weighed ihe 
providence, rather than ino jusfii;% or Young 
Ireland’s policy. When the event, which he 
apprehendod arrived, and Ireland full back 
pvosiraie and blending, and grief and dis- 
pondeiicy Ml upon tne most sanguine; wiion 
the lamp of the Liberator Was qiicnciicd in 
gloom, the heari of tfio Prela c Miok him 
in the grave. IIis health sensibly declined 
from the dty of OContieirs de.itii, and, 
though he tried at linios to rally, he want- 
ed the anirnaiiori of hope — tho food of his 
glory, the sniple of his ex»sfonce was gone. 
Ho made many efiorts to umto the frieinU 
of Ireland under tho stijirtnnaoy of the son 
of his old friend, whose love for the old 
Faith he volued above nugiit else, indeed, 
much of bis Lordship’s hostility to rhe 
Young Ireland pirty .arose from his hatreii 
of the Godlo'ss Coll«^ges, which he so laiieh 
abhorred. IJis 1/isr vi^ic to Homo wis mcule 
ill company with his friend, tlia Archbishop 
of Tuiiin to procure tho condeinnaiion of 
those obnoxious esUblishiiieiitB, and ihe arri- 
val of the Papal Rescript was the only con- 
solation which he witnessed since O’Con- 
nell’s death. 

Alter all this political notoriety, Dr. O* 
Higgins used to sianle his friends occa'it<iU« 
ally by declaring that he was no poliiiciau 
and, indeed, he was not as the world under- 
stood the term. But if ro desiro with his 
whole soul the freedom of the Catliotic re- 
ligion, to struggle with his whole strength 
to vindicate it from tne bondage of ceutu* 
ries, and to remove the brand of inferiority, 
from 0lf the brow of its children, he most 
cerfatnly wafi politieiaU. 

In private lifet he was Ibved and respected 
by all parties snd creeds. The* Protestants 
of the town in which be lived joined as liarti- 
ly *as the* Catholics in the general iiluuiiua- 
lions which always hailed his return home 
after a protracted absence. The refined 
I urbanity of hts manner, polished at many 
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of ihe principal Courts of Europe, hi* sweet 
Amiable disposiiidii, and the enchanting briU 
Jiancy of liis converaution, in yhich he most 
excelled, made the idol of eveii»y circle in |» 
'which he moved. All nnimosiiy was allay- 
ed by his presence, and those whose lives 
; were devoted to overturnVwliat every pul- 
I satioii <if his heart wa« di|ccted to sustain 
[ and establish — ’hoso who were most hostile 
to ihc tenet’s and advancement to the Ca- 
tholic Church — forgot their instincts in the* 
coiicdiafory iitHiience of his pro*«eiico* Sin- 
cere and sitnplti-ininded himself in the last 
, dogrt-e, he treaied the belief and feelings 
of others with forboaranco and respect. i

ST. THOMAS’ CHURCn, 

Srrmon rfir TFiE ARCHBisaor. 

OiV last Sunday nveniu^. St. Thomas’s 
Church was lit.. rally cr/lmrned by the 
attcnclanCw oi as large a cougivgntion as 
could possibly be accommodatt^ in that 
elegant edifice. The Church was so 
filled to ovorlhjwinii:, that many of tlie 
audience not being able to procure seats, 
had to remain standing for soViewhat 
more than an hour, during the delivery 
of the Sermon. A great number of 
persons, we umlerstand, w'ore obliged to 
retire, on finding that there was not 
even standing room within. The anxiety 
to li-^ten oiiee more to tliosc eloquent 
discourses aud pious exhortation.s, which 
for many years have been so ominoiit- 
ly fruitful ill good, w^as unmistakeably 
exhibited in tlie early attendance of a 
large portion of the congregation. It 
is iiuloed impossible not to be affected 
by this strong demonstration of res- 
pect and attiiebrnont to our revert'd 
Pastor, who on this occasion favored 
his prolbuudly attentive audienco with 
Jouo of his most feeling and impressive 
discourses, whieli avo understand has 
made a det'p, lasting and most salutarv 
imprcssixiu ou all who heard it. As his 
Orac.J graiiiied ]d^ eouj:regat ion hv a 
brief bin in )st iuteresuno; ('xpr).,^ of the 
^pef oeeiuTouLVs eonn.*(;ti'd with his re- 
cent visit, to Europe, we do not deem it 
necessary to oiVer our readers more than 
an outline o{’ th<' Sormon. For the pre- 
sent we sjiall merely remark, tliat consi- 
dering the>^*ery short interval of eiglit 
months, \vhici*,has eiap.scd since our ve- 
nerated Faster left out shores in a de- 
clining find weakly of* hv'allh, it is 

really astonishing, hoiv much ha< been 
effected by him t)f great moment towards 
^,thc spiritual and temporal welfare of this 
s^JVllssion. Those who know the dilficulty 
^lat exists in the present disturbed state 
ot* Europe to provide for foreign Mis- 
g,^sions, can ulqne appreciate at their real 


value the great moral energy and high 
personal worth by which such important 
results have, been so quickly achieved. 
.The following is a brief but faithful out- 
line of the excellent discourse, which 
was delivered ou last Sunday evening : — • 

The history^ contained in this day’s 
Gospel describes' tlie joyous and trium- 
phant entry of the Saviour into .Ternsa- 
bin. The humble simple unlettered 
portion of the Jewish people, uuinflaenccd 
on this occasion by the perverse and 
interested suggestions of the Scribes and 
Pharisees, aud obeying wholly the dic- 
tates of their own unbiassed aud lionest 
judgment upon the charaetcM* aud divine 
Mission of Christ, emulated each other, 
in testifying their profound venera- 
tion and gratitude for one, whose pub- 
lic jMiuistry had now, for nearly three 
years, been employed in travelling in the 
most liumbic manner nncetisingly from 
place to place, throughout the land of 
Judii, teaching tlio ignorant, consoling 
the alllietod, giving sight to the blind, 
hearing to tluj deaf, health to the sick, 
life t{> the dead and proclaiming to all 
the atlvent of that lledcmpiion, through 
which fallen IVIan was to bo restored to 
Gracv', ill this life, and to his forfeited 
right to a heavcinly inhm’itanCve, doing 
thus, in a \yord, to make use pf the con** 
cise but (ixpri^sslve laugingo of the Gos- 
pel, good to all men and evil to none. 

No wonder, tlion, that .Doctrine so 
pure, and Conduct so holy aud disintt?r- 
ested, as were the teaeliing aud example 
of Jesus Christ, should have drawn forth 
oven from the Jewish people the glorious 
display of hom^r and gratitude, which 
this day’s Gospel records. Yes, weak 
and imperfect as h^bian nature may 
bo, it nevertheless, whilst its own noble 
promptings arc not interfered with, 
IS adfumed with suflicicut discernment and 
gratitude, to enable and impel it, to re- 
cognise and honor wdth its homage, the 
Benefactor, yyho lyis generously devoted 
himself toivards its temporal or spiritual 
impimvement ami exaltation i ". the order 
of Society or of Religion. 

This capacity and yearning of human 
nature, so honorable to it, is also 
greatly coudueive to its best interests, 
for it liappily supplies ; (so Divine Provi- 
dence has in mercy arranged in our 
regard,) a most powerful incentive to the 
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beneficent and the virtuous to encounter 
with couraj^c and perseverance tiie vari- 
ous difticultics, with whigh their best 
eftbrts for their Religion or tjj^cir Countrji; 
arc often thwarted, even by those from 
whom they had i\ right to expect conso- 
lation and support iV their struggles 
aud enterprises. | 

It would be, i oubtlcss, a grievous 
error on the part of him, who devote e 
himself to deeds of virtue, to allow his 
mind to rest in such a way on any human 
reward, as \vould interfere with, or ex- 
clude a due regard, to those supernatural 
motives and considerations^ by which our. 
Holy Religion teaches, that tlie conduct 
of a Christian should be always primarily 
aud mainly influenced. But, such is tl^e 
goodness of God, such his consideration 
for our frailty, sueh liis desire to render 
even our natural impulses subservient to 
our advauc(uaent in virtue, and also to 
our liappiuess both in time aud in elcr- 
nity, that, without disturbing our claims 
to an everlasting remuneration, he is 
pleased to annex not uufrr<pioiitl^ here 
upon earth to our virtuous deeds, a cer- 
tain amount of temporal reward or retri- 
batn;n, of one description or another, 
in order thus to link in some measure 
even in this life, the interests of Redigiou 
and Society with our own advantage. 

You must, My Brethren perceive, that 
the remarks just premised liavc an apposite 
relation to tlie circumstances, under which 
we are respectively placed on the present 
occasion. You have assembled togetlter 
on this solemnity, in the flrst place, doubt- 
less, in order to join in spirit with tho 
once chosen people of God, in pouring 
forth the tribute of praise and congratu- 
lation to your Saviour, on this Anniver- 
sary of his triumphal entry into Jerusa- 
lem — and, after having thus satisfied the 
pious emotions of your hearts towards^, 
your Invisible Chief Pastor in heaven, | 
you gladly proE*^ of the same solemn op- | 
portuuity, to hail with joy the Tet urn to j 
his beloved Flock of*' the ^sftle Chief i 
Pastor, to ^whom through the sublime I 
Ministry of the August Successor of St. 
Peter, the care of this precious portion 
of the Church of Christ has been con- 
fided. 

It would be strange indeed, and un- 
’worthy of the afiectiou, which a Chief 
Pastor should cherish for his people, if W c 


were to look with apathy or indiflTerence on 
the gratifying occurrence, iii which Wo * 
noMT so largely participate. No, My Bre- 
thren, since our departure Irom amongst 
you a few months since, no week, nay, 
not even a day has passed, in which wc did 
not sigh for the arrival of the moment, 
when the recovery of or * former health 
and vigor would enable us to return 
again to you, to resume our labors of 
! love in behalf of you aud of your Chil- 
I dren. For wc alw^ays kept present to our 
! minds, that, altliough thvi Divine bcnc- 
1 cfictiou liad largely descended upon our 
! united txertions, to advance our Holy 
j Religion and tho admirable Institutions 
which it has calh^d forth amongst Us, 

: yet, that much remained still to be 
1 aclucvefi, not only in order to give per- 
f fcction and pcrmanenc}; to what has been 
j already accomplislieil, but also in order 
i to extend to our poor Brethren in tho 
\ country parts of this Mission, at least 
j a portion of those Religious aud cdiica- 
j tioiial blessing and advantages, in which 
You, so largely jiartieipate. 

Towards the carrying out of that grand 
object, our late visit to Ruropc and espe- 
cially to the Apostolic See, will, I trust 
in God, greatly contribute. By occasiou 
of that visit, the August Succ(‘ssor of St.

Brethren, and an earnest solicitude to abi 
and eneonrage every efiort, which shall 
be made for the advancement of Re- 
ligion throughout Bengal.

It is from interested motives thnt Priests 
talk to us so much about religion. 

Do you moan to say that pri«*st.a are Im* j 
[mstops? — tliat they fulfil their holy fmic* 
tioria of pnjtchiiig, hearing coufeasiioiis. bap- 
tising, eelohritin ‘7 Muss, See., uhithout bo- 
lieviu <4 iti wlur. they <lo and «< y ? That 
tii«y only st^ck to gratify some lovv iutorosied 
moMvo whi*a thi^y Hccomplish- these subiireie 
duties? If you insiiuiuts! tbi*i. \ oontradict 
you fiitly. You are not only inyxilcnt to- 
wanls I lie priests of God, but you caiumnu 
ate them ! The rninistors of Christ impos- 
tors I And wliiit do you know about it? 
llovv can you search thtir hearts to find 
out whether they believe in the validity 
of their luiidstrv ? The accuser shonld 
prove tlie truth of his statwmeut : prove 
this accusation to be true ; — I defy you to 

do HO. 

1 suppose you will try to silence me by 
bringing forward the uatno of some bad 
pricHt But don’t you perceive that the 
exception proves the rule. A bad piiest 
would not b« remarked if the great urajoviry' 
wore not holy, pure and esiirnable, 

A spot of ink is instantly loinarkcd on a 
wliito dress; if the dress were black or 
soiled it would scarcely Uo perceptible. 

And* so it is with the Catholic clergy, 
to whom the wicked, in thisr Instnuce, ren- 
der involuntary homage. If there arc some 
few bad priests, why shohld we wonder?-^ 
was there nut a traitor among the Apostles? 
As tlie Apnstles, the first priests, the f»i- 
shnp^ of tl»e Cliurch, cast off the false 
and were not responsible for his 
crirm s, — so does the Church condemn, still 
more strongly than you do, those guilty 
priests, who are deserters from that heavenly 
standard j hey have vowed to defend! She 
tries t(» bt'iig them back to her fold by 
mildness anlV^ Q)rgivenes8 ; the priest, like 
all other men, has a right to hope for mercy ; 
—but if ihcv do not rbpent, if they continue 
^ %o lead a sinful life, she disavows them, 
and deprives them of the liberty of adminU* 
tering the Bacraments. 

Tell me what interest youp parish priest 
rcan liave^ tpt. hearing your confessions, in 
Xr-^rrocting* .jybtt of your vices, in preaching 
to you, iiar inliructing your children, in 


giving food to the poor, in advksing this 
mail, in consoling that other, in obtaining 
alms for a lUnd? Would his dues be di- 
^tninishod if^he overlooked the disorderly 
conduct of some of his parishioners, if he 
all owed every one to approach the sacra- 
merits without c/ring to examine whether 
they were wort:h3| to do so or not, if he 
only spout half as much time in giving 
roligioiH instruct iorm, etc, ? There would 
always be chihlren to be hipti«ed, daugh- 
ters to be given in marriage, the dead to 
be buried and the parish priosi might al- 
I ways r-^ckon on his dues. Then wuat per^ 

[ sonal interest hi.s he in conscientiously ful- 
filling his ministry ? 

No ; you are mistaken ; the pri<»st is 
not whit, unbelievers would wish him to 
he; audit is beciuse they know this that 
I t'liey dete.st priests. In him they wee the 
ropresontitive of that God who condemns 
I heir vices, the deputy of Ciirist, v^liom 
they blaspheme and who will^^udgo iliem. 
Th-^y benold in the fairhtiil minisfcr tho 
personification of the law of God, which 
they dtro to viobite ; and it is because 
they will not obey their sovereign master 
that I hey re*ii§e to lisfen to his clergy. 

The priests do their own work Yes 
truly, the prie-sts of Christ do their diry, 
and their admirable and sublime task is 
—to try and save tlie souls af men ! 

Tho priest is called in scripture languigo 
a labourer, because the mission ho has re- 
ceived imposes on 'him hard and ditlicult work. 

The arti.'^an acts on niarter ; the priest 
transforms iho souL In as much as the suiil 
is superior to matter, so much is the task of 
the priest higher and more noble than that 
ot any other man. 

The priest continues on earth the great 
work of^the salvation of the world- Christ 
his God and hia model, began the work of 
our sanctification : he tries to follow the 
steps of his Divine Master, and to con- 
tinue His work until the end of time. 11(3 
belongs to all men ; his time, his health, 
.his sympathy, his care, his purse, are equelly 
the property of all ; more especially the 
poor, the wretched, the young, the week, 
and tho friendless. Ho expects nothing iti 
return fof biL. life of self-denial — his portion 
is, most commonly, to meet with insult instead 
'of thanks. The only answer^ be makes 
is to go on doing good. What a life ! What 
forgetfulness of self! 

Ill public calamities, in civil war, during 
the cholera or any. other couragious disease, 
when Protestant ministers and phiiauthro- 
piste hide themselves, the Catholic priest is 
I seen exposing his health aud his life for the 
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r< 5 Vjf*f of his Riftoriiifif brpllir<>n. Look at 
Ar(;hhij«hup Affre nn the barriodops at 
Piri'* ; »'*(i Bo^ziuiioft and St. ^harlps Borro- 
iripo wdlo the plague rageu jt Marseille, 
and Milan; and have you forgotten the 
ad mi rah) e works of charity p‘*rformed by tue 
<*lor«jjy of Fraiioo du-iug tl^ hivst few y«ur», 
whpn we wore visited byj the cholera in 
IS.Vi and IS 49? 

This iM what priests call ** their work** 
— have tUase who revile them any things 
better to show fheraspivos? 

Tnosp ungrateful men are not asham«>d of 
apPAkiiig ill of those ha-iiP ministers of God 
wli on they v\ill call on in the day of allllcrton, 
WHO have blessed rlieir childhood, and who do 
not cft i^ce to pray for them. All the misfor- 
tunes of our land are owing to the neglect 
which is shn.vn in not following tlio fatherly 
counsol of the priest ; and our poor B'rance, 
r^nt by civil discord and politiod factions, 
may apply lo horsHh’ these words, addressed 
to the ch.ipUii: of one of the metronolis pri- 
e >ns by a <;on<honned culprit All ! father, 
if I lial ki\own tliis little (book sh'^wing him 
the * C^Ihristi m’s D iily Companion,') and had 
prarriicnl the uuxima it teaches, 1 should not 
be the degraded criruiiMl I am to day.’* No 
Stare, or individual, cm liope to prosper, 
unlesa thn voice of the servants of <4od be 
list'-ru'il. to ; now, m »r« than ever, they ought 
to bo honour-^d and revered. Let ns res- 
pc it, our priests. If we see i ti perfect ious in 
the ri, even vices, let ns rememhor that, all 
men are liihle to fill. Let us not slop to 
examine the faults of the man, but the vir- 
tues of Iho priesf \ — iu iSiiiuch as he is a 
priest, he ought to be res peered, and his 
ministry considered holy ; for be is contiiiij- 
ing tlie work of Jesus Clirisi’onr High Priest, 
who has said to his ininisfers, ♦* ke that 
heareth you h^areth me^ and he that despiseth 
y*tu despiseth me*' 

MOVEMENT towards CATriOLIC 
jONllT IN THE NORTH OF EUllOPE, 

It is a fact which cannot fail to strike 
all Protestants who use their ro-x^on, that 
within the last thirty years the Catholic 
Church h is not only recovered in a groat 
measure from the shock her instituduns re- 
ceived during the latter ^rtion ante- 

cedent centiy^y, but she has broken new 
ground, in America and the North of 
Europe she has struck deep root, «nd has 
been making what her enemies foolishly ball 
aggressive movements upon the boasted 
strongholds of Protestantism. To hear the 
eiorrny debat«*s und virulent invectives of the 
Evangelical orators at the May meetings in 
the great modern Babylon, one would imagiae 


that armies of fanutic.d P.iplsts. with the 
mines of Australia at th/ir oomroand and the 
SputiiMh Icquisiti'iii for tii^ir organ, were 
actually invading north Germany, Holland* 
and England The invaders turn out to be a 
frtw Jesuits and Redemptorists who have been 
prc'iching spirtiual rc’roats amid the mixed 
population of northern Prussia, — and yot 
these poor men, strong only as tlio eloquent 
reprcseutatives of truth, have alarmed the 
Prn«aian Governmuir.. Six hundred Luther- . 
an ministers have assembled at Bremen, and 
the expediency of reinsiating confession as 
an ^essential element of T.iurberaniHm has boon 
w.irroiy debited. The Lutherans, who are 
stid uutiiuAured with Rationalism, are well 
nw.'ira how necessary it is to replace con- 
fession tn tbeir formularies. — they are fully 
sensibla how much they bavo lost by iU 
expulsion,*— while the Rationalists, after the 
&ishioti of our English Evangelicals, rail 
against tliie wholesomo pr irtice, and brand it 
as rank Popery. In tiie niO'intime, the number 
of conversions to Catholicity is daily on the 
incrctiHo in the north of Germany. Like as 
in Eugl'uid, they are not contined to the 
tower ranks, but compri^ie the educated 
classo'i — writer.5 of talent, members of ans- 
tocraiic families, and individnaU from amongst 
the Luiheriu clergy. The following extract 
from a Germiu newspaper show.s that ihii 
same uiovemeiu has communicaied itself lo 
Holland : — 

“ Now that in these days religious persecu- 
tion so rife in this gtvar empire of onrs 
we call to mind most rc^luctautiy the trials 
to which our co- religiouisrs aro uiiFiappily 
subj'>oiod ill Holland; and that, too, in ^pite of 
a boasted coiisiilnnon pretend log to giiiraii- 
tee equil prot#o ion and immunity to all 
religious per.suasioris. Rocofit intelligence 
has. hiwever, instructed us of a fact, which 
most assuredly, causes the heirt of every Ca- 
thmic til tlie Netherlands to beat with hope 
and cofjsohuion, • 

There can be but few who aro total strang- 
ers to tli‘* present stato of*Dutch Protestant- 
which is in as deplorable a situation, 
and quiie as worthy af our deop cotrimis- 
se.ration, as it is either in England'^or Ger- 
many. The symptoms of dis«oluriori and 
au'niliilatton, which we behold in the latter 
countries are as unmiHakeably manifested in 
Holland. Protestants, we mean orthodox 
Protestauts themselves publicly awow that'*' 
iheir religion is being rapidly . merged into 
the vague and undefined ; and liie avowal 
is not in iho least exaggerate i.

La.sfly, we may notice a very 
well-wriiten and ii‘tereatiiig ’ review of Mi^^i 
Stvickhunrs Life of Mary Qiw^n of Scots, and 
wo can only say in corIclu^i^ln that we tru^t 
the Rambler wnl ere long be found in every 
Catholic partour. Perpetual complaints are 
made of the want of an English Catholic liter- 
ature; but surety tliose complaints are veiy 
unreasonable when (urged by people who will 
not support a peribdical which goes so far to 
remove them as the one heftire ns.

Tiif various >*olornri cercnioiiiea of tlie 
past \rcc‘k \v(^re effectively celebrated in 
tlie (Jatiiulic (’athedral, St, Tliomus^ 
Church, aiul the Church of the Sacred 
Heart. I'ho pious conduct of the faitli# 
ful w'sis most edifying iu all these 
churches. On the evening of aMaunday 
Thursday our magnificent Cathedral, 
presented an imposing s})ectacle. Its 
spacious nave and aisles, and even the 
sf^mjtuary were crowded ; every available 
space in the large edifice was occupied 
an hour before the commencement of 
His Grace’s Sermon, which, as might be 
expected, was a most appropriate one, 
suited iu every regard to the solemnity 
of the day, on which Iho com- 

memorates the Institution of the Lord’s 
Supper. With his wonted energy, elo- 
quence and close reasoning, the Arch- 
bishop edified Ills very large audience 
for nearly an hour, and the profound 
attention which they jJaid, proved their 
just appreciation of HU Grace's excel- 
lent discourse.

We have unintentionally strayed away 
from our main purpose into those re- 
marks, by occa.^ion of wliat seemed to 
us a certain sort of affinity or ndation- 
ship between the sj^bject on ^wliicli wo 
proposed to treat, and tlial, on which, 
we have bet^n just discoursing. NVe shall 
now resume onr original design, and lay 
before our readers a brief narrative oj the 
state of Catholicity in the several places, 
which are visited Hy travellers from 
Southampton to Calcutta, by the Steam

' tively so limited, that, ntiassisted as it u 
by any co-operation on the part of (Jo- 
veniment, the woiidcr is not that so little 
has been douo by it'but that iu such try- 
ing circumstances so much in w li.at rl^ 
Sards education has been aceoinfdisbed. 

Prom Southampton, tho Traveller by 
the P. and O. Packet to Calcutta passes, 
to Qibraltar, At Gibraltar, he,will find a* 
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email, narrow, but thickly inhabited town 
attached to the ceFebrated Fort of that 
place, ffhe fjrrent bulk of the Population 
here bcin^j of Spanish origin is Catholic. 
The Congregation numbers about Fifteen 
Thousand. The British .Catholic Soldiers 
attac1i(jd to the Garrison amount ordinarily 
to about thirteen or fourteen hundred. 
The Catholic Cathedral is a spacious and 
very ornamented building, capable of ac^ 
comrnodating at the same time a Congic- 
gation of some three or four thousand per- 
sons. The Bishop, the Right Rev. Doc- 
tor Hughes is assisted by two Priests, 
his own fellow countrymen from Ireland, 
and by twelve others, natives of Spain. 
Attached to the Church, is a iiAnt small 
chapel built by the Irish Soldiers with 
characteristic zeal, for the practice of their 
private devotions on occasions, wlicii 
they are not engaged at Divine Worship 
in the Cathedral. In Gibraltar ns every 
where else, these good men arc the com- 
fort and support of their Pastors and of 
every lustitution conncctcsl with educa- 
tion or religion, whilst the exceptions to 
this general (3omnieudatiou are so few, 
as not to merit notice. 

A very flourishing Branch House of 
tho Dublin Loretto Irisiitutc is estab- 
lished at Gibraltar, in which an admira- 
ble course of educatioa is provided for 
Female youth both rich and poor. 
In the Catholic IVfale Free School, too, 
some two or three hundred boys re- 
ceive an education suited to their po- 
sition in society. It is^ estimated, that 
up\vards«:of seven Imudrcd children of 
both sexes, attend at these several scliools. 
On the part of the Bishop and Clergy, 
every exertion that their limited and dif- 
ficult circumstances will allow, is made 
for tlic advaucemeut of Religion aud 
Education. u

Government. With the characteristic 
warmth and generosity, for which, even 
among his own Irish Fellow-Countrymen, 
Mr. Torrens was distinguished, he, at 
once, made it known to our Venerated. 
Prelate, that ho would himself provide 
for the regular payment of tlie stipend, 
wdiich was discontinued, and accord- 
ingly, with all the delicacy and gooil 
taste of a perfect Gentleman, Mr. ^For- 
rens, in order that lh(3 Priest at Bcrham- 
pore should not bo pained or liuml)led, 
by a sense of his dependence for support 
on the bounty of an individual not of 
the Catholic Communion, arranged, that 
the allovvaucc in question sliould bo paid 
to the Arclibisliop, by whom, as if from 
himself, it was transmitted to the Cler- 
gyman stationed there. This generous 
course of conduct, ^Ir. Torrens continued 
for about two years, until other circum- 
stauees, to which w^e shall now only 
merely allude, made the removal of a 
Priest from Berliampore unavoidable. 
During Mr. Torrens’ life time, it %vas 
feaVod that the promulgation of this fact 
might prove displeasing to him, and 
hence it was withheld fro a public notice. 
But now that his connection with this 
world and its concerns has ceased, it 
would be ungrateful in us, to suppres? 
any longer the mention of a fact, which- 
reflects such honor on the memory of a 
<icntlcman, who during life exhibited on 
every occasion, the most kindly feelings 
towards our Community.

of A Mandarin, and Father JBotiri.n'd, with two 
young natives (bis cateehlst and a young pupil 
who 8erv«?d Maas), were captured and carried 
off to the chief^^own of the district. Here ha 
tunderwent repeated exainitmtiou.s, but, of course 
no coufeasioti could be extorted from hiui that 
would implicate anyof the villages that had had 
haboiired him, or the peoph? who had embraced 
Ohristianity ; and his young connpnnions were 
equAiIy firm. At length the Ruropean Priest 
w.as condeiriued to die, hy virtue of the edict 
to preveui the iuirodiiotion of Christianity, and 
Fus execution, took place on the Xsr of May 
last, in the inidH of great parade of military 
power.

MAUTYRDOM OP A IWIEST IN 
TONQUIN. 

The last number of the Annals of the 
Propagation of the Faith” (Olst No.) contains 
a detailed account of iho martyrdom of Ihu 
holy Missionary, Paihor Jean- Louis Bonnard 
tn Western Tonquin, on ihe*l.st. of May, 18o2. 
The iiaTrative which is given in a letter from 
Monseigneur Retord, B'.shop of Acanthus, and 
Vicar. Apusiolio of Western Tonquin, to the* 
director of the Seminary for Foreign Mis.sioiis 
ijt-ar PAris, is most deeply iuieresting. It ap- 
pears that the martyry wiio was a native of 
lijons^ a neighhonrhood which has been fer- 
tile in saints iu all ageSj^ and an el^ve of the 
Foreign Missions was siiti a young man, and had 
been only a short time on the Tonquin mission 
where he had received the charge of an exten- 
Hve parish from the prelate ‘who recites the 
account of his inartyrdoin. He went to a cer- 
tain village, , at the earnest iovitatioo of a few 
Chiisttans, Ahtire to adiuiniaier the divine rites 


The site selected for his death wa.8 about one 
league* and a half below the city, .ind near tfm 
stream. Ha walked the whole of ihi-? s-paco ou 
foot, carrying his cangno an*! hU chain, ivli'-cli 
he held .iloft in one h/in.l, whii.st he marched 
with heroic courage and an air of 5 ?upcT human 
contentment. When he reached the place f.ir 
execution, his hands wrere pinioned behind his 
hack ; they were cnioprp.ssod so tightly th.it hlooii 
flowed from them. Moreover, the manriaria.s 
had forgotten to bring the instrumenta necessary 
j to sever his cangue and break his chain : they 
j took, at least, one whole hour to go iu search 
j of them, and our dear martyr rctnained all 
! this lime on his knees, crec*’ and steady as a 
; pillar; he had received the bread of the strong 
. A few ii>StuTit.s before leaving his pri.son ; liow 
j could he swerve and tremble ? He prayed 
with ardour, keeping his eyes raisctl towards 
1 heaven. 

When his canguo and chains had bcon rernov- 
; ed, the rnandarin presiding at the execution 
I alighted from Ids elei)hi\nt, and proceeded to ar- 
! range his hair whiLst addre.ssing somo words 
: to him that nobody ever heard. The mru-tyr, 

• likewise, spoke a few words to him, which 
i nobody has been able to report. When the 
i fiKAndarin remounted his elephant, the evmbal 
j clanged three limes, and the head of our iViend 
I fell beneath the sword’s stroke; tlie executioner 
, beheaded him with one blow of the aab.-e. Our 
Christians were only able to c<dlect a little of 
bis blood, for the officers drove off, with raians 
all those who ventured on npproaoliing. The 
Pagan soldiers appr»>priatPd to themselves 
the new dress which ttev, Mr. Bonnard wore 
when going to execution ; as to the under 
garment, which he still retained at iho moment 
of his death, and which was saturated with 
blood, the Pagan soldiers divided it aujung e.ach 
other, with the view of seHiug the pieces to the 
Ohristi.'yi^JJhoy made away with throe 
rings of his chain, and the iron riveU of bis 
cangue. Several among them diyp.*tl paper in 
his blood. , They also out his beard, Ins hair, 
and a portion of his pantaloons ; thev still 
conft;riue to offer these objects for sale. 

The feUcr continuns to si ate that the man. 
daTjins hfonght the ^body of the martyr &. v«. 
ral miles down iho river in a boat, and, having 
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put t)iiJ i'l H haif, fin 1 it nn<l»»r

beyond the limits where alone at first sight 
ii»ey could be supposed to be appreciated. 
Ill conclusion we select a rather long passage 
from the second chapter, not as of greater 
value than the rest, but as affording a good 
idea of the manner in which tlio reasoning 
is ooud noted.

No 8oon.*r, tlipn, had Our Lord in this 
inaiinor pointod out that th*»re sliould bo one 
horeafeor to take liis place on earth arid to be 
the ruler of His brethren, expressing at tlio 
Harue tiuio the loilstnne nature of the trust, and 
the duty of r'xeroisiiig it wiih the spirit which 
He*, the model, iiad fihdwii, than turning His 
disconrsn fn»m the Apostles, whom hitherto He 
had atidrossed in common, to Peter singly, Ho 
prucoeded to de^igllate Peter as that one, to ns« 
sure him of a singular privilege, and to egfurco 
upon him a proportiotuitc duty 

And first a break in the hitherto contiuiious 
discourse is ushered in by tho words, “ And the 
Lord said,” and what follows is fixed to Peter 
specially I'v ihy reiteration of his name, ** Simon, 
Siinuij, belnild Satan hath desired t<» have you 
that he may sift you as wheat to havoyo?^— . 
that i"*, not Peter aloii^. but all ihe Apjisides ; 
tho ft%'noyi>u, whom in the preceding verses He 
had so often repeated, “you not so,*' “but I 
am in the midst of you, “ button are they that 
have continued with Me/* ** and I disposo to 
you a Uinirdom,''’ “ that you may eat and drink 
witi) Mo and what follows ? What was the 
resource provided by tho Lord against fbis 
attack of the great enemy on all His fold r 

But I have prayed tor tfiee that tJkjf faith fail 
not: and thou, being once converted, confirm 
thy brethren." Not “ I have prayed for 
where all were assaulted, “ that your faith faii 
not," but I have prayed ftiP thecj Pater, that thy 
faith f^il not! Nothing c m be more erapliatic 
than this change of numhrr, when Our Lord 
throughout all Hie previous discourse had used 
the plural, and now co^nuing tho plural to 
designate the person^ ntf&ched, uses tho singular 
to specify the person far whom Uo has prayed, 
and to whom He assures a singular privileg**, 
tho fruit of that prayer. Nothing could more 
strongly p^rove that this address was special to 
Peter. 

Nor less evident is the singular dignity of 
what ts' h'e4fu proiijis4.>d to him. First of uil, it 
'is the :/rlwKj>f pl^♦yor^^^ Christ, Of what 


importance must that be which was solicited by 
Our Lord of His Father, and at a moment 
when the redemption of the world was being 
accomplished, and when His Passion may bu 
said to have b<fgun ? Of what importance that 
I which was to be the defence of not Peter Only, 
but all the Disciples, against the most formida- 
ble assault of the great enemy, who had de- 
manded them a.s it, were to deliver tbeui over to 
punishment? And this was “ that thy faith fail 
not." ilow ia it possible to draw any other con- 
clusion here than what S. Leo in the fifth cen- 
,tury expressed so clearly before all the Bi.shopi 
of Italy ? “ The danger from the temptation 

of fear was common to all the Apo.stle 9 , and all 
equally needed the lielp of the Divine protec- 
i tion, since the Devil dosire to dismay all, to 
, crush all ; and yet a special care of Peter is 
! undertaken by Our Lord, and He prays pe- 
‘ culiarfy for the faith of Peter, as if ilie state 
; of the rest would be more sure if the mind 
! of their chief were not conquered. In Peter, 

. therefore, tho fortitudn of ail is protectetl, and 
; the help of Divine grace is so ordered tivit ilio 
: firmness whicli through Christ is given to Peter, 
through Peter is conferred on tiie Apustle/' 
And if such is the impoitanco of the help secu- 
red, no b*ss is tho charge following — “ And 
' thou, being once converted, confirm thy bre- 
1 threii.” To confirm others, is to be pul in an 
j ofiice of dignity and auihoruy over thorn, been 
j addressing in common with him, to whom Ho 
had just disclosed “ a Greater" and “ a Ruler" 
“among" them — that ia, tho Apostles thorn - 
selves. Among thcao, then, when Our Lord’s 
visible Preaency was withdrawn, Pete** was t o 
be the principle of stability, binding and mould- 
ing them into one building. For oim cannot 
fail to sue how this great proiniae and prophecy 
answer to those in Mathew'. There Our Lord, 
as Architect, promised to lay Peter as tho foun- 
dation of the Ohurch, against which the gates 
of Hell should not prevail : here, being about 
t<» leave the world when His ovvn W()rk was 
finished to ascend unto [Jis Father, and to as- 
sflfuie His great p->wtir and reign, ' Ho makes 
Peter as it were tho Architect to carry on thy 
work which was to hw completed by Jlis grace 
and authority, but by human co-operation. So 
e,xact is the rescmblanoj th.it wc may put tho 
two promises in parallel columns to illustrate 
each other : — v.

I Mysteries are above human comprehen-* 

: swn, aiSi not contrary to reason, which 
is n very different thing. Reason cannot 
of itself see the truths which we are taught 
by the inystencs of religion ; but at the 
#anio tiljQH it cannot fcee the impossibility 
of such truths existing. So it is regarding 
the Ifidernity and linito-nsity of God •— .£ 
cannot understand how a being exist with- 
I out having had a beginning, and how that 
’ being can be everywhere ai once. Hut I 
I cannot at all see, at the same time, why this 
I is impOMsihle. 

In tlio mystery of the Holy Trinity^ I 
cannot understand how ono and the same 
divinity can belong al the .saine rime to tlirco 
distinct persons ; nevertheless 1 cannot dis- 
cover how it could be clearly contrary to 
truth, and impossible in itself. — To say that 
“ three persons arc hut one person," would 
evidently bo false and ab.siivd ; but not to 
say •* throe persons have one and the same 
divine nature, and consequently are but ono 
and the same God.’* 

And 80 it is respecting the mysteries of 
the IncirntAvm, of tho Hedemption of tho 
Eucharist of Eternitf/y of tho endless hap- 
piness of thf' just, and tho unceasing woe 
’^f tho damned, nnd of all the truths taught 
by the Catholic Church. I cannot under- 
stand the union of llie divine nature to our 
human nature ia Jesus Christ. — I cannot 
understand how Jesus Christ, the Man- God, 
expired on a cross to wash away onr sins 
ill Ills blood, and to sanciify us by the gracea 
imparted to us through the sacramenis.— 1 
cannot understand how Ills gloiilieii body 
i» virtually in the Holy Eucharist; 

nor how the mVid and wine are changed 
into the adorable body and blood of my 
Saviour, by the words of the consecratfoa 
during Maas, I do not see why everlasting 
joys and sorrowB are the just reward and 
puoishmotit of temporal things, etc. ; but I 
catiriot say, neither can <‘iny one else say, 

“that is evidently coft‘r;iry to what ought to 
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be, atid moreover it ii evidently and perfectly 
ina possible.” 

Therefore, the mysteries of religion are 
uhavi human reason^ and wov co*itrary to 
human reason. No, faith is not opposed 
to rea^iou ; on the cotitrary^ they are sis*< 
tern, and mutunlly help each other. They 
are two lights united in one, and they aro 
all the more brilliant for it. Faith is to 
reason wliat the telescope is to the naked 
eye. The eye, with ihe assistance of the 
telesc(»pe, sees what it could not discover 
unaided. Is not this a fact, and who will 
tell me that a telescope dims our percep- 
tion of distant objects ? 

Such is fiith. She regulates and en- I 
larges our reasoning faculties ; sho^doos not 
place a limit to our intelligence'. No, aided 
by her we imbibe new iriiths, supernatural 
truths, divine truths, — w'o learn the secrets i 
of (iod !

In our preceding number, we laid be*

You are well a Ware, my lord, tliat the writ- 
ings of Volr-nrc, Jjederor, JD’Alemberl, and 
Frt.Ur' ' of Piussia, with many others, deluged 
the and southern parts of Europe dur- , 

ing the laiter part, of the eighteenth century. ' 
These political and religious rcvolulionists pro- 
fctib^^d ail UKinarohical and Christian institu- 
tions •, liberty and tjuality” were the two 
pTiiicitScs wliich their disciples published and 
advocated ; and the united clTorls of the most 
Abandoned men that the world evor saw her 
concentrated in tho tinchristian, sacrilegious, 
and f reasonable combinfition to uproot the 
Altar and the thi owe." Jii tirder to carry oat 
their principles of disorder, infidelity, and ven- 
geance, they met together under the name of 
•‘a new aujl a higher degree of fremasonry, 
called IlluminGeism,*' and their places of meet- 
ing were so tuiinerous, particulaily in France, 
tha^ Dcilerot svu3 heard to say, “We have at 
this moment eurolied in our society upwards of 
six;,. uadi ed thousand men, opposed to civil ty- 
ranny ami Fapal authority/* The German 
Protestants followed in the wake of these re- 
volutionists, and, under the pretext of holding 
tneetirigs for religious worship, aided— as histoiy 
Asserts— the progress of the infidels against Ca- 
tholicity. It was iitide 4 ^ these oirciim,.^|^nces 
that both France and the Italian States took 
the alarm, ai^ passed laws to protect the State 
and the Altar ; and hence, in the year 1786, 
the Tuscan government enacted a law against 
“ private conventicles,*' which prohibited any 
one to hold a meeting in his own house, or to 
form A meeting in the hoi|sc of a third party, 
under any pretext whatever— even of religion, 
without the s-anction and the written legal li« 
oefistf of thti civil authoritieB. .Two point! are 


therefore clear for iliese premJ.sell nninely, — this 
law, which was never before known in Tuscany, 
grew out of the acknowledged and patent dan- 
ger of civil revolution ; and, secondly, that law 
had no reference whatever, either directly 'or 
indirectly, to forbidding the mivulation of tho 
Word of U,d,’ or puni.Hhi(ig tho reading of the 
Bible. Its object was definedly to refuse hid- 
ing-places to bands of sanguinary infidi'li*. and 
to .scatter tho dens of perjuied revolutionists. 
This i.s the law under which “ilie martyred 
Madia*' have been condemned— .a law, be it re- 
memhtired, introduced for the first lime into 
Tuscany in 1786, and framed not again^it tho 
Word of God, hut against perfidy ; not against 
religion of any kind, but against bljupheiny ; 
i\di against liberty, eitlier civil or religious, but 
to pmtfmtpGod and man from a .scene *vf hlmnl 
and devAijtatiun, which these iivonstcrs .soon after 
enacted in the streets of I’aris, in the aiiiuinn of 
1791, The slaughter in that city on that disa.s- 
troiis day, tho succeeding war of Europe^ tho 
blood spiMed in Spain, PorrugJil, Gerinany, 
•Uussia, and Italy, and your own National l)t*ljt 
— all demonstratu tho pru*ienct» of 'fuscany in 
the laws of 1786, and prove, hei/onri all contra- 
diction, that your lordship has made miM state- 
ments in ascribing ecclesiastical tyranny in wii.it 
you are pleased to call the [Ionian Cihurc’l/' to 
tlifl prudent .and essential euaerments of the 'I’ns- 
can Government.

I reg nit for tlm 
sake of your lordship that you have written the^e 
word.s.

W« arc not aware that — up to a very late 
period at least — the government had ever 
contemplated any serious or fiagnint violation 
of these rights. The Dutch Church, at the 
time ‘Of the surrender of the Cape, was the 
principal — almost the only une~in possession. 
There were throe Dutch Uocnan Catholic 
clergymen, and, we believe, one Ltuheran 
minister, at Cape Town,* when the hingUsli 
got possession. The priests were expelled, not 
by the Dutch Church, hut by the blind bigu-- 
try of tile brave, but tUiierate, officer \Vho 
coiomanded the British forces. ^Ve‘ believe 
that the Dutch Church never aspired fo any- 
thing beyond wliat it was entitled to, namely, 
to be in the Hinne position in relanon to the 
Government that it was at the time .of the sur* 
render of the Cape. It did not seek to ex-^ 
cludtf otlier Christian d^•ll()Illi^alions — (we 
Catholics, perli.ips, might be an oxception)— • 
from the colony. That it knew would be an 
impossibility — i useless exhibition of imbeci- 
lity and intolcranoe But it sought, and so 
far It had rigiit and reason on irs side, that no 
pet State Cliurcli should be by tho Govern- 
ment preferred before it and put over its head. 
It did not seek tliat the ** Kerk Reformier** 
should be anything but tho Ke.rkUnformier. 

It did not aspire to have itself called tlie 
/ft'f'A but then its fnember>4 were of opi- 
nion that no O'ber deiioiiini ition sliould i>e 
permitted to ignore it, and set ihemselves up 
as “ the Church.” 

Some years back it wa^ pleasing fo Her 
M.ijesty's Colonial minuter and lo the (^olo^ 
iiial Cisarch Society, to send into this colony, 
in virrue of and armed withjhe Letters Pa- 
tent of Her M.ijosiy, a cenaiii Iliglil Re* 
verend and right well beloved Robert Gray, | 
who, in virtue of her royal spiritual preroga- 
tive, was duly and legally constituted aCjd 
iippoiiited die Lord of Cao** Town, and the 
lisatiop of liie see which h;id been thereto ao- 
pended. 

liis Lordship arrived in 1847, and hU 
Letters Patent were duly ventilated through* 
the Gazette. From iliar day whnt we, in 
our ignoiatioe, used lo call the Anglican or 
English Church, became “ The Church,’*— 
that la to siy. the princifv^^iuirch— the favor- 
ed church — the p^t cdiurch. The arrival of 
the little aristocradc sidrnusl hintlmg, to use

The fate of 
Earn — waxed greedy, like

golden ffhowers have descended through the 
benignant intervention of Lord Gray, 8ir 
Harry Smith, and the redouhtable Colonial 
Secretary, upon his favored Lordship. Deans, 

' Archdeacons, *^ and hoary Prebendaries, sprung 
up in the Cape as if by magic — all the para- 
phernalia of an old establishment are imme- 
diately put in requisition. An ample supply 
of Well-Appointed incumbents, wdio are under 
pay from the day they put, tlieir foot on 
puard-sliip, speedily arrive to take charge of 
new p'.irishevS. where they find nothing want- 
ing except parishioners. Even the Kirk-dorp 
of Colesberg is converted into an Anglican 
parish and before ho has a roof upon his St. 
Saviour’s, or a congregation to keep out tho 
damp .vhen finished, a most benign and chari- 
table countryman of ours dispenses pi^ace, 
tracts, and oiher evangelical good tilings to 
tfiio be- flighted papists and others who 
dwell upon the willowy banka of the Gariep. 
There is not a bole, or nook, or post where 
Bishop Gray places a catecliisf, that ho is not 
provided for amply and comfortably ; and in 
towns like Cape TuvVu\‘und Graiiain’s Town, 
the sum paid to the clergymen of ‘‘ tho 
Church” is out of all reason and proportion. — 
8oe how the case stands for the estimates of 
1853 ; — Money paul to the Anglican Cliurcli 
—Four thousand Seven Hundred Pounds f 
Of this, the town of Graham's Town receives 
for two clergymen Eiglit liun»lred Pounds. 
It is not to bo wondered at, therefore, that 
the Dutch CburcU should subsequently to the 
late Synod, bnVe entered its soleain protest 
against tho pretensions of iu Anglican sister. 
That sister has Jono to her whai she herself 
complains of as an aggression on tho part of 
the Pope. The Pope did not change tho 
nfitiiQ of a single parish in Cu'jrlaiid, nor ilid 
he originate or est<ablish a single new district, 
lie had no St. Mark's o\ St, Saviour’s. lie 
did nothing but apportion out the old limits 
in order to detine an authority strictly spiri- 
tual. He selected the most obscure nOkmes 
(Westminster exc«*p*ed) omitting tliose sees 
already tilled by English prelates. Ilo^-hild 
done a similar act before, wlien he dedned 
the limits for the jurisdiction of tlie V^icars 
Apostolic. He has not touched a single 
penny of English Church revenue, nor has 
he to his neic, bishops a farthing from 

the State The act of the Pope was 

purely spiritual : now if .is n^jch could be 
said of Queen Victoria's appointment of Bi- 
shop Grey— -if it did not give his church a 
disprop.irtionate and exorbitant, share of the 
revetuie of the c«»j«)ny, which ought to bo 
equitably divided amongst die tax-prayers— 
we never would raise our voice or write a line 
ou the iuojeat* if the Pope was guilty of 
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agl^resaion on the Engliilt nation and Parlia- | 
tXKsiu by appointing apiritual dignitari(*s with- { 
in the realm— a fortiori^ tho Etiglish Govern- 
ineni by ignoring the Dutck Church were^ 
gailty of a anil more aerioua breach of good 
faith. For our own parts we don’t think the 
aggression on either side worth a rusii .what 
we look to 19 the a<igresHion upon the Colo* 
iiiiil Piirse, which enables any highly -favoured 
iiidividiial; in virtue of Colonial-odice intlu 
euce, to place his church noiense voUns upo^ ! 
the estimates^ while others having an equal ! 
claim must starve in the aritechainher. What 
we condemn is, that this political influence 
siiould be granted to one set of religiontsts 
and withheld from another ; — that tne rich, 
who don't want assistance to suppopt their 
church, should receive it even to satiety, 
while the pour, who do want it, should be < 
grudged even the crumbs that fall from life 
table of iJives; — that one sect of Christians 
should by being highly bribed by a jobbing 
bureucracy bo temfiied to soil them'ielvcs as 
the fags and foils of their payransfers,— while 
others, the victiius^^!>^wijustice, are treated 
with neglect and contempt. It is not even 
the present ofFec.is of tho system of Colonial- 
office nepotism that xve dread— -we look to the 
future ; and we England obstinate to tlie 
last, and incapablo of profiting by the sad 
lessons of t^xperUnioe, about to transfer to 
her colonies ti legacy of her injustice aud 
misrule, slanlar to that wiiich at present is 
looked Uf»ou by her friends aud enemies us the 
great source of her weakness— t lie tempora- 
lities of I he English Church a« by law esta- 
blished in Ireland. — Cape. Colonist

** It, tvould be unjust to regnrd such costly 
and solid ornaments as evincing vanity or 
prodigality in this people. They are the 
result, as they are the evidence, of their 
strong living practical faith in the mystery: 
of ttie Real Presence, and their ardent de-| 
votion to Jesus in the Adorable Sacrament 
of the altar. It has been suggested. I be- 
lieve by some of these travellers, that such 
ornaments and other Church property should 
be confiscated for the good of the state; 
which means that these things, which for 
the most p'trt private zeal and devoj[jon have 
consecrated to religion, should le alienated 
and follow the revenues of the nation of 
late years into the pockets of revolutionary 
demagogues, who have exhausted t'<e nation's 
blood and treasure, nor for the aaiion's in- 
terest, but to gratify their own ambition^ 
The nation's faith will ever be an insur- 
mountable barrier against such a utilitarian 
suggestion. Sueb faith and piety could not 
brook such sacrilege. Whereas their private 
dwellings aro sufficiently comfortable, with 
which they are contented, tliey do not con- 
sider anything too costly or too rich for the 
iioly temple of the Great King, and particii- 
Isrly ill those things that are more immediate- 
ly conrieoted with the lloly Sacrament of 
the altar. 

Ttiese people, then, are good and pious, 
and would soon become even moro happy 
and prosperous, but for these few dema- 
gogues who are so ambitious of gaining puw- 
«r. They possess an influence by their ad- 
dress to sway these po6r simple people as 
their nit/bitious passions agitate themselves* 
What wonder that it is so, Dvjmn we reflect 
that seven-ninths of the population are of 
Indian descent ? It must ever be to the im- 
inonal credit of Mexico and the influences 
and principles that operated in her minsidii, 
that whereas in other places the Indians 
have been ruined, exterminated, there she 
has raised them to what they arc, and saved 
them to Christtantty and society. 

In what regards Ecclesiastical matters 
one thing seems chiefly deserving of obser- 
vation, if not indeed of improvement, the 
fewness Of Bi4h>ps. For over nine millions 
of souls spread over that vast extent of terri- 
tority, only nine dioceses, and' some of these 
/y,en«yrally long vacant, and owing to the over 
much concern with which government char- 
ges itself about such matters, may be so for 
long enough. A vacancy occurring in the 
’ ordinary way may ccattiuue for years, but 
\be creation of work 

of a generation. ' 


“ Owing to this the few zealous and wor- 
thy Bishops that are, are oppressed with 
duty, and And it. in conspquence, irnpuiisible to 
visit the more^istant parts of their districts 
as often as (bight be desirable, and hence 
must ensue to those neglected localities very 
great spinrual privation. May God increase 
the number of the Mexican prelates, and 
long preserve the Faith of that Catholic

It ia 
believed, that such reptiles, if brought 
from any of tho neighbouring countries 
to Malta, would citiier die, or at least 
lose the powiU' of injuring tho inhalTT- 
tants. A similar bdessing is ascribed by 
the universal tradition of iho Irish peo- 
ple to t!r; ’oenodicrion bestoxved on their* 
country by St. .Patrick, their Apostle. 
But, taking into account the local or 
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geographical site of Malta, as well as the 
great warnitli of its climate, its oxernp- ; 
tion from serpents and other venomous 
creatures, which abound in neighbour- 
ing regions is so extraordinary, that . 
it must be deemed to lend a certain 
amount of probability to the belief, ’ 
wiiich attributes that happy privilege to j 
the blessing of St. Paul. ! 

Three pictures of the Madonna arc 
exhibited in three distinct chapels, si- 
tuated in difTcrcut parts of Malta. These 
are reverenced with much pious respect 
by the people, not only on accoupt ofthe 
Ever Blessed Virgin whom thVy 'repre- 
sent, but also because they Jiave been 
banded down to the prcvseut agf", from a 
very remote antiquity, as havitig come 
from the pencil of the St. 

Luke, wlio is recorded to liave nceouipa-' 
nied St. Paul to Malta, Tlie magni- 
ficent ("hiirch of St. John at Malta, one 
of the noblest and most CNjpiisite .speci- 
mens of Ecclesiastical ar<*hitectiire in 
the world, as nell as most of the other 
stately biiildings to bo met with in every 
part of the Island, owe their erection to 
the zeal and generosity of (hat illus- 
triotis military lltdigious brutherliood, 
known ordinarily, at present, by tiio name 
of tlui Knights of ^lalla.^^ Iii I'W 
this chivalrous Fraternity hilhorto de- 
signated “ Knights of Rhodes’' from 
their having couquv'^red that Tsl.and from 
the Turks in and rcsidcvl in it, until 

overcome in their turn by the same pow- 
er, trans^ferrod tlieir Institute to 3Ialta, 
the property and possession of which 
island were granted to them by the 
emperor Charles the Fifth. 

Still more recent political changed 
have bronglit Malta under the dominion 
of England, but on llic express condi- 
tion, that the Catholic religion is to be 
upheld there with all its ancient preroga- 
tives. Accordingly with the exception of 
some English settlers, or the descciidauts 
of such settlors, the whole mass of the 
Maltese population is altogether Ca- 
tliolic. Their number, lucindlug the 
population of Rhodes is estimated at 
abwt 120,0 ')d. The Churcluis governeti 
tiierc by a Bishop, the title of whose 
See is takcij^ fjfmn the name of tdni Island, 
U'lt besides h|^^5jgnation as Bishop of 
Malta, he is aSi^ffistiiig^ishcd by the 
app'isllatioi^. ofri^^bhhop of Rhodes, 


In ministering to the religious wants of 
his numerous flock, this Prelate is as- 
sisted by a very numerous body of clergy 
hotli sccuhui find regular, amounting, as ^ 
we arc assured, to about nine hundred 
in number, (/ommuuities of Female 
Religieuses arc also established in the 
Island, who devote themselves to the 
important duties of (?dn cation and of • 
charity in the care of the sick. The 
Bishop’s seminary contains about 80 
youth, all in course of preparation for 
the sacred ministery. 

The very peculiar .site of Malta in 
the Mediterranean makes the posses- 
sion of tlie Island mo.st important to 
the I'jUglish natitui, both in a political 
.and commercial point of view*, wliilsfc 
its natural Ibrmatlon, encompassed as 
it is by a rock bound coa'^t, renders 
: its citadel almost iinpivguablc. But 
notwithstanding the security it thus 
enjoys, the BrltiA" f/overnment has 
wisely provided, thnt it:^ Fort should 
1)0 always oceupiod by a numerous Mili- 
tary force, consisting clticHy of certain 
i Regiments of line and iii addition to 
tlicse, of a llegiiiKuit of Militia raised, 
in till.' Island. A powerful naval force 
stationed iu the Mediterraucan U also 
always at hand, to co-operate, when 
! necessary, witdi* the army on land, against 
any attempt at revolution or inva- 
. sion . 

i I he local or Militia Regiment, com - 
I posed, as it is entirely of the natives, is 
j altogether in what regards religion, Chi- 
j tholic. In the Regiments of the lino 
i tiie .same admixture of Catholics and Pro- 
testants occuiS; whicl; is always Vcmnd in 
British regular Regiments at home aud 
in the colonies. 

We have been informed on undoubt- 
ed authority of an occurrence, whtcli 
.-very recently took place iu one of these 
Regiments at Malta, and which, in a reli- 
gious, if not in a social and political point 
of view also, is deserving of notice. Tho 
foUowifig is the occurrence we allude to. 
Not long since, the Command’/ng OlHccr 
of a roguliir Regiment, .stationed at Mal- 
ta, w{\s amazed to find, that Mormonisrn 
was spreading rapidly amongst the Pro- 
testant soldiers of }ns Corps. No Mor- 
mon Missionary had been known to have 
visited the Island. Whence then, o 
how, this extraordinary a(nd ^ alarm 
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ing system could have been introduc- 
ed and propagated among st» many 
of his English fcllow-country-men arirl 
fcUow-religioiiists aUo, lie utterly at. 
a loss to conjecture. W'luit astonished 
him still more was, that the Converts 
to Mornioiiism had been hitherto almost 
witliout any eveepLion, Men distinguish- 
ed for tlieir good conduct as sohlicrs, and 
in other respects also steady ami well- . 
behaved. After much anxious oiiqiiirv, ho 
at IcMigth asccrt'.iiui^d, that the master 
and mistress <Jms!»aud and v/ife) of 
the regimental Sciiooi, were tlic teach- 
ers and (Ussuiuiii itors of the Al-ormou 
system. Tiiey were iicx^oydiiigly* scut 
for and cx imi.r; ! hy the colonel on tin; 
subject. At onei.*, unhesitatingly, they 
admitt.\l the truth of tho report wliieu 
he ha l reeoned in tiieir regard, prore>s- 
ed l!e*ir slueciv l)eiier in alorniouisiu, 
and tju'ir determinatiou at any risk 
to adlutM to tlier. 4v>'^vly embraced rcli- 
giou. 

• 

It was to no purpose, tiiat Mie Com- 
mau.luig O.lieer remonslriiled iu a 
fatinc iy and most khully manner with 
them, noth on the rashness of tliolr ro- 
solvo j\ud ou the heavy pceunlary ios^ of 
Ihcir joiul s.iLiry uT seventy or clg’nly 
pjumU pet annnm, which tint resolve, 
u‘ p.uNisted iu, Wi)nld inevitably entail on 
them. Ail his exliortations wore in vain. 
They aec u'diugly were disuiisscd fr>m the 
charge of the School and another Master 
and Mistrcis yuostitnred iu their place. 
The same resolute udlierouce to Morirft)- 
uism cUarackorised all tlmir newly aecpiic- 
ed converts. And, not content witii hc- 
iug thmTselves agrogate I lo the Mormon 
sect, they imlividuaily and gf'neraily, re- 
sorted lia!)itna:ly lo every of ingmii- 
ou>;^eheinc, to obtain leave to go whenever 
thcT coaid iVom tlie b\>rl: into the r.tljoin- 
cd Town, in order to ]«>!n togoth.'r *rc, 
and form a cong.’ ‘gat: on for the celehu.a- 
tioii of their woiship — i proecodlng of 
this kind being prohiJbited within t.he pre- 
cincts of the Fort, by the .st.rlct rules of 
the Mditariy tiiselplinc. It will ^ulliee for 
tin; p.Mseiit to have laid these facts hefiuc 
our readers. On a sn')se<|vient o-’easiuyi, v;c

OF CATHOLICISM.

j The UK is this reiuarkahle property ia 
I Catholicism, tliat, in proportion ns a 
man's life becouiijs stricter, and his pray- 
ers more fie<(iu‘ut, it bestows its own 
adminihle colouring on his mind, dying 
xvilh itsrdf, as it were, his memory, "will, 
and understanding, and keeping a liand 
of permanent heiieuliction pressed on him, 
as 4 he Holy ISpirit rosLed on the face of 
the Snell an one, therefore, 

comes to be dcscrilied by those wdio know 
him as wCn^hoUr : no otlier designativm. 
will so suit him; though ho may be a 
man of talent, or of skill in the arts or 
ill business, and this in howsoever emi- 
nent a manner, thay trdvc him for a fVi- 
flr>fir ; nor can they divest themselves of 
this impression even if wislving to ab- 
blraet, and consider him imu'cly as a fol- 
lower of some one or other secular walk 
of life. And Iu\ who is tlins viewed, is, 
or ought, not to be, an oceasiou of w’on- 
dv*r : tlie Culholic religion is liki; a world 
within tlie world, aiixl according as a Ca- 
thb!ie lives up lo Ids faith, in tlie same 
degree ho comes out from llaliylon and 
her plague^, nulil, at length, one is ena- 
bled to iorni fuuitati.s mutaudis) sub- 
stantially the same idea of him, as must 
be enterCained of David from reading tho 
Psalms. 

David, alfliougli nndeiiialily *distin- 
guished for eoiuhict. of w’orldly alfuirs, 

. for stalesmauship, and for tactics, was 
not so great in any one of these things, 
in devotion, in penanec, in enter- 
ing into tlie spirit of Moses and liis dis- 
pensation, in visiting the Ark and trowd- 
ing tin; Courts of the Lord. Let a boy 
J)e ]vi)rv;soutcd casting a stone at a giant, 
or ko.'jung sheep, or screening himself iu 
a cave, and yon would scarcely call either 
an accurate dcdinealion of David ; that 
rcrpresoritation in which lio shouhl appear 
kneeling, carelessly clad iu his royal 
rc5hr.s with the crown on tlio ground, and 
smiting- a lyre, his face uplifted to h##- 
von. would seem more true to oae fresh 
from tho pennal of the Psalms. 

And a king or .a statesman or a pliilo^ 
sopber or a poet, if at the same time lio 
be practically a Cathofic, iuvariably coofc* 
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to be clnsseil primarily as such. Now as 
the worhl this is us it should be. 

It provtis that the individual in question 
has ineasiircd human thiaj^s rightly. 
Half uf the world’s pattcni-men ar^:, in 
]}oijit of fact, insensate : for, you will see 
this one go, as it were, over head and 
ears .into poetry, and devote the great tir 
prut of his time to dancing attendance 
on the forms of nature, seeming totally 
unaware the 'v idle, tliat Chri.Ntiauity has 
objects of Its own, whicli it proposes as 
recipients of the luiinau feelaig of {]<*vo- 
tiou j and that to give wiiat ought tCK.go 
to a Crncili\, or to images of l|ie«;i>ic.ssc{I 
Virgin and ibe Saints, to trees and hills, 
waterfalls and eyebrovvs, is to Ik guilty 
of a gn-jit injustice, Jind is a crone ana- 
logous in kind to that whirli rmu- 
lUiticd, wlio j)i‘cicrrc{l t]j/‘ ;':rv)Ves of 
lam, bs-autdul pl.iv'cs du’ib u cliaruang 
sj)ols, containing fii\; scniptni cs, and 
well C'.ihadatcil to fno ion', t ) 
the Temple at Jernsnij'ui. So, if a phi- 
losopher ohoose.s lo bii'.y liiitiMdf ahoul 
causation or sensafiou, anil at tiie 

ji 'gic.'it the C’atholic d-ognnis, the 
day of judgment will sliow him up f\/r a 
madman ; and if a man of a cliecrful 
spirit dcligliL as he, naturally mavg ia a 
dance or a picnic, bur will not chime in 
with a festival of Holy Cliuridi, Jio 
about as (doiish as a luu de-m-ist or \vo\ild 
be, wiio should be for ever cUertipplag 
like a canary or a nightingale, and :>o fail 
in prictisiug on Ins violki. 

It is, hccauj«c f'^ir vv)rl4 is the principal 
antagonist of CallioJicism, ,and not this 
or that particular heresy, tiiat oven in 
those countries commonly termed Catho- 
lic, although tiie nicrjiy being a <-’ai.in^ 
lie. is no distinction Cvt all, the degree 
of an individmdhs fnlehsy the Church 
engllgcrt alcciuion, nricu' to its i)cing 
tnvried to\Yards the otlier qufililics for 
which he is remarkuhje. Foi', to say 
that bO and so is a saint or a ilovoteo, 
what is it but carrying into a liappier 
sphere the distinguishing jirocess, that 
goes on in other count m s, wlicre cwni a 
iioiTjLinal Catholicily attracts attcation 
and little valuable as it is, seems a curio- 
a wonder, and a rarity ? In conn- 
trie.s alien to the Faith, uicu pick out a 
O.itUoHc, take dimpn&ivms, and the 
Jrti* find cry goe^fOrth— this is a Catho- 
lic. ^ bit the nail right on the head.

ground, whence thoir most cunning at- 
tacks against our Puitli are (Greeted. 

A celebrated essayist once pressed on 
Catholics, that some attention was due to 
the judgments of such men as Hooker 
and Chillingworth, on the points in dis- 
• ])ute between Protestantism and Catholic- 
ism, as, in the case of the inaginary an-, 
thor \vc have sketched above, wc suppos- 
ed people urging tlic claims his views on 
the subject had to consideration. The 
answer is simply : they do not exact 
a Catholic’s consideration at all : for, 
it is hard to see how a Catholic can*tron- 
hle liimst'lf witli them, and have impli- 
cit faith in the Catholic teaching at th« 
same time ; and if he have not this Faith, 
ho is not a Catholic. For one who is 
evtunial to the (.’hurch, and enquiring 
inlo licr claims to his obedience, such 
reference \vould^fj?r<ffi'4^able enough. 

It is a curious,^ but a'sad spectacle, to 
see liow people now a days wander hun- 
gry and thirsty after knowledge, null 
have it at any ])rice, and because the Ca- 
tholic ClLircli says, take as much as you 
like of* it, only voii must have it infused 
witli Cailiolieism ; they turn round, and 
make the silly charge, that she refuses 
them the gift they crave. It is not however, 
that slie is not profuse in her offer, but, 
that iu a fallen world, she warns them of 
the necessity of a Corrective. If they slink 
olf, and proceed, and set up knowledge 
as her rival; She, the spouse of Christ, 
w ill brook no such usurpation ; a^s is said 
of God iu the psalms. She laughs them 
to scorn, ’^aud her holy vengeance dcs- 
C(inds iu her heavenly ratified anathemas, 
AVI/y ! did men only Jcnow the things 
tliat belong to their f^.acc, one simple 
suggestion of hers, were recommenda- 
tion in matters of thought or of con- 
duct, infinitely mor- valuable than the 
lucul3ratious of all the philosophers, or 
the fine aspirations a thousand poets ; 
as, when the woman was in the rnfdst, 
and Jesus ♦ stooped, and wrote with 
liis finger on the ground : those charac- 
ters of dust, that transitory inscrip- 
tion of Divine mercy, w'as of more 
•worth to her, and sinners since like hcr,^ 
than all the wisdom and imaginations of 
^ the world.

Tlic great repute in 
which couveutiial tnxiuing is held through 
all ranks of society, here operates be- 
nfdicially towanh providing for these 
poor girls, wdio else would be thrown on 
the world and by the iineertaiuty, .as to 
tlieir comfort .and moral safety, attachi.ug 
to their future career, would ever bo ob- 
jects of anxious solicitude to your (rr.ace ; 
so th:it tho ])leasure your Grace l?njls in 
possessing au^f nstitutiou, wnich roudeivs 
our Ijord's {dfectiouatc exclamation,'" buf- 
fer little chilvdreii to conic unto me,", a liv- 
iiyifcryoii your Grace's lips, woulrl be 
euibittorod and incomplete. I think, 
loo, my Lord thaC the Irish Soldiers, wiiti 
take these poor orphan girU for wives, 
\yill not be slow, to acknowledge many a 
happy moment of their luanaed days, 
many an edifying cxaiuplc, as due to 
the k*sso)is of the good Nuns ; nor to re- 
collect wltli gratitude, how it is owing to 
your Grace’s pastoiMl care that we are 
blessed by the pia*sencc of 1110*^0 Nuiis 
iimongsfciijs. An Irish soldier may, tr^ 
ly account himself hapi)y, if he lias for 
Jiis partner in life ou(5, whose early a:$so- 
chit.ions in Ule are i>lessed wiiMi the piire^ 
iiistructious and holy air ot a (i invent ;

PATHRR IGNATIUS (HON. AND REV. 
G. SPISNOER) AT 11 AiMxMlfiRSMlTU. 

Oa Sunday week the Rov. Father Ip^natlus 
the niaderii Apostle of England, delivered a 
most interesting dis'eourse at ilaintnersinith on 
his favourite theme, the reconversion of Eng- 
land. The good Pussioiiist gave a sketch of 
the progress of the Catholic religion in Eng- 
land during the last thirty years (about the 
lime of the preacher’s conversion). Me then 
sp>ke of the prayers which he had been the 
humble instrument of having said through- 
out Oaiholic Europe for the co .Version of Eng- 
land, for, at his reejut^st, the Sacred Congrega- 
tion de Fropagaiida Fide at Rome Tent letters 
recommending his work to all the Catholic 
Bishops of the world, and particularly of J.re- 
I Uiid. It had been suggested to the late Popo 
that the object of the prayers shouM be the 
conversion of all heretics throughout the world 
but he had not coiisonud to it. Our prebeut 
Holy Father, however, h.ad Warmly taken up 
the object, being, as he said, “ the Father of 
all,” and accordingly his Moliuess Pope Pius 
IX., in the mouth of*.Noveml»er, 1S51, appro- 
ved 7f the formation of an association of all 
Catholics throughout the woriii to obtain of 
God the return to the holy Church of all those 
who are separated from it, and granted tu his 
holy work his special benediclion. 

As the work of the conversion of the hea- 
thens is nobly carri|td on through the Associa- 
tion for the Propagation of the Faith,, founded 
at Lyons in France, the present associuiiuii 
takes' for its special object the recovery of all 
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tlioie nations wliicii have been lost to the 
Church by heresy or schism ; and since it can- 
not be doubted that biiigland^^s at prestmt dis* 
posed, is the greatest obstacle to the spread of 
Catholic truth, and would bev^ne, if once J 
brought back to the Faith, its lAost powerful 
support, all Catholics are invited to direct their 
etf* rts in a special way to this point, in order 
that tliQ kiiigdutn of Fiiglaud, having breu gain- 
ed to God and liis Church, the way may be 
opened to the extinction of all heretics, and to 
'the spreading of true religion throughout the 
whole world i 

The following propositions «*ire made to those 
W'ho will enter on this great enterprise. 

1. That each should devote himself to the I 

work of the conversion of Kngland to the true 
Faith, with the hxed resolution of never de- 
clining from the holy purpose till it be happily 
and fully accomplished, * 

2. That he should make the conversion of 
liiigland the daily object of his prayers, accor- 
ding to the exhortariou addres^sed to all th9 
Faithful by the Prelates of England, assem- 
bled in »Synod at Oseort, at the close of their 
8y nodical Letter, dated July I7th, 1852, in 
these words: — “Pray then, daily, though it 
be hut. one shurt^^ail Mary, for the returit 
of your fellow-coifntryuiVi*^ to the one Fold of 
Olirist; that we may ail be one, even as lie 
and Mis Fatlier are one.” 

3. 'riiat as it is the continual prayer of the 
just man which, an we read, availeth much with 
Almighty l»ud, and since, next to the tdlicacy 
of Holy L'.ivt is, it is by the virtuous lives of 
those who profeas the Catliolic Faith that others 
will be brought to acknowledge its truth, all 
who enter this associaiiou are called upon to 
renew daily the solemn purpose of sanctify itig 
their lives hy the practice of uU the duties en- 
joined by our holy religion, and by continual 
efforts to advance in all Ohristian virtues. 

4. As our Divine Lord has made special 
promises in favour of united prayers, and as we 
can hardly expect n general return of those 
separated from the Church while so many OA- 
tholics remain wholly indifferent to the exten- 
sion of their Faith, and while so iilany dishon- 
our it by«,thoir scandalous lives, the members 
of this association are expected to exert themseU 
vea, as their zeal and prudence may direct, to en- 
gage all Catholics, not only in their ovvii coun- 
try, but throughout the whole world, to take 
partiJa this holy enterprise, at least by their 
daily prayers and good examples. 

Ills Holiness, in May, 1850, granted 
three hundred days' indTulgeiice to all who shtdl 
offer a devout prayer— as, for example, one 
Hail Mary — for the coni^rsion of England. This 
grant has been since extended to those who* shall 
pray for ail jri general wdio are separated from 
the Ohurun ; and a further indulgence of one 
hundred days has been granted for every gcnwl 
work dono in favour of the association *thus 
extended. This last favour was requested esjie- 
oially for the encouragement of zealous efforts 
to engage others in the holy enterprise.

dlsiiiiguished men who defeii.led me, I have 
gained a moral victory, as is lestifo’d !>y tho 
\tjoiciog'' of *oy friends, and the disappoint- 
ment and luorti deal ion of my opponents. What 
the jutlges have not done, is tou best justilica- 
tion of an act which was prompted to me by 
a simjdo sense of duly, commiltcd witli great 
doliheraiiou nntainteil by malice or revenge, 
ami uniiiip'^aohed ever sinco by even a mottieii- 
tary ini '•giving or regret. Had they felt me 
to be more than legally gnihy of the crime 
laid to my charge, they would certainly have 
itiiiictcd CO ini', for a hind which, if morally 
LUch, was (as tho couosel for »he prosecution 
insisted) the most con»p**cdiensive, tb 
energetic, the most malignant, the mo»t aiidaci- 
; o is, for the perjuries by which it was support- 
I cd, of all conceivable libels, an unexampled 
punishment, whereas lliey have visited me with 
nothing more than a hundred'pound fine. 
Moreover, the judge who delivered the sentence 
his informed us tha\, had the question of a new 
trial turned simply on tlic evidence# brought 
before the jury, as contrasted with tiieir find- 
ing upon rhe^facts, the court was so far dis- 
j saii'^Hed with that, (inding that they would have 
I sent the ca'^e to another jury for a fresh verdict ; 
or, in other wor«ls, the iliHiculty imposed on me 
the technical rules of law was the main 
cause why a new trial was refused. A ml to 
iiKiko the matter clearer still, immedKt.v’Iy 
before the judgment my counsel, when address- 
^ ing the- court in mitigation of punishment, 
indistinctly slated that tliey had no instructions 
I from me to retract any part of the libel of 
: which the jury had found me guilty ; .nud when 
I the counsel for the prosecution indignantly 
I protested against so unpreccdentoil a proceeding, 
as they called it, and invoked on me a st'iitcnco 
I of signal severity for this special ollVnce, the 
I ilench WAS emphatically silent. 

Thus |ias th<» judges virtually revised a n’«tn’e- 
versed the verdict of the jury, and I am grate* 

, ful to all four for this act (»f justice. One of 
. them, it is true, who delivered thnir judgment, 
to the surprise (as 1 doubt not) for his leariVH 
■ brothers, took advantage of tbu merely aociden- 
! lal opportunity irtjoorde!^ him by tbe teclfni- 
cality of the law to improve tho spectacle before

OuB atlcufitm has been called to tfte 
subject aiiiiouiiced in the heading; of this 
Articbg, ^^’hietly by two communications, 
which we lately received ou the matter, 
from an English Gentleman, an Offi- 
cer of some standing in the Army, the 
other from a Catholic Clergyman, whoso 
duties often oblige him to attend upon 
Soldiers in Flospital.

! very censurable, and those parties also 
{ very culpable, wiio loud to it, th»^ir aaiic- 
tioo or sujjport. Nor vioold our jadg- 
laent on tlie sui jer.t be altered, were 
even to concede for argument <'.ako, lor 
: the present, that they who act Ibus arti 
' fully persuaded, that Pro! extant ism U 
true, whilst Catholicity is fal:*e. May 
; more, we would adhere to our coudem 

• nation of their conduct, even thougli 
: it were true ia ponit of fact, that Frotes- 
j lantism w’as the pure Religiou* of the 
I Gospel, whilit Catholicism wa.s the veVy 
j reverse. 

I For every moralist knows, that, man, 

• a^a rational, free, and accountable agent, 
is bound, iu every instance, to regulate 

f his conduct l)y* the dictates of his.fion* 
j science, and, that if he contFadict his 
i^conscience, by acting in oppositiou to 
i dictates, he has, nii.>st certai.vly, ip^o 
facto, the intention to do that which he 
believes to be wrong, and is therefore 
guilty before God. For, as our Divine 
I Lord teaches, it is from the heart tliat 
; rjn emanates, and if the heart or the 
: intentij^u he pei vei^ ely disposed, no 
. ter what may be the apprrAiance before 
I men of the exttTnal action which pro- 
j ceeds from disordered source, that 
1 action is vitiat. i in iis origin, is unaouiuf, 
and in opposition to the first priuci- 
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^plcs, not only ni rcvealotlj but even of ! 
Natural Rgli;'iori, j 

The mnviiiis we liore advance, an; uni- ' 
versal, and are therefore applicable not i 
only to tlic particulur cases, wliich are 
now under consideration, but also to tlie 
whole tenor of the conduct of man, con- 
si'lcred as a moral, responsible Aj^ent, in 
every d(^partmcnt of life. Hence, ilioy 
have* the same force and relevancv, when 
there is question of the conversion of a 
Heathen to Christianity, as they have, 
when applied to tlie perversion of a Ca- I 
tholic to Protestantism. 

In a w’ord, Xatnral, as well as^*i*e\\V}led 
Eoligiou pro(dauus, that Cud Avill acci‘i>t . 
only of the homage that is })aid 1o him, : 
by tho.se ^vho worship him in spirit and 
in truths and it is mnnifc'^t, (li'at pure, 
holy worship, such jis these words im- 
port, cannot be oUercd io the Almi<r!dy, 
either by the uribeUev'cr, ortho (Miristian, 
who ill order to obtain some temporal 
eud, on a lleli!d;ious exterior, «at va« 

rianee with his own iutiumto and genu- 
ine persuasion. i 

It is in this sense, that St. Ibiiil speaks • 
in his Kpistlo to the Romans, when he 
says, I know, and am confident in the ‘ 
Lord Jesus, that nothing is nucleau of 
itself; htit t(» him that csiccmcth any 
thing to bo unclean, to him it is unclean/’ 
Horn. c. If, v. I t. And iu the closing 
words of the same Chapter, the Apostle 
pursuing the same course of reasouiug, 
alHrms tl^;it all tliat is not of faith, is sin ; 
tiuit is, every act wdiich proceeds not 
from the dictate or porsu^fsion of the 
Agent’s Conscience, but is iu opj)ositioii 
thereto, is an offence against God, and 
therefore sinful. , r 

It was in accordance \vilh those grand 
priutiiples, that our Divinti Lord and his 
Apostles laboured for tlie conversion of 
Jews and Gentiles The truth of Chris-/ 
tiauity they established, at one time, by j 
showing its entire accordance with the 
types, figures and prophecies of the an- 
cient Dispensation ; and, at afif)ther, by 
the still more compendious, and to their j 
Gentile hearers, the more conclusivi ' 
probf of its Dj^vinity, which, was s'lippHed ‘ 
by miracles. 

But lie vp^p4it&e^, dishonor the Gos- 
pel or their by holding out 

to unbelievers,, whS^er tfews or Gentiles, 
the prospect 'bf tltaporaf rewards, in ic. 


turn for a dubious or disingenuous cou- 
version to the Christian faith. 

On tlie contrary, the New Testament 
sdjounds wi^lr instances, in which, the 
Saviour addressed those who offered 
to become his disciples, iu language, 
which, humanly speaking, was far more 
calculated to discourage than to iiidnco 
them, to persevere iu their purpose. This 
Tie did, doubtless, to test their sincerity, 
and to prevent thcmi from being influen- 
ced, in any way, in their undertaking, by 
earthly considerations, or by the suggCvS- 
tions of flesh and blood. 

Thus, St. Tjukc relates, cap. 0. that, a 
certain man, as they walked in the way 
.said to .lesus I will follow thee wlu'ther- 
syever thou goOvSt. desiis said to him, the 
foxes have tludr holes, and Die birds of 
the air their nests ; hut tlie son of m;ni 
hath not where to lay hLs head. But he 
said to another : Follow me : and he saul : 
Lord, sulfer mo first and to bury 

my father. And Jesus said to him ; Let 
the dead bury tbeir deTid : but go thou 
and preach tlie kingdom of Qod. And 
another said; I will follow thee IjcwcI: 
but let me first take my leave of tliem 
that arc sit my* house : Jesus siud to him* 
No man putting his hand t(v tie; plough, 
and looking back is fit for the kingdom 
of heaven/’ 

It w^OLild be easy to adduce from the 
New Testament, not only otlier particu- 
lar illustrations of what we have just 
advanced, but also numerous general 
unxims, and, as it were, Gospel Axioms, 
laid down by Christ, having the same 
1 import and tendency, as tne three exam- 
ples just quoted from St. Luke.- Bat for 
the present, we shall merely add in eon- 
lirmation of our reasoning on Ih.e topic 
now treated upon, the memorable ins- 
truction given by our Ijord to his Apos- 
tles, as to the course of conduct they 
were to adopt on their Mission, tow ards 
those to whom tliey w ere to announce the 
Gospel. The sum of that instruction, 
as r^ifeited by St. IVIStthew, cap. 10, is, 
that they were to enter on tteir Mission 
in poverty, destitute of all temporal re- 
sources even for their own support, and 
thaf in this forlorn condition, they were, 
when they came^ into a house in any 
city or town, to salute it, saying ; peace 
be to this liousc. And if that house bo 
worthy, your peace shall comet upon it : 
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but if bo not wortliy, your pcur-o shall 
return to you. Atid whomsoever shall not 
receive you, nor liear your words ; goin«: 
forth out of that house or citjj shake off 
the dust from your feet/’ * 

And in elleot, \vc Icaru from the Acts 
of the Apostles, that Paul and li iruabas 
acted in entire conformity to these in- 
Sitmctions, when the Jews at Antioch in | 
Pisidia refused to hear them “ But they 1 
(Ihiul and Bariiabas) mshakinj^ off the 1 
dust of their feet against them, came to 
Iconium/* 

Thti whole tenor then of the language i 
and coivluct of our Lord and liis Apostles • 
proclaims evidently, tliat Converts U) the • 
(.ro^{).d were to Ije gained over i)y snch • 
means oiily,as would at once both gunran- | 
tee the sincerity of the Convert, and* 
evince satisfactorily, that his conversion 
was the laisidt, not of the influence of 
me'iYvniarv considerations, but of motives 
wori.hv of a uve^^itional agent, dictated 
by the love of truth atfd a dm^ regard to 
his own et('rinil •salvation. Couversions 
effected in this way arc undoubtedly eoiv 
(iiioive 1.0 the glory of CC^d, the salvafioii 
of souls a nl the wtdfare of Soeioly. ilut 
if jt^d l)y any unworthy, cirnal or 

teni|)(n’ 5 \l means, they dishonor Cod, and 
his lioly religion, and seriously injure, iu- 
istcad •>i‘ .''!Orviug the Convert's prospects of 
salvation. ALjroovcr, such means are dis- 
graceful to Iluj parties wht) employ them, 
luid most pernicious to the best interests 
of truili, integrity, and sincerity in the 
social order. Converts thus gained, ?u|d 
it is openly a misnomer to call them 
Converts, bring far more discredit ou the 
crccd^^wUich they embrace, than on that 
which they ejLterually abandon. Dean 
S\%ift was wont, in his own humor- 
ou.s but cutting strain, to complain, that 
the. Pope when weeding his own Gar- 
den, cast the weeds into that of Pro- 
testantism. The lyjiole history of the 
efforts, which for the last tlirce cen- 
turies, and especially during the last fifty 
years, the Emissarie<? of Exeter IlaBJiave 
resorted to^ in Ireland, particularly in 
times of famine, for proselyfisiug the 
Catholic poor of that country, proves, that 
at the present day, the Dean's complaint 
is as well grounded, as it was in his own 
life time. Wc have made reference to 
* to one Correspondent, an English Gentle- 
man, whqp testifies that in his own regi- 


ment, six: Apostates immediately re- 
turned to ('jillu)licity, when his* Corps 
WHS ordered on field service. A second 
Correspondent, a Priest, informs us, that 
a few days since, in another regiment, 
an unfortunate poor Irish Soldier, plac- 
ed in the* same unhappy (Category as the 
six Soldiers just alluded to, on being 
attacked with Clufiera sent at (nice for 
tlie Priest, and having expressed l)erore 
three of his comrades, his deep contri- 
tion for his past religious, dissinnihition, 
was restored to the Catholic comruiinioiK 
fn the particular instauccs we have 
just r^nF.d to, the upshot was indeed far 
less ml^laacholy, than that wdiieh, we are 
assured, ou iin<lv)ubted authority, lias re- 
sultetl from it, in not a few otlier eases. 

In the flwirne Regiment, to which the 
^d)ove-nicntioned six Soldiers belonged, 
three others of their fellow-countrymen, 
xvho wer <5 involved in the same spiritual 
misfortune, lost in coiiscquciice, irre- 
covcivdjly, their peace of mind, and ended 
their unliappy career by the frightful 
C‘‘inic of suicide. To ar^y one acfjnainted 
with the ideas, hidings and habits of 
tfiose, who from theii’birth, liave mbibed 
(^itholicity and have grown to maturity 
in the profession and practicti of its Reli- 
gious belief and discipline, the a])palling 
occurrence here related, will by no means 
aj)pcar astonisliing, espeoially when there 
is question of men taken from the Irish 
peasantry. Every one familiar with the 
strong Catholic faitli.and the intense affec- 
tionate devotion and reverence, which an 
. Irisli Pcasa'.^t clierislies for every thing 
9VC11 remotely eoniiecled with his Religion 
ami Ills Priesthood, will readily conceive, 
tiiatno greater violence Could he inflicted 
ou his moral constitution, tliaii that which 
is done to it,* by coercing or seducing 
liim into Protestantism. 

, Doctor Johnson, as ([uoted by Roswcdl, 
r allirms, that for a Protcstfuit to become 
a Catholic, he has, as it were, only to 
develop more amply the belief he already 
entiatuins, but, he adds, for a Catholic 
to become a Protestant, his moral con- 
stitution must be altogether convulsed, 
and tMe greater and more intimate-por- 
tion of it, as it were eviscerated, in the 
revolutionising process his system will 
have to undergo. If this bo true of Qfi- 
tholics bf all couutries, it liolds certainly, 
far more sensibly, with regard to Itish

CatholicB. Hf:;ncc» wlien the evil of Apos- 
tacy befals an Irish Cfitholu: of the higher 
walks of* life, he almost invariably be- 
comes an Inlidel in theory, and ordinarily 
in practice also, whilst if a poor Irish 
Pea^^a^t falls into the same misfortune, he 
becomes reckless and soured both in mind 
ami rn manners.

They 
all confessed publicly in the Oratory 
where th(\v were reconciled to the Church, 
the great sin and deep folly tlioy had 
committed ; said plainly, that they were 
never really other than Catholics, that 
they professed themselves Protestants in 
the hopes of obtainingpro motion ; or 
through pique: and two uf them wrote 
I Ictrets of apology to the Priest, s.utho- 
rising him to make whatever use of 
them he should think proper, and .to 
give their names. What made their 
return more remarkable was, tluit ano- 
ther unhappy apostate, a comrade of 
theirs, who had not the same penitent 
dispositions as they, used all Lis efforts to 
prevent them seeing either the Priest 
or .-my of the go^ Catholic soldiers 
of the regiment, whom he tl|ought like- 
ly to influence them.

inhabit them, one iu fact, which em- 
braces every object accessible to man, 
and whic4i can be handled or examined 
► by him, for every such object is encircled 
within t!ie wide area of Cli'^ruieal Science 
— And ray time instead of being 
spent acquiring theniretieal knowledge 
has been almost entirely given up to 
gaining practical information iu Medi- 
ciuc, and Surgery at the bed side of the 
sick man, the bnmeh of my profession, 
for whiedi Iconsifierod uiysfdf most suited. 
That T have not been un‘«ueeessful in 
. this latter dcpartineut of my profession, 
j I hope you have ample proof iu the fact, 

! that I have been selected by your Most 
revered Chief P.istor to take medical 
charge of the dilferent Institutions un- 
der IKs Grace’s pious c<are. That His 
Grace had suflicieut data to justify 
his sedeetion of me, yon will juu'ge from 
the public /tC'jtirnonials 1 have rec(3ived 
from some of the most eminent medical 
men in Ireland, as also from the letters 
rf thanks aud approbation with which 
1 have been favoured by the respectable 
Catliolies and Froteatants of those places, 
whcrci .1 was sent by the central board of 
health and poor law (;orruiii.ssioTier3 iu 
Ireland, and entrusted with the ||||es of 
the suffering poor during the latoV^itn- 
tions of Typhus Fever, Cholera and small 
pox, which desolated that country. 

I have somewhat digressed from the 
isual form observed in an introduct >ry 
iecturef bat I had reasons for so doi.:Jg. 
These reasons may appear iu part selfish, 
but they have been adduced principally 
for your satisfaction, and to afford rne an 
opportunity of assuring you, that no elffort 
of mine shall be warifing to do juHticc 'to 
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the course 1 have commenced. Another 
reason for having thus digressed, is, that 
being aware fully, that to be a successful 
practitioner in medicine or surgery, a me- 
dical man must have the entire confidence 
of his patients, and as I appear amongst 
you as a stranger, I wished to bespeak 
your ‘ favorable feeling in my boludf, 
chiefly as a Medical practitioner charged 
witli the care of your health, for first 
impressions weigh heavily with many, 
and arc not, if once admitted, easily ovijr- 
come. 

Such is my apology for the' digression 
1 have made, for I think it ^.nvv^luty 
to try to win your confidence in )j\ as 
a physician for the reasons just now 
stated ; although while 1 speak thus, 1 am 
happy to add, that thank Cn^d there does 
not appear at present in tlui Catholic 
educational or charitable Institutions of 
Calcutta, any very particular oii|)ortuiiity 
for me to shew myself in the eliaracter 
I most ambition, viz., that of a useful 
Medical practitioner. 

..From my heart 1 rejoice at this grati- 
fying circumstance and I ofl'er up my 
most sincere prayer, that those admira- 
ble cstablislmients may be long ef|ually" 
destitute as at present of groundwork for 
such a superstructure.

You must under- 
stand me, my lord ; 1 am nut in this letter mak- 
ing these charges ; certainly not ; 1 am erpiaiu- 
ing the language of the laws of Tuscany, and 
of other Catholic states in the case before us ; 
and in the succeeding part of thin communica w 
tion we shall see if they are justified in their 
legislation on the aggressors of Protestantism, 
according to the uiiivHi;8alIy received contiiirnliil 
impression. 1 regret sincerely, my Uu-d, the cause 
and the existence of these iiupressiona ; 1 should 
efface them if 1 could ; but 1 tuu>t take them .is 
I have read them, heard them, and, in fact, felt 
them ; I have not made the case, 1 merely ex- 
I pound it. 

I Firstly, then, my lord, Luther and his asso- 
I ciates, with one blow struck down, as the lirsi. 

1 precept of his decalogue, the spiritual authority 
j of the Pope, as Supreme Head of the Church ; 
j and this point being the very mainspring of 
[ Catholicity, it is no wonder that ^uch a levelling 
! aggression should arouse ^the vigiianco of every 
Catholic dynasty in Europe; and this step was 
not an impulse of the man, but a doctrine of his“^ 
new creed. It not only pro'pounded this doctrine 
AS All essential principle of belief, but it punished 
all those who refused to acknowledge it. Some 
of the first, and highest, and greatest men in 
England have been brought to the block for re- 
fusing to subscribe to it. And thei^ can you 
wonder, my lord, if foreign Catholic princes 
guarded their states from a creed which inflicted 
death on all who had the courage to xn<iint.Aiii 
liberty of conscience in refusing assoat to its 
I practical provisions ? 

j Secondly, lie and his entire evangelical staff 
; encouriiged polygamy ; and, of course, plurality 
j of wives, by gi anting official permission to the 
I Landgrave of Hesse to marry a Second wife, the 
rfirst being still living. And this permission he 
’ gave not from the caprice of the iiiistakeii friend, 
but from the new creed of his followers, and ip/ 
order to promote the salvation of thtrpiince auuf 
the glory of God, in writing to the prince on 
ihe subject he says ; — Your Highness, there, 
fore, bath, in this writing, not only the approba- 
tion of ns all, ouiiceriiing what you desire, but 
having weighed it in our rejlection, we beseech 
and beg of God to direct all for His glory and 
your Highness’s salvation !” And surely enough, 
my lord, they all did approve of it, and all 
signed the dooument in very discreet and grave 
language ; and Ip putting their names to the dis- 
peasation, so scrupulously apostolic -were they, 
that they would not even omit^tbe Saint’s name 
of the day, it being executed, as they wrote it, 

* on the WTedneaday after the Feast of Saint 
N^tciicdas/’ 1 53d, and endorsed !

Here fttir.iiii, my lord, it is not surprising if 
Cutholic statee become exceedingly abirined at the 
progress of the new faith, setpig that beait^s 
m«Te mental, and spiritual, and supernatural 
tenets, it introduced Mahoiuedanisiii, blasted all 
conjugal bliss, rent asunder the sacred ties of 
home and undivided love, degraded woman into 
Pagan infamy, converted mat imony into a 
licentious scheme of perjury and adultery, and, 
according to the received laws of OhrUtianity, 
went directly to bastardise the rising Oathonc 
generations of the world. 

Thirdly, he called on the population of the 
Gennun slates to rise up against their Catholic 
emperor ; and he openly declared that all allegi* 
ance should be with drawn from any king or 
potcMitato in communion with the Pope, whom 
ho denounced as the Devil and Antichrist; and 
tho third development of this divine creed was 
not to be ascribed to the treasonable fren/j of 
the rebel, or to the wild plans of the revolu- 
tionist. Not at all, my lord ; no such thing, it* 
was part of tli(‘ new faith — an item in the new 
inspiraiiou, tending, as in the case of the Land- 
grave of Hesse, to the glory of Ood and the 
salvation of ihe .svjuI. 

For tho truth of this ijjvealed, reformed, ethi- 
cal dogma, 1 beg to reifr your lordship to your 
owu historian, Sleidan, Book v., page 74. Such 
even was the violence produced against monar- 
chy by this article of the new Protestant Faith, 
that dvj Low Countries, Switzerland, and all 
Germ:iriy, hurst into open revolution ; Zuioglius, 
the f^o-apostle of Luther, even joined the rebels 
in Switzerland, and was found among the dead, 
killed in battle. 

The dominions of the celebrated Charles V. 
were menaced with such danger ,by Luther, and 
the priiiees who joined the standard, that Charles 
was compelled to give them battle, in which his 
troops were victorious, scattering the enemy, 
and taking tho Landgrave of Hesse and the 
Duke of Saxony prisoners on the Elbe, J^ay 
26th, 1547. Here, again, my lord, is it a matter 
of surprise if all the Catholic sovereigns of Eu- 
rope hastened to form a defensive alliance in 
guard their conscience, their faith, their 
honour, the sanctity of their families, the cause 
of morality, the inheritance of their thrones, 
and the possession and the peace of their domi- 
nions from a system which tended to change 
woman into a beast, man into n pagan, and 
which stood in naked defiance of the onii nances i 
of God, the Oospel^pf Christ, and the indissolu- 
ble customs and taws of human society. 

Fourthly, if these ondeoiable doctrim^ end 
these authenticated historical facts ceasi-d with 
the name, charactel%^hnd pro^tigti of first 
founders of,^hese novelties, the pr/>cauuoii taken 
by Catholic countries might also fall into obli- 
vion, and European society resume its former 
Christian and political peace. Bu^ in# Inrd, 
tho case is uthurwise; and the history uf Eng- 
land, and Scotland, and Ireland, and France, 
and Germany, to which I shall nut here further 
allude, supply the thrilling commentary — namely, 
•. that during the hundred and fifty years which 
elapsed after the death of these first apostles, a 


scene of prnctioal persecution of Catholics and • 
a record of universal desolation marked the 
track of this faith everywhere it appeared, and 
made the name of Proteaiantiem be identified 
with iiatioiial spoliation, relentless persecution, 
withering pe ialties <mi consoienoe, together, with * 
the confi^cuiimt, banishment, and death of thou* 
sands of its defenceless and wasted victims. Let 
us be CHndid, luy iord->-has not this been tho 
universal character of Protefttantisni in every 
country where a Catholic dare raine his voice 
in defence of bis creed or his country ? Let 
me be plain, my lord— -is not this the cause vvhy 
every Catholic country, where the standard of 
Protestantism has been raised in dominant tri- 
U^nph. has been wasted, beggared, spoliated, and 
ruined ? 

Fifehlyfdo you wonder than, my bird, that 
thc^iaws of Catholic Europe have been framed 
with defensive not offtmaiee, caution against a 
system combining in docrrine and in the conti- 
nued practices of suecmive centuries, an aggre- 
gate ot religious and political principles, incota- 
pattble with the secariry and the ooiiocieiice of 
Catholic states and people ? 

My lord. I mean no otfence either to Protes- 
tants or Englishmen, by recalling these dark 
scenes of your history ; certainly nut. 1 dare 
not otTeiid in your presence ; and I feel assured 
that Englishmen and Protestants of the present 
day in this country, and elsewhere, blush for 
their ancestors in r».iding this sad and sullied 
page of their story. I should not even allude 
to those past eventful days under ordinary cir- 
cumstance^ ; but when I see, read, and hear one 
national huge lie spoken, cried aloud, posted, 
gazetted, published, printed, spouted, prayed and 
preached ; when I read American, l^russian, 
Dutch, Scotch, and German interference called 
in order to mitigate the sentence of imprison- 
ment put publicly forward in the grosses false- 
hood ever promulgated in England; and when 
I behold all the jimrnals. all the Bible societies, 
all the Irish Parsons, banded togctlaer in swel- 
ling the discord of an historical, public, notori- 
ous, palpable fie against the laws, civic language, 
religion, creed, and defensive enactment.s of a 
foreign Catholic power, 1 am come fearlessly 
forward, sustained by the history of Europe (to 
fi'hich I challniige discussion), to defend the 
thesis, that Protestantism has never meaned 
on the continent* of Catholic Europe a ^)e of 
mere religious, spiritual tenets ; but on the con- 
trary, its acceptation has ever been an anti- 
l OhrUttaii, anti-social, anti- Catholic, anti-ooiiju- 

gal mixture of Paganism, infidelity, spoliation, 
and persecution. It is false, therefore, to assert 
that the word Protestant istn” in the rule of 
the Duke de Castigliano means a mere religious 
tenet, detached from its social and political asso- 
ciations. 

^ This assertion is unequivocally false. The 
Tuscan *laws on heresy are written inWour 
volumes (quafto) in Latin, to which 1 beg to 
refer your lordship, and which, by their dates 
and provisions, will prove to your satisfaction 
the pofiitioii which 1 have taken. Ami if^a 
treacherous cry be now raised against these laws 
(which, be remertibered* are not the laws of ^he 
Citholic Churcb, but of Catholic pviuccs), is 
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not the hlamo clearly to be attacheil to Protea- 
taot persecution and nol to Catholic df»fensivo 
enactments ? Catholicity in nil those canes is 
the injured plaintiff, and Protestantiam U the 
Ituilty defendant. But beyond all doubt, one of 
the most singular, but now well-underatcod arts 
of the bigotry of England, is ever and on all 
occasions to raise a loud cry of murder against 
Ler oppressed and lifeless victim, which lies 
bleoding at her feet, in order to misdirect the 
public indignation. She publishes liberty to all 
foreign nations while she i>> f(»rgirig heavy chains i 
of slavery for her own suhji^cts at home ; «»he | 
preaches the sanctity, the goldliness, the aposto* | 
iio character of her people and her Church ' 
'while infidelity stalks throngh her streets, un* . 
natural inurdets daily stain her soil, and whfle . 
the rapacity of her rubric belies th<f cro^s and 
robs the orphan ; and she publishes the 
of her wealth to all the world, while all that 
world knows she lives, on the credit of her own 
subjects, whoso debt never can be paid but by 
the wreck of the nation. Foreign inn ions thus 
know England well from centuries of observa- 
tion of her national treachery, h#‘r oppreesion, 
and her persecution ; and hence they dread her 
intercourse, despise her word, and guard against . 
her perfidy. These laws are framed for defence, ' 
not for insult— for protection, not for aggression. | 
All Catholic Europe during the past three cen- i 
turies, therefore, dread her as their greatest 
enemy. 

And will your lordship give me leave to ask if 
the conduct of f/ord John Bussell and Lord 
Palmerston, the ohi decrepid family tiiiiiistrjN have 
served to awaken confidence i»i the case at issue ? 
On this point I have, for years past, already ex- 
plained my views without contradiction ; but 
shall add one word more, namely, that tti the 
whole course of official recklessness nothing has 
perhaps over appeared in the lives and annals of 
English nninisters which can bear the most re- 
mote comparison with theSiStounding assertion 
reported have be<»fi made in theliouseof 
Commons by Lord Palmerston, viz : — That

grateful Romans— these speeches of our func- 
tionaries have encouraged the discontented,, 
of the.se nations to ruish into rebellion, and 
afterwards to expiate by public degradation, 
banishment, or death, for the evil foreign coun> 
eels, when in a moment of misplaced confiding 
honour, tney listened to heartless bigoted di- 
plomatists, against the dictates of concience, the

ther principle to decide, viz ; — Whether they, the

As the Heavens arc (^\alted above the 
Earth, s«i are the (‘-ouusels of (lod e\'alt(^d 
above those of unm. Until Christ came 
ou Earth, vvho (wer Iicanl of a m^jn, vvlio 
proposed to become the founder of a new 
.Empire, and* promised to his followers 
only perscctitiou <and deatli — t.etiiuj^ them 
that wliosoevcr should kill tlumi, would 
Hikak tliar. he did a service to God. And 
who ever heard of any (to speak huma)a-f 
Jy) so infatuatefl, as to adhere ev<»u^to 
death to a leather, wlio, instead of those 
r<4v*ards which men ambition, promised 
to Ills di<ciplcs only i;^nominy and sun'er- 
iuj' — oh ! the de])th of the wisdom and 
knowledge of God ! Ifow iucompreheu- 
sible arc his jndgmeuts and iiow uu- 
searchable his ways. Is it not the ])olicy 
of^thc worldly wise to hold out to those, 
whom they \visli,togain over to their view?, 
the most alluring expectations of honor 
and riches — expectations so exaggtirated, 
that even the most sanguine do n^t ' 
anticipate their reali.satioii ? And > this ^ 
mode of proceeding is deemed indispen- 
sable, in the principles of human wds- 
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flom. But from ou high the Almighty 
proclaims will reject the wisdom of 
the wise and tlie prudence of the pru- 
dent I will reprove/^ Let earthly mo- 
narchs flatter the wcaltness of mortal, by 
holdiijg.out to them the prospect of tem- 
poral distinction and emolument. Let 
them propose to subdue tbeir enemies 
by superior force or fraud— I want no 
sucb auxiliaries, I reject and despise them. 
It will be my glory, to overcome pride by 
humility, strength by weakness — the 
power of the Caesars by the ignominy of 
the Cross — 1 -will not send wftJvc^ to 
destroy wolves, but unheard of prodig^v, 
I w'ill send sheep^ the very victims on 
which the wolves arc wont to prey, to 
bring tlie wolves into captivity," to im- 
part to them their own meekness, and 
thus make them the proudest trophies of 
my triumph. 

It was in language like this, that the 
Saviour inU'oduced the verses contained 
in the CospS of tJiis day — ] u tliese verses, 
instead of cheering his Apostles by the 
assurance of his presence, as the General 
is 'ivont to encourage his soldiers, the 
Saviour, on the contrary, announces his 
speedy departure from among them, say- 
ing, that he is about to return to Ins 
Father. 41jcjy are then desolate and 
unprotcet(‘d, without tlie aunruitiug Soci- 
ety of their Chi(d*, to go as sheej^ among 
wolves, they arc to gOj, without scrip or 
stair, lor the name of Christ, to 
become an object of hatred to all, so that 
they who put them to dcatL shall tliink, 
that they thus render a service to God, 
Bui that God, who tempers the wind for 
the shorn lamb, will not assuredly abaudpu 
in tins extremity his chosen * disciples, 
lle'will, no doubt, make issue with the 
temptation, and not suftcr them to be 
tried above tlieir strengtli. lie will send 
to them tlie promised l^iVtaclcte, who wifi 
instruct them in all truth — But, in order 
to accomplish this mercy for them, he dc- 
clnres, that it is expedient that he should 
leave them* . 

How similar is this, to the order, whipb 
God pursues in every age, with regard 
to his Faithfti^^^Tants ? Their life is 
ordinarily pf alternations of 

'•atMietionsfi^P^P'"prpyeand purify them, 
and of bcnedi€tw|ll&, s6tit to support their 
weakness, and , tlfeni a foretaste of 
the incomprehensible reward, which awaits 


them in eterniy. This was the order 
which the Divine Providence pursued 
even with regard to our Blessed Saviour. 
His birth is cCarcely announced by An- 
gels, when to escape the murderous de- 
signs of Ilerod, he is obliged to flee into 
Egyj)t — under this aflliction, his reputed 
Father is consoled by the intelligence, 
that they were , now dead who sought 
tire life, of the Child, and that the lledee- 
nier might again return into Judea. Af- 
ter he had spent his youth in poverty, 
obscurity and labour, he approaches to 
receive the baptism of John, and his 
long suffering and humility are honored, 
by the Eternal Taiber proclniming from 
the open Heavens: '‘ Thou art uiy well 
beloved Son in whom 1 am w ell pleascd.^^ 
He enters on his public Mission, ;iftcr 
the long fast of forty days in tlie De- 
sert. The devil profits of the hunger 
and destitution which he endured, to try 
to seduc(5 him by lempiaviou. 'fhe Sa- 
viour triumphs oVer tlm tempt(n*, and 
Angels come and minister unto him. 
Finally, lie closes bis career on a Cross 
of ignoiniii}’^, amidst the mo'^^t cruel anil 
unjust sufferings, and in three days, be 
rises gloriously from the Grave, the con- 
queror of Death and Hell, and the Kcdee- 
incr of the Human Race. 

Such was the dispensation exercised 
towards our I^ord and Master --and in 
the w’ords wbicU he himself’ hath used, 
‘Mhc servant is not better than bis 
Master, shall, I ask, we presume to 
irlurmur, if the Eternal Father visit 
us, as he visited his well beloved Son, 
To us, as well as to his Apostles the 
Saviour says, it is expedient •‘r;tfrrc ' l.-c 
should leave us, in oiier that the Para- 
clete may come. It is expedient, that 
he should withdraw his sensible pre- 
sence from us, in order, that by the ex- 
ercise of our faith, our patience and our 
entire conformijgr to the will of God, we 
should show ourselves disciples, worthy 
of , our Divine Ma|ter, worthy of the 
Paraclete, the Spint of truth, which he 
has promised to send. And\uy Brethren, 
is this course so generally followed by 
Providence, is it, think you the dictate 
of a harsh and unfeeling Master, who in 
the severity winch he exercises, has no 
regard to the infirmities of his creatures ? 
Far otherwise. This conduct of God 
towards man is the result of ‘his fatherly 
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gooclilcss and wisdom, and it proceeds 
from a profound k&owledge of, and a 
deep (joinpassiou for the frailty of Iinman 
nature. One single word from our 
Creator, and all our wants and miseries 
w^ould be supplied and hcalccV^ If he do< 
not speak that word, it is because the relief 
we sliould thus obtain, would endanger 
that eternal felicity, which he has pre- 
pared for us hereafter. A^las I how many 
• are reprobate for eternity, because in the 
excess of his vengeance, God permitted^ 
them to enjoy on earth, wif bout interrup- 
tion, the blessings of health and jiiliuencc. 
How many from whose fatness, to use the 
expressive language of Scripttire, iniquity 
lias come forth? And who, as the same 
Scripture expresses it, because the/ were 
not ill the labour of men, uor scourged 
lik(j other inon, were held fast by priih) 
uud covered with wickedness, as with a 
ganrient. Happy would it have been for 
the rich man mentioned in the Gospel, 
wbo feasted sumptuously every day, and 
refused to liazarus’cvcu the crumbs which 
foil from Ins table, had/God purified him 
by poverty and sulieriags, aud mfub) him 
have recourse even to the Dogs to lick 
Ills sores, lie would not for all eternity 
ndv in vain oven for a drop of water to 
quench his burning thirst; Aillictiou 
woiibl have opened his eyes to the truth, 
and after the short day of this life, he 
would now together with Lazarus repose 
in Ihe bosoru of Abraham for over and

'Jlicre is no reason to suppose, that the 
rich man of the Gospel Avas more a vic- 
tim, than other rich men generally avoto 
the passions, which are the offspring 
of wealth and luxury. Does not the 
'lOfivucihr himself declare Avithout ex- 
ception, that it is easier for a Camel to 
paf;s through the eye of a Needle, than 
for a rich man to enter into the King- 
dom of Heaven? Now, can a Camel pass 
through the eye of a Needle unless by 
the miraculous power of God — and if so 
do not then the Saviour's words imply, 
that it is only hy a miracle, that a rich 
man can enter, Heaven. Wlt^t is 
impossible Mds the Saviour, is 

possible to ^pd. That is to say, it re- 
quires a power far beyond the, utmost 
limits of human nature — a power like to 
that of God alone, t(\ save the rich man 
. from the danger of riches, and procure 


i for him an entrance into the Kingdom of 
Heaven. 

I This power, God often exercises merci- 
. fully, by sending tribulation to the man 
I who hath peace iu his possessions. He 
: sounds in the rich man's cars, at the 
' A^ciy moment Avhcii ho flatters himself, 

; that lie hath laid np much goods* for 
I many years “ Fool, that thou art, thj^s 
1 night, thy soul shall be demanded of 
j thee, ami whose, sliall tiiose things bo, 
which thou hast provided/* He visits 
him in mercy, by lilasting those pro^ 
jocts, which in opposition tr> the Avani- 
' ing voice of Religion, ho rashly presunuid 
to adopt, iu order to gratify souio Avorldly 

* spcculaticfu. lias tlie rich man ac- 
cunflilated unjust wealth ? he semis the 

; moth, and the thief, to Avcaii him from 
his ill acquireil treasure by consuiii- 

• ing before his eyes, the money on whicli 
'*his heart Avas fixed. Does the rich 

. man abuse his Avcaith, and the influenco 
■ Avhich his wealth gives liim, for the grati- 
. fleation of sensual* plerisures ? In pity 
i for him, the Lord avUI visit him, or 
the sinful objeel: of his aflections with 
some direful infirinily, wliich Avill humble 
his soul by suflering, make him feel, 
i how wretched uni the enjoyments of 
; passion, and. if he correspond Avith 
! the merciful designs of the Alttilgh- 
j ty Parent who tlms corrects him, Avill 
I be iiistrurncutal, in bringing back the 
I prodigal Son, in the peace ol ropontance, 
to his Father's house. 

Is the rich rnafi Aviio is at peace in his 
possessions, is ho a FatJier, ^ he one 
who by this a2>pollMtiori, has become 
responsible • to Heaven, for the sa- 
ertMl deposit of the image of God, 
conlided to him in his cluldrcn ? Has he 
Ifeeii a faithful steward in guarding this 
precious deposi| ? Has he preserved im- 
maculate the image of God in the*^ouls 
of his children ? Has he watched Avith 
• solicitude over their childhood, and daily 
nourished them, by example and instruc- 
tion, in Catholic faitli and morality ? 
Has he in fine ever regulated his 
I arrangements for his children in such 
, a way, as that he can hear Avithout 
•fear reproach, the awful warning of 
the Apostla If any man imve^ not 
care of his OAvn, and especially of those 
i of his own household, he hath denied the 
I faith and he ia worse thau an 
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Or has he nii fortunately forgotten^ dis- 
regarded this sacred admonition, and 
trafficked in the settlement of his child- 
ren, as ho would in any of the commercial 
conccjrns of life, as if he and his children 
viewed faith and Eternity, Hell and Ilca- 
veij, and the terrific truths connected with 
these awful subjects, as something vision- 
ary, and dreamy, as a bugbear employed 
by Priestcraft to alarm the weakness 
and ignorance of the multitude r Is this 
an exaggeration? Is this picture too 
• lughly colored ? If the guilty parent, 
who has thus transgressed, siuceroly pro- 
fessed the Catholic faith, how would he 
reason Avitli liimself, wlicii about to settle 
his child in Society > Would ho not make 
these reflections, which arc at onto the 
dictates of reason and religion ? j\Iy 
child is the fruit of the sacred beiiedic- 
tioUj which the minister of God^s altar 
invoked on me aiul my wife on the da/, 
when under the solemn sanction of reli- 
gioUj we pledged inviolable fidelity to one 
anotlicr even utitil death. My child has 
been giv<Mi to me by God, as a sacred de- 
posit, over which lie commands rno to 
watch with unceasing vigilance and uftec- 
lion. 1 am answerable to Society for its 
natural life, and if I abused the trust, So- 
ciety thus reposes in me, 1 should answer 
lor it witli my own life 1 am answerable 
to for its supm-natural life, for its 

baptism, its faith, its m{>rals, for that 
spiritual life, by which it is destined to 
live to God by grace here, and to enjoy 
a life of uever-endiug felicity with its 
Creator hereafter. AVould Society pro- 
liouncet that 1 Iia«l provided as a parent 
shouhl for the natural lire of my child, 
if I cousigueil it to ilie care and Society 
of those, whose principles and feelings 
were either openly hostile or inditlerrftit 
to its wxdfare? Would I not, on the 
contrary, be justly censured, as a 
heartless and al):iudo;U’d person, un- 
worthy of the eiidcariiig and tender aj)t 
pellati on ol parent ? And yet, this care- i 
lessuess and in Uiferenoe could occasion '■ 
only, that the mortal career of the child 
might b(J p.’emattirely ai)brcviated, but ; 
could not caivse to it any eternal irrepri- 
rablo loss. Change now only the name, 
au:l suppose, (hat in what* ndates to the 
spiritual life 3^0 child, yon have done, 
what I have j^iisPdescrtod, as so unwor- , 
.^hy of a parent, iiJL appertains to 


its temporal welfare, and will you pre- 
sume to say, that"* that conduct which 
Tiiaiikiud would unanimously condemn, 
with respect to the natural and 
mortal life of your child, is not infinite- 
ly more crjmiual, when there is (picstioa 
of its supernatural and immortal life in 
eternity ? To complete the misfortune of a 
Parent, who has thus become the spiritual 
murderer of his own children, one thing 
only is wanted, viz. That his understand- 
ing and heart slioiild continue insensible 
to the solemn obligation he has violated, 
and that without I'ecliug or onotiou, ho 
should behold the daily decay of the 
spiritual life of his child, of its faith, 
and piety, and tlni apostacy of his chihPs 
childVen, and that thus, without shame or 
sorrow', he shouhl see : priuging from his 
loins, not a lioly generate n, uliieli will 
give joy to the Cluircli, be the glory 
and coiisolalioii of its PasStors.aud a source 
of edification to the Faithful, but a. dis- 
cvnvlant progoiiy, half, if so miicli, as half 
Catholic, if this be indeed po-^siblc, half 
Protestant, nnse^'lled in faitli, sterile i:— 
piety, proud, self*siillicKval', eeusoiious of 
every devout or disciplinary Catlmlie prac- 
tice, which does not fall in, or aecorl en- 
tirely, with what tliey deem tlndr own 
Philosophical and culiglitciied views of 
lleligiori, and, in a word, a race, wholly 
unacquainted with, and dvivviid of that 
engaging spirit of liiuuditv, sdf-dilli- 
: djuco, and meekness, wliieh constitute, 
at once, tiio .foundation and the grand 
I distinctive Cliaraeteristics of piire uu- 
1 tainted Catholic Faith and Catholic 
. p’ct/, tliro'igliouL the Gni\erso. 
j And, if it no a mercy ou the part of 
1 God, to disturb the rich man who places 
I his peace irionlinately in his p 
is it not also a mercy to a Parent, who, 
from Wvirldly motives, has sot at nought 
the warnings of lleligiori, in the educa- 
tion and settlement iu life of his children, 
to awaken him to repoutanco from his 
false peace, before death and jndgmeiit 
come on him, and let him sc.^ with his 
own eyes, in the evils, spiritual and tem- 
poi^xl, resulting froth ^ his unholy policy, 
how^ grievous a crime it a Parent 
to imperil the Faith ana Jlopes of his 
children iu eternity, for the sake of a 
miseivalJle mess of pottage in this transi- 
tory life, and to sacrifice their only and 
their best title to the iuheritauce of the 
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true laud of Promise, the laud of the 
living, for the leeks And the flesh pots of 
Egypt.^ 

i3ut it will be said, that in some cases 
at least, good results from such arrangc- 
meuts, as those that I no\% speak of.* 
Wore this even to be conceded, yet the 
principle remains true, that, it is unlawful 
to expose one’s self or one’s children to 
the danger of sin, to the danger of the 
• loss of faith or morality, for the Holy 
(jliost declares, that, he that secketh dan-* 
g(*r shall perish therein. 

'J\) dissipate every such delusion of 
cfle(!tiitg good unduly, the answer 

Pitrro inmui ast necessnrhm*^ given by 
tlur Jato Holy P(»pc, Gregory the lOtl-, 
to a distinguished Coim'rt of the present 
d;iy, is admirably adapted. Following out 
a favorite theory of his school or part,\^ 
the Convert in ({uestiou, dcdiided hiin- 
sell* with the notion, that believing, as be 
did, every article of Catholic doctrine, 
be might still adhere to the communion 
of what is, more irtgeuiously, than justly, 
^.allied Aiiglo-Catholiei^/n, in order, iliiit 
l^y his poMtioii in tlie Establislunciit and 
ill the University, he might the more 
success fully <‘xcrfc Ills talents and Ills in- 
ihieiice, for the conversion of His Pro- 
tcstaii*t, i’Vllow-Couutrymeu. The adop- 
tion of this course, ho stiove wdth his 
M'oiitcd energy and oloipicnoo, t:o impress 
on the Holy Father, would ensure tlic 
reiorii to the d^tholie Faith of numbers 
of the nristocarcy, as well as of otlicr 
iuthicuLial per.'^ous in Fuglish Society. 
The vcnerahlo Pout ill*, who even among 
tliC lioliest Prelates, who assisted hi mi 
ill tlie (lischrirgc of his exalted Ministry, 
was pre-eminent for an. habitual serene 
aiccktiessof character, listened in silence, 
ivitli his eyes cast on the ground, until 
ill# speaker liad closed his brilliant, and 
as be thouglit, his persuasive address. 
The Pope then raising bis head, and 
casting a look full of Paternal, aflec- 
tiouatc tenderness on him, replied in 
accents full of sweetness. Porro unnm 
<*sl But one thing is 

necessary/’ “ Sav?^ your own soul/^ '•I u 
an instant, Rs the words fell from the 
Pout id’s lipsy the veil of illusion dropt 
from before the eyes of l\im tQ wd^om 
they w'ere addressed, he burst into tears, 
and renouncing on the spot all Jus hither- ♦ 
!;o cherished theories, devoted himself 


from that moment to the present, to the 
one thing necessary. * The application of 
these memorable words to the subject, 
wc are discoursing upon, is so obvious, 
that I shall not delay in making it. 

By occasion of Shipwreck, great and 
beautiful countries arc said to have been 
sometimes discovered, but, assuredly,' on 
account of this happy accidental result., 
no one would speak of Shipwreck, as of a 
dcsireable event, or as one, with which lie 
would wish to have any participation. 

But, whilst the good tliat may be thus 
occa.sioned, is at best but iiuccrtain and 
problematical, tlie evils attendant on such 
matrimonial arraugeraents as those now 
spoken oT^ arc but too friujiienUy real 
aiuJ^ grievous. It would be easy to ad- 
duce numerous instances, that unhappily 
but too fully su.stain this assertion, not 
^only from Englaiul and Ireland, but 
unfortunately also from our own locality. 

At pi*c.sent, I shall dwell upon one f»f 
those cases, and I select that case, be- 
cause of the very distressing eireiim- 
stauees connected with it, and because I 
am myself personally cognizant of those 
cireuriistances. The Catholic party, to 
which Jiow; I aikido, on occasion of marri- 
age being entered into by her, omitted 
no precaution, that great jiiety and pru- 
dence could suggest, te secure the inheri- 
tance of the true faith with all its bless- 
ings for the children, with which her 
marriage might be blessed. All that her 
piety dictated, was readily complied with, 
and a solcnia w'riften engagement on that 
head tlelibcratcly entente! into. •• 

Years rolled on, ami as they pass(?d 
away, thc' saintly Mother sa^v her numer- 
ous little ours, brought by bajitisiu into 
the Church, and as far as their tender 
a§;e would ])crmit, initiated in those 
sweet and lioly dawmings of dev^fiou, 
whicli a jiious Catholic Mother only can 
impart to her children, as it wore 
together witli the milk, with which she 
iioiiri.slies their inlancy. The eldest of 
these little ones, had just learned to nse 
with reverence the sign of salvation, the 
sign. of the cross, to pronounce with 
aifectionatc devotion, the nanuj of Jc- 
»us, ami had even begun to accompany 
its truly devout Mother, in Jicr (fliily 
visit to her Saviour, in the adorable sacra- 
ment of the altar. It was at this ci’iti- 
cal moment, that” God, in the unsewclf- 
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able dispcus«T.tions of hia Providence, call- 
ed the Motiicr out of • life. Alas ! for 
the melancholy sequel. TFithout a 
shadow of regard for the solemn engage- 
ment, which had been contracted, the 
poor little ones of whom I speak, were 
in their helpless infancy, and in spite of 
all tlie remonstrances of their maternal 
friends, consigned to guardians, to whom 
the very name of Catholic was only 
another designation for every thing 
superstitious in religion. Every picture, 
or ornl)lem or memorial, that could re- 
mind their tender Wards of Catholicity, 
^vas studiously removed, and the v^ry 
streets were shunned, in wdiich a Catholic 
Church was located. All this, the saintly 
maternal grand-motlier of these /fltle 
ones had to witness in silent and iinavaiU 
iug sorrow. 14ut the cup of her. afHiction 
was not yet dlled up. One other moat, 
bitter ingredient was still wanting, and 
that supplied, She was to drink it to the 
very Hlrf^ga. However grievous, every 
good Catlio ic must ever repute herpsy 
or schism, in any of the various forms, 
cither may assume, still, so long as it 
professes to beliovo in the Blessed Trini- 
ty, and in tlic Divinity of Jesus Christ, 
the only mediator of salvation, tliero is 
left some CMicouragcment, something 
cheering, something to sustain one against 
utter, gloomy, hopeless despondency, 
with regard to those engaged in it. But, 
if the only name under heaven wdiei'ein 
man can be saved, if tliat sacred name 
of salvation be i ejected,^ and the Divinity 
of tlie Ssviour renounced, then, indeed, 
tlic deepest and darkest depths of the 
abyss of error and irreligiou have been 
reached, and there seems to be room left 
only for black despair. And yet, such 
was the Protestantism of the guardiaifs 
of the hapless little ones .Here spoken of; 
such was their interpretation of the 
Bible with respect to Jesus Christ, and, 
so earnest were they in their efforts to^ 
impress their opinions on this momentous 
.subject on their Wards, that these were 
allowed to visit their saintly maternal 
grandmother, only on the express condi- 
tion, that both she and her family should 
abstain w'holly, from directly or indirect^* 
ly insinuating: l^he orthodox doctrine 
upon the OomlTOicl^of Jesus Christ into 
their tender

heard, as I have, this painful narrative, 
related by an aged and holy matron, 
amidst convulsive sobs, and in accents of 
disconsolate lameutatiou ? And if in 
Heaven, where I truvst, reposes the soul 
• of the Picj^s Mother of these poor chil- 
dren, through the merits of that Saviour, 
tlie belief in whose Divine mediatorship, 
her beloved little ones arc now taught to 
renounce as unscriptural, if, I say, iu 
Heaven, grief could enter, how would' 

, not their mother mourn over their sad 
condition, estranged as they arc by tlicir 
misfortune, from the knowledge and 
love of Jesus Christ, their (lod and Savi- 
our. 

If such be the unhappy issue of a 
mixed matrimonial arraugomcuit, oven 
when entered into by a Catholic party of 
distinguished piety, and with all the pre- 
cautions which prudenee could fsUggest, 
it is obvious, that it would he rash to 
hope for a better result iti the gr(*at 
majority of similar cases, because tlies(! 
ordinarily occur in circinnstauces, far 
more unfavorable to our religion, tliair*" 
that just described for you. 

It is impossible not to view with sym- 
pathising pity the surviving CaUiolio 
friends of the pious deceased hero 
spoken of, and especially her own Muntly 
parent. But in the ways of God, their 
sorrow, though uuavaUing for the im- 
covery of tln^ little ones of Jivsus Chris-t 
to the one Fold, will seiwe as a salutary 
warniug to .the extensive and rcspv'cU 
ablo circle of Soci(;ty. in which they 
move, and the iiiuTative now given will, 
please God, ])rovc salutary to you also, 
and to those to whom you may rrdate it. 

Thus, in accordance) with the instriie- 
tioTi you have received, as to tlie' course 
observed by Divine Providence, iu the 
distribution of its blessings and visita- 
tions, you see, in the example jUsSt laid 
before you, another illustratiou, which 
shows, that tho Almighty even in his 
visitations of severit^^ has in view, chiefly, 
the eternal welfare both of those whom 
he afflicts, and of others to whom their 
sufferings may become known. In tliis 
way, does God strongly and'^^weotly dis- 
pose all things for the salvation of his 
eleqfc. ,In this w ay, does he detach liis 
faithful servants, *laily more and more, 
from the sensible enjoyments of earth, 
dispose them for tho Paraclete, tho Spirit 
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of tnitli and love, and replcuisliing 
them thus witli grace and virtue here, fit 
them for b(?ing translated to his heaven- 
ly kingdom, where together with the 
Angels and Saints they shaH bless and 
praise him for ever more. Amen,

I 
will speak as briefly as I can of those points 
which I have already mentioned. 

1. The Unity of the Church. 

2. The Sacraments of the Church. 

Ist. I read in the Bible that unity is the mark 
^ which God has set upon all His works. When 
the world was sunk in guilt, and Almighty Gotl 
overthrew it, He saved one family the family 
of Noah. Afterwards He called and blessed 
one family, the family of Abraham. Then lie 
chose out one nation, and then established otis 
C hurch. Afterwards He sent his Son into the 
world, the visible inanife.station of God in the 
flesh, to save the world ; and when Jesus Christ 
q%me fulfilling the law, He was not the author 
of confusion, for XI® still inaint.-iined the same 
principle of unity. He founded the one Church, 
He laid her foundation upon on« ro«k ; He called 
her the om fold of the one Shepherd -the one 
vine— the one kingdom ; He instituted one Bap- 
tism and one Eucharist. As the Jewish Church 
was the shadow of, that more perfect Chiir<5J-r 
which was to come, and wci^ jnc, su the substance 
which cast forth the shadow, the great reality 
which had been prefigured, is one also. So wo 
find the Apostles afterwards speaking only of 
one Church— of one society of Christ— of one 
body, one house, and of Christian unity as the 
abiding in the Apostles* doctrine and fellowship. 
The Church is the one dove, the one ark of safe- 
ty, the one Faith ; she is the visible presence of 
Our Divine Lord’.s mystical body upon earth, 
and, like the eternal Godhead, one. Her ob- 
ject is to preserve Christianity, or the revela- 
tion of God, by which salvation has been, and 
is continually announced to man; and as Chris- 
tianity or revelation is one, so the Church, 
the keeper of that revelation, ‘is one also. 

it is, therefore, impossible to admit the 
theory of independent national ijymrches— of 
Churches bounded by territory separated 

from all othera. The principle particular 
Churches is a diasolutiou f f unity, arid destroys 
Catholicity. - 

Holy Scripture has taurffht me to believe 
unitv to be a mark of Christ’s Ohurch. Does 
the Established Ohurch posness this jUiark ? Is 
it one with the rest of Christendom ? Nay, 
is it one with itself ? Is it not the house divid- 
ed against itself? Three hundred years ago 
it lost this mark of a true Church, and caniit»t 
recover it bat by retur^iing as a penitent to 
the •Lentre of unity, from ' which, at that aad 
period, it broke loose. , r. 

2iid.— And now let me speak of the Sacra- 
menu. First, the Establisheil Church has 
inuiiWted. them as to their Huuiher. Through- 
out Gatholio Obristeodom there are seven Sa- 
/jrameiits-f-Baptism, ^Confirmation- Eucharist, 
Penance, Extreme-Unction, Holy Orders, ahd 
MatriiiKMiy. The Church of England acknow- 
ledges but two— Baptism and the Supper of 
the Lord— and it^her rejection of the other five 
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ihe 19 comlemnoci hy Holy Scripture* by Aiiti* 
fpiity* and by the (treat majority of ChriAtiaiie. 
Kvcii the Greek Church, thouith it has broken 
away from the unity of the Carbolic Church, 
yet retains seven Sacraments, '^his fact in it* 
self condemns the Kstablished Church of Kn^< 
land for her rejection of five out of the seven. 
No one can deny that the Agreement between 
the OathoUo Church and the Greek Church af- 
fords a very strong testimony in favour of those 
» points on which they agree testifying, as it does, 
that such must have been the doctrine or prac- 
tice (as the case may be) of the Oatboli(f 
Church previous to the Eastern Schism *>-that 
she teaches now what she has always taught. 

What, then, can the Established Church of 
England say in her defence for having thus 
tampered with the great verities of the Catho- 
lic Church ? How can she justify her •isolated 
position, having, in her pride, broken up (and 
so far as she is concerned) destroyed that Sa- 
cramental .system which Our Blessed Bord es- 
tablished for the consolation of His children ? 
How great a loss she has sustained by this re- 
jection of Sacraments which are, and ever were 
the strength, support, and consolation of saints 
and penitents in the Catholic Ohuroh, it is im- 
possible to form a jast estimate. Yet the con- 
''nual coufention and fr<^ against everything 
like church autho^ty, and the jealousy exist- 
ing between the laity and the Olegy, prove ^ 
how great a blow has been indicted by the de- 
nial of the iSacraiiiont of Holy Orders, while 
the carelessness and immorality with which ma- 
tnnioir^ is generally approached by the Eng- 
lish people, and the little acquaintance of the 
Clergy with the spiritual condition of indtvi- ' 
dual souls coiuiniited to their charge, prove 
how ruinous has been the effect of the Ohuroh 
of England's rejection of the 8;u:raiuent of 
Penance, and of her degradation of th^ Sacra- 
ment of Matrimony. 

S(?oomiIy—The church of England has muti- 
lated the force and meaning of the only two 
Sacraments which she has kept. Upoir holy 
Baptism she allows two contrary doctrines. *In 
this article of her Faith she ac least connives 
at heresy. 

In the service for the Holy Communion she de- 
nies the real presence of Our Lord. ,To prove this 
1 peed but refer to the Rubric at ^*the end of the 
Communion Servicejthough the^are parts in 
the service itself whish sufBoienily prove ir« I 
might also bring forward^>-fhe general prjictioe 
of the Clergy with regantoo the consecrated 
elements, which is a forcinlo commentary upon 
the service stself. and Aoiidrm*« the church of 
England's denial of the Catholic doctrine of 
Our Lord's Presgtnee in the Sacrament of the 
Holy Eucharist. Alla here I would remarll but , 
one of two doJlrines con be Hl*ld upon this article | 
of Faith, either a Real Presence or a Real 
Absence^ and of these but one is the truth ; 1 
know of nothing betwe«n the tw.o. The Qatho- 
lic cliurohof Christ, under ihe guidance of the 
Holy Spirits, has ever inaj^ntained the Real Pre^ 
senee> The church of England seems to prefer * 
the Real Absence. There are some, I know, 
who lament the position of the Church of Eng- 
land, and* who profeas to desire ta brteg about 


the restoration of unity, and hope Co do so by 
remaining to tight on. But for what do they 
light, and against what do they fight ? 

^ They fight for a church (if it be one)’whieh 
j for three hundren years has been in & state of 
wilful schism— has at least doubtful orders— has 
mutilated the Sacraments— has no living voice, 
no definite teaching— has surrendered its highest 
trust to the crown, which is now its head, and 
the judge of its doctrine. In a word they fight^ 
for a shadow. 

They fight against a church of unbroken 
I succession— of undoubted unity— berself the cen- 
tre of all unity — possessing all the Sacraments— 
the mother and guide of souls— distinct and clear 
in her teaching — whose voice can be heard 
abifve tho tumult of the world— whose visible 
Head upon ^arth is the successor of St. Peter, 
the Prince of the Apostles,^which lasted for 
mori^han 1800 years, in spite of all the trials 
and adversities which would have overthrown 
any human kingdom, but which cannot hurt r r 
prevail agailust her, for she is founded on tho 
idTock. The Almighty dwelleth in her ; she is 
the kingdom of God and of His Christ ; tho 
One Holy Catholic and Apostolic church. 

My dear friends, this is my defence. I have 
acted honestly by you and by myself. My on- 
ly i^dpentance (and it is one which 1 must carry 
with me to iny grave), is, that I did not obey 
the call at once when I first heard it ; but 1 
knew not that it was the Lord who called me. 

I have sought for tho pearl of great price, and 
God be praised, have found it j and yon, my 
dear friends, must not quarrel with me, if in 
eirechmg forward to seize upon that pearl and 
to make it my own, I have severed the lie which 
bound us. Do you yet ask to what church I 
belong ? I will tell you. I belong to that 
church whioh^ Jesus Christ Himself and his 
Apostles founded— in which the great Saints 
and learned men of old were nurtured— which 
built those beautiful Cathedrals and ancient par- 
ish churches which are scattered up and down 
through the length and breadth of thiif land, and 
which are even now the boast and glory of our 
country — whicn founded our universities, and 
all the noblest institutions we have. Day by 
day 1 now hear the saino services which were 
ht^rd in your old church when it was first built 
and consecrated, as your village tradition says, 
by St Thomas of.Oanterbury, otherwise called 
Thomas h Becket, and I have no doubt that, 
if he were to come amongst us again, he would 
yeep over tho deserted altar of your church, 
and would with sorrow tell yon that you are 
wrong— that you have lost Catholic truth in 
rejecting Catholic unity and Catholic practice— 
that the way in which I now worship God is the 
■ ; as the way in' which he, and the whole 

coiiipaiiy of Saints and Martyrs before him, 
worshipped the God of our fathers. Farewell, 
Ay dear fvieiMls. May God ever bless you, niid 
watch over you,^anil may it please Him tifres- 
tore to our country her lost inheritance.— Al-

But in pro- 
gress of time, the same destructive 
blight, which Idasted religion in every 
part of Africa, extended its baiicfnl influ- 
ence also to tiui Church of Alexandria. 
From once giant and magnificent di- 
mensions in that .Patriarchate, its local 
Church dwindled down in thc course of 
ages to a littleness, wdiicli bore no more 
proportion to its formci greatness, than 
the human skeleton does to the 
grown and licalthful mauliood, by which 
it w^as once encircled. As happeued to

The Architecture of this Chnreli is purely 
Grecian, and all its aiTaugemcuts as to 
doors, windows and ventilation exceed- 
ingly’ well accommodated to the climate 
of the place. The interior is must taste- 
fully ornaiuented, the jialntings, all of 
the Italian School being excellent, whilsi 
the pure white Marble Vjises, for the 
Holy Water, and the Noble Baptismal 
Font add greatly to the pleasing iinpics- 
sion made upon the stranger, when for 
the first time, he enters lliis bcautifu] 
Temple of Keligion. The Hoov also is 
paved with richly variegated and highly 
polished marble, kept scrupulously clean, 
and as the view of this exquisitely cTl> 
gant floor from the grand entrance is 
uninterrupted by Pews or Benches, tlie 
effect on the Visitor is most pleasing ;

il iiK-e here tliis day encourages me to feel th.at in 
whatever I may say, and in whatever I may fet*l 
It my duty to address to you.

(H-'ar. hear,) But 1 have also the advantage to 
have been preceded in what I have occasion I > 
address to you hy l.hoso who have alro.'i'ly laid 
tii" v«ry groundwork of whatever may fall to 
iny lot to say ; they have prepared the way — 
they have broken open rhe Held, and I ha%s 
in, thing eb'e to do, If 1 may so speak, but to

would have been false to her duty by not promo- 
ting It ; and where the Church encourages, and 
when the Church leads tha way, no Catholic 
doubts that she is successful and triumphant. 
(Loud cheers.) Then you will be prepared at 
once for the subject which I am invited to e,^- 
patiate upon, and it is this — ** For science has 
no where Nourished more, or originated more 
sublime or useful discoveries, t.hfiri where it has 
)»\*er» pursued under the influence of the Catholic 
religion.'* In considering how this proposition 
inaj ho proved and illustrated, my mind natural- 
ly inriis itself towards the south — towards that 
bright and fair country of Italy, in which the in- 
fluence of the Catholic Church has been the most 
uninterrupted and the most unthwarted; and I 
must be supposed naturally to turn towards it 
.for another reason, because having, in order t.o 
Hrent of this subb-'ce, to revive reminiscences 
which through a lung course of years had be- 
come faint, aiK^fcil®*feturn to the cousideyat^u 
of topics which pei-haps more proper a«^-;itnore 
serious studies may have in some reap^ made 
dimmer in tny mind. That y»ind.;J|j^/ Iravel- 
l*»d back over many years — over Vw^s.of yery 
busy and active pursuits — over vears of many 
'Consolations and of some sorrows, to that blight 
that fair — and I will add— that sacred period 
of youth, sp’*nt beneath the shadows »f the 
venerable College of Rome, where I have re- 
ceived au education which if it hai any limits 


f as to the d«.qUh and extent of tho soienco I 
. learnt, thos.^ limits w»Te in the deficiency of 
iny own intfllecl. and not in any restriction 
the Church put on me — (loud cheering) — or 
in the imperfection, or want of deep and vari- 
c<l knowledgr, in those, vidto communicated to 
us scioiiee. (Hear, hear.) Well do I remorn- 
ber imleed those venerable men who weye the 
instructfli's ..t our youth, many of whom havv.» 
since passed calmly from the region of specii- 
bition and science to that of vision and enjoy- 
ment — well d.> I remember those venerable 
^ who'^e lips were f.imihar with the uncouth • 
sounds of German and FngHsli discovery, and 
how familiarly they could go into the depths 
of ^very calculation, or simplify for their 
scholars the subliinest and profoniulest pro- 
blems. Then, I say at once, that 1 go to Italy 
to prove the theme or thesis which I h ive he. 

“ You are mistaken,** perhaps ‘.mne 
one will say. “ You have not u^iderstuod the 
proposition qr sentiment proposed to you. We 
are not talking of the uits of literature — we 
ire talking of science.'' 1 know, my brethren, 
that were we lo come bore to tell you that 
Italy has been the nursery of arts — that she 
has filled her own churches, and hall'*, nod 
palaces with magnifiiifcnt prodnelioiis of the 
chise! and the pmicil, until her riches have 
overflown ami gone to fill the ciillectioii of every 
other part of tho world ; or to tidl yon that 
Italy was the happy counti'y that gave birth 
to Uanie, and Potrarch, and Muratori, and 
other profound antiipiarians of this and pre- 
ceeding centuries, you would sav, ** You are 
come only to re|>eat what we all know. We 
know that Italy is the country of painting and 
art, and even *of dt-pth in learning, but science 
belongs to the children of the north. It is wo 
that have produced a Newton and a Watt — 
that have given to the world a Davy and a Fa- 
raday. It is we tha^ have first invented iind 
pnt into execution the mighty ohjt'ots whether 
of the body or of the mind. What Jnis Italy 
to do with t.cientific di.scovi*ry ? VV'hat has it to 
do with the highest regions of science ?’* I 
only ask you to listen to me with favour and 
also with indulgence; for having undertaken 
a subjt^ct of this sort, 1 feel myself called upon 
i to flo it justice, and I feci it cannot be done 
! excppt at some considerable length. (LoiiiL 
I cheers.) Allow ine^ to observe that inveiw.ioNl 
' or discovery may he considered in two distinct 
, ways. A phenomenon has been before the 
j evfs of mankind perhap.s for huiiflrerls, it may 
be for thoimanrls of years, but it has passed 
completely unobserved. At IcMigth there comes 
n happy genius who seiz'^s upon it, fimls in it 
, a truth and a principle, and thus gives to the 
world* the germ of a perhaps mo'<t important 
; discovery. That man is entitled to be cmisi- 
j dej'ed the invonror or discoverer, even though 
iinerwards *that which he has given in an yn- 
1 perfect form majf grow up something great 
Land mighty in the hands q* ' genius,

I will illustrate this first 'by a few p»ir- 
tiul examples which, at the same lime, may show 
the exisieiice in It.ily of that peculiar^ genuis 
which is the first to seize upon a pbenoiiienoo 
fir a truth. (VI ear, hfar ) Tlis Eminence 
then prficeeded at a cfinsiderahle len;'*!), and 
w’ith threat perspicuity, to detail the history 
of Italian dicoverieg, oh.serviiig that if any one 
went into a «nu>nnm or collection of antiquities, 
they would frequently find ancient Etruscan 
or "Grecian mirrors made anterior hy rnahy 
years , to tlie lime of the foundatioi. of R<nne, 
upon the back of which almost iiuariably were 
found some 'scenes of ancient inytlioloj;y > on 
copper -plate, ^ich as svero now used for pro- 
ducing engravings, lly filling tli»* lines with 
ink or black composition, and afiplying paper, 
a reprPHentatinn of these ancient pictures was < 
obtained in a moment. It wns not until the 
year 1450, when Tomm:»s«^ Kiniguerr'i first 
discovered this new way of giving beauty to 
engravinirs on ooppiT, and gave to the world 
the henelii of this art. Ent it '*■ - — 

c:»rrird out to full p^rfeetiou ( 
jVlarc Anioiiif*. who hy that mi'ans had presi*r. 
ved some of the most beauliful wnrks «if lia- 
phael. Now, here was an example how fur 
iwo thnusainl ycar.s and more there had been 
an object produced capable of being made a 
means <if service for this purjiose. The inven- 
tor of taking off those impressions deserved to 
he considered a genius, although one thousand 
years before plates had been engraved for this 

|,Uiq Thou as to their Hcienlific applicaiion 

of the same an. The man who firsi made a 
lamp iiiul liung it from roof of his cot tag *» 
saw that sot time nEcr it would oscillate uinil 
at lengll^ it n‘>t« d at its perpendicular. N<. 
doubt iliat had bciui seen by Arcliiin»'de« and 
other accurate ob^G^vels, but 4 remained for 
Galileo lo invesiigate the law which produced 
that result. He saw first that this motion 
wnuld servo as a measure of time, and he saw 
in itlho dtslaot discovery of the law of gravi .a- 
i^in. At the Leaning Tower of Piaa he pnr- 
Hed ■another series of expi^riments on bodies 
falling through the air* and studying the la w 
of attraction, and th^ law of momentum, he 
at length discovered the great law of gravite- 
tion of bodies towards the earth. By means 
of the pendulum there hn'l arisem the discovery 
of the density of the eartli, and those extraor- 
dinary-phenomena connected with its physics. 
Thus, in It MW, the great phenomenon was dis- 
covered by Galileo, and his disciplea contiiiuvd 
experiments there which hroujzht it into still 
fur* her perfection. Another instance was thiR 
of the discovery of the barometer, a most 
Important i nritt£i» ent in physics. It happen- 
ed that at Florence, heard of

they minister. It takes in a far wider 
I range, and %eeks to alleviate tl\g various 
I maladies to which Hesh is heir, by pi o- 
j paring and dispensing Medicines iiidis* 

1 criminatedy to the numerous poor of all 
* classes and Creeds, who resort to their 
Dispensary for medical relief. In th<3 
performance of this work of mercy, some 
of the Sisters arc engaged during several 
hou|s of each day. The good th^ is 
thus done, is, by no means, of a material 
or physical kind only. On the Contrary, 
the daily familiar intercourse, which is in 
this way maintained between the poor of 
all classes and the good Sisters^diHst it 
has a direct and immediate most sjtlutary 
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mflueucc on the social and moral well in'- 
ing of tlic Christian portion of them, con- 
tributes also very much, to soften clown . 
both the rudeness and bigotry of the 
unbelieving portion of them, who arc 
thus made to feci practically, thp great ■ 
blessings that emanate from the Gosped. • 
But important and valuable, as the ser- 
vices rendered to religion and society at 
Alexandria by the Sisters of Charity 
certainly are, yet so far, at least, as the 
rising generation of that city is con- 
cerned, the good thus done cannot be 
compared with the countless benefits, 
both jnoral and temporal, which must 
soon arise from tlie enlightened anil la- 
borious zeal, with which the Holy Sis- 
ters, devote themselves, to the education 
of all classes of the female youth in that 
city. 

Never did we feel more sensibly our 
admiration of Catholicit}’’, and its asto- 
iiUhing capabilities of cliecting good, in 
all circumstances, however dishearten- 
ing, than when avc traversed the 
various schools, in which not less than 
about four hundred girls are all edu- 
cated, whilst a largo proportion of this 
number are also boarded and lodged, 
in apartments attached to the Con- 
vent. Of the pupils who are. boarders, 
some belong to families of a genteel po- 
sition in society, and these have the cost 
of their board and education paid for 


useful branches of education. Indeed, 
several of the specimens of caligraphy 
wliich we saw, were such as could not 
be surpassed by the liupils of our most 
favored schools at home. 

One division of the school halls 
engaged a large portion of our notice. 

It was that set aside exclusively for . 
Arab pupils. These were about forty 
jin number, and tlie Sister who was 
charged with the care of them, being 
herself quite familiar with their langu- 
age, highly entertained and interested 
us, whilst she caused several of her 
pupils to go through their literary 
tasks before us, a duty they perform- 
ed with evident satisfaction, on account 
of .their having been singled out from 
their companions, as most distinguisli- 
cd for their proficiency. 

In taking leave of this subject, we 
may observe, that the general aj}- 
pcarance and dres? of the pupils \vero«i 
so becoming and so neat, and their 
• whole deportment so \vcll regulated, by 
' the combined influence of the holy ex- 
ample and the accomplished manners of 
their teachers, that it was not possible 
for a pious Catholic, to retire from wit- 
nessing such a scene, without experienc- 
ing, lit the same time, emotions of great 
admiration and of deep gratitude to 
God, for raisiiig up in the midst of the 
shadow of death, the glorious ii»stitute

Sistei^^ Charity, We v^ent to visit the 
Church at Alexandria, which is under 
Fthe care of the excellent priests of St. 
Vincent of Paul. Compared with the 
Cathedral or principal church of that 
city, the Church of the Vincentians is 
?inall, and by no means so richly adorn- 
ed.. But it is, nevertheless, a respecta- 
ble, well proportioned edifice, fitted up 
neatlig^r divine service, capable of 
acc6nll|^M|ting a congrcgatidti^f about 
four hu^ ^l p ersons. The Presbytery 
a^ached^^fe church is, iu.iCvery res- 
pect, suited the purpose for which it 
is designed, and the good Fathers have 
anm/xed to it some -other buildings, ' 
wb^h are intended to afford accommo- 


diftion. to the pupils of the Seminiugr, 
• which has been lately opened by them. 
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As yet, on aeoount of the Seminary be- 
ing only quite recently established, the 
number of pupils is not considerable, 
but, judging from the numbers of girl^ 
that resort to the schools uhRer the sis- 
ters of charity, \re are confident, that 
the people of Alexandria will soon pro- 
fit as eagerly of the services of the Vin- 
centian priests for the education of their 
male youth, as they have already so • 
wisely profited of the Vincentian Nuns,*» 
for the instruction of their female chil- 
dren.

Ou Saturdays, the eves of holy-days, 
and other ^ays which are generally de- 
voted to the confessional in the parish 
churches, clergymen should not, if possi- 
ble, be called away from this very im- 
i portaut duty.

When the clergyman is called to at-

cany could relas these laws, change them, 
modify them, or abolish tlieni altogether, 
without interfering in the slightest degree 
with the principles of the Chriatiiin cere- 
mony, which belongs to the province of what 
is known and obeyed as the Papal authority ;

But, my Lord, there is a meaning rather 
sfgnificant in this late speech to the Madiai de- 
tmtation.

machinations ; and these lengthened atiim-id • 
versions conclude all I have to say iu refer** 
ance to lie th^sixth.” 

Seventhly, the last most remarkable, and 
most embittering mistatement in this minU- 
teri.il oonnivanca^ is tha^. part where the 
pufTishment, of the MadiaT^^ represented 
purely a' spiritual tyranny, solely directed 
against the Word of God, and intended by 
the J^riests and the Tuscan laws to crush 
/tpiritualMreedom of opinion, and the inde 
feasible rig^i^ conscience.” 

These opii have been circulated dor-, 
ing the last tweiye months in every Eug«* 
lisit journal, and thti whole mind of the firi- 
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fish pu1>lic ha* hpon thus inuddfsned by the 
bail* fut prejudices of t'eligioua frenzy, erisio" 
from the continued refuted pubiioatioii of 
the auti-ChriAtian doctrine. And what will 
JBuglbhuien say now when I shall ^uy before 
them a letter which you received nearly tw'o 
years ago from the flou. Mr. iScarletr, in 
tvhich the very statement at issue is denied ; 
and the language of the most emphatic deni- 
al communicated to you. Yot you have 
sapproHsed that document, and by that sup- 
pression you have bounded on the Profest- 
anrs of this empire in a course of falsehood 
and furious insult against their Catholic 
countrymen ; you have looked on quietly while 
you saw the Catholics urged into unjust 
provocation by an unusual cry agaiii'it us, 
while, at the same time, you reraiiied eigh- 
teen months the very document which would 
cure tlio public rancour and restoro peace* 
to your injured and insulted Catholic sub- 
jects The document referred Jp is a letter 
you received August 29th, 1851 -an extract 
of which ii« as follows

1 shall not take away from the force of 
this extract by adding any remark of my 
own. This is tny last point in this unpleas- 
ant subject, and I now fearlessly assert that 
in all )Our poliiical career, during the last 
six years, there is no ono phase iu your 
oificial capacity which places you before your 
country in so discredi table position as tVie 
clear jiroofs of your having witnessed the 
grossest lies published agiiinst Caiholie states

Hit rpJi'»on f«»r 
not rtf^reeiiig to tho r(*aolution wh'*, th.it he did 
not bflieve tiiat it stated the real facts of the 
case. The resolution set forth statements diflP^o*- 
cut from those contained in the papers submit-^ 
ted to the house. From these papa's it appear- 
ed certain that the case of the Madiais was not a 
persecution for openly or secret! v professiiija; any 
ivli^ioiis opinions whatever, but a piinishinont 
indicted upon those persons tor en^a^iut^ in a 
^ sysletn of proselytizing at the bidding and insti- 
gation of foreign emissaries and agents (no, no) 
lie contended that such was the case set out in 
the papers before the house. The Mndiai, while 
denying that sectarian meetings were held in 
tiieir house, admitted tho fact of the. meeting of 
a few friend.^ th'^re, fi>r the performance of the 
rites of i!k‘ religion which they had newly em- 
hiaced. They admitted tho apostaey of the 
^ oung girl in their .service, but they maintained 
that the a»*t of apostaey was cumuiitted by her * 
spontaneously, and not by their persuasion. The 
♦entire defence put forward by the Madiai wfts 
that they were not. guilty of the crime of prose- 
lytizing, and that they had only performed acts 
of private worshiji in their own hoii.ses. The 
sontenco of ihe Court, however, was, “That 
notwithstanding, ludfher hy thoir witnesses, nor 
hv witin'ises s.urn mooed toijuiblic audience, have 
they succeeded in (f^ierthrowing the facts alleged 
in the accusation.*' And these facts were acts 
of sy.steuialic proselytism, at the iri.sligation of 
foreign agents, and by the instruinewtality of 
money j»uppru'd from this country (hear, hear, 
hear,) For his part, he bedieved tho statement 
made fn the leiti'T of Mr. Scarlett, addressed to 
the foreign Secretary 01 tho 32d of August, I 
1851, tjontaiued the real cause. That gentle- j 
man stated that all person.s professing a religion 
different from that of the Roman Oatholic were 
alwny.s permitted in Tuscany perfect free<lom ; 
but that the sfate would not allow foreigners to 
tamper with tho religion of Tuscany, as it was 
bedieved that religious conversions were only 
used as a mask of dangerous political views. 
That w’as the case which the Tuscan Govei^n- 
ment made out for itself, and the resolution 
called upon the House of Ooinmons, in ffict, to 
•conatitutw itself a court of appeal from the 
conns of Tu.scany, and to declare that they had 
npt pronounced correctly either upon the facts 
or upon the law of tho case. Ho contended 
that it was impossitile for the house to take any 
pucli ground a.s that. He did not profess to 
have the least sympathy with tho recent re-eiiact- 
xnent by the Tuscan (lovenunent of the pniiish- 
ment of death against the so called “depravers 
of religion," and ^Si} far lie agreed entirely with 
tho sentiments expressed by the previous speak- j 
ers. Indeed, fo;i /the sake of argument, h^was 
ready to adinrif'tllat the Tuscan G«ivecpin,?ftll wa** 1 
to ho blamed for having punished thi^^mf^^'in ^ 
the way it had done for the crime df al rWlytis- 
ing.

Petersbug to remonstrate on the subject to that 
mighty potentate ; on the contrary, ho treated 
him witii a great deal |more consideration than 
had been shown to the humble and iniserabl| 
Grand Duke in the north of Italy, (hear, bear). 
The suffi-rings of thefie nuns were trr(*.*NtRr ill 
atrocity than anything which the greatest licfl!if*a 
of extravagance had stated to have taken placo 
in Tuscany : but the prudence, discretion, and 
good taste of her Majesty’s ministers at that 
time thought that ifc would be better to allow tha 
mills to he tortured than hazard a word of 
ren}«mstrance with so great a postentate n.s tha 
Kmperor of, Russia (hear, hear). If he were 
looking for an advocate rff^the highe‘.t authori'y 
in that house to defend cl^v; conduct, of the Grand 
Du^e, he should he inclinAl to request the noble 
lord now the Secretary of Stale fop the Homo 
!>epartiiieiit« to undertako tho ca'<*» (.a l.'ui‘di>, 
^The house would recollecL the transiotifois which 
took place in 1847 with ri’.spect to the expulsion 
of the Jesuits from Switzerland. The noble 
lord took an aclive part in thosse transactioiiR, 
and thu voice of tlmahle advocate of toleration 
for ^he Church of Isngland vv.-is then heard in 
favour of the expulsion of the Jesuits, guilty of 
no crime (oh, oh, and hear, hear) In a despatch 
from lionl Palmfrstoii to the Marquis of Nor- 
maiihy, Nov. Id, 1847, the noble lord said : — 

“ The Society of the ^Jesuits must be looked at 
both in a r'digida.s ainl political point of vi^^i|||^ 
(hear, hear). Xu its religious character this 
society seek.s to make war upon the Protestant 
religion (a laugh). What wonder then, that in 
a small country like Swiizcudand, where two- 
thirds of the population are Protestants, the in- 
troduction of such a society should give rise to 
distinctions between Catliolics and Protestants, 
and should lie view-pd with aversion hy the inii- 
jority of the people (hear, hear). Upon th.at 
ground it was that the noble lord i^ effect ad- 
vised the Diet to exterminate the Jesuits from 
SwitzMi’lttnd. ^iBufc the Jesuits were to be e.sta- 
blished in Oatholic cantons, and in strict aocor- 
daiice with th3 policy ainl opinions of lliu majori- 
ty of the inhabitants. The noble lord recom- 
mended, in fact, that the lay Gatholios of the 
canton of Lucerne should be shot, war waged 
upon them because* they advocated among* them- 
.selves the maintenance of a body of emissaries 
of their own faith, who were organised to make 
Var upon Protestantism. ^ Xke Grand Duke of 
Tuscany said that tlT^Vn^ssIri^s of Protestan- 
tism were really emissaries of I'evohition, and, 
taking the same ground as the noble lord the 
then Secretary of State for Forcigh Affairs, he 
decided that these persons ought to be punished 
in Tuscany, just as the noble lord h id decided 
^that the» Jesuits should be expelled from S wit-* 
zerlaiid (hoar, Jiear.) [The hon. member then 
adverted to the Tahiti dh.se, in which *Lord 
Palmerston backed Mr. Consul Pritchard — a 
dissenting tiiini<ter also— in his atrocious perse- 
cutiou of the Catholic ini8siouarie.s in that island 
' — a persecution which the French Admfral at 
length crushed by his ffeet— though Iiord Pal- 
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meraton promUrd tha Londaii Wall perflQ. 
outDk* his aiii, but as in other instauoes, ahan- 
(loued his aj'ent in the hour of trial, Mr. Prit- 
• chard continued down to the present day to be 
consul in tlie South Sea and the Nax'ijjator’s Is- 
lands, and had iieve;* received a rebuke not a 
word of censure for doin{;f that which 
^|jt 7 censured the Grand Duke of Tuscany f<»r 
doint»; he still remained there to preach those 
pGrs^•cutin|r doctrines which .^had recmved no 
censure from the noble lord, and which excited 
no commlsniM'atioM when ih(*y told upon rluur 
own side, but which excited emotions of hoiy 
horror and 1ndi){nation when they told a^rdnst 
them, and happenei^'to promote the cause which 
they eudeavoured tUf uppress and destroy (hear, 
hear.) If he could believe that this resolutioii 
which they were now ponsideriuj^ expressed the 
real facts of the case #ith regfard to the Madiai,

2d. They should be remarkably q)ean 
in their dress and person, and avoid the 
slightest appearance of* foppery or indis- 
cretion. ^ 

* 3d. Whilst they appear in a respcctFul 
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posture, they should avoid all ridiculous 
gostures, forms or attitudes, 

4th. All who can read, should use 
their prayer book, unless when medita- 
tion may be preferable. 

5th. Mothers should take care not to 
disturb the congregation by bringing 
children under the age required. 

6th. On Ash- Wednesday, every Ca- 
tholic should approach the priest in a 
respectful manner, to receive the ashes, 
aud on Palm Sunday, act in a similar 
manner to receive the palm. 

7th. Catholics should take care never 
to turn their backs to the altar when the 
JMessed Sacrament is exposed ; but kneel 
in a respectful posture. t 

8th. Children serving at Mass, should 
not be allowed to answer the priest in a 
hurried manner, but in an edifying wa^^ 
9th. Communicants should approach 
to, and proceed from the altar, in the 
most recollected mariner, and also to and 
from the confessional in a similar way.

We cannot explore any of the 
recesses amongst the jungles where the Chi- 
nese are swarming, without finding that the 
Catholic Priests have been there before us. 
Not the least remarkable evidence of their 
extraordinary aptitude, for Missionary labours 
is that they not only carve congregations out 
of heathen Ohinese, but Tn *ke tlieso congre- 
gations support them ; for tlie allowance they 
receive from home is almost nominal, not 
amounting, we believe, lo SI 20 yearly. They 
are thus as poor in f/urldly possessions as 
the Chinese amongst whom they labour.” —

Gordon 
Was elected Bishop of Galloway on the 4«b 
February, 1688, and consecrated at Glasgow 
F>y Arciibisliop Paterson.

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GALILEO AND THE RO.MAN INQUI- 
SITION. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TABLET.

Dear Lucas — So much has been said la rely 
RlM>ut the imprisoHmeni. and perseiMJtion i>f 
Galileo that your readers will probably be 
glad to have the true story related by himselb 
1 therefore send you here with a translation 
of bis narrative^ eontained^in a letter to his 
pupil, Ruiiiieri, which is published in the 
eighth volume of * Tiraboschi.’ 1 sriu this 
interesting document to a Londnu daily paper, 
but the editor did not publi^di it, dteming 
probably that bis readers wpuld diT^bke iu be 
disturbed in their belief that Galileo was tor- 
tured and ccnfiiied in a loaftisomo * dung^^on 
the Inquisition.' \Vi>orc|^s, the nceuunt 
fialileo gives of the trans action , shows that 
his prisons were— first, the teMclente of the^ 
Tuscan ainbassadoi;, the * delicious* TriniU 
de* Monte, a palace of the Grand Duke ; 
and secondly, the palace of Ins dt^ar friend 
Archbishop Picenlonnni, \\h:ise coiivcrifation 
he greatly enjoyed, and under whose hus{)iccs 
he continued his scientific pursuits. And 
thi^ uas at H time when he was precluded 
irom ictuniinar home to Florence by ttie 
pcstitetice. The letter is soniewhat tlnrp 
Hiid severe upon the court, which shows iloti 
it was not wrlUen for the put pose of con- 
ciliation, and, therefore, it is tlio more to be 
relied on. 

I think Protestants ought not to forget 
that the whole urguinetii c?f tl<e judges was 
based oii the text of the Lihle, which* they 
held iliut Galileo latnpdrcd witli, and tiny 
proceeded to luuintain the authority of the 
Diblc. But, «t any rate, ilicir decision was 
only that of an Ecclesiasiioal ^ourt at Ronie, 
and ceriaiuly the Church never decided any 
<pn>stion of N^trorlomy, or meciianics, or lua- 
thcmaiics, which are niHiters not wiihin^the 
rsingo of the Ohurch’a infallibility, as every 
Catli^Iic knows. But, unfortunately. Pro- 
tcRtants always per>isi in tcacldng us our 
own religion, and telling us things about 
it which astonish us. So, I suppose. th;;y 
Vill continue to believe that the Church 
Ka'« * infallibly* decided that the sun moves

With 
this conversation we reached the Palace of 
the IVoly Office. It is situated lo the west 
of the magnificent, (?hun*h of St. Peter. 

I was at once prescniid by the Commis- 
sioner to Monsignor V^itrici, ihe Assessor, 
and wiih him 1 lound two Dominican Monks. 
They politely desired me to produce my 
d»*fei)ce before the full Congregation, and 
told me that iny argiiu.cnts wouid be ta- 
ken into consider^.VAFn though I were found 
guilty. On tl )0 *followiug Thursday, 1 wa« 
pnj'Oiiied to the Congregation (of the In- 
qij ail ion), and there, .*»tnving to prove my 
case, unfortunately 1 could not convince 
ihein. With /**;ilou» digressions they strove 
lo convince luc of the scandal, and the pas- 
sage of Beripture was always find as the 
chief point of my crime. Ueinoiniiering in 
tune a Scriptural argument, I pleaded it, 
but wiihom much succcsm 1 said that 1 
thought tint in tin? pible there were exprea* 
sions in conformity widi that which was 
ancient ly believed regarding astronomsctl 
^•c^elJces, arid, that of this nature might be 
^tie text brought, sigainsi me. For, 1 addeiJ, 
ill the book of Job, c. 37, v. 13, ir is stated 
that the heavens are solid and polished like 
a mirror of cbpper or brass. F^lias says this. 
If is evident that* he speaks according of 
the system of Ptolemy, which has beem de- 
monstrated to be absurd by modern Pliiloso- 
phy and by right reason. Therefore, if so 
inuch^Weiaht is given to the stopping of tl.e 
Mun by Josue to demonstrate that the auii 
moves, this text also must be taken into 
consideration, which says that Heaven 
composed of so many houvens like mirrors. 
Tlie consequence seemed ^to me correct — 
hut it was neglected, and I got no answer 
but a shrug of the shoulders — the usual re- 
fuge of whoever is convinced by prejudice 
ii*aiiu ii**'pr**coiiceived opinion. At longth I 
was compelled, as^a true Catholic, to reirnct 
my opinion, and as a punishment my diit- 
logues were prohibited ; and. after five 
I months, 1 was dismissed from Rome (at iha 
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time wlien tlic plngiw ittlp.-ti'-l Florence), 
fttiil for a prison the houitu Oi the dearest 
friend that 1 had in Siena, the ArcUbUhop 
Picculuiriiiih was prescribed to me with ge- 
nerous kindness. His most Icitu^ conversu-* 
tiori I enjoyed with so much peace and sa- 
tisfaction of my soul, that there I resumed 
my studies, 1 discovered and demonstrated

Then, 
with le^ard to what bus been said of bis ini-' 
prisonmetit a«<d as to bis being porsecuied. ( 
refer you to Dr. Wliewell in his ** History of 
the Inductive Sciences/* who puts thi< chariz-e on 
one side, and says the only qnesrion is, ** What 
riglit has the Church to ititerf*Ve at all in a 
]diilo'iophioal question on the matter of science?'* 
but as to persecution and h-trsh treatment ho 
gives it up as a more invention Another of 
onr hpsL niatheinaticians has defended the Church 
ou this head, and shown that the suppoed cruel- 
ty and iinprisuiiinent of Galileo is not trut«. 
Now, you see SO far that in all Galileo did for 
science lie never was molested. And then, what 
what was the quest i<in? Galileo taught a doc- 
trine which had hpen taught by Copernicus and 
Oai'dinal NudioiaN do Oitsa, which had ' been 
tolerated and oliowed, and which he was allowed 
to teach until be chose, in an evil hour, to make 
it a tlieolugifal qiivstion. When he came for- 
ward, not witli a discovery of his own, or any 
reaiilv of his scientific research, but with a theory 
which he had adopted, and which he thought he 
bad proveil, but which it is now agreed vjas not 
proved and ho (wuld not prove— wlien he came 
forward with this as exactly the only true theory, 
and insisted that others shouliV be condemned, 
and that his should be reconciled with tlie Scrip- 
ture ; the moment he begun by letters, which he 
published, to make it a theological subject, tht*!!, 
and then only, the Uhmvh iniorfered and insiat- 
ed, telling him he might laairitiiiu and hold it a.n 
a inatheiciafician and as a philosopher, but h** 
must not treat it ns ft true theory ; it uuist be 
treated as a iheo.iy and nothing more. There 
was no d^monsttation of the Oopernican system ; 
it was not uiiiii experiments wen; made in South 
America with the [lendulum iliat the Oopemipan 
system was demonstrated; and, moreover, Ga- 
bluo jjut forward a theory of, tides as the Hums of 
ihi.'* Rj-htcni which is ackuowledgad to be futile.

Then aenipncs 
was proiiounced upon him — then his theory was 
coiiilefuiied, tmt tnily wan it oondeuiiibd bocaiiHO 
it came into collisiuii with theology. It was, 
however, taught then, and is taught to this day 
in Home; and at that very time it was thought 
the theory was admissible when proper proofs 
could be brought of the truth of it. Therefore, 
Galileo was never imprisoned for any of his dis- 
coveries, or anything he di«l for science, but for 
fhru'ittng a theory, not proved, upon the Ohuro.' 
This i** a more of the cane. If you will 

look into the books I have mentioned you will 
find the facts given you more in dv«tail. Now, 
ill order to show at the same time that Galileo 
was allowed to go on throughout the whole of 
his life pursuing science without being once 
molested, 1 may say that his companions— per- 
sons *iving at the same time — were many of 
them not only Clergy, Priests of the Ohuroh of 
Hume, hut were eminent for their ndigion. If 1 
.give you a list of the Inading men who have 
written upon this one subjt*ct, who were friends 
of Galileo, and who heid hi:, views wirhont 
molestation or objection by the Church, you will 
find many who had a high po^iiimi in the Church 
and in religioos orders, inelnding Castelli, one 
of Galileo's greatest fri 'nds— Grandi, Michel- 
litii, and Caccini Applause.) If 1 had the 
time, 1 could have wished ».o taUv' anoiber branch 
of learning. 1 w<»uld have gone into pure 
rnatheniaties. But I must pass it ovi^r, as I 
coubl not inaUft it interes>ting to you in the time 
I could devote to it now. 1 have put togetiier 
the names of a number of pB^son^ who made a 
number of imp(»rtant disooverie.s, bringing it 
down to include many of the living writers, 
men of the present day. I may observe another 
thing, that the best edition of Newton's works— 
the eilition now considered the best— was that 
publishetl in Home by two members of the reli- 
gious (ii'der of St. Fraio'is Paul. I liis ediiioii, 
known as the Jesuits’ edition, was published be- 
tween chw years 1^130 and 1840. The publishers 
of ilieiii wei*e religious, and one «1 thion was a 
rrofesHor of Scripture in the College of the 
Propaganda. Now, when wo have our thesis 
to support that “ Science itas nowliere fiourished 
I more, or originated more sublime or useful dis- 
coveries than where it has been pursued under 
the influence of the Catholic religion*’— yvheii 
' we see Italy, where it Im its greatest influence, 
produce the telescope, ,the microscope, the baro- 
meter, the thennometer, canal locks, the best 
j theory of the practice of canals, the correction 
of the calendar, the host catalogue of stars, elec- 
tricity, and, I miay add, clocks, which began to 
be used in monasteries first in Italy ; when f 
add, also, the.coinpass, which was adapted to 
* Hvigatioii by a N^^litan, after being brought 
from China;— wHilJiy;:£ add the whole of your 
banking and oumin^l|^J^" ayslerii^ of which the 
very name of Lonibarfi^treet remains as inorm- 
inept— (applause)— I thifik I really mny say that 
Italy lifts done its full share— has discharged well 
its Uuty towards |cience, has conirihuted, in 
fad, as much as any country in Ku rope to great 
and important, 'sublime ami practical di.scov erics 
and invention. (** Hear, hear,’* and ftpplaus;* ) 
Now what it the moral that I *wisU to draw 
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from all this ? Why I uiuBt say 1 think nothing 
)H more dangerous to u8->-uothing is more duo* 
gerous to our real prosperity — nothing w more 
dangerous to our moral integrity*-.nothing fs 
more dangerous to our social interests than tHlit 
system of pride and superoiiio unless of spirit 
which we are too much inclined to assume. I 
say not so as to what an individual may feel ; 
hut 1 havo observed) and I think every one here 
will have observed, that the tune of those who 
^address the public, the masses, and the great 
cUsnea of society, address them with a flattering 
tongue, and almost a fawning attempt to make 
them extilt themselves above all other races and 
classes of people. Geutlenieo, 1 think huinilicy 
i.H a social and national virtue quite as much as 
it is ail individual one. 1 have observed that 
when the people are addressed, they are spoken 
of as wonders of creation in the progress ih»*y 
have made in science. The great diaooveiiea^ 
are put bef(»re them as things which elevate 
them ill the scale of existence far above (he 
poor, grovelling inhabitants of other lands ; and 
if the very name of Italy or Spain is mentioned 
as connected with anything great or scientiflo, it 
produces only a cheer or a sneer. 1 have ob. 
served those addresses, and seen with pain how 
this superiority of ««u 4 i£^nuntry is continually 
hiought forward in poptiljir addresses; bull 
tniiik wo may safety say that always and every* 
where true genius is over modest, real superiori* 
ty is always generous, and solid science is always 
just. (Ajiplause.) We should make ourselves 
acqaaiiticd v\‘uh what others have done, that we 
m»y give them due measure of praise, and keep 
ourselvi-s in useful and wholesome rivalry-*-iiot 
a«>suining superiority, hut aiming at it ; and in 
th.is way, 1 think we shall keep that moral pro- 
gress advancing hand-in-hand with our scienti- 
pursuits, while we educate them in goodness 
of heart, and in readiness to learn from others, 
rather than in assuming that they are to be the 
teachers of all, and thus producing and nursing 
that vice and failing which is too oongeuial to 
the human heart to require artificial ouitivatt^n 
— pride. We shall thus respect what others 
have done without disparaging what we oursel. 
ves possess — we shall, at the same time that we 
»are thankful for our own benefits, consider the 
distribution of gifts as li^ht com'uig from above, 
as^ a possession non given to raise us above alt 
other nations in sciei^e or philosophy ; and even 
if we find that England is raised above all others 
in science, wo shall be ready to say that we cannot 
cope with one country in its arts, with another in 
its literature, in exceileuoe of character which it 
possesses, in simplicity and moral integrity ; yet 
> we shall take the gifts thvft Oud has given us as 
coming from Him and'- not as bestowing on us 
the right to raise ourselvea.' above those on wlaim 
He has conferred aridther and perhaps not Itss 
excellent bniijefic. And in this way there U also 
that beautiful balance of compensation kept up 
in the world. Where God gives to onp man 
great blessings, to Mmjlher he gives gi^at iiiiltsy 
try and more indxi|i»ugab|e energy in the culti- 
vation of nature, than to ajiother wlio>e climate 
' produces fruits without labour— gives to one the 
long day* in which they may bask in the sunshine 
wiihout^ishadow or cloud— gives to au other the

power of endurance through a long winter, and ^ 
that indefatigable sway which is necessary to 
procure their food. Thus in one way or another 
His gifts are distributed to all. Let us each take 
our share ; let us not grudge what He has given 
to others; let us never spurn or despise Hit 
gifts, by thinking them our own ; and let tts not 
undervalue those which the same Afi[ntghtyr 
hand has bestowed upoh all. (The Cardinal re* 
suroed his seat, aftnr speaking for two hours and 
a half, amidst vehement, plaudits, again and 
again renewed.)— ra&fef.

^ Palmerston, 

Cambridge. February 23rd, l8o3. 

Ji beg of your lordship to believe that 1 am 
not an enemy of the state ; no, I am a sin- 
cere Iriendr ns far as my humble power can 
go. 1 am grateful to the past government a 
of England for every boon they have bes- 
towed upon my unhappy country. Eveiy 
one of my profession are graceful for the 
efficient education you have extended to our 
risflig generation of the poor ; we thank you 
for your generosity in educating our national 
Priesthood ; we would fain he grateful ro 
you for preserving the lives of our peasant, 
population agatiist the riii bless exterminaiion 
of the needy Orange landlords of Ireland, 
but you will not give us the occasion. You 
speak of your just laws on this subject, we 
point to the emigrant ship — you expatiate 
on the rights of property, we point to the 
red grave — you write ou the civil liberty of the 
English const itmion, we point to ibo crow- 
bar"— you draw long statistics of your 
impartial justice, your natiomil prosperitv, 
we point to the desMried village — ^}'8u descatit 
at public maeyngs called in the name of reli- 
gion on the universal benevolence of your 
Church, we road the advertisements in the 
7'imes for servants, w'lih u noi/i Oene •* no 
IrTsh Catholic need apply." Ah! iny lord# 
not all your plaq^ible speeches aitd yoyr able 
diplomacy can conceal from the world the 
palpable afllicting fact, that the h'gislaiur?' 
ci Great Britain is spoken with lipa of hoiiev, 
but writ ten in rivers of blood — is puhlialn^d 
abroad in wreaths of roses, bur. felt within, 
in our aching hearts, in the cold iron of per- 
secution ; like the apples in tiic lake ot So- 
dom, you offer us flue fruit in appearance^ 
but it 18 poison in the Ujs»c. The poraecm^ 
eng Protestant Church is the great legislator 
of England ; it is the great editor of l£ng- 
land.; it is the anuHing novelist of England ; 
it is the prime Minister of England ; and it 
is the parish beadle of England, it n dUs 
(fainter, ii is the sculpiqr, tt is the travelled',

— Ni 
doubt you have been informt^d that in »(>ite 
of ail the edicts promnlgHted agnnst us, tho 
last, of which promises' such handsome rew.irds 
for our heads, we have still bien en.ibljd, 
with certiiu preemti/^jns," jto exerci'»e all the 
ardour of our zeal, and to fulfil the duties of 
our ministry, 

** For my own part, during the whole of 
last year, I have altn'ost constantly been in 
pastoral visits, giving rei rents with great" 
eclat, and singing High M.isses in t ie mid- 
dle of a oroiid of Chrisiiatis come from every 
fidA end ihis to the knoM ledge of all tho 
ueighbouring Pagans, and even of the Man- 
darin^. Moreover, aimnst everywhere onr 
f^irisiian^ have rebuil'«.^s)»ioir churches, sucjh 
as they were before the. persecution ; but 
this Slate of things seems not likely to coii- 
litiue. 

‘•Our kingr and his House of 
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|)retifclin» t^dicis, the number of 
far from dimuiishing, is incrensiug. are great- 
ly scandalised, and councils af'cr couriers 
were held in order to decide Jjjoii the best 
means to follow *' 

**“ The recommendations were different, but 
very few were favourable to us. The one 
^wliich seems to have ohtiiined majorify says, 
us formerly, that 300 oz. of milver must be [ 
given as a reward to who^^ver will arrest 
an European minister, who shall be executed 
Immediately ; and 100 oz. of sdver to who- 
ever will nriv&it a native priest, who shall 
also be put to death. The catechists will 
he equally ctJndMmned lo death, as also the 
ciiiofs of the villages in which we Hhall be 
arrested, and those who may have given* 
us iiowpitality “ 

The Mandarins in the provinces in which 
we have sojourned will be dismissed, and ' 
by this moans they fl.Hter themselves that 
ill throe years there will be no longer any 
i\‘irisiiaiis here. One Mandarin only took 
the part of the Chr7ST5?M!-t, his name is T66ng» 
(J^nil. He is oii«i of tfie most important 
personages of this country. He uas l.ibt 
y' ar the governor of the province of Narne- 
An, where I am now. and where his services 
were iiiimeiise. In the letter I wrote to you 
in IKoO, I iiifonned you that he desired 
to have an interview with om* of us, but 
Through some accidents the interview could 
not take place, and ho contended himself 
with writing to us, asking, us how many 
Luropeans and how many Christians there 
were in the kingdom. 

“ Mgr, O’Emaus sent him a very detail- 
ed reply, giving him his name and addre.^s ; 
but begging not. lo speak of the other nfis- 
sionaries. VVhat is surprising ig, that, that 
Mand.arin is remarkable for the fervour of 
*hi$ devotion towards the fdol Ghat and 
practices the same authority as the Bonzes ; 
b«t his integrity is exemplaiy. He never 
receives any presi^its. It is also through 
him that the last edicts which grants such 
haud.some rewards for our heads were pro- 
mulgated ; but during the four years that that 
edict has been iu force, we have as yet seen 
^ neither pagans, nor bad (Minstians, nor even . 
any inatidHrins trying to obtain the reward. 

‘‘The Rev, M. ScafHer alone fell Tnto 
the hands of the wicked, and it was through 
ail unhappy circumstance. It ia because no 
one hates us. iind because, nlsoj we ai;e con- 
sidered even by tlie p»gaM'i*?i^ Us hftnest mhn, 
and besides, every one. i|.fr 0 l^Xi need that a re- 
ward for having H|^p^4i4tued us would be 
money badly which would not 

turn up wvll/* 


This IS how we are situated for ihe pre- . 
sent. Every one seems to believe that we are 
oil file eve of a great storm. Should lids 
be the case, several amongst us will be cal- 
led fo s>al their faith wi«h their blood. Would 
to God that I may be among those bles.sed 
who will abed theirs ! I hope so, for J may 
say that I have some right to it. If, thea 
if appears that you should learn that it has 
pleased the ever-ble«sed Redeemer to call 
me as a witness of my faith,' be rijojoed, 
and asaist me in thanking God for if. How- 
ever, if it is true, as it is reported, that the 
opinion of the king is opposed to the severo 
mea.>iures, ^nd if the edicts am protnulgated 
against us in opposition to his will, their 
execution will not he very severe : so much 
tUh more so that the inaridarins who are iti 
the provinces do not bko generally to occupy 
themselves* with religious affairs; and they 
act in those cases Only when th<»y cannot 
roally help it. 

** Bur, whatever may happen, we aro not 
intimidatod. Should any rigorous measures 
I he«takeii against, and should any among 119 
be called to seed their blood for their faith, 
far from being hurtful to the propagation 
of religion, tl»af blood will bo, ash lias ever 
been. H fertile eoed. which will produce 
frosli Christians. Every day w« see proofs 
of this. The sacraments administered in 
Tong' King last year were more than double 
the number of those administered before 
the persecution. How coines it ? From 
several ctiise.s, most assuredly. But the 
blood shed during the ))ersecution of Miiik- 
Mank has a good pert in it.

time, there. With the characteristic zeal ^ 
for religion, and hatred of schism, for i 
wdiich Irish Catholics are pre-eminent , 
throughout the world, a i^w of thepri*^' 
•vates of this corps, fojgetting, for the 
moment, the rigor of Military discipline, 
in ttie warmth of the moment outstepped 


I the ^limits of duty, in their successful 
efforts to prevent t!ie Chapel from be- 
ing desecrated by the intnisiou of a 
Priest, who refused the reverence and 
obedience, wdiich every Catliolic owes 
to the Holy See anrl the Bisliops, its 
Vicc-gerents. Unfortunately for them, 
the officer who was thou actually in 
command, by occasion of the absouce 
of his senior in Europe, vvas conspicu- 
ous for bigotry, against Catholicity, and, 
hence, but too well disposed, to make 
the most of the occurreuce, in order to* 
punish those, whoso imprudence had 
placed themselves iu his power. ^I’his dis- 
position was •carried into effect, in a 
harsh, vindictive, and, as it would secmi 
to us, a very uiiivorthy manner also. In 
efftict we have reason to know, that the 
tone and spirit in which ho acted, were 
displeasing both to the authorities ai: the 
horse-guards, and to the Commanding 
Officer of the corps, through whose acc> - 
dental absence, the functionary to whoin 
we allude, was unfortunately placed iu 
command. 

Npt content with visiting with the ut- 
most rigor of discipline the Soldiers 
under his authority, the Bishop and his ‘ 
Clergy, it having been alleged, that tjiey 
instigated tlie Soldiers, weu-o alrso ordered 
summarily to quit the Cantomneut. It 
was in vain, that they demanded an 
open, impartial investigation into, tneif 
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conduct. No investigation was granted, | 
except such a one, as in days of old, was ! 
allowed in the Star Chamber, one sure «, 
to be adverse to the accused Party, how- ! 
ever innocent that party might be. Des- 
pairing of getting justice in India, the 
Bishop proceeded home for the purpose 
of obtaining it. Unluckily, he arrived in 
England just about the time, when Ljrd 
Bussell and bis worthy confrere Lord Pal- 
merston had set the English people mad, • 
by their mischievous, although foolish and 
now confessedly abortive enactment, 
against the restoration of the Catholic 
Hierarchy in England. Lord ^erby, ^oll 
known in Ireland, as “ Scorpion Stan- 
ley*^ for his hatred to Ireland ami Catho- 
licity, was the fitting Successor to the ' 
degenerate Author of the disgrjiceful Dur- 
ham Epistle. For a Catholic Bishop to 
expect redress from such a Premier, wouhf 
be to hope against hope. During Lord 
Derby’s happily short-lived administra- 
tion, not only did his Cabinet openly 
show itself virulently hostile to Cafho- 
licitv, but moreover, in the secret details 
of Government, the meanest and most 
paltry artifices of bigotry were adopted, 
against our Religion and its Professors 
To give one instance, in the adrnirality 
department, orders were issued, not only to 
enlist for the Royal Navy only 
lants but also to compel the attendance 
at Protestant Divine Service of every 
Sailor, without any regard to the dictates 
of his conscience. Almost the very first 
day, on which Sir James Graham, now, 
the firstLord of the admirality, entered on 
office, he noticed without an iustant^s delay 
and cancelled with rensurc 
tempt this bigoted Regulation, 
issued explicit orders, that Sailors mi^lhe 
Royal Navy, should bo enlisted ikmi&A- 
minaiely from amongsl Catholics and 
Protestants, and that Catholics should, ou 
no account, be required to attend Protq^s- 
tant Divine service. We cmu add, that 
besides acting thus liberally, in the 
matter just mentioned, the same talent- 
ed Statesman began, on his assumption 
of the high office he now fills, to make 
enquir^l^^u^ the best mode uf provid*

arc, moreover, in •a pn^itinu ti> 
tliat it is the intention of Sir .lames 
Graham, and of several other distinguish- 
ed members and supporters of the pre- 
sent administration, to direct their best 
eflForts, awo to remedy, not only in the 
army and Navy, but at home and abroad, 
and very particularly in the East Indies, 
the many anomalies, that are every where 
to be found in the Civil, and rcligioui 
condition of 11. M. Catholic subjects. 

Wo have given these detnils, for the 
purpose of encouraging our Catholic fel- 
low ftuiijects in India in every depart- 
ment, to look forward with hope, for the 
redress of the general neglect, with 
wHicli* our body has been bitlierto treat- 
ed. Already, in the case of Bishop Mnr.^ 
p!iy and his Clergy, tlie beneficent iix-

STATE OP CATHOLICITY, 

IN THE SEVERAL PLACES, WHICH, IN THE 
j present OVERLANO route AU6 VISITED 
i BY TRAVELLERS WHO COME BY THA? 
j ROUTE TO INDIA.

^ Op the entire journey from Southamp- 
ton to Calcutta, the most distressing and 
disagreeable portion is, nnquestionabl}^ 
that from Alexandria to Oairo; The dis- 
. tance between these two cities, m tfio 
1 route now pursnied, ft; about one hund/ed 
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and fifty miles and a more uninteresting 
and monotonous tract of country, than 
that \vhich presents itself to the Travel- 
ler's sieWy whilst passing over that jour- 
ney, we have no where seen. On the 
two^ occasions on which we made the 
journey, the weather was unusually 
warm, and the number of Passengers 
considerable. But the inconveniences 
thus occasioned were greatly aggra- 
vated, both by the showers of fine sand 
which, from time to time, were waft- 
ed on board the Packet Boat by ^tlic 
wind, and also by the nurnerorra swarms 
of flicM, which unceasingly teased the 
Passengers. It was impossible not j’c- 
call to mind in these circumstances, the 
judgment formerly inflicied or* Kgypt by 
the phiguo of flies, as described in thev 
Sacred Scripture : ” Thus saith the 

Lortl : let my people go to sacrifice to 
me. But if thou wilt not let them go, 
behold I will send in upon thee aiuUup- 
ou thy servants, and upon thy houses 
all kind of Hies, and the houses of the 
Egyptians shall be filled with flics 
of divers kinds, and the whole land 
wherein they shall be. • . . and the Lord 
did so, and there came a very grievous 
swarm of flies into the houses of Pha- 
raoh and his servants, aud into all the 
land of Egypt, and the laud was cor- 
rupted by this kind of fiies.^’ 

'Within a few miles of Cairo, the 
scenery begins to improve, aud the eye is 
refreshed by the beautiful verdure, with 
which tlie Banks of the Nile arc here 
clothed. A few handsome hbuses present 
themselves also to view amidst groups of 
trees, which are tastefully disposed over 
rich and spacious lawns. The Nile tSo, 
here j3iits on a grand ^nd imposing as- 
ect, and gives an air of freshness and 
ealthfulness to the surrounding coun- 
try, The station where Passengers dte- 
embark, is about a mile and a luilf dis- 
tant from the town, and an oiuni- 
•bus is alw ayg,. in attendance fur the 
purpose Passengers 

,to their Hotels. TJie road 

by which yoW^^k tm j’^our eiftrance ttj 
Caiieo is most pleasantly situated, being 
skirted by an extensive av^we of beau- 
tiful rrccs", beneath the sliadfe of which, 
ti)e bdiabitnnts can eiijoy a ride br a walk, 
ijithout danger fro/a th^ sun. As yet, it 
would seem, that the Overland Koute has 


not added greatly to the encrease of com- 
merce in Cairo. It has chiefly occasioned 
a number of Travellers to pay a passing 
visit to thpt City on their way to Europe, 
from China and the East, or vice versa, 
when journeying from Europe to these 
Countries, But, the i\pidly approaching 
completion of the Rau Road from Ale^^ 
andria to Cairo, will, when effected, doubts 
less considerably augment the trade of 
the latter City, besides adding very much 
to the comfort and expeditious couvey- 
auce of Travellers. If, as we anticipate, 
the stimulus that will be thus given to 
industry and mercantile speculation, lead 
to the further extension of the Rail Road 
from Cairo to Suez, Cairo will then be 
Ciiabled to profit of all the advantages, 
which the proximity it will thus acquire 
both to Alexandria and Suez cannot fail 
to bestow upon it. Its distance from the 
Sea will bo about the same as that of Cal- 
cutta, whilst its de^SBIc lino of Rail Road 
will convey to it from-Suez aud Alexan- 
dria the productions of the East and 
West, with greater rapiflity aud far more 
security than goods arc conveyed in sail- 
ing Ships from the entrance of our Har- 
bour to the City. 

Tiic population of Cairo must be ex- 
ceedingly numerous, judging from the 
oxt(uit of ground over which the City 
spreads, and from the crowds of Natives, 
that every whore throng the thorough- 
fares, and the very narrow lanes and alleys, 
for which Cairo is remarkable. The New 
Mosque wdiicli is being erected by the 
Pacha tiicre, we have been assured by 
several who visited it, cannot be surpassed 
by any other buiUling, in the world, for 
the e.xquisite beauty of its marbles, or 
the immense and righ Variety of cokly 
precious stones with which it is profusely 
adorned. The Gardens of the Pacha 
in the Vicinity of the City are said to be 
laid out with great taste, and to abound 
with fruits and flowers of the rarest aud^ 
most exquisite kind. 

•"Wc greatly regret, that our stay at 
Cairo was not long enough to enable us, 
to visit tlie Catholic Churches and Insti- 
tutions ^of that city. But this loss was 
4?i some* degree compensated for, by our 
good fortune in* meeting with, whilst 
there, three or four of the Reverend 
Superiors of as many distinct religions 
communities at Cairo, aud f^om these 
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Gentlemen \re learned the religions afta- 
tistics of that Mission, in what relates 
to Catholicity, 

The Catholics at Cairo altogether 
number about nine thousand ; of these, I 
the majority belongs to the Latin rite, i 
whilst the icntaiuing part is made up of 
, Christians, of tft e Greek, Armenian, and 
•'Coptic Rites, Each of these congrega- 
tions has a prelate and priests of its ownp 
rite, to minister to their religious wants. 
Here, us at Alexandria, we were in- . 
formed, that the sisters of charity are 
to be tound, dispensing, alike, to the uri- ‘ 
believer and to the Catholic, tjiie un- | 
speakable blessings of their admirable,' 
Institute. The same kind protection, | 
which, as we have already stated, the 
Catholics at Alexandria experience under ; 
the government of the Pacha, is equally 
extended to their Brethren at Cairo. 

On a late occasjon, wc were informed, ! 
t hat when arrange nievits were being made, 
for the erection <*f a new Catholic Church 
at Cairo, the Pacha evinced the same 
liberal and goncrous disposition, which j 
distinguished his conduct in a like pre- , 
vious instance, towards the Catholics of i 
Aloxfuulua. *

At otheP 
times, it is true, circumstancet have arisen to 
nv4-rrule these doubts, and to bring to my mind 
temporary relief. But it has been only tempo. 
I'.arv ; for, in spite of resolutions to abandon the 
r**;iding ami the use of, Catholic hooks ; in spite 
of earnest prayers and eutrekties that God would { 
protect my mind agait^t the distressing intluence I 
of Catholic truth ; and in spite' of public and 
private professions and declarations, which in 
tunes of 8iispen»ied doubt 1 sincerely rinida to 
shield rnvHnlf from suspicion ami win back the 
coiilidenoe of my diocese, which had been well 
nigh lost* — in spite of all this, and of many other 
consideraliuns which would rise up before me, 
AS the necessary consequence of suffering my 
mind to be carried forward in the direction in 
which my doubts pointed, these doubts would 
again return with increased and almost over- 
whelming vigour, goading me at times to the 
very borders of derangement. — 

Under these doubts, I desired temporary re* 
lief from duties that had become so disquieting 
to me, and determined to accompany Mrs. Ives? 
whose health demanded a ohange of climate, in 
a short absence abroad. But stbsence has brought 
no relief to my mind. Indeed, the doubts that 
disturbed it have grown into clear and settled 
convictions, su clear and settled that, without a 
violation of conscience and honour, and every 
obligation of duty tp ^lod and His Church, I 
can no longer remain in my position. 

1 am called upon, therefore, to do an act of 
self-sacrifice, in view of which all other selLsacri- 
ticiug acts of iny life are less than nothing;

THK FLAG OP THK HOLY CtTY IN 

NKW YORK. 

[W^e menti(\ne{l sorno limes ago that a vessel 
had arrived at New Yurk. hearing (he d,»g of »ho 
H<»ly (hty, presented to the captiiin by the Oa- 
>lioliji Patriarch of Jerusalem, 'fho following 
adiiitt ohI infurmation is from the New York 
Herald ] ; — • * 

The Vessel stopped at Malta on her way, where 
sile took cargo, and arrived here a few days 
since. Her register is one of the must curious 
documents wo have ever seen. It is signed by 
the patriarch of Jerusalem, and stamptol with 
his si*al. This seal is a very curiouM anti anoi>^itt 
piece *of workmanship ; it ‘ coinpo«ed of five 
crosses — a large one with four small oufK snr. 
rounding it. The seal is supposed tu h(<» .about 
one thousand years old. At thf* h*'ad of rho 
register, which a piece of pHrebment, the 
coat of arms of Jerusalem, with five oro**«<»s— 
the same as on the seal, and the words .Mount 
Sion in Jerusalem'* encircling them. At the 
bottom of the large cross are two n.tked anhs, 
with a small cross in (he crntie. Tli« paper is 
endorsed by the TurUAh Consul at M ilta, dated 
Feb. 2£lth, 1352, and iinderneath is the coat of 
arm.s of the Ottoman Ktnpire, with a oresc»nt 
in the centre. Below ii the c-ipy of the regist»'r,

The Catholics con<nitute about two-ti/ihs i 
of the entire pu(>uIaiion of tht kingdom. { 
Their number is estimated at 1,164,142, ' 
wlitie that ol' the Proiejitants is set down at . 
1.827,170. The latter are, of course, divided 
into numerous sects; but far the .larger por- 
lion belong to the donominatioa called the 
Dutch Reformed. There are Calvinists, and 
their number is reckoned at 1 668,443. The 
old divisions, extending back to the days of 
the Synod of Dordrecht, still continue rife 
in the bosom of this restless denomination, 
in which German rationalism has also made 
aad havoc ; while a large body of * separate 
Christians’— 42,6(9— has been likewise or- 
ganised. The Remonstrants number 5,002 ; 
and the Anabaptists or Baptists, 28,735. 
The Jews are still more numerous, 55.333 ; 
and they are generally wealthy. The Jan- 
senists number o,427 ; they have two Bishops 
at Haarlem and Devenier, and an Archbishop 
at Utrecht. Many persons of resuectahlc 
families have been misled by these misguided 
aectartsts, who still pretend to be Catholics. 
Several have lately been heard to say, that 
they wilUcheerfuliy return to the bosom of 
the Church, so soon as the^ Catholics of 
Flolland will have a regularly organised 
Hierarchy. The impulse which this impor- 
tant measure is likely to give to religion in 
this kingdom, is almost incalculable. ^

“ These are the principle facts, and they 
exhibit the state of things even better tb«aa I 
had aniicipiited. The King of Holland has 
learned a lesson in the successful revolt of 
Belgium, which lias uot been lost on the 
Catholics remaining in the smaller half of the 
dominions still left to him. Besides, the in- 
fluence of the new Emperor of the French 
is strongly fell ; he might, in case ot a general 
war in Europe, or under cinuimsiaiices of 
over provocation, be induced to claim the 
Dutch crown in right of his iatiier, King 
Louis Bonaparte.*’ 

TilK CHURCH tSf PORTUGAL. 

SiA— In mina of the 19-h inst., I AUatnptsd 
to give some idea of the religious houses that 
existed in this country fur tho male sex, and of 
the very eiBcacious manner in which they came 
forward to the relief of the indigent, X shall 
now endeavour to give an outline of the religN 
OU3 institutions destined for the female sex, of 
nunneries, as well^is of tho “ Recolhimentos'’ — 
a description of charitable institutions, partak- 
ing of a religious nature, destined for distressed 
females and adapted to the dilTerent grades of 
society ; tho heneflcial effect flowing from botli 
these institutions being in no ways inferior to 
those produced by the monasteries and convent.'*. 

The number of nunneries disseminated over 
the country was' and still is one hundred and 
tfiirty-two, containing two thousand nine hun- 
dred nuns — a number which 1 should conceive 
to be at present very much reduced, considering 
that, since 1S35, no professions have been allow- 
ed to take place, and that I am referring to an 
ofUcial return made to the Cortes, in 1822, 
when about to suppress ^them. There were, 

moreover, between nine hui.dred and a thousand 
young ladies in the cloister, receiving their edu- 
cation, besides about two thousand maid ser- 
vants, who, though subject to the rule of the 
order while in the nunnery, were, nevertheless, 
at liberty to quit it. In point of charity, and^ 
mode of distributing their incomes, what I have 
said relative to the monks and friars, is equally 
applicable to the nunneries, in proportion to the 
means at their drsposat, for I must here observe 
that some of them are extremely poor, partly in 
cooe^quenoe having been obliged to invest their 
|A*operty ^iii Oovernment securities, and tho life 
led in them is one of^reat privation. 

Many of the nunneries are rnagnifioent edifl*. 
ces, their churches beautiful and in variably, kept* 
ill a state of the most extraordinary ueatnets. 
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Divine Service b^ng iaiill celebrated wiili im- 
posing Boleinnity. The Oonvent of “ Odivellns,'' 
ifi the neighbourhood of Lisbon, belonging to the 
OUteiciaii Order, and founded by the King 
Don Denis, is a sumptaoua building and it;^ 
church a spacious and splendid te^vpie. The 
t^onvent and Church of the •• Coracao de 
Jesus/' belonging to the Order of Oanuelite 
nuns of the reform of St. Theresa, founded by 
the Queen Donna Maria I., grandmother to 
Dorn Miguel, is not less tnagiiificent.*' That 
Virtuous Sovereign rests there interred, having 
chosen to select for her companions in death the ^ 
poor nuns, whom she so much protected in life. 
The church of the Convent of ** Madre do 
Decs/' ill the vicinity of Lisbon, belonging to 
the FrancMHcan Order of the “ &{ost Strict 
Observance,*’ though not so large 'as the two 
abovo.Tiutiied, is extremely rich — the carved 
work in it is mo^t exquisite, and tht> pitintings 
that adorn it costly. It is in this church that 
the mortal remains of the Princes Donna 
Marianna, sister to the Queen Donna Maria Ix. 
repose — she had h‘.-en the benefactress of the 
nuns in life, and selected their church as her lust 
resting plau(\ that she might mingle her ashes 
with theirs in death. 

Nunneries may he classed under two different 
heads — monachal ami im-sidicants— each subdi- 
viued into diffiereiit^orders or rules ; the former 
richer, the latter poorer. The postulants, on 
taking the veil, are obliged to pay a dowry to 
the convent, the amount of which varies accord- 
ing CO the differene instiCufions ; and in vircue 
of which they become, it may be said, co-owners 
of the house. There are, however, two modes 
of becoming members of the institution, with- 
out the necessity of a dowry. The founders 
and patrons of nunneries have always reserved 
for theiu?elves and successors the right of nam- 
ing to their respective convents one or two pos- 
tulants portionless ; and the families holding this 
privilege have ever exercised it to the advantage 
of some y»)«ng person who otherwise would have 
been unable t<» follow her vocation. The com- 
MUinity has likewise the right of tidmitting a&»a 
member an individual unable to pay a dowry, 
but merely for her talents or some p.irticufar ac- 
complishment— “ peta pAtndiit and it often 
happens that from amongijit young girls, brought 
up in the nunneries and even from amongst those 
received there in the capacity of maids, many 
have been admitted v^s ineinbers of the commu- 
nity solely in consideration of their talents or 
accomplishments. The same was the case in tlio 
monasteries and convents for the male sex ; and 
not a few amongst ilmse who became distinguish- 
ed for their learning and piety belonged to the 
humbler classes of society. 

Two of the niiiinprios belong to the inilitary 
orders — orders of which I shall hereafter speAk, 
they being institutions of a military and, at the 
same time, religious nature, having had in by 
gone times no small share in proiiioling the dif- 
fusion of Oatholiewm and oivilis;^tion; ,pf 
those two convents the one, that of tSarictos” 
belongs to the orders of “ St. Jago, * and to 
that of ** Christ us” the othtfr, the “ Encarna- 
cao," to tlio order of “ Avi* ” It was in these 
convents that the knights of lh« re.^pectivo oi:« 


ders were wont to make their profession, a 
beautiful and interesting ceremony now done 
away with. The convents of •* Sanetos,” and 
•• Kuournaoao/’ were more especially destined as 
asylums for unmarried noble ladies, without 
placing them under the necessity of taking re- 
ligious vows. Single ladies bereft of a pat(»r- 
nal home, were enabled to live there, until a 
suitable marriage should present itself, vm a 
trifling income, in a degree of comfort, indepen- 
dence, and respectability which their circum- 
stances would not allow to command elsewhere. 
They were received in the convent under the 
denomination of choir girls, •• Mocas do Coro** 
and there given a small apartment. Both edi- 
fleea are inagnifleent. and laid out so as to pre- 
serir, a succession of complete, corafortable, and 
iiidependent>..ipartments. There was an expense 
attending the admission of a choir girl” which 
reverted to the adv.antago of the establishment ; 
hub it might be considered comparatively small, 
it being understood that a choir girl” can al- 
ways have oAe or two of her sisters with her. 
*rhe superiors of the convents are always select- 
ed from among the niemhers of the highest 
.*iristocracy ; they enjoyed a vahiahle coiniiian- 
dary to enable them to support the dignity of 
the Bitiiation they held, and were hence Rtyled 
comjnaudresses, “ Coinmend'ideii^as** wearing as 
a mark of di^^tinotion the star of their respec- 
tive orders on the loft breast. It is in the saloon 
and in the presence of the comniandre.ss that 
the lailies receive tho visit-? of their in/ilo rela- 
tives— receptions always marked with the high- 
est decorum and .aristocratic etiquette. Th® 
choir girls” are allowed to quit the convent 
on a female relative calling for them ; they may 
even spend some monihs on a vi'yit in the Yamily 
of a female redative, but are generally expected 
to be in the convent from the commencement of 
Advent to the end of lent. While in the oon- 
vent they are subjected to ail the rules of the 
house ill point of dre^s and attention to religi- 
ous duties, as are in like manner their maids. 

Most of the aristocratic families vy^ere in the 
habit of having one of their daughters entered 
into these estH'^linhineiits as the means of even- 
tually provitling a home for them. Both these- 
houses are now much reduced — the military or- 
ders they belonged to having been plundered of 
tdeir property, and the desire of suppressing 
them altogether exists, in order that the remnant 
of property they Alill pos.sess may be seix^id on. 

With regard to the other nunneries, they not 
only offered a sure retreat to such ns winhed to 
^y the world and its vanities, fur the purpose of 
dedioHting themselves exclusively to a religious 
life — and some convents there were whose aus- 
terity equalled, nay, perhaps, exceeded that of 
the Carthusian Monks— but, moreover, those in 
wl.ich the rule was less strict presented a res- 
pectable asylum to females who, from untoward 
circuinstAnces, found themselves under the ri4^- 
d cessity of retirement from the bustle of the world ; 
for many of the convents were in the kabit of 
receiving for a trifling pension, as their inmates, 
widows and single ladies of respectability.

Whereas the truth of the 
matter is, that Catholics would find the great- 
ovi diHiculty in obtaining such dispensations, 
which, indoKl. are not granted, ex<*cpt upon 
most grave r»?asons, and not as a matter of 
course, as the Protestant advertisement ap- 
pears to suggest. 

The English mode of dealing with matri- 
if.ony j.s quite i;i harmony with the na- 
tioual characienstitt of practifalne.ss. People 
do not trouble ihem.sclves about principle, but 
only about what they can do. There is no law 
in England funder which the marring© tie, 
laivfully formed, can be broken ; hut as we 
are .i practical people, and as Parliament is 
»ll. pouerful, in which men believe more 
resolutidy ihan iti God, a marriage can bo 
declared null by the Legislature, though the 
Chribtian religion declares the clear contrary. 
This, however, i.s fell to J)e only an incou- 
\riiie 4 )ce, and tvise men propose to improve 
upon the law, and to make that a rule wliicU 
noiv is an exception. It is thought to be a 
great hardship that a rich man can get rid of 
liifi wife, but that a poor man CMunot, by rea- 
son of the greiii expense which an Act of 
Parliafisent always necessitates. 

The Comnattsioners appointed to inquire 
into the law or practice of divorce luNe just, 
issued their jSrst report, and they recomumtid

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only tho partial dirorce a menaa et (horo, but 
ilie absolute one, from the very bond of 
inatriiuony lawfully contracted. Proceedings 
to be carried on in this court as in the Court 
of Chancery, and one appeal allowed to the 
House of Lord9, sitting in its judicial capa- 
city. This proposal involves an enormoua 
revohition, and all honest people may well 
tremble at the dreadful prospects before them. 

Hitherto the old Catholic law has prevailed 
in England, and ail naatrimonial questions 
are solved in Doctors Coiomons on ttie priu* 
ci[des, strictly observed, of the canon law 
ot the Church of Rome. In the reports of 
Lord SiowelTs decisions we find that he draws 
his principles from the decretals, Snd the ad- 
vocates who pleaded before him rested their 
cases on the decrees of Popes, an ter ior,«of 
course, to the great schism. And as the 
Council of Trent has not been published in 
England, it will be fonnd that Dr, Lushing-* 
ton and Sir John Dodson deliver the same 
sentence that would bo delivered in a given 
cause, if the queation liad been tried before 
the Rota in Hume. 

But now a revolution is to be carried fnto 
the doctrine and law of marriage. Divorce 
is to become a legal affair, a matter of right, 
like a just debt. A new court is to be creat- 
ed, with new powers, which cannot be had 
without a new revolution. It may be said 
that this is nothing more than carrying out 
the principles of the ileforination, and that 
it need not alarm a Catholic any more than 
the other heresies current in England. We 
ere not quite sure that it will be so in prac- 
tice. It is matter of observation that in all 
countries where heresy is triumphant the 
characteristics of Catholicism become insen- 
sibly luodiHId, and this being so, it is impos- 
sible that a social change like^he one con- 
templated can have no influence on those 
who are external, in appearance, to its oper- 
ation. The facilities for obtaining a divor.c^ 
and the frequency of the grant, will have a 
very senous influence on lax* Catholics, and 
perhaps bar the way to their return to a 
better life. At present this is sad enough, 
but the recognised inability of the law tif 
effect divorces counteracts, in great measure, 
the exceptional wickedness which the act of 
the Legislature aniiuallv perpetrates. 

It is now admitted that the possibility, of 
obtaining a' divorce leads to the commission 
ol^ those sins for which the Legialaiute pres- 
cribes of the samtv kind. The

in proportion to its chotpnoss will bo the 
uutnbcr of those who will invoke its juri«idic- 
tioii.

The frequency of divorces will diminish the 
sense of scandal, and thus furnish a new 
theory of social life, the disastrous issues of 
which no man can foretell.— •7Ve6/eL

Hfid piety, should strike everywhere in Frarice 
its deep roots, that the' youth should more 
oadiy find there a better and purer education, 
and that hereby may be arrested and broken 
those hostile attempts whicli now maiifest 
themselves through the intrigues of those 
who were, and still are, the constant enemies ‘ 
of tho Church and of Jesus Christ. 

*riii9,‘ therefore, well beloved Sons and 
Venerable Brethren, We ask of you more and 
I more, and with ^all possible earuc:jine8s, that 
‘ in ihe^c iuse of the Church, in defence of her 
he\y doclVirie and of her lilserty, and in the 
accomplishment of 4^11 the other duties of 
your Epidcopil charge, you should have no- 
thing more at heart than to show among you 
a perfect union; than to be unitt^d in the 
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8am« ideas and in ti»o same sentiments, con- 
Bulring in all confidence. Us aud this Apos- 
tolical See, on the qnestions of all kinds 
wliicti may arise, in order to prevent thus 
dissension. And before all coriji^irebctid bow 
far tbe sood education of the Clergy concerns 
the prosperity of religion apd of society, to 
the end that you may never cease, in a per- 
fect ‘ union of mind, to devote to an affair of 
such great importance your cares aud your re- 
flections. Continue, as you have hitherto 
done, to spare no pains fhat the young stu- 
dents intended for tho Churcu may be formed 
early in your setuinarit*s to every virtue, to 
piety, to the KccJesiasiical spirit, in order 
tint they may grow up in humility, without 
wliich ^Ye can nevor plc.ist* G»ul ; ^liat tlicy 
may be prolonndly beamed in human literti* 
tare ativl tlio more severe branches of knovv* 
ledge, particularly in tho sacred sciences ; 
that tliey may, witlnuit being exposed to nay* 
peril of error, n(»r only learn tbe art of speak* 
ing with eloquence, of writing elegantly, by 
studying either tlie oxcellent works of the 
jlvily Fathers, or tho writings of the most 
celdbriited Pagatt writers, when they shall 
have b^^en carefully expurgated, but still more, 
and above all, t»io knowledge perfect and 
durable of tho theological doctrines, of Kc- 
cUisIastical hisiorv, and of tho 8a<*rod Canons 
dfiivfn from the authors approved by tho Holy 
See. Thus that ilhi^trious Ol»^rgv of France, 
among whom are so many cmiuout men, dis- 
tinguished by their genius, their piety, their 
learniug, their Ecclesiastical spirit, and their 
respectful suhmigsion to the Apostolic il See 
will ab*>und more and more in labourers, 
courageous and skilful, wlio, adorned with all 
virtues fonifi'‘d by tho aid of a saving learn- 
ing, will bo able ivi the course of time to^ltelp 
you to cultivate tiie vineyard of tho Lord, to 
reply to opponents, aud not only strengthen 
tlie Faithful of France in (Viir most holy reli- 
gion, but also propagiie that religion by holy 
“expeditions to the distant and infidel nations, 
as the same Clergy have done hitherto, to the 
great glory of its mime, for the good of reli* 
gion, and for the salvation of souls. 

Yi>u arc penctiMted, as VVe are, with sor- 
row at. the sight of so many books, p uuohlots, 
and poisonous journlls which arc circulated 
furiv)iHly and wil^bfu intermissiim in all ]iarts 
by the enemy %f',,God and man, to o<^rn!>t 
the morals, overiurn the foundations of Faith, 
aud destroy ^ll the dogmas of Our most holy 
religion ; npvcr cease, tliorefore. dearly-bd- 
lovpd Sons and Venerable Brethren, t\em- 
ploy all your solicbydo and all your Eoisco- 
pal vigilance to remove unanirnoivsly with tho 
greatest zeal tho flock confided to your care 
from pesttltiiitial pasturois ; never cease 


to instruct, to defend, to fortify, ngainsr. that 
mass of error by admoniiiona and by writings, 
opponiiiie and salutary. And here We cauiiot 
refrain from reminding you of the advice and 
the counsels by which, four years ago, Wo 
ardently exhorted lh« Bishops of the whole 
Catholic world to neglect noliiiug iu order to 
engage men remarkable by their talents and 
their sound doctrine wriling.s calculated to 
enlighten tho minds and to dissipate the dark- 
ness of the errors in vogue.

We ask of you most, earnestly, 
10 extend all your h^mevolerice all your pre- 
dilection to the lucti who, animated by a Ca- 
itholic spirit and versed in letter.-? and sciences, 
consecrate their watoliful labours to writing 
and pubrishing books and journals in order 
that the Cciiholic doctrine may be propagated

ERECTION OK A NEW CATHOLIC 
ClIUKCll AT CHELTENHAM. 

Some eighteen months since, an appeal 
was mado to the Catholics of Calcutta, 
for the purpose of ^procuring some pecu- 
niary assistance for the Clergy, reli- 
gicuscs and laity of Graham's town, in 
the colony of of Good Hope, 

*who, as our readl^’may rocollcc?, were 
reduced to tW'^Satest distressj''by occa- 
sion of the /Caffre war, which was tli^u 
raging in their vicinity. The timely aid 
that was thtja procured and sent to our 
Brethren at Grahain*s town, nobiKjnly 
afforded them great present relief, b\jt 
encouraged them to sustain, persevering- 
' ly and cheerfully, all their trials, from 
the confidence, with which they were 
inspired^ by the prompt and generous 


sympathy of their Brctlircn in Bengal. 

It was noticed, on that occasion, that 
the active measures then taken in behalf 
♦of the suffering Catholics at Graham's . 
Town, originated in the charitable solici- 
tude of three English Military Officers 
in the Bengal ?irmy, all Converts to the 
Catholic Faith. The knowledge of 
extraordinary circumstance exercised, we 
have reason to belieife; a saiulary ij> 
fluence on many of our Brethren Jifere 
and elsewhere, and contributed not ft * 
little to the success of the efforts, \vlu6h 
were -made m behalf of that portion of • 
the sufferers (irnham’s town, of whom 
we now speak. It is not a little remark- 
able;^ that the project, to wliich tho sub- 
joined Circular lias reference, should 
have also oViginatcd with an English 
Convert, now at home, who was received 
here into the Catholic cornniimion by 
Rev. Mr. Tracy. For the edification of 
our readers, we shall briefly advert to a 
cons<»ling occurrence, which took place 
on the very day of the Conversion of 
the Gentleman here alluded to, and, in 
a great measure, in consequence of his 
coiivcrsiou. It happened, that, at that 
time, a very near Ib'otestfmt Friend 
of the parties, who assisted as Sponsor 
at the Baptism of the Convert now 
spoken of, lay dangerously ill iu their 
house. The conversation of the fafiiily 
naturally turned from time to time on 
the then recent eouvex^sioa of the sub- 
ject of this notice, and tJic sick man was 
so much edified by the narration of 
several of tlie details of that event, that 
he also expressed a desire to be baptised 
in the Catholic Church and admitted in- 
t(» its communion. ^Ilis wishes were 
accordingly complied with. 

In a day or two after this happy^event, 
he felt that his end was near at hand, 
and he desired to receive thc5 last rites of 
I tlic Church.

From 
the reign of Elizabeth to that of Victoria, 
there was not even the semblance of a Poor 
Law in Ireland. A mockery of a Poor Law 
was introduced by Lord John Uussbll, in 
and the famine forced an effective Poo^ 
Law — such as we now see it in Ireland— in 
the course of a few years afterwards. 

The condition of the Irish poor in the in- 
termediate time — between the reigns of £li- 
ZM?KTH and of Victoria — attracted the at- 
tfMitioii of foreigners as well as natives — of 
Englishmen, of Frenchmen, of Oermans, of 
Jnshmpii — of men like Aktiiur YotJKO,^and 
IVliCiiALL SAtiLRiR, of De Beaumont, of 
Kohl, of Vknkdy, of Ensor, O’Connrll, 
J.KL. (Dr. Doylk), Shah^^ian Chawford. 
It is unnecessary here to repeat the senti- 
ments of Hiiy one of them. It is sufRclent. to 
fay that all niiiied in t(»e one opinion — that 
\ii no part of thc^vorld, and under no circum- 
stances, was there to be seen anything to 
equal the horror of Irish misery — the extreme 
of Irish destitution — the helpless, hopoless 
poverty endured by the Irishman. Even that

Well— a Poor-Law has bl^en enacted for 
Ireland ; and it is worthy of consideration to 
see ill what manner, and in what spirit, tho j 
enactments of such a law are enforced in the 
two countries— of England and Ireland. 
When tlie amended law— that which is called 
the New Poor Lain— was passed in 1834, it 
was so with the avowed intention of eaiVyitig 
out this principle— that no pauper should re- 
ceive relief, except iie,an inmate of work-* i 
houee.

Two ParJiameniary returns, received within 
the course of the present week, render this 
perfectly plain to the simplest understanding. 
The hrst of these, relating to Ireland, is made 
upon the' motion of Sir John Youno. It 
gives us tht; total number of paupers in re- 
ceipt of relief in each province in Ireland, at 
the close of the first week, ending Saturday, 
ill January, 1849, 1850, 1851, 1852. and 
1853, us well as the amount of Pour Rate 
lodged, and of expenditure for tho relief of 
the poor, during the year ended 29th of 
September, 1852, in comparison with tho 
same for die preceding year. The second is 
a return, made on the motion of Mr* Baines, 
showing the number of paupers, of all classes, 
in receipt of relief on the 1st. of January, 
1852, and Ist of January, 1853, in 608 
unions in England ; and a return of the num- 
ber of adult able-bodied paupers in receipt of 
relief ou Ist of January, 1852. and 1st of 
January, 1853 ; together with a return, shew- 
ing the causes upon which the adult able- 
bodied were relieved. 

These returns form a perfect contrast with 
caclt Ollier/ We regard the workhouse tost 
as the tesi by which we can most safely judge 
of the inhumanUg, or humanity, with which 
I the destituto poor are treated. 

The Irish returns comprise the years ending 
tho I St of January, from 1849 to 1853. Tho 
Etiglish return is but for the year ending 1st 
of January, 1853. We shall, therefore, take 
both returns for the same year. In Ulster, 
the number of persons receiving in-door re- 
lief was 14,982; out-door relief, 69; and * 
the sum expended in the we^k upon those 69 
persons was £4 9s. lOd. In Munster, the 
in -door paupers were 70,483 ; those receiving 
out-ddbr relief, 896, on which there was a 
weekly expenditure of £23 Is. 4d. In-^Lei- 
nater, the in-door panpers were 36,322; 
those receiving out-door relief, 2063^' weekly 
expenditure, £60 1 5s. lOd. IiiHCtfitpanght, 
the in-door paupers were 16, 977*? tfrose re- 
ceiving oul-door relief; 32 (!) ; aud the iictk-

paujpers in Ireland, I .‘58,764 ; i«upported at an 
average cost, weekly^ of Is. l^d. those re- 
ceiving out-door relief. 3,058, and costing for 
the week, £89 188. 6d. The humanity with 
which the Poor Law is administered is prov^ 
ed by the imniber of destitute pqor receiving 
out-dobr relief. In Ireland that humariiry is 
demonstrated by the relative proportions of 
3,058, as compared with 138,764. 

We now turn to England, and we 6 ml that, 
in tiio year ending 1st of January, 1853, the 
total number of in door pAupers was 18,138 ; 
whilst the number of those receiving out door 
relief was 108,082, and of those ^^lere wore 
44,900 widows. Thus, in Iceland, the In- 
door paupers are, 138,764; in Englaml^ , 
18,138 — in Ireland, those receiving out-door 
relief, arc 3,058; in England, tlnvse receiv- 
ing out-door relief arc 108,082. The 
honse test proves that Imininity, kindness, 
and tenderness, are felt fur tfic poor in Eng- 
land; and none, scaretdy even the semblance 
of compHvSsion, for the poor Iris liman or 
woman overtaken by raisfonune. The Eng- 
lish return shows us upon wliat various 
grounds the Poor Law Guardians iu Eng- 
land consent to give out-door relief. Thus,

and in a great chief who is tludr 
maiiiRtay ii^ the I’OuntTy. 'I'lui latter, 1 doj/t 
■ know* at whose iivhtigation, has dccl.ircd war ou 
• the Catholic inhabitants. All the male pojmla- 
tion of tlie group have, under his leadorsbip, 
proceeded to attack the two forts, wliere the 
Miiall bmly of Christians have sought refuge. It 
is distressing and shocking t') see this handful of 
pe<^>U* surrounded on all sides by a inuUitudo 
three times mt>re numerous and incessantly firing 
shots day and night against the besiegid parly, 
when they hare sworn to rednee by /amine, if 
not vn»i(pn‘*bcd by otiicr in'-an*, I fuand tlio 
Catholi«^ oi' 'I'onga in this bh.k'ided state during 
the tnonih of Apiil last. Several Fagans be- 
came converts on the occasion of this unjust 
war. 

But the group th.M engrosses our chief atten- 
tion at this moment is Navigators" Isles, the 
most important of my vienriato in point of po- 
pulation, and on account of the number of ves- 
sels frequenting its, several ports. During tlie 
f^w months 1 sojourned there tIjc Blesstd Vir- 
gin fiirnislu d us additional proofs of her mater- 
nal asfcistance. Our Missionarica encountered 
there, more than elsewhere, great and nninerotia 
prejudices to •© overcome ; these are now nearly 
dissipated. The Protestant Ministers inaiu- 
tained absolute ascendancy there; their endea- 
v^urs to ruin ua wrought their own ruin, or at 
least they witness the diminution of their credit 
and their influeiicu*, and we have advanced in 
propertion. We gradually W'on the cl^nfidciice 
of the natives, and more particularly of the Eu- 
ropca^is, who are numerous in this country. 
The famous Pritciiaiil, so known by bis lJi^tory 
of Tahiti, has become our friend ; the very per- 
son who originally had resolvednhat we should 
not acquire possession of an inch of ground ou 
tlic^ Navigators" Isles has ceded to us bis own 
house, admirably situated at the centre of the 
principal port of the Island, and his eldest son 
hai|becoifte the captain of our Missionary ves$bl. 
The Atiiericarr consul has offered to stdl us his 
property, and wo are in course of completing 
tins purchase. Tho cession of these two e8tnte.s, 
which are the very best in these isles, our instal- 
lation on tlm very sites heretofore occtyjietl by 
those who had strained every effort to ui'ive us 
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away from the country, are remarkable symp- 
toms which have procluced. and shall continue 
to produce, an excellent effect on the public 
mind, and, consequently, must have valuable re- 
sults for the mission. 

The natives of Saamoa <Navi{fators’ Isles) 
are prown very cool af^ainst the Protestants, 
whom they will shortly forsake altogether; but 
before they come over to Catholicity, they seem 
to pause and take time, lest they might expose 
themselves to he again deceived. They are now 
ill such a state of diffeVence, very littlo would he 
gained by urging them too strongly. We have, 
therefore, coma to the conclusion that the most 
expedient course at present Vas to erect a band- 
some church on our new property, which lies in 
a central situation, and must soonef or lator ^e- j 
come a European colony ; to perform in this . 
church nil the religious ceremonies with the ut- j 
most possible pomp ; to establish there the ’ 

cises of the Archconfraternity, and, at the same 
time, open a school, disseminata ^ood books 
ninong the English residents, and render some 
services to the natives in the way of medicinal 
attendance. This threefold Missionary appli- 
ance— viz., Divine worship, tuition, and cha- 
X'it.y— seemed to us more appropriate to the cir- 
cuiiistHiices than preaching. Forthwith work- 
men were employed at tho building, and we hape 
that Almighty V.lod will bless an enterprise, the 
design of which lie suggested. — (Pp* 127“— 133 ) 


THE BENEDICTINES IN AMERICA. 

Among the glorious footsteps of Catholic pro- 
gress in the Dotted States, it is far from the 
least* that the noble Order of St, Benedict bas 
has planted itself deep and firm on tbe hills of 
western Pennsylvaiiian. There are^at this time 
in the Monastery of liatrobe, Westmoreland 
county, thirteen Priests and twenty students in 
philosophy and theology of the B«nedictino rule. 
There are ^so eight younger aspirants in the 
classes of tho humanities, and no less than 
eighty lay brothers. Belonging to the monas- 
tery are 3,600 acres of land in four different 
places. The lay brothers, and, when need re- 
quires, the students and Priests work on thg 
land, and in other manual avocations. Wo 
have heard great prai.9e bestowed also on the 
religious'" paintings, dec., produced in this e.stab- 
lishroent. The German population of the coun- 
ties of Westmoreland, Indiana, Cambria, Blair, 
Clearfield, Elk, and Warren, are under th^j 
pastoral charge of those Benedictines who are 
Germans, for *the most part from Bavaria. 
The old Kit>g Louis Bisnop Ziegler of Liiitz, 
the Missions Socioiy of Munich, and some of 
the Abbots of tht ^^r der in Bavaria, have bden

[We take the following interesting details 
from a letter dated “ Victoria Vancouver’s 
Island, December 12th, 1862”] 

Vancouver’sisland is a beautiful country; plenty 
of good land, rather dry in some places in the 
summer season ; the climate is very good and 
^ery healthy, warm in the summer days, but 
cool and very pleas.ant in the evening, night, 
and morning. Victoria’ the chief establishment 
on the island, is composed of the Hudson Bay’s 
trading post, and of some thirty houses arround 
it, be.side8 about twenty .^^ettlers and fariuera 
scattered about in the country, the majority of 
whom are most French Canadians, who all 
ainderstaiid more or less the Plnglish language. 
The other portion of the population is English 
and Scotch. This is the only place yet whei’e a 
^single Irishman is not to be found: I am very 
sorry for it: thoy would do both good and well 
here.— 

Upwards of 4,000 Indians aro already baptis- 
ed in the mission. A French Priest was here 
during the Bishop’s absence iii Europe. Tins 
is a good beginning'': h\\\. optrarii kunt panoi.** 
Some are expected from France next year ; Pro- 
vidence will Provide for the means.

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PU(yri‘]RTANTlSiM IN TIIEOllY 
AND PRACTICE CONTRASTED 
WITH CATHOLICITY, 


Somewhat more than a century ago 
the illustrious Eossiiet filled two oetavo»j 
volumes with his narrative of the varia- 
tions of Protestantism, from the date of 
the so called reformation, up tTo the period 
ot the publication of his immortal work ; 
a work that subdued and triumphed over 
the pride and prejii(!ice of the gifted but 
infidel Gibbon, and for a time, at least, 
made him bow down and do homage to 
the divine origin of Catholicity. 

, * But grand and comprehensive as is 
the celebrated work, entitled Bossuet’s 
Variations of Protestantism/^ yet in thef 
comparativelyjj^ort interval, that has 
elapsed since' Us publication, the im- 
mense multiplication of those unhappj;; 
Variations, which has since taken place*; 
would now demand, an appendix, at least j 
equal, if not greater in size, than the ; 
m'iginal publication, in order to furnish - 


an adequate and satisfactory detail of 
their several characteristics. 

A glance at even a brief summary of 
these rnoremodern variations, would suffice 
to show to the reflecting Christian, who 
feels an interest in religion, in his 
own salvation, and in that of his fellow- 
creatures, that the more recent innova- 
tions arc clearly i^Uaractcrised by features, 
of a far more boding and alarming as- 
pect, 'with respect to the temporal and 
eternal interests of mankind, than were 
the errors of the early reformers.^ 

It is true, timt the first reformers 
sowed the sold, which has unhappily 
ripened, unexpectedly, into precocious 
mayiritv ; it is true, that they laid 
down the general axioms and prin- 
ciples, Avhich haye been, unfortunately 
for Society, but too legitimately * and 
logically developed by their disciples in 
succeeding times — It is true, that 
they opened the flood-gate, from which 
a torrent of desolating waters is now 
rushing over the Universe, and threaten- 
ing to ruin the very foundations, not 
only of revelation, but eveu of natural 
lyligioa, *A11 these fatal consequences,*^ 
the first reformers might and ought^to 
have foreseen, before they catered on 
their daring enterprise. But they were 
then too eagerly bent on the work ot 
demolition ; theiy pride and passion werq 
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too ab«orhin;;ly occMipieil with the pro- 
ject of the dowHtalof the Chuich,aiui 
tvspecially of the Papacy, to allow tlieni 
tune, to reflect oa the future results of 
their rebellion, on the moral and tempo- 
ral welfare of Society. 

T. his blindness and reckless iusensibi* 
hty to the consequences of theiE new 
fangled teaching, were in part occasioned 
by the delusion; that they and their suc- 
cessors would always be possessed of suffi- 
cient influence, to control the multitude 
of their followers, and restrain them, as 
they might deem expedient, from'evolv- 
ing the dangerous axioms a^ld principles, 
which they had themselves proposed and 
sanctioned, in order to incite the pt^ople 
against the Catholic Clergy and Church. 
Bnt, short, as the moriaf career of the 
iea<ling reformers was, they lived lohg 
enough, to witness the total dissipation 
of that delusion. They soon were made 
to leel by the very people, whom they 
had armed against the ancient Chiii^ih, by 
the dissemination of their revolutionary 
principles, that they had furnished them 
With a two edged sword, w ith one edge 
of which, they smote their own instruc* 
tors in the doctrine of religious r(‘volii- 
tion, far more effectively, than they as- 
sailed with the other the Catholic ilicr- 
archy. 

It was natural that this result should 
happen. For in the case of tho leaders of 
the Beformation, these liad no legitimate 
resource, by which tlicy could defend 
themse^lves against the force of princi- 
ples, which they themselves had laid 
down and propounded to their followers, 
as primary, incontestable maxims, incom- 
patible with and subversive of all Church 
authority. On the other hand, the Ca- 
tholic Church, having, from the very 
outset of the Reformation, reprobated 
those principles, as equally dangerous to 
religion and Society, received unhurt’ on 
.h$r the same weapon, 

which, bjiHg^oment after, recoiled wuth 
dmstroi^ ^ ^pct on the ranks of her 

subject, which

un^er oiir consideration, namely, the 
r&ent and contemporaneous alarming 
nhases of Protestantism in the Old ‘and 
New world, we propose now to lay be-

We deem it proper, however, to pre- 
face our quotations from the Rambler, 
by reminding our readers again, for we 
have more than once done so before, of 
the convincing proofs, which the sub- 
joined extracts supply of the insepara- 
ble connection between sound faith and 
I pure morality. Jri effect, the whole

Judged by tliis 
linman, dr^^^eneratc standard, the wo^'ld, 
and they who adopt its maxims, will pro- 
nounce, that separatists, such, as we rpeak 
of, are good moral :jharacters, deserving 
of respect and esteem, if they regulate 
their conduct by its dictates, whilst, on i 
the other hand, if the conduct of the 
same parties, in many cases, were tried 
by the moral standard, which alone tile | 
Catholic le cognises as divinely establish- 
ed, they would, when weighed in that 
balance, be found grievously wanting, 
and be justly reputed as immoral men, 
and as.yrorkers of iniquity. 

For illustration sake, let us compare, 
in a very few* points, the respective 
standards of morality laid down by the 
Catholic Church, and by the principal 
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Protestant, Churches/ *Aud first with 
respect to matrimony. 

A Protestant who has evidence of his 
wife’s conjugal infidelity — an infidcUt}^ 
in too many cases, notoriously »occasion- 
ed and procured for the very purpose of 
engaging in a second marriage, sues for a ; 
divorce, and if he be rich enough to pay ; 
the costs of the Ecclesiastical Courts and \ 
of the prescribed Parliaincutaiy proceed- ' 
ings, he is ordinarily sure to obtain his ' 
end. The common result is, that, ‘ 
whilst he gets married to the object of 
his present passion, the divorced wife 
is also married to her paramour. And 
this, it is known, is sometimes so well 
arranged to the satisfaction of all parties ' 
concerned, that a good understanding 
and even an interchange of social courtd 
sies is maintained between tl^em."^

It may be suid, that the guilty par- 
ties, to wIiotD. we have juat , alluded, 
abuse the law of Divorce,, and profit 
of it ill a way not intended by tbo 
Legislature.

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ia the matter just discussed, whilst a 
Protestant may be deemed by the con- 
ventional morality of the world, a good 
moral character, a Catholic of equal mor«l 
worth according to the sameP standard, 
would be judged reprobate bv his own 
Church. True it is, unhappily^ that Ca- 
tholics sometimes are. found to violate the 
fasts and abstinence prescribed by the* 
Catholic Church. But compared withi 
Protestants, 'their number is trifling, 
whilst on the other hand, as, they, in the 
hour of self-examination and reflection, 
nu hour unknown to the bulk of Protes- 
tants, are ever ready to confess and repent 
of their transgression, they make? as fai- 
ns they can, a reparation to I'eligion, of 
wliich the Protestant never thinks, ev'^n 
in the hour of death. 

As to Confession and Communion, ac- 
cording to Catholic discipline, the Catho- 
lic who. culpably neglects to comply with 
these obligation, at least once in each 
yctr, is liable to be^exconiPnunicatcd whilst 
living, and excluded from Christian buri- 
al alter death. Contrast with this st[g:i- 
dard, tliat ot Protestantism on the same 
awful .subjects, and it will be found, that, 
whilst confession, though recommended 
in the common Prayer Book, is practical- 
ly ignored, Commutiion is. neglected, 
oftentimes, for life, and very frequently 
even at death, and this, often without 
remorse, without ecclesiastical censure, 
or even any forfeiture of religious or 
social respectability in the Protestant 
Community, We might develop this 
subject at far greater length, and prove 
a like result to that already cstablish- 
od, were Ave to compare 4110 opinions 
and practice of Ciftholics and Pro- 
tejrtants on the duties of daily prayer, 
examination of conscience, assisting at 
public Avorship, &c. But enough has been 
done to show, that what is deemed good 
Protestant morality falls, in a thousand 
instances, ao far below the Catholic stan- 
*dard, that, a Catholic, who Avould regu- 
late his life by it, would, unless he r^- 
pefnted, bo lost for all eternity. 

We have adverted to the general dis- 
use of confession among Protestants. 
We have at hand documentsi^of ^reftt 
weight, drawn up bjr Protestants, in 
.which the bad couseqiienecs both tempo- 
ral and spiritual, wdiich have resulted 
heuce arc forcibly pointed on. But we 
) 


shall here only briefly advert to one 
of the advantages, Avhich every Protes- 
tant conversant with the world knows, 
to be an ordinary, and as it Avere a fami- 
liar result of the general practice of 
confession among Catholics, a result, the 
benefit of Avhicli to our oavii knoAV ledge, 
Protestants have tliemsclvcs every where 
not unfrequently experienced, Wc allude 
to the restitution of j?roperty, whic.h in 
consequence of c jnfession is often macle 
to parties, who .Averc wholly ignorant of 
the injury done t j them. We know per- 
soifally arijnstance, in which a confessor 
presented to a L^rotestant Nobleman of 
the highest order of the Peerage, a sum 
►; money, as restitution, and among the 
‘ other remarks made on the occasion by 
the Nobleman, one Avas What a happy 
j•opportunity is thus afi*ord^d for the repa- 
ration of ^ong ? How often in the hurry 
of life docs it not happen, that for want of 
due reflection, injustice is committed ? 
And how admirably is not the evil occa- 
sioned in consequence thus remedied V* 
Now, AA'hilst wo claim no superiority of 
integrity for our Catholic Brethren be- 
yond that of their Protestant neighbours, 
we must, at the same time, state, that in 
the Avhole course of our long experience, 
we have never even heard of a single in- 
stance of restitution being made by a 
. Protestant of any rank or calling in So- 
ciety. That they Avould make it, if dis- 
j abused of aii errbneous conscience by 
I the agency of confession, and of an en- 
j lightened director, Ave have ifo doubt ; 

I but for Avant of these helps, there is but 
j too much reason to fear, that in many 
I cases, they pass into eternity, unmindful, 
i aiyl, perhaps, not cousciqns of their obli- 
i gation. 

I Another poirrt we shall advert ♦o, be- 
jforc we conclude. It is a matter of 
notoriety that in every place in which 
Protestantism exists, Secret Societies, 
ordinarily that of Free Masonry, are es- 
tablished, and cherished with great zeal 
by a great majority of those Eeligionists. 
Now in order to be initiated into these 
I Societies, a preliminary oath, or solenMi 
j•obligation oft secrecy is indispensable. 
This oath, Protestants, both Clergy* and 
L^-ity take without remorse, and ordi- 
narily, even with eagerness ; Catholics on 
the contrary are taught that for wint of 
the conditions which* Scripture teaches 
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should ever accompany an oath, Truth, 
judgment and justice/' such an oath is 
proijine, and that it subjects the Catholic 
who takes it to cxcoramunication and to 
exclusion from the Sacraments. Here, 
once more, in a concern of the greatest 
moment to the religious and*temporal well 
being of Society, tlie standard of Catholic 
and Protestant morality is wholly differ- 
ent, t 

Now it seems to os, that, in Hcligious 
or in Civil Society, whensoever a bad or 
corrupt principle is professed, both the 
Commanity professing it, espc^eially, if the 
principle be acted upon> whenever an op- 
portunity of doing so may offer, and also 
every individual Member of it, who either* 
expressly or tacitly acquicsces.in its adop- 
tion, even though he never intend himself 
to act upon it, is open to the accusation* 
of being a co-operator in the immorality, 
to whicli that perverse principle leads. 
This maxim is dictated by the common 
sense of mankind, and is acted lipon 
ill all the ordinary concerns of life. 
Hence, if the legitimate result’s of the 
Protestant Principles respecting Matri- 
nioiiy and religious vows,&:e. &:c, which ^ve 
have given above, be judged immoral, 
we arc not acquainted with any process 
of reasoning, by which the Anglican 
Establishment and the other Protestant 
Sects who concur in this matter with 
it, can be screened from the same heavy 
accusation. For the* apostle St. P«iul 
expressly teaclies, that not only they 
who do 6vil are worthy of death, hut 
they also that consent to ^hem that do , 
evil. 

Amongst Protestants, at least in the 
Anglican Sect, ts well as in some otlv^r 
denominations, baptism is believed to 
be a i^acrament, and yet it is unhap- 
pily but too true, that, at the present } 
day, numbcrlcvss Protestant parents, j 
not only permit their children to die | 
without this sacrament, but also act I 
thus, without the least remorse or 
concern, for the eternal welfare of their 
deceased infants. This course of con- 
dnet on their part, as we all hnow, re- 
ceives the greatest encouragement, fromt 
the iate decision of the Privy Council, 
in the casB^of the Bishop of Exeter and 
the Gorham. Hence from 

the iiamfTrot'^tant prfpit, the doctrine 
of the baptism for regene- 


ration, and the very contradictoiy of 
that doctrine may be now legally preach- 
ed by two Anglican clergymen, who 
happen to differ in opinion on that sub- 
ject. Tlfe same may be said of the doc- 
; trine of the Eucharist, namely of the 
I r(5al presence and of its contradictory 
‘ tenet. Now, with respect to tlic Catho- 
: lie doctrine and practice upon baptism,- 
i it is as notorious as the noon-day sun, 
i that not only do all CatlioUcs believe in 
the necessity of baptism, but that also 
in practice, tlie most ncgligout Catholic 
' would slmddcr at the idea, of Irttiug his 
! child die, without haviug received that 
j sacraroent. 

' Our readers must hold in mornory, 
tjliat, not long since, it was solemnly 
decided, illogically wo admit, iu the 
Court of /irches, one of the highest 
Protestant Courts of appeal, that al- 
though the doctrine of Purgatory bo 
repugnant to the Creed of Anglican Pro- 
testantism, yet that the doctrine of pr::y- 
ing for the dead is ** consistent with 
tlyit code of belief. Now here, agnin, let 
us contrast together Catholicity and ih o- 
tcstantisiu, and enquire, what i^rot('htar»t 
is there, who ever offers up a prayer for 
the eternal repose of his departed rela- 
tive or fricjid. In effect, such devotion 
is held to be superstitions, and, of course, 
not only omitted, but slighted and sneered 
at, by tlio immense majority of Prc>te*s- 
tauts. On the other hand, tliis same doc- 
trine is not only professed by Catholics, 
bpt also so’ generally clierished, even by 
the least practical amongst tlu ni, that 
we believe, that there is hardly a Ca- 
tholic, who I docs not offer up every 
day some short prayer at least, for 
the faithful departed, and we know, -llrat 
the very short prayer O Cod be merci- 
ful to me a sinner,'^ obtained from the 
Saviour the highest eulogy, and was at- 
tended with a singular benediction. 

In dismissing this topic, we shall mere- 
ly ask. How can any reasonable Impar-' 
tijil Protestant, honestly desire to sec 
Catholic Children educated under any 
system, in which their principles, on the 
several important subjects we have here 
^fenced fi^t, must, if not openly assailed, 
be at least gradually undermined, in 
their intercourse with Protestant "Masters 
and Protestant Fellow Pupils, in whose 
belief these principles are the offspring o£ 
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credulity and supers tit ion. The ordinary 
result of such a system upon Catholic 
Pupils is, to make them bad members of 
t.hcir own Church, whilst, in some in-- 
stances, a few of them may, at leJIst in ap- 
pearance, and until the death- bed brings 
^thern back, he seduced to join the ranks 
of Protestantism, and thus, in the words of 
tljc Prophet multiply the nation but not 
increase its joy/^ Assuredly, no Protes- 
tant who respdets his religion would glory 
in such kidnapping forays, or in the dis- 
graceful, miscalled couversions, which 
may sometimes be etrcctcd by them. 
To this we may the <M<hl, that a Protes- 
tant parent wlio had any true coheern 
r for tlie Christian education of hia chil- 
' dren would assuredly admit, that h-j 
w'ould be^guilty of a grievous violation 
of his duty, w^ere he to confide their 
education for years together, to the care 
of ]\rahoniedau, or other intidel teacliers, 
ill a seminary, Avbdlly conducted and 
I UKiAaged by such rnasteiw. Now Avith 
respect to Catholic*s, their religious prin- 
ciples and discipline are, practically con- 
siiler(‘d, in substance and effect, as wide- 
ly diiloreut from those of Protestantism, 
ns aru the principles and discipline of 
Protestantism from tliose of the Koran, 
If any man, says St. Paul, have not caro 
of his own, and espccialiy of those of his 
own houseliold, he hath denied the faith 
and be is wor^c than an infidel. Let the 
Catholic parent henco learn, if he expose 
Ins cliildren to the loss of faith and mora- 
lity by confiding their eiliication to tcjj^- 
ch(u*s, who are ignorant of the Catholic 
religion and wlio despisc its faith and mo- 
rality, he is far more guilty tUui the parent 
of w'liom St. Paul spi^aks ; for St. Paul 
pronounces judgment of reprobation on 
the man who merely neglects the care of 
his children, whilst the Catholic parent 
of whom we speak, positively and imme- 
diately co-operates in their spiritual ruin. 
We couid not desire a stronger confirma- 
tion of all that we have here advanced, 
than that which will be found in t^je 

fcdlowing copioa%oxtract : —

remind our readin-R lhat slavery was introduced 
into America, whiUt that coui>M’y was yet iind*»r 
Kiijjlish rule. After tho rev(»!utif>ii, when tho 
cniistiuit inn of the i»ew people was being agitat- 
ed* the Ruhjf'cl of slavery nauirailv entered, as a 
not Uftiinporiant question, into I bn debates. It 
was generally bfiieved^at len^t in half the states 
>-thnt ihi* evil jvnuld not be »if long duration. 
At'cordinjfly, whf^n the di.-eiiMsinii reaelied the 
t/'liurch, the PreHbyteriaii S\t»ods of New York 
■‘and Philadelphia published a (h'daration, •* 
j^ly npproviutf of the princi|(left in favour of tini- 
veisaMiberiy which prevail in America exe 
horted the slaveholders in their own communion 
to prepare their slaves* for the enjoyment of free- 
dom by means of a jfood education ; and, finally, 
recoitnnei»d»*d ^beiii to uso the most prudent mea* 

1 snres. consistent with the interest and state of 
1 civil society, in the countries where they live, to 
procure eventually the final abolition of slavery 
l*iii America. This language was both humane 
and temperate ; at>d it was published in 1793, as 
the decision of 'the Gerioral Asse.'r.bly of the 
d’resbyterian Church, in the following year 
th**y ‘spoke still more stronfifly. In a ncte to the 
142nd q«it>stioM of their Larjrer Catechism, on 
the Kighth CoTiifiiandment, they refer to tho 
text (I Tim. i. 19), which speaks of ** men- 
steaVrs,” and tliey say that “ this word, in 
its original import, comprehends all who ara 
concerned in bringintr any of the human race 
into slavery, or in retainirtij;’ them in it ; and that 
the Apostle h^re classes them with sinners of the 
first rank. To .steal a free man is the hi|<hest 
kind of theft. la other instances we only steal 
hiitnan property ; hut when we .steal or retain 
men in slavery, we seize those who, in common 
with ourselves, are coiisiituted by the original 
grant loriU of the earth. 

Ijet us next turn to the Motho.Hsts. Tha 
lanyjuigeof Jolin Wesley, the father and founder 
of Meihodism, fell nqt an iota ahoit of that of 
the Pre.shyierian teachers of Chri-*f ianity. fJo 
even iii.'uJe the very same eonfu»ioii between 
daveholders ami .si.tvem.ikGrs. \\»bnt 1 have 
said to sl.averraders/’ he writes, “equally con- 
cerns all slavt-flolders, of wliatever rank and de- 
cree — seeing that inen-hnyers ar#» exactly on a 
leVrl with iiten-stealers." In 1780 the whole 
community declared .slavery to be bo‘h hurtful 
to .society, and contrary to th« laws of God ;** 
ill 1784 it refused to a<lmit slaveholders to it* 
coininiinion. passinjr a vote to exclude ^11 such. 
In the Methodist Book of Doctrines and Dis- 
cipline it is laid down as the only one condition 
previously required of those who desire adniiHsioii 
into their .society, a desire to flee from the wrath 
to come and .to he saved from their sins' that 
this desire must be evidenced by certain fruits—* 
by ^avoiding evil of every kind, especially that 
which is iiKKSt generally practised, such as the 
buying and selling of men, women, and chiidren 
with an nitention to ensUve them.” ^ 

Example is eVer more efficacious th-an precept • 
and the example of American Protesfantism

•ach vases would ^^xpuse that parties ocnveriied 
to stroMff (eiiiptations ; and of this reason it is 
obvious to remark, that it applies to a thousand 
other cases of daily occurrence, besides tho*»e 
•which arise from tlie particular case here con> 
teinplated-^ viz., compulsory separation of hus- 
band and wife by tiie relentless iMuid of a slave 
master ; and secondly, that inasmuch as the mas- 
ters would uHrtaiiily not acquiesce in any strict 
interpretation of the jnarriage vow, and "a con- 
sequent prohibition of bij^amy and such like ir> ' 
re^^ularities of praclioe, it would bn very cruel 
for (be hicclesiastical authorities to expose tbu 
slaves to Oiturch closure for aoti'ij^ in ubedience 
to iheir masters They take it for granted, that 
the slaves would obey their master! rather than 
the Church, and so they think it best that the- 
<Jhurch should range herself at once on the side 
of the masters, even though by so doing she 
iiherately sanction siii. They do not for a tiio- 
fiteut coiiteiiiplata the possibility oC martyrdom 
on the part of the slaves, such as we read of in 
the annals of the early Church, under qiroutn-* 
ataiices not altogether dissimilar ; and they arc 
contented to shape their code of morality acoord- 
iiig to the opinions and practice of the world 
around them, rather than, by enforcing ahtricter 
code of Uiviqe authority, to endanger their hwa 
popularity, and diminish t)ie iiutiiber of their 
followers. This is far from being a new feature 
in the history of Protestantism ; hut it is not 
the less striking and iinporcant on this account. 
On the contrary, it is most interesting Jind in- 
structive to note how this saiiiu feature of a dis- 
regard of the marriage vow is perpetually reap- 
pearing here and there, both in ancient and 
modern history, in coiiueotioii with various 
phases of Prosestauism. Tiio exainpie of Lu- 
ther, Melancthon, Bucor, and other leading 
lights of the iiefurmaiioii, allowing the Land- 
grave of ilesse to have two wives at once, will 
at once occur to every reader ; so also in our 
own country, the example of the wretched Gran- 
siicr iiiarry4sig, divorcing, and reinarryiijg his 
royal tyrant master as often us that luoiister 
willt'd. 

Father Newman has some whore hinted in one 
of Ins lectures at a secret invisible couneotiou 
hetvv,*en Pi'oCesiHntsiii a#ii polygamy, and we 
have heard the insinuation attacked with the 
utmost 'indignation, j^iid deiiquiiced as a most 
wanton ''insult and caiutniiy. Yet these ex- 
m^iiiples, and the decrees wbioli we have been 
now coiisiiiering with refeieiice to the uiarriage 
of slaves, aOuiidantly establish its truth. More- 
over, Ainencan Protestantism can furnish qs 
with yet another ex unple of the same thing from 
the history of its missions, which, though in 
euiiie degree foreign to our present suhj. oL is 
too ifiiportant to be omitted. One of the little

SIX or SHven yt^ars since, on occasion of its anni- 
versary nieetiiig, as to “ whether polygamists 
should be .admitted to the mission churches/^ 
The subject was refi^rred to an August coin,- 
inittee. Chancellor Walworth, of New Ym-k, 
chairman. Expectation was every-where alive. 
To the astofiishineiit of some, the grief of many, 
and the horror of all but the board, the com- 
mittee reported in favour of polygamy, or at 
j least against instructing the Missionaries to eX- 
ude polygamists ; .'ind the report, after long 
discussion, was adopted without a dissenting 
I voice, those opposing, if such there were, not 
J choosing reregister their testimony against it.** 

, We have no space to enter fully into all the 
j details of this history ; & few particulars, how- 
1 ever, will interest all our readers, ft appears 
I that pVevioiHly, to thin public discussion of the 
question, and the authoritative decision there- 
upon, the question hail been privately a^ked of 
ti*e Prudential Committee of this Chri&tian 
Board; a committee whose name i« most singu- 
larly oininoun and sigiiiBcant, and whose duties. 
We presuiiii>, are to solve difficult and delicate 
questions of conscience, to grant ilispensations, 
and the like. In two several cases. Missionaries 
in liHuthen lands wrote home to this committee 
to ask advice in thfs matter, whether or no poly- 
gamists were to be admitted into the mission 
churches; and the Board refused to give advice. 

♦* This venerable body were utterly uoah’.o to 
decide the question whether a sin, which in all 
Christian nations oonsigns a man to a felon's 
infamy and prison, should by the Americ.\n Pro- 
testant Missionaries be udinittcd inio the Chris- 
tian Church. And so little interest did they 
take in the case that the secretary declares ho 
was profoundly ignorant of the htihsequeot dis- 
pos.il of the matter. In two other cases poly- 
gamists were certainly mlmittod into the missioii 
churches ; and not, a hint of disapprobation was 
dropped hy the Prudential Committee; and, for 
aught he k’liow'i, these two also came into the 
(fhurch. lie also state.s, that at a meeiing of 
Mis^iona^ies in India the question was discu.ssed, 
wdieiln r converted In-athm polyg'iinisls siiould 
b« admitted intp the Church, jiiid the nuijority 
wero ill fav(mr of so.doing.** Another gtmtle- 
iiiun who took part in tho ilehate announced that 
concubiiiago was allowed in tho W6^t Indian 
Moravian missions: n td 'a third read * extracts 
from a letter of a Itev. Mr, Griffin, who went 
«>ut as an iiidepenuent Missionary, sustained hy 
certain churches in Liichfeld Ci>unty, Connec- 
ticut. Mr Griffin declared that he found churvli 
tnciiibers living in ojiea, furnicnticn, thas is, with-, 
out uiarriagp, that he'at tirsc hoped privately to 
persuade them to be married : but not sneoeed- 
iiiVf was forcid to preach openly upon aduUet;y. 
This * raised a storm, and the people were sus- 
tained ill Jtheir opposition by every Protestant 
Missionary whom they consulted. These Mis- 
siofiuru^S declared that the time had not come to 
m.ike a staml against adultery !'* 

** We must yet make room for tho arguments 
of two or three more of these Protestants theo- 
logians upon this suhjt'ci ‘ Or. Tyler said ip- 
Th«» q'ueatiini is, shall we legislate for extreme 
oases*? Uucuss this question tn any Bc^Ustasttcal 
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ho ly, unci they wouMn’t agree. I woul«1»i*t any 
ttiHL in all cases it is wroniT. Let the Mission* 
aries decide such cases. We loo have weak con« 
sciences, as has been said on the other side. 1i<e 
have as good a right to ask the buar<| to say that 
l»<>lygainy, in extreme cases, is right, as they 
have to a.<^k the board to say it is wrung.* 

“ Chancellor Walworth referred to the open- 
ing of Turkey to the Gospel, where polygamy is 
coininoii, and said the case might arise there.«^ 
*ln his state polygamy was felony; there it is 
lawful. We .couldn't decide it; the circum- 
stances of the case must decide it.** * 

In other words, this l^rotestaiit gentleman,

CiiHi^T liimsolf is the author of the 
sp/crameuis^ by niCMUs of which he 
makes us partakers of liis merits. The 
Sacraincuts, tl^ereforc, arc so ^ many 
clianuols, through which our Divine 
Lord commuuiiratcs his graces, wJiich 
ai'C the fruits of his atonement. There 
are seven sacraments — Baptism, Confir- 
mation, Holy Eucharist, Pcnaiico, Ex- 
treme* Unction, Holy Orders, and iMatri- 
inony. Each of them confers two kinds 
of graco^ which are called sanctifying 
> grace and sacramental grace. Sanctity- 
ingor habitual grace is that ivhicli n^akes 
ujj holy and acceptable to Ood. Sacra- 
mental grace is a right to olitain, at the 
proper time, such actual graces ns are 
peculiar to cacK saern/oeut. , 
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2. — BAPTISM. 

" Unless a man be born again of water 
and the Holy Ghost, he cannot enter 
into tlic kingdom of God .^^ — John iii. 5. 

Baptism, according to the declaration 
of Christ, is a necessary means of salva- 
tion. A person, however, ifiay be saved 
without having received this sacrament, 
if not being able Jto receive it, he desire 
it and have faith. 

The efiPect of baptism is to purify the 
soul from all sin, whether original or 
actual, and to remit all the punishment 
duo to these sins. v * 

The ordinary minister of baptism is a 
person in holy orders; but in case of 
necessity any lay person can a(huinist£r 
the sacrament, and consequently every 
Christian should know how to perform 
this ceremony. 

Private baptism, which should always 
be given when a child is in evident dan- 
ger of death, is administered in the fol- 
lowing manner : 

Take common water' and pour it tlircc 
times on the forehead of the infant, in 
the form of a cross, saying at the same 
time, I baptise thee in the name of the 
Pathcr, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost.” When the plfcrsou conferring 
baptism is pronouncing the above words, 
he should be in the very act of pouring 
the water on the child, and should have 
the intention at least pf doing what the 
Church does in this ceremony. 

A parent should not baptise his own 
child, unlfiss no one else could be procur- 
ed who, knew how to do it ; otherwise , 
he would contract an impediment of I 
spiritual affinity with his consort. 

It is a dangerous and highly improper 
custom, carelessly to defer for several 
weeks ‘the administratiorf of b&ptiiwid. 

Wlien a child has been, 
tised in case of ncessity, if Jit 

survive, be taken to the iti order 

that the ceremonies may be supplied ; 
and the clergyman sboujff be informed 
at the time, that the infant has ertr^ady 
received private baptism.

afterwards that he ’ instructed in his 
religions, if this duty be neglected by the 
^iarents. Hence it cs plain that the spon-

sors should always be members of the 
Catholic Ohurch ; and it would be very 
improper in a parent to request any per- 
sf.a not a Catliolic, to act in that capa- 
city, beesfase it cannot be reasonably 
expected that he who dissents from our 
holy faith, should assume the responsi- 
bility of looking to the religious educa- 
•►tion of a Catholic child, or that he. 
should be qualified to accomplish this 
duty. 

The sponsors should also know their 
paryers, and be acquainted with the 
principal mysteries. One sponsor is 
sufficient in baptism, but there cannot be 
more than two. 

‘ The name given to a cliild at its sinri- 
tivil regeneration should be tljat of a 
saint of the New Testament, whom it 
should be taught from its early years to 
consider as a special patron and inter- 
cessor at the throne of grace.

Again, if on so grave a question as 
that of the true Christian doctrine on 
Divorce, tlic Heformers both mistool^ the 
true sense of Scripture, and went fjuite 
beyond wdiat is therein sactioned, as 
Lord liedesdale testifies, what reason- 
able assurance can liOrd llcdcsdaJe, or 
any other Protestant have, tlint witli re- 
gard to the other doctrines of tlie Ca- 
tholic Church, wdiich the llcformcrs im- 
pugned, as well as her tcacliiug upon Ma- 
trimony, they did not fall into a like 
error. It was, Lord Hcnlcsdalc confesaes, 
the accident of his ji.|)poiiitment to be 
one of the Divorce Commissioners, that 
occasioned him to investigate the Ca- 
tholic Doctrine on Matrimony, and the 
true ioterpretaLion of the i text of St. 
Matthew. But for the contingency just

Cliristian Morality. Purthermorc every 
single moral precept ot Cliristiaiiity 
constitutes at once a doctrine which we, 
are to believe by faith, as well as to put.' 
in practice bv our conduct, 

• Now Lord Rodcsd.ale by his own syl- 
mission, for the long term of years, 
which elapsed, since ho came to the use 
' of rqason, until he was appointed one 
sf the Divorce Commissioners, rejected, 
as false, the Catholic Doctrine on the 
indissolubility of marriage, which doc- ’ 
trine he now holds to be one of the

Biit 1 would recommend in a second 
edition, the addition of some questions 
without solutions, if it, were uniy for 
the purpose of testing the advaiujic- 
ment of the student. I am aware that the ^ 
Avork is specially intended for self-siadyy 
but even for such a purpose, I Jiavc expe- 
rienced the arlvantago of a few questions 
without soldtious being annexed. And 
though the authority of Hutton, &c., 
be against me, I would also advise a 
cliange of position in the terms of pro- 
portion, so as to have those which form 
4ono ratio, of the same kind. 

V may bo pronounced hypercritical or 
even unfriendly, but it is the very op- 
, posite feeling w hich induces me to make 
1 those few remarks. 

I would wisli to make the Avork more 
extensively useful, by having it i lit ro- 
il lu'od as a cla!>s book into jilaces of edu- 
cation, and for thi.s it could be easily 
prepared by tlu* addition of the elemcu- 
tary rules, and making the few alter- 
ations I liavc mentioned. One part of 
the work I must add, deserves unquali- 
fied prai’sC, tlic illuslratiims given in 
questions in mensuration. 

1 have not tho slightest doubt hut 
that the present edition will be quickly 
exhausted and a second afFoi'd an oppor- 
tunity to tlic youthful compiler of pro- 
filing by my advice.

The priest* or person who baptises and 
the sponsors contracts a spiritual affinity 
v/ith tlic person baprised and AviJi the 
])arctits of that person ; which affinity 
i.s an impediment to maniage. But the 
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godfather nnd godmotUer do not con- 
tract this alliance w'illi each other. Wlieu 
n person has been privately baptised, and 
is afterwards presented by tlic s])oasor 3 
to receive the solemn blessing and mic- 
tion, no spiritual afhnity is contracted. 

As baptism imprints a spii;itual charac- 
ter on tlie soul, it cannot be received 
more than once. , 

If the person to be baptised has the j 
use of reason, he should have the iulen- 
tion of I’eceiviug the sacrament, and also 
a sincere sorrow for his sins. 

The following is an explanation of .the 
ceremonies nscil in baptism : ' 

The ceremonies used by the Cnnirch in 
the adniinistratiou of baptism are vciy ryi- 
cient. St. Basil mentions many of them, 
which, he says, are of aposlt^Iieal tradi- I 
tion ; as the consecration ol‘ the water,# j 
and of the oil nsed in, the anointings, the 
renunciation of Sat-jui and has 'worhs, 
and the profession of faith. St. Angnstinc 
mentions the sign of the cross, the im- 
position of hands, and tlie custom of giv- 
ing salt to tlie eatcchuracns. St. Ambrose 
speaks of the ceremony of touching the 
cars and nostrils with sj)ittle, witli the 
ivords, Jlc opened. 

These ceremonies have a two-f<>ld sig- 
nification. They s re outward signs of ^ 
that which the lb ly Spirit operates in- j 
wardly in the so\ils of tlioso that reeeiv'C 
the sacrament •. m d they also adnionish 
them of that winch they ought to lio, 
and represent to them the obligations 
they contivact. 

The ]»riest is vested in a white snrpliee, , 
as denoting innoeence, and M. wo stoles, | 
one violet, the other white. Tim violet 
color signifies tliC unbappy state to which 
sin has reduced nun kind. After tl/b 
exorcisms, tlie priest pnj:s on the white 
stole, as the symbol of the innocence 
conferred hy the sacran ent.

We piihr^h in this day’s Colonist a letter 
from the Right Rev. Dr. Allard, the Catholic 
Bishop Vicar Apostolic at Nat:il, to a liberal- 
minded, a truly benevolent countryman of# 
ours, on a very imeresiiug sulfject — the civi- 
lization and introduction ot the Chri.^tiao 
religion zunongst the Zulus of Natil. We 
hope that to promote the extension of the 
bres*»iogs of the Gospel, •and for the preser- 
vation .lud temporal and eternil well-being 
of tins noble Zula race, trie labours of the 
ex jelleiu Bishop of S.imari i jimoogst them 
may be crovVneil with uliiiuate ain'cess. It 
chcefs us to heir that Catholic MissioiiziHes 
have at length been sent to commence this 
glorious work. The Bishop is a member of 
7ho wSociety of the Obiates of the Blessed 
Viivdn Mary — an iostituio already most ad- 
vantageously known amongst the mimerous 
Catmilic Sociolies who devote their energies 
and their lives to the Foreign Missions, His 
spiritual jurisdiction extends from the mouth 
of the Rei River to the Portuguese sostlo- 
luonts on the Bay of Delagoa, and from the 
sea to the twenty-fifth degree, including the 
• Sovereignly,— and is bounded by the Orange 
River on the side M the Cape colony. It 
includes hundreds of thousands of human 
beings who are Jet unacquiunted with the 
Divine truths of the Gos|>«J/ The Bishop 
has already complet^^ church for the 

Catholic congregatio^^ai Tieteriuarnzburg, 
and is commencing ^another at D Urban. 
Having provided f^r the wants of these two 
Oaiholic congregijilons, he next turns his ai- 
^emion to the natives, ^'h*** »* »hp slirst 
iiHiancH of Catholic missionaries employing 
themselves exclusively for the' conversion of 
the natives in the British portion of Soutli 
Africa. The Prote stant missionaries ^lave 
hitherto had the fieljJ HMhemselves. From 
the da^s'of the first settlement made by the 
Moravian Brethren to the presbni, it would 
be a cvirious item to asevruiu even au up- 


pruuch to the sum of money actually spent by 
Cnglish, American, and continental Protes- 
tantism upon the evangelization of the native 
tribes at the Cape within the limit of iho 
25th degree of south hwitude. Supposing 
that the Wesleyans spend ainmally thou- 
sand pounds, tho sum devoted by the zeal of 
the nine# or *tcn missionary bodies who have 
spread themselves over tho colony • and it$ 
adjacent portions must have been immen,se 
we have no data to give anything Ifice im 
accurate estimate of its ainouat. Up to the 
year 1849 we giye tho ascertained revenues 
of the English Missionary Societies —

Tliis process 1 have no doubt 
tends v<»ry much to render them spiritually 
invulnerable for the remainder of their lives; 
but the recipe is a bold one, and would quite 
frighten the College of Cardinals is such a 
thing were proposed to th«»m.

Desi^eiietles, Cure of Notre DawC Vic* 
toirea at Paris. I come now to present in wri- 
tii»}p the narrative of the same facts vrifh the 
remiirkablu circumstanoea connected with them 
U^naudfc (Peior), born ot> Parii, July 1825,® 
entered the Little Sfiniunry of Versailles in the 
month of Octobe^'o 1833. During' the summer 
of 1843« he was afflicted with palpitations of the 
heart, and went to spcMid some time at home. 
He wished tp resume hin studies at the end of 
the vacation of tiiat same y.*ar, but soon expe- 
rienced violent paroxysms and feart’ul convul- 
sions, during which four men could scarcely hPid 
him. Xhe physician of our estahlishment spared 
no pains to recover him All was useless. The 


back left the ball offthe eye uncovered, and 
showed it motionless as that of a marble statue. 
During three days and three nights the poor suf* 
ferer underwent pains which drew from him 
h<»Art -rending: groans. 

, The physician. in chief of the civil hospice of 
Versatile^, a- doctor of great reputation, and of 
the most extensive expeiientfe, was consulted on 
Friday, April 4ih. Hh examined the patient, 
Ihought that in alt probability he would never 
yecov^r his sight, said that he had an iocurahle ’ 
malady of the heart, and added,. ]tbat we might 
exp ct to lose him a little sooner, or a little later, 
Discon«f>hite, we turned our eyes towards 
That name d»iy a Novena to the BIorh- 
ed Virgin wis nndi-r'aken hy the whole com- 
munifv. Oo Saturday, the 5th, a prolonged 
paroxysm, and the extreme weakness of the so f- 
fer^r, di^termined us to give him#xtrenu) nnc- 
fion, a little before one in the afrernoon. During 
thi'^. time, the scholars, asseiiihled in the chnpei, 
\v*mo saying (he Miserere. As for the sufferer, 
?he Was insensible, his eye.s fixed entirely open. 

A mustard poultice applied between the should- 
ers did not. cause him any sensation. Kf^spir.-i- 
iion siipined to have cea^od, and we made haste, 
fearing l«sc he shmild breathe his last before fche 
end of the ceremony. Ills mother was there 
bathed in tears. About a i^utirter of an hour 
affer the adinioistration, llenaiidt came to him- 


paroxy-sms were repeated in a frightful manner, 
and the doctor did not think it right to leave mo 
in ignorance of the serious nattire'^if the maladv. 
He informed me that there was coiuiniial d inger 
of an effusion on the brain, and did not hesitate 
to say that, to cff»^ct the cure of the patient it 
would he necessary to make him a new heart, 
which exceeded the power of medicine. In con- 
sequence, io the month of ^Xpril, 1 844, w- took 
advantage of n slight amendment io tin* youiii^ 
mans state, to take hiio Ic Montmorenev, to 
some relations who had brought him up. There 
he improved a liille, and in the inonih of Oclo- 
her last, oannvto stay at VtosaillcM with the (Jme 
of St. SimphoHan, his protector. Although we 
did not wish to take him again into <tjr establish- 
ment, we nevertlieless consented to allow him to 
take his place in the classes us aften as hU 
strength permitted him. In granting him thi.% 
favour we were not without fear, for the doctor 
had declared to us that at any moment the terri- 
ble coiisc\piences occii'^ioiud Ify ilie disordered 
action of ihe heart might return. Our appre- 
bensi.ms were realised. The 24th of February 
last, R naudi, on arriving for the morning class 
was seized again by his complaint, and cmrducied 
iminedii4tely to li e infirmary. In spite of the 
moat as.siduoua attentions, the condition of the 
patient conti»t,UAlly grow worsv. 

Finally, on the \at of April, the convulsive 
beaiiiigs of the heart, comp il ed by «ur physician 
to vtrdijnt tlie sucker of u pusnp, 'deter- 
mined un the brain, IVoui which re- 

suUea^H paralysis the optic iiorves. Thence- 
forth/*came complete .blindness and uhsoluie in- 
ernsibility of the pupil, to .suoli ii dcgiHa that thk 
doctor put hi.s fioger upon it without > he patiu,it*s 
fetliiig the smallrat iiiipreasion. I saw him in 
thia deplorable coiiditiop. Ti/e eyelids drawn 


j self, and said that he ftdt no more pait: lit* 

j who for so long u time had rem'iined in bed 
I without being able to tak* mmrihlim.Mitj, after 
I an entire prostration of strength, rtMjnesled to 
I g*^t up from that same day, and was able to 
walk in tho infi.mary. This iinprovem^'iit^ al - 
lowed him on Sund iy the (5rh, to he prcsmit at 
I vesper'*, sermon, an 1 heni‘dii‘tu)n. The folhnv- 
I iog days he ro»o ai fiv'e in the morning, atteodrd 
the meditation, and w.ss able to hear several 
M isse.s. lie Kulfered no more, hot w ts snii 
blind, nUhuugh the eyelids had recovered their 
power of ti>otion. He was led .several times to 
the recrearion, in the middle of the day, and l)p- 
ing placed by his school follows so as to f.ine the 
sun, did not feel tlie slightest impression of light. 
He hail already tint delloacy of hearing wliioh 
is peciirmr to th^r blind, and recognized by their 
slepi? those who came to>'he infirmary. 

On Friday, April. 11, was called in a diatin- 
guished oculist of Frris, who after having ac- 
knowledged, llk« our physician, that the effusion 
on the opiic nerves, determined hy the disease 
of the heart, wms the cause of the blindness, 
considered llie case a had one, and did not ven- 
ture to promise more ^tjjan that hy means of an 
energetic treatment,* Would endeavou? to res- 
tore to our blind youth a liUle light, 

IVhe prospective .view of this treatment was 
not encouraging. Copious bleeding, appiicuiou 
of Ireclies, l)Ij,tering, seton, &<j. But our physi- 
^cians hud thought, eight days before, that Ilo- 
naudt, .exhausted by eighteen months of parox- 
ysms and a ffeatiiient suitable, could scaredy be 
bled again without dagger. 1 liud also heard 
our doctor complain that his patient bad become 
lebellious against all medical processes. 

We had then but one remaining' hope for the ‘ 

cure of the sight. The Novena was to finish on 
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Satnrdayt April 12. Onr^dear blind ona com- 
munioated that day at the Ooinmuiu'ty Masut bat 
Ills ftij^ht WiiH not redtorpd. After this, we eon- 
chided that we must resi;^n ourselveH to submit 
him to the treatment prescribed by t^ie ocuiist ; 
and not beinj^ able to apply it in oiir cstabinh- 
nieiit, wo took uur measures promptly for con- 
fidin;' hi'ii to the maternal care of the Sisters of 
Charity of Versailles. The noc^*^sary steps 
were tak ?n on Sunday the I3tli, and it was de- 
cided that the poor youth should leave us on 
Monday the lith of April, between nine and 
tCMi in the morning. On this day, tixed fop his 
departure, he heard a first Mass at six o’clock. 
At'ter the M«is» he .npok^d to his coTifesmjr. He 
expressed to him hoiy painful it was to him to 
think that many ot his young sciioot-fel(ow.s 
iniglit be shaken in th-ur faith, when tiy^y saw 
that, notwit h.^t^^ndiMg their fervent prayers, h« 
had remained blind, llo entreated him to speak 
to thoin, to rKaniinale tiieir eonfidonco ; and he 
requested to ho recoin uiemled to tlio Archicoii- 
frerie. Afterwanls lie wished to attend at the 
Community Mass, which wa.s aJd at seven 
o’clock, in ord»*r to co.nuiunicate, a last, time, in 
thi* chapel of the Lirtle S-Mninary. Me had in 
this a iwo-fold intention; first, to acquit him- 
self^by auiipation of the communion which hui 
fallen to aeooi^Uiig lo^'liis number, as a 

member of the »Saered lleart ; and .secondly, to 
obtain the strength he. need'^d in order to .sup- 
port a Me.'iUnent of wiiich he was i^rnorant nei- 
ther ot' the sov.erity nor of the dui"iii<Mi, lie 
Was brought, thoreforo, to tli*^ l^ommunity Mas,-, 
wearinly the ribbon and ined.il of the Associa- 
tion of the Sacred Heart, and was placed on 
iny bench in the .sanctuary. At tho moment of 
fhe coiiimunion, the intinnarian, giving him hi.s 
arm, condnc'ted him to th 0 ‘*altar. I placed on 
hi« tongue the Body of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
gave ihe communion to iiiiny other persons, and 
liiiished the holy Mas.s. 

On mv return to tlie Sacrl.sty, I Idessed a 
Crucifix which our blitid youlh had lefi before 
the Mas.s, and ^vJjieh he wa.s to take with him. 
After this benediction, which was tho business 
of an i list. ant, the Infirrnariaii came up to me, 
and muttered soniu words wijich I scarcely 
uiiderstodd. He said tlvit, after the Cornina- 
xiiyn, Henaudt had chosen to go hj^dk tfc'ione to 
his place. (This circumstances had'liot escaped 
me.; but I had paid* no further attention to it, 
than to romai'k rapidly within myself how quickly 
the blind become accustomed to localities.) The 
scholar charged with the care of the Sacristy, 
came to join the Infirmarian, to assure me that 
^the yoiiifg man, after returning to his bench, 
had taken and opened a book. I thought he was 
dreaming. “ We shall awe presently,” I an- 
svipred them, what the case is and I 
tened to put off the vestments with which I was 
rgbed. ' • 

At this moment the door opened; and I saw, 
with inexpreAsihle surprise and j ly^ ynuirg It-- 
tiaudc come down the six steps whicli join tlfe 
floor of the Sacristy to tlfit of the Chapel, then 
come and throw himself irico my arms, and press 
himself to my heart. Sharing in his gratitude 
and wonder^ I luingled my tears with his, and 


said to him : What, then, ha«e yon eipcrien- 
ced *. .ind what has happened to you?— What! 
light is re.srored to you 1‘ 

“ Yfs.” replied he; *• when I wa» on my 
knees at the foot of the Altar, waiting for the 
holy Onmiminion, A voice said to me, ‘ Believest, 
thou? Believeftt thou?’ And 1 atiawered, 

* Yes, Lord ; { believe t,hat Thou canst work a 
miracle t Tlnm hart taken away my sight : 

• Thou canst easily re.store it to me.' As soon as 
the s.a.*ped lIo<t had touchtyil my tongue, I, found 
myself dazzled . I saw every thing, and 1 saw 
nothing. As f remained there, motionless, the 
Infirmarian touched me gently, to remind me to 
t*(*t tip. Then 1 pf*rei>ived di.stinotIy the step of 
the ,Alur. As f returned, I saw a bench, to- 
w.ards wliich f directed my course, declining the 
help of my guide. There were there .several 
book'?: I took one of them and opened it, in 
o'^ler to try in what extent I saw clearly. It 
was an Imitation of our Lord Jesus Ohrtst. 
The print w.fs very smsll. I passed several leaves 
which contained the Ordi.iary of the Mass, and 

*I fell on these words, which I read disrinctly : 

‘ Q>ii nt*jfnitnr non anibnUt in t/inehrist dicU 
Dotniaus Thou I shut the book, and applied 
rnyseif to prayer.” 

Snrh Was the answer of Renaiidt. t was 
astonished with tho recital. We returned toge- 
ther to the Ciiapel, and made our thanksgiving 
side by side. 

In the mean time, many of the two hundred 
scholars pre.senc at tho Ma< 4 s had perceived wiiafr 
had happened. Tliey had remaikod that tho 
blind yonfh had returned without help to his 
place-Ithoy had seen tliat he hrul opened a book. 
The nf»w.H passed quickly from mouth to mourh, 
.and th«^rc was an uoivereal enthusiasm when, at 
tho rf*Gr»*:iMou after bi*eakfast, thry saw appoar 
in the courts, in the midst of the cither scholars, 
whom he distinguished and called by their 
names, him who, tvffenty niimites before, as wo 
alt saw and knew, had been unable to take si.t 
steps to present; hiin'iolf .at the Altar, without 
the h'^Ip t»r another’s eye. 'riiey # surrounded 
him, they clapped their hands, they felicitated 
themselves, tfley gave glory to (J«>d. 

At the end of the recreation— that is tn say, 
at eight o’clock — tlLMiau*U went to the Sisters of 
t«e laundry ami infirmary. For iny own part, 
I employed myself in despatching an express to 
the Ohio of St, Symphorion, in order to impart 
to him the happ^ news. After thei^fe things, 
about nine in the morning, the mother o/ our 
siliolar, who, for tlio ten or twelve days preced- 
ing, bad fixed herself at VerSaille.s, in order to 
follow from a iie.arer position the course of the 
malady, presented herself nt our porter’.s lodge, 
with sorrow in her soul; for she came to pro- 
ceed to the preparations for departure. On 
learning suddenly the sudden cure of her son, 
she huateyed her steps in «»fder to assure herself 
with h* own eyes ; hut xvhon she .saw hiiTT, she 
was near fainting away, so powerful was her 
emor.inn. s

A LETTER,

ter of the Great School of Lyons. 

# “ Oh.'ing h;ii, 24Lh May, 1851- 

My dear and iruich esteemed Confrere, 

“ Although my last letter is of so recent date, 
I have taken’ a fancy to write to you agnin, and 
the reason for iny so doing is simply because 1 
have additional nows for you. 

A slight spark soiiiotim'=‘S enkindles a migh- 
ty conflagration. *.• In the province of Kou^. tg- 
si, adj icent to that, of ('aii-?oa, a inerdliant, with 
his bales of goods, arrived too late at the inn, 
and was refu-sed admittahee ; tlio poor manufac- 
turer went ill consequence, and knocked at the 
door of a rich family in the nebourhood, and 
begged to be aceomrnodntcd for the ..night ; 
moved with compassion the master of the house 
received him. A short time after .some thieves 
came to steal the merchandise. The proprietor 
of the house went out and said to the brigands 
whom ho knew ; * every time that. y>ia have 
asked me, 1 have given you soinetliing ; is it 
riglit that when a friend cuuies and asks for my 
hospitality, you should come and plunder him in 
rny own hbuse? Would it not be more reasona- 
ble,' that, in consideration of the assistance t 
have fifforded you, you should not injure my 
friends any more than myself?' This .arguiiifiit 
appeared decisive to the bandits who at once 
retired. • 

This rondo of act'ion does not show that the 
host was iu^l)ii«>ion with the thieves ; it is meivly 
a moans of coining an agreement wiiii them, 
and it is often necessary to have recourse to this 
system. It Js al.^o essential to treat them well 
whenever an opportunity offers itself, for they 
will then spare you, and ever render you .servi- 
ces. Should you refuse them this tribute, they 
become your sworn enemies^ go so far as to bum' 
your houses, and in this case, the only plan is to 
dsnoiince them to the magistrates. But as the 
mandarin, before administering justice, comnren- 
oes by exaqfiing a sum in proportion to, the for- 
tune of the ooiDplainants, and that the case is 
always^ decided in favour of those who give the 
most, it followe that to have recourse to the tri- 
bunal is the very wors^ course to pursue. 

" Thi.f man therefore, acted wisely by com- 
pounding with the thieves. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the inandariu heard of what had taken 
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|>lAC9y and that he mi^ht not the opportuni- 
ty of extortinjf money frotnlA rich man, he «ent 
his BAtellities to ask him, why he was in colitt- 
sion with brigands. This message signided iti 
plan Chinese-^g'ive me a thousand piastres, fin\ 
I will say you have acted rightly. The whole 
affair seemed to be perfectly understood, and 
they had already begun to dispute about the siitn 
, that was fo modify the niagistrate’s language, 
when the robbers, having obtained infovination 
of this tiegociation, descended from their incmii- 
t;fins, pounced upon the satellities and killed the 
mandarin in his Jtouse. #Sucb is the spark— now 
for the conflagration. 

“ The rich proprietor said to the robbers, 
what have you done? In your desire to be useful 
to me, you have ruined me. Had you not come 
to my assistance, hud you not killed the manda- 
rin, I Hhould have escaped by the payment of a 
mm of money, and the whole affair woulfi have 
been at an end, whilst as it is, iny family and I j 
ahull all be beheaded. Do you and your family 
join us, replied the bandits, and we will brin}^ 
these dogs of mandarins to justice.* No sooner 
said than done; the poor family ^ to save their 
lives, had no alternative. The Miiio-tse, who 
were at no great distance, were at once informed 
of their proceedings. 

“^These Miao tse are Chinese who have retir- t 
rd into the inountaieis, and v?bo, ever sirico the 
extinction of the Ming dynasty, that is, for 
about three centuries, have never submitted nor 
paid tribute to the present dynasty of tlte Man- 
choo Kinporior. Intrenched in their mountains, 
whence they could never he expelled, they have 
always ^entertained the hope and the pr<*j ect of 
re-stablishlng the iiuuient iinptrial family. 

„ The Miao tse who could not have desired 
'•ny thing more gratifying, lent them a strong 
hand, and seized upon the first town that pre- 
sented itself to their rage. Thus coinmencpd 
three years ago, the revolt of Kouiig at. Since 
that time after having, iii numerous combats, 
assaults and skirmishes killed several mandarins 
and many thousands of soldiers, they not only 
conquered the Whole province, which no longer 
obeys the emperir, but already occupies a por- 
tion of Ilo-nan. 

* “ Meanwhile, Tuo Kouang, tke sovereign of 
the Celestial Empire, diedfin the beginning of 
the year 1850. According to one version of the 
story, the exactitude of which we have not been 
able to verify, the Emperor on approaching the 
hour Tor rejoining his ancestors, said to his son ; 
— I am about to be gathered to iny fathers, how 
shall I appear before them? 1 have not been 
able to ?asiaiiitain, as they did, the integrity of 
•Celestial Empire; I have been conquered by 
the barbarians of the West, who have obtained 
a footing among us. I die, therefore, overwhej- 
intAl with ai^iction, 1 entreat thee to avenge my 
cause. He may, probably, have added some ad- 
vice on the subject of the ebrUtian religion, this 
is not at all improbable, but l am not aware 
whether he did or not. The fact ihat*of this 
no one doubts, that the o^d emperor and bis son 
low reigning could never resign themselves to 
.he humiliation of submitting to the will of the 
]^aropeans. Hen^e, in the last edition of the 


imperial laws, drawn up after the COficlosion of 
Mr. Legrefice*s treaty, the ancient edicts and 
statutes are renewed, and peiielties awarded 
against the adorers of the true Ood, adding that 
they are justt and must be executed. 

At tho present time, the progress of insur- 
rection, which is beginning to make ita. way inJto 
the sutToundiivg provinces, tends to increase the 
emperor’s fears, tand cause him to believe alldhe 
calumnies that are circulated against the chris-' 
^ians. In the first instance, there was nothing 
auainsf us but the ordinary and local aiiiioyanoe ' 
of the mandarins; but theVebels being nt^the 
gates of the province, it is said now* that the 
Hight Rev. Dr. Battlers, the Vicar Apostolic, 
must he at the head of the Miao-tse ; a descrip, 
lion of him has been furnished, and he is every- 
where sought '%fter, whilst he is with us here at, 
the Jesuits’ school at Change-hay. In Ho-nao, 
a part of which the rebels already occupy, a 
•O hyiese priest has been thrown into prison 
where he is dying of hunger. Persecutiou ia 
also said to bif severely felt at Sutchuen, and as 
the Chinese are convinced that the ebristions 
sfre in the plot, which appears to them so much 
the more certain from the chief of the party be- 
ing, according to what is said, a pnuestant, they 
are not aware, or arf^ unwilling to^elieve, that 
at Knuang-st the reheli? have imprisoned some 
''f thft Christians because they refused to join the 
insurgents.

It appear# 
from a Tariiainentary ri port, that during lA* six months, 
ending June 1852, no less than 326 vessels with aggre- 
gate tonnaj'e of kd2,417 tons have sailed for Australia from 
different ports in (Jreat Britain.

The specimen forwarded to ii.s consists of a quantity of 
gum of A brittle lexluro. of a deep ruby or grunet colour 
which on triiuration iK'Comes of a pale pinji — the taste 
is strongly astringent like the gambler of the Straits but 
much more poweiful. It dissaves readily in water to 
which it imparts its own beautiful cedour. ' 

We are not aware if it is in extensive use in Europe, 
but if so, and the expense of collecting it is not great, it 
may become «n article of export from Ceylon of great ^ji- 
lue. 'I he \Cino tree we imagine is tbe ugly scrubby tree 
seen diipersed amongst the Eatenas on both sides of the 
road to Vineiavii and UamViodde, and asiit is see'i also in 
immense «\oauiities in oiher parts if? ttpv devaied portions 
ol tbe IslHud, tbe gum could be coUe'-iied in any quantity.
